Tim governments have luu only removed ull 
the obstacles whitdi iinpmled the study of 
anatomy, hut have encouraged and promoted 
it bv every means ; and the eiieihs of tliis 
jKiUcy have been rendered manifest by the 
great and deeided progre.ss whii li iliu science 
has made in thoHiM uirntries w ithin tiie lust 
thirty years. 

Anatomy has tdway.s been regarded as 
the basis of the healing urt ; from its eul- 
tivatioij, the Bciencc.s of physiology und 
pathology have arisen to their ]>reBt'ii I, im- 
proved cimdition, and it is only through ils 
future improvement, and the conseiiuent ud- 
vunceinent of those two sciences, tliiit the. 
lirnctici^ of medicine or ilierapeufics cnu 
ever approacli tlie rank of an exact sciencio 
llefore the present age, medicim* repo,sed 
iqion such toUmdag bases, a» tiie fertih' 
imagination of man (-(luld suggest. It was 
tlu'refoif} thietiuiting and unsteady in its 
progress ; ibe doctrine of one day yiidded to 
the theory of the tiexl, uud cerlainty and 
corisisteiU’V were Uisl in the wildmis.s und 
intricacies' of H|,eculution. In the hmgnagi' 
of the immorlal Hucon, “ Aieu sought to 
make ti worhl from their own coriceptioiKs, 
und to draw from their own nutuLs all tin- 
materials they employed, ilut if, instead 
of doing so, they consnlled experience and 
ohservtilion, they would have, hud facts, out 
opinions, to reason ahoiit, and mighi iilti- 
mutely have arrived at a knowledge of llie 
laws which aoiern the miaena! world. " The 
truth of this ^.•hsl•rvli1ion is up'pareiiv, iuid 
seems now to he fully iipjireciuted us llie 
only hukIc hv which we can a^aiii ceifuinty 
in the iiuproveineiit of any 1| ience. \\ e 
now feel the necessity of fl™ colhutuig 
fwts, und then iledm iiig oiir ]ir^-iples IVom 
theivi. It i.sw ith ibis view ihal remjMirul i\ c 
anatomy hii» of lute yeur.s been .Oiidied with 
so much effeef. For in em- ciidiMM.'ins to 
ascertftiu the laws of life, it is euilent that 
the ]dan most likidy to he successful, is to 
diiTCt our atlcntlon to ilm study id' tho-e 
oiganii'.ed heings who.se sfructuie ypn-ieiils 
the most simple form, tuni w hose functions 
art* the least tornplex. lu them we tlnd 
what I may term the vudiincnls ol' orgu!ii'/.u- 
tioii and life, the knowledge of which imi.st 
faeilitute our impuries into the intricate 
und complicfttcd luachiiiery of imm, turd 
forward u» towards the great dovsidexatuMi

IilHuenced by tlie importaitce of this sub- 
ject, 1 thought a few obst'rvatioiis ou or- 
ganized bodies genenilly would bi‘ the mo.st 
useful iutroductiou to a course of buiuuu 
anatomy. 

When we examine an organized body, we 
find it [)re8euts externally a|»irtieular form 
wliitib is constant, and wliitdi is more or less 
rounded, or ratlier not. nngubir, and internally 
a series of heterogeneous parts, couBistiug 
of solids tmd lliiids. The solids are calleti 
organs, and htmce the. term organization.

■fluids. 'I'he fluids are generally termed hu- 
mours ; tliey exceed in ipmutily the solids, 
jiurtieuliu ly in miijuals, ami both arc iji ustate 
oi' mutual tiepeiidencc, for if i.s iVoiu their 
union and reeijirocal action tliut organization 
results. Now when we come to examine 
chemioaDy the solids and fluids, we liiul (luit 
tin y are nuulogivus in tlieir conii>o.silion, and 
tiuit tlieir mnterials [iresent nothing jiiirticu- , 
lar, iniruimch as they exist eiiindly in un- 
organized bodies.

But these, 
you may perceive, are few, ami would limit 
our knowledge witliin vm v uarrow' hounds, 
did we not consider (lie ditleient degrees of 
energy, and other ]tecnlifu'iiie!s wdiieli dis- 
tinguish some animals from others, in tlie 
performance of their functiotis. hi order, 
therefore, to fucilitiite our impiiries, the 
aninnil kingdom has heim divided into 
dosses, and us it was inioossihle to find ony., 
one function or organ, with the developnieiit, 
of whieh the other functions and organs ket^t 
pace, whereby the rank of eiii h individuul 
I could he detrunniiied, it has lieen deemed 
j necessary to grouj) them aceoulmg to tlie 
ensemble or aggregate of their functions.

Sneb are tlie nine classes of animals, es 
taMishefl according to the getiend result of 
their orgatiifmtion ; hut if we were to con- 
sider their functions ynirticiikrly, the cliismi- 
fication would he iittended witli extreme dif- 
fictilty ; thus, as regards motility, the insects 
are superior to the uioluscie, and, hi reference 
to the circulation, the inoluscie, are luore 
perfect than the insects. In tlu’ liigher 
classes of animals, we liml that those organs 
and fuaCtion.s which they possess exclusivcdy, 
and yi'liich, therefore, distinguish tlieni froni 
thelowTT aviimals, are not merely .sinteriiddi'd 
10 those, which they have in common with, 
the latter, hut, on the contrary, that they 
modify them to a coiisidi'ruhle degree, and 
hold them in a sort of depeTidence. Thus, 
in those animals which possess muscles, we 
perceive that tis.sue superadJed to the diges- 
tive tube for the propulsion of tlu- aliments ; 
further nmseular fibre emers into the com- 
position of the heart, by the action of w-hicli 
tJie circuliitiori i.s earried on ; and again, in 
the higher classes, where we have a more 
perfect development of the nervous system, 
we find that it iotlueuces, to a great degree, 
tlie fimctiim of the cireulation, and vice 
vtrxo, tlie action of the heart, tlie nervous 
system. So tliat in the higher classes there 
seems to exist areCijirocity of ticflou hetw'eeil 
(he severid Ainctions.

ago, atari operation of lithotomy, performed 
by a young surgeon, on wiiicli occasion 1 
acted as his }(riuci[>al assisTunt. The blad- 
der was soon cut in to, and a stone of .s(>nie 
magnitude readily extracted ; hut wo were 
coT».seiou» of the preseiu e of another stoiic, 
although tiie operator, after the repeated 
introduction of the forceps, failed to extract 
it. Tlie difficulty of extraelion arose from 
the bladder spesmodicidlv contracting iijioii 
tbe stone, and thus prexenting the forcejis 
trom coming into contact with it. I intro- 
duced my finger into the wound, am! felt a 
Btoue above the jmbi.s, which wa.s firmly 
held ill this situation bvjht* s])asnjodic con- 
traction of the bladder. 1 could just reach 
the .stone, and turn it round and round, but 
my finger was too sliort to dislodge it. As 
the o[K*rator was not ju'ovided with a lever, 
or witli curved forceps, 1 advised tlmt the 
patient sbouhi nut be ke)it longer upon the 
table, hut that he should be put to lu’d, and 
tbat a.s the opening wus lre.'‘, xxhcu tbe 
spnism of the bladder was ndaxed, and sup- 
imratiou established, there was little doubt 
but that the Rtom* xvould Ik* easilv extract- 
ed ; whereas, hy pi'rsistiug in fruitless at- 
tempts to exiracl, tlie patient tvoiild bo so 
much exhausted, that his dmiger would he 
thereby greatly increased. The juitieul was 
tlierefore laid in hed, and vvlion 1 went to 
visit him. along with his surgeon, on the 
evening of the third day, I iulniduced my 
ling(*r into the wouiid. and liookiol out, 
with tbe utmost case, u stone about tbe size 
of u turkey- Itean, which was lying in tlie 
inner openiiig. '1 he patient recovered with- 
out oiu' hud symptom, and tliis operation 1 
liave frcipicntly revolved in iny mind, and 
kept the cuse iu view, as a guide in similar 
circumstaiu-es.

diately on tlie sound being intrcMiuced into 
the bladder, and from the obstruction wliich 
I exiierieiiced in passing the instrument 
through its neck, when this viscus was 
empty, 1 was prepared for some difficulty in 
the extracliou, and therefore judged it to be 
a proper case for the trial of tlie opium. 1 
ordered the. patient to he placed upon a milk 
and vegetable diet, to be immersed in the 
waim bath at bed-time, for several nights in 
succession, to have five minims of lauda- 
num eacb night, and his bowels to be kept 
freely open by laxatives. I'he rectum was 
waslted out with tepid water, on the morn- 
ing of the operation, and two liours bei'ore 
cutting, he had a draught coutuimng fifteen 
minims of laudanum. 

On tlu^ 6th of June, I perfonued (he la- 
teral operation with the knife ; and, on 
passing niy linger into the bladder, readily 
felt 11 Slone, hut 1 had no siumer introduced 
the forcepts than it disappeared. 'I bis re- 
peatedly occiuTed ; and it is wortliy of re- 
mark, tiuU if I withdrew my linger for a 
iiunute, on ngiiin introducing it 1 readily 
felt tile stone ; but wlieti I moved my finger 
fnely williin th(' cavity of the bladder, it 
was us eli'ectuul in exciting spasmodic ac- 
tion H.S wlien the forceps was introduced. 

1 changed tlie jmsture of the patient, and 
injected .some tepid water, but with no nd- 
Timtnge. 1 now censed to introduce any 
metallic iiistiument,, and aft«‘r tlie bladder 
liiid remiiined for a little wliile (|uieseeul, 
again introduced niy linger slowly into tint 
wnimd, when I felt the stone above the 
pubis held in the contriu ted folds of the J 
idadder. On attempting to hook the stouu, 
it lid! down to the loner and iuifeiior jiurt 
of the Idiulder, I tlien put my finger ujiou 
it, passed along the linger a siiihH lever, 
'wliicli 1 had got imide for the occasion two 
days before the opei iition, and, with the as- 
sisliuiee of jamither linger in the reetuni, 
easily tunieii' out u rough stone, tlie sizo of 
a French olive. 

It is junt a foitnight to-day since the oyie- 
ratiou ; Ibr the last lew days all the urine 
has been passed liy the urethra, and the 
Wound Is lompielelv cirufiized. During 
last luglit the boy made W'uter only Iwice ; 
lie is now ruiuung about, and is, every 
re-pecj. well.

1 adapted to general, must be equally adapted 
to n medical, education- Can men cross the 
pons ftnininus witliout being first taught the 
difference of acute and right angles 1 and how 
can men be lamed into society, other tlitni 
medical dolts, if the means of acquiring the 
eh'ments of a jnactical education he denied 
them 1 Yet, strange to say, this has hap^ 
pened for years, we may .say for conturies J 
und because we pointi'd out tlie absurdities 
of such a jirocedure, we had nil the slander- 
ous tongues of the hydni of aristocratic in- 
dolence bnrkiug against us. W'e never did 
feel diHainved ; we felt our cause good, and 
w’ere t(s,Hured that it would prosper. We 
are encouraged by what, hns been iccom- 
])li,shed to iittemjit more, and W'c shall not 
rest until medical education bus undergone 
ft Ktrict und thorough reforai ; until tho 
jirojier means he rendered available in the 
freest nimmer; until ibe jiroper measures 
be ttdopted, to secure support to the de- 
, serving iiud industnous man ; until we can 
siiy of the a]qiro}>rintion of public patronage, 
fxnc werenii fadentlmn curavit.

it shows that the good work of reform is 
going on. At the Middle.’sex .Hospital, we 
find the access of the pupils to the jtatienls 
rendered more eu.sy •, we iiml tluil tlioy l an 
now’ see iin]iortant castus every day, imsteud 
of twice u week, ns formerly we find a list 
of the ju'cidents hung up iiwihe waiting 
room, instead of b-.-ing stnaiomsly cori- 
eealed, us formerly ; we find* tlie post 
mortem examinfttioiis announced in a be- 
eoming manner in thtt same place, instead 
of being smuggled llirough, as formerly ; 
we find clinical lectures announced by Mr. 
Hell, and if ue can ate that Mr, JBeli dis- 
charges his duties in lui open tuul honest 
tmuuier, wo shall be the first to award burn 
that jiraisi which his acquireinents ought to 
procure for him.

The professional world has iRlely lost one 
of its brightest oniaineuts, in th« person of 
Dr. .loiis' B viic t-vv, the ('elebruted teacher 
of imatisiuy in Kdinhnrgh, who died at his 
liou.se in Argyll .Square, on the 'ilLst of 
August. Dr. B.vitcf.AY was origimilly des- 
tined (or th(! Churcli, hut tuniing his utteu- 
tiou to physic, lie look hia Doetor’a de- 
gree in 179(1, and soon after commenced tint 
teftchiug of uuntoiny and .surgery, in wdiicL 
lie was (>mineiit!y successful. Few tmichera 
have left behind them a groatiT rejuitation, 
iiud few authors wore dm iifde [iroohs of iu' 
liustry (iiul talent. J lis works on AtuHomi- 
eal A'oHundaturef on Mvxeidur 
OH yhierm^ and on Li/e and Oigunizatim, 
are too w(dl known and valufol, to Ptaml in 
need of our eulogy.

Alterative dost's of tnerciirv, with 
occusioual stomuebie siperients, with other 
means, were rt‘sorted tti, logetlier witli lot al 
abatraetion of blood by leeches, <S,r.. tlu*se 
were varied fjom time to time, us tbt* 
sytnptoms iiulicated ; he was seen liy 
several eminent physiciaiis during the 
Jirogress of his conipluint, wbieh re- 
sisted everv plan I'f treatment jiuqiosed. 
Tlu* dlHeiise advanced progressively, till 
ileath pul a jieiiotl tu ld^ existence in duly, 
ftltfd.

I tioh to the flow of blootl*. It may also, and 
frequently does crettr, in the progress of 
[ disease and this irregularity of the circula- 
! fion in then dejveudent on certain vital pro- 
j perties of the arteries themselves, existing 
independently of the heart’s action. 

V'nder the¥>e circumstances it must be 
confessed, that the ]»ul.se is, as Celsus aptly 
observes, “ hiUucissimii res and hence it 
jvoints out to us the necessity of jMirticular, 
XU coatradistiuction to gmeyal, diagnosis, 
A CR.se wdiich occurred at the Hospital dur- 
ing the last week, has led us to offer these 
remarks.

ing it. Lord Hacon’s remark, that “ know- 
ledge is p(»wer,” is a truth of universal appli- 
cation, and is, Therefore, aa true in relation 
to the treatment of disease, as to the exer- 
cise of politic, id rule, to whicli his observa- 
tion was direeted. Seeing, tlierefore, that 
knowledge is power, it is of important, to 
know wliat con'-titutes this knowledge,^ -nui 
W'hat are the. mrnua of attaining it ; for 
mankind, during every period of their his- 
tcry, have erred in their notions coneerning 
the nature of true knowledge, and have been 
misled by lUimes, and by tlic authority which 
imjmsed them ; aiul have been prone to be- 
lieve, that by knowing the lumie of an object, 
they therrhy possessed a knowledge of the 
nature of it: and this error has peculiarly 
pn vailed iu medicine, and men have given 
names to diseases from sr^ie fanciful notion 
formed of them, and which, by being secured 
M the true repvewmtatives of the things 
:hey denoted, Lave been adopted by suc- 
'eeding genetutions as a rule for their rea- 
nuingtf and their practice.

The knowledge, how- 
ever, of all those jiersons is the same, tlio 
difference being only in degree. 'I'berc is, 
tberefore, another kind of knowledge, dif- 
fering essentially from tlint of the jK!rson« 
just alluded to. 'I'his perluina to its con- 
stituent parts, or principles, and which it i« 
the ]ir(>vin(,*e of the chemical philosopher to 
acquire ; for by the skill i^xcrci.sed by him 
in uiiajyRing bodies, lie shows that vesem* 
blau^;e» exist hetwmen many substances, 
w'hich, judging by their external appear- 
ance, are in no way alike ; und, by the samo 
method, he detectu discrepimcica iu others 
that Jind previou.'sly been ibonght to be the 
aame. Now the knowledge wc possess of

Want if the Semkircukr Canals. 

In a work* published last year at Copen- 
hagen, there-, is a remarkable case narrated 
of total want of tbe semicircular canals. A 
deaf and dumb boy, eleven years old, who 
had for a long time paHt laboured under 
scrofulous oplithahuifi, was seiaed with an 
affection of the lungs, from the effects of 
which he. .soon expired. On opening the 
body, the lungs were found in a state, of 
sujipuration ; the hrain wa.s healtliy, as was 
also the portici mollis (nrrvus acousticu.s). 
1'be temporid hones were carefully removed, 
and sulnnitted to an accuraie examination. 
Om* was (luitf sound, and in the other, tlie 
bom s of tlie ear were found in their natural 
stale, excepting the stapes, which was cut 
through on dividing the bone.s ; tlie tym- 
panum, vestibule and cochlea, were (piite 
sound ; Iml no trace of tlie seniicin ular 
ciiiiab were to he discovered . the .-^piice 
nsurdly oicupied hy them wa> t'dled with a 
cellular or parenchymatous sulndaiict', the 
I'clls of which w'cve smaller Ibaii tliose of 
[ the mastoid proces.s, and had ti" .•onncxioit 
iwiili each other, 'ilte entnmeet to t(ie 
! canals were to lie seen, but lliey all ended 
ill blind sues. From the HtatemenT of the 
motlu'i, it Mj'iH'iired tuai, the deceased 
chib! cuuhl hear vi'iy wi'li till the .second 
vear, but at this period it was attacked with 
li violent feve.t, and became (juito deaf. 
From the healtliy state of tlie san-ounding 
bones, ibis want i;f the nuials could not 
b-' viewed "S the conseijiienee of sup])u- 
ratioii, or of caries. IVut idtliough the uh- 
seiice of the cuiuds must be regarded ng 
hereditary, still the account of tiio nmrher 
that the chihl could heur at one jieiiod of its 
e.sislence, admits of being explained. .Fx- 
pericace shows, that tin iuijinrtaut defect in 
l.!te lu'uriug, even if it doi/s not produce 
complete deafness, is still capable of caus- 
ing deafness and dumbiiess. f luldren may

If the rlmn glotfUUft, in tvinquil inspira- 
tion, were in ita greatest dilatatiort, the deep- 
cat aiukuig of the larynx, and the moat vio- 
lent extension of its xuusclcs would be then 
observable. Kvery one wchlld, therefore, 
apeak generally in his lowest tones, he- 
('ause they would most readily present 
tljemselv es. 

In deef) inapimtfffh, the sinking of the 
larynx, and the dilatation of the riuia glotli- 
dis is greater, hut yet not at the greatest. 

In (|uiet expiration, the rima glottidis ex- 
tends to ita inedluiu dilatation, and (lie whole 
larynx from its medium, condition gradually 
back, as every one can gee or feel iu him- 
self. The condition of the larynx is, there- 
I'ure, hy no menii.s one and the same in iu*i 
sjj) ratio!! and expirafion. ■ 

How then does it happen, that common 
hreatliing ]ir()daceB no tone, nor that the ' 
dilatation of iSm rima glottidis is so great, 
that on that account iio tone can arise, hut 
from the inferior strength of the iinjnilsion 
of the air, I he best comiiarisou with the 
human voice, is the whistling of tl;cli[is, bet- 
ter even i)r.ui the sounding of tlie ]dpesof an 
organ. As the narrowest opening of the 
lips does not jcroduce a roiumI )'V a g-ntJe . 
inijmlsion of air, iait only hy a more violent! 
one, so does the rima glottidis. 'I'lie wlioh- j 
iHi'yux may he extnunely contracted, and yet | 
l)ie hrtuithiog inaudible. 

This circumstance I’rofes.sor lludidjdii 
has nltogetiier overlooked ; therein lirs liis 
error. 1 hence he was not: able to explain 
Bilent breiithing, any otiterwise tlian liy the 
imivrojier assomjttion of a rima glottidis, 
dilated beyond the coiniiass of tlie vocal 
}iower.

tBl9, the &8t edition of hi* work appeared, 
entitled " Snr VAuscnlration Mediate f hnt 
from the great exertions which the author, 
required to make, his health became so 
seriously affected that he was obliged to go 
to the country for the purpose of reciiuting 
his strength. He remained there for two 
years. At this time the stethoscope became 
the subject of considerable discussion, and 
even of ridicule. 

In IflSl, on returning to Paris, be was 
nominated by Halid as physician to the 
Duchess of Berry, mother to the heir jire- 
sumptive to the crown of France, and im- 
mediately afterwards succeeded liis jiufron 
in the same situation tlmt Corvisart had 
tilled. During the period that he gave IfC- 
lures ill. tlie College of France, lie eiidea- 
voiireil to detail to a numerous awlimuH), 
eotu jtosed both of jiractitioners and students, 
the peculiar chnrarters of the morldil states 
of the tissues. It was tit ihk time that tlio 
studi'rue heciune insuhordinato from the 
iiiteTferenco of the prie.sthood with the 
school, which ultimately led to the dissolu- 
tion of the FacuU.^! (le Medicine. The lec- 
tures were of course «iispended. 

Althoagh nominated as one of the com- 
mission for re-inudclling the school, he was 
not appointed a professor, 'Vltis w'as on 
iK'couiit of a wisii of the ministry to place 
him amongst the Royal Council of public 
histruciion, a situatiiw of higher distinc* 
tion. During the tinw tliat he w^as a mem- 
ber of Commission, how'ever, he used all 
Ids influence to have several of the liberal 
professors re-elected, and to ameliorate the j 
coiulition of those who had been for ever | 
Bi ruck off the list. Laennnec was an inve- 1 
teratc. enemy of tlie author of the new ! 
French Doctrine (Brou.ssai.s.) 'i'hc polemF 
cai papers winch were written by these two i 
distinguished men, were read wdth great j 
avidity by the p-artisiuis and enemies of tlie | 
gattix^-enteriu doctrine. 


The large dose« of medicine employed by 
Rasori, and tlie followers of the modwi 
Italian school, induced Laeunec to make 
trial of those remedies, wdiich, even in 
smaller quantities, have been looked u|vim 
as highly dangerous, The result winch he 
obtained from this treatment was very re- 
markable, and such as to leave the question 
of the contra-stiiuulaut practice still undc' ■ 

cided. 

After the first edition of the TraiU; de 
r Jmult&tion Mediate w'as nearly sold.l.aen- 
nec commenced a wecond edition, which is, 
in fact, so much improved, that it niove de- 
serves the name of a new work, than a new 
edition, I’liis w’ork, as many of our reader.'i 
may know, was fortimatidy (inislu'd n short 
lime previous to the coininenccment of 
Laenuoc’s illness. 

l.aenncc had long suffereil from a slight; 
pain iu his right side, and diarrhma. About 
tlie latter end of April, lie was attaclusl 
with dyspna'a, acconipanied with soinn 
slight fever, and li-ft Paris for Kerlouarncc 
in Finisterre. He arrived there quite ex- 
hansted. His dian'lvti'a increased, and put 
a termination to his existence on the h'lth of 
August, 1826, at the age of 45. 

Moat of our couatrymen, >vho have visited 
Paris for the purposes of inedical instruc- 
tion, can hear witness to the affability of 
I.aeniiec. He w'as very attentive to all 
foreigners, a ciistoiu fur from being general, 
among the French. Laciuiec’s ndigious 
and political opinions, were of the most 
orthodox kind ; ho was a Ktanch rovalist, 
and II tirm sujiporter of all the siiperstitii u 
jand bigotry of the catholic church. In 
lu.s political creed, he had at least tlie 
merit of consistency ; for during the time 
of the rejiuhlic, and tlu* reigu of tlie eiii- 
peror, he muaiued a true royalist. \\ iiat 
: ajipeara most sm-prising, however, is, that 
an individ.mjl with such powers of wiad 
as Rnenriec possessed, coidd, ut the same 
time, have been a familic !

IVe believe that 
the giauitest jiortiou of Kuhsorihers to public 
cliarities, are genernlly actuated hy the bt'st 
possilde niorivert, and tliat tltey give their 
money witli thu unalloyed intention of miti- 
gating tlie miseries of their sutfering fellovv- 
ereatures. I'hey ougld., however, to r<'collcct, 
tluit flu; Biinplc act of signing u ch(‘ck for 
leu or twenty pounds, is not, in itself, suffi- 
cient for tim attfiinment of so desirable an 
; on the contrary, it often hajipens, 
lliai money thus bestowed, is employ e«l for 
no other purjtoso! than i>f 8U[»portiTig either 
unpvinciiiled (piacks, or some other in- 
triguing scoundrels, who arc continually 
ejaculating “ cimrity, charity,” with no 
otlicr view tlinn to their own indivi- 
dual advantage. Tlie supporters of i)ub- 
lic charities, iherefore, should see, that 
their intenliim, as fur as is possible, b 
f» Hilled.

their money is properly expended, and 
sliould exercise a greater degree of jiru- 
detice in tlve selection of tliose persons who 
usually constitute Committm, As these 
bodiiis have the entiiv govermnent of the 
InsiltutionB under their conlvol, they not 
nnfretjuently act in direct vioUitioii of every

them, by filling tbo offices of the TnsHtutioa 
witli some of their immediate relatives or 
dependents, ,wbo are'ultogether incoin|# tent 
to the adequate exectition of the duties 
which are attached to them, Governonj 
should also bear in inlnd, that those indi- 
viduals wlio are usually the most desirous of ^ 
being placed upon fhnnmitlees, are the least 
deserving ol their confidence ; sneh pereoifci 
have, it is tnie, charitif as they call it in 
view, but it is directed to themselves only.

A few' days ngo, Mr. 1 ..vn(:,stai'T' pro- 
duced, at St Ijartholumcv 's liosjdtal, a 
pri'puration of a femur, which he descrilnd 
as buviiig beeu fractured at its neck witliin 
the capsule, suul in w',hich there had Ixu ii 
suhseijueiit bony union. I’he, head of llui 
bone, iustctal of being emootli, was rough, 
mid .slightly e.xcavnted iu .several points, 
having the appearance of ulcerated hone, 
d'he head and troebanter were closely ap- 
proximated, 30 as to leave no iutervenirig 
■Space w'hicb could be demtmiualed the iifck ; 
the liead and troebanter nuijor being on the 
same level. There appeared a line of fruc- 
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tare at tlie jiiuction of the bead witii tbe 
great trochaTiier, aad a corairlcto plate of 
bone fimily uniting 1 bo. two parts togetlior. 
Mr. IiAxcm auf was ignorant of the state of 
tire capttlar ligamout on exammation \ He 
ftliow’ed the pn^parution to Mr. Eaki., who 
seemed perfectly convinced of the fact. He 
said, that be bad received, a few weeks ago, 
a preparation from a gentleman illustrating 
tbe same fact, and confirming him in the 
opinion be had formed, from tlio several 
sptecimeus tl»at had hiUen under bis notice. 
He (Mr. E.) had shown it to several sur- 
geons and anatomists of eminence, who 
were alike satisfied that there had been 
bony nnion watliin the capsule. He was 
unable to give the particnlars of the case, 
nor was he aware w'hat was the si ate op the 
f APSUEAR UCAM KNT OR examination. It is 
understood by many, that Sir Asrt.ny 
Cooper is of npiniou that such union can- 
not take place : but this is not the case ; for 
he decidedly says, “ that although in nil the 
examinations which he has made of trans- i 
verse fractures of the m;ck of the tliigh bone, 
entirely within the capsular Ugament, he has 
never met with an instance of fomy union, 
or one when' there was not motion of one 
end of the bone upon the other ; yet he does 
not deny that, under peculiar circumslnnces, I 
sucli union may be possible when tlie bone ■ 
is broken, without the periosteum being 
torn, and when the fracture is ohlhjue, 
partly within and partly witliout the capsttlar 
ligament.” Now, as in neither of the above 
cases do the gentlemen know the precise 
condition of the eapsular ligament, no one 
has a right to conclude that these cases come 
under miy other head than an exeejitiou to 
the general rule, which Sir Asti ev pavticn- 
larly mentions, vix, where the iiv.-ini.i-n' .u- 
sheath, and periosteum of tbe bone, have 
not been lacerated, or in so slight a degree 
as not to prevent the necessary circulation 
in tire head of tlie bone, to produce the 
fonnation of osseous matter.

It Iiiul been found that the 
catalogue was in a very imperfect state ; ft 
revision of it bad been made, and it was de- 
sirable that it should bo printed; hut not 
wisliiug to break in upon llie regular funds 
of the. Society, wbj<-h would abridge the sup- 
ply of new v.orks, tim Council thought it 
better (o riu-uiunieud that the necessary 
sum pbould be raised by the volantarv sub ' 
soriptions of the rnomber.s, and for that pnr- 
[Mise a }tapei would be laid on the table fiir 
signatur(?s. It is to be hoped that it will 
not be nltowed to Uo there h,nig ; ns A^i^bol!t 
such n cfttftloguo, the literary tn, nsures of 
the society are roadered ulnio*-! useless. 

'I’hc minutes of the last ineetiot; haviug 
been rend by Mr. Fii't.n, J)r.

Mr, Fay stated he liad practised this 
operation for seventeen yeais; and that 
its (trigiu was the result of aecident. After 
teeth had been arxidentully broken off in 
attempts by different persons to extract 
them, be had frequently observed, that jn- 
sti'ud of any unpleasant effects ensuMg, 
htMieJit rather was derived. I'here were 
iiiidouhtcdly many cases in which excision 
was improper, and where extraction only, 
W,is prac ricable ; a« in cuses where the 
socket or root was disetisecL One curious 
circumstance ^Mr. Fay mentioned, which 
is (icserving of notice ; namely, that the canal 
ii* the centre of the tooth becomes filled 
with ossific matter, after the crown lias 
been excised. Now this admits of an im- 
porfnnt pvaciical application. 11 the tooth 
ex<ised h* one of the ineiM'fn, jmd if it 
should be necessary to ajiply an artificial 
tooth soon after, a iliiletle or pitot should 
lie inserted iiimx'diately after the crown of 
tli«‘ tooth has been excised ; otherwise the 
liinal becomes oblit«»rnred ; and for this 
jmrpose he geueridly used a fimall piece of 
w’ood, as hickory, In this w'ay the deposition 
of bony mutter, and consequent obliteration 
of tliis canal, would be prevented. 

'riie ikmibUitp of ossific jnatter being de- 
posited, W'lts here bronght in (|uestion by 
»om(' members, and snnoiig others by Mr. 
l/,vn(istaff. This geiuleman considered tha 
teeth of adults htoi'^unic, for he had never 
been enabled to inject them, and henee he 
W'HH unable to conceive how bony matter 
could be deposited. This objection, bow*- 
eTer,v.as soon overruled. Mr.W a ut, who was 
j)re»ent,had one of hi» teeth excised, and the 
c&ul witiiin thf^ tooth luul become oblitera- 
ted by the dfjKisitiou of bony matter. 

One of the members asked why ossific 
matter was dejmsited in the canal of excised 
teeth 1 as this was not observed in teeth 
W'ljich had been acoidim tally broken. 

Mr. Fav replied, that whe-never a tootli 
had been broken by attemjits to extract it, 
its vascular connexion with the alveolar 
process had been broken, and hence the 
dejiosiuon of ossific mutter could not occur. 

jMr. Fay then showed liie infitniments for 
cif/siow. Tie stated, that be never had 
(Hcasion to remove the fangs of a tooth 
which he liad excised. After excision, be 
plied the cujuput oil on a little cotton W’ool. 

Mr, Fay’s extracting forceps are some-

Mr* Fay then showed to the Society his 
new method of stopping the tm-Uu Hu? 
metal he used was apparently some kind of 
amalgam (wliieh melts ar a low tempera- 
ture). A Binall piece of it being placed 
in the tooth, an iustrument sliglitly wanned 
hy a Bjiirit lamp was then apjdicd to the 
metal, wdiich w'us sufficient to melt it, und 
thus the hole was filletl with the metal. 

In answ'er to n question jmt to him by a 
Member of the Society, Mr. F’ay stated, 
that he had never observed any juirt of tiie 
fang of y tooth whicli Inid been excised, be- 
come absorbed ;, and be m couute.d for it by 
tilt? cireimistance of the nutritieiit vessels 
being undi.siurbed and uninjureil in the ope- 
ration. 

Dr. Blake here stated, lliat excision wn.s 
unm?<-es.sary. lie was miiibled to cure the 
mo.st desperiitc cases of tootleaciie (unless 
tlie disease was conm-cred with rheiiniu- 
lisvm,) by tlie ajiplieation of i.be following 
remedy to tin* decayed tootli ;

mix, and ujiply them to the toolh. 

Air. Fay admitted, that in cuaes out of 
100, wlieve surgeons ami dentists were ap- 
plied to for the purpose of exlraclion, rdiiif 
might be obtained withuiil extraction or 
excision. Tin? first point was (u imjiiiro 
if the tooth could be plugged ; seeojullv, 
if it could not be jdugged, to esfimiiio if iho 
roots were beulthy, as in that cusi exeislou 
could Ih? safely |»t?rforme(! ; if the roots or 
sfK'kets were? diseased, extr.iclion became 
nbsoUitely necessary, in the en^es in which 
the tooth could be saved l^y pluygiug, lie 
obseiTcd that he frequently obtained fem- 
porary relic'f for the palii nt by apjtlying a 
little of rb(‘ oil of cajujtut on cotton to tlie 
hollow tooth, directing u little castor uii. or 
some mild aperient to he taken : and wlitn 
the pain had bet?n thuH relieveil, In- lecorp- 
mended the tooth to he plugged, as the most 
effectual way o< preventing its rei’iirreuce.

terim you would neglect to serve many 
persons who might be most materially efead- 
fortfd. What »liould be done, then 1 AVhy, 
when you see the fungus growing there, it 
is your duty to take it out of the mouth. 
Trefme tlie bottom of the antrum ; put your 
finger into it, and scooji it out. A most 
bloody scene it is '■ A most desiicrate Ine- 
morrhag’e ensues ! I have seen a cjuurt of 
blood lost when this was jierfonning. But 
this does not frighten a surgeon who un- 
derstands his proiessioi’, for he knows it is 
the discharge of blood iVoiu a multitude of 
small vessels ; and if he saw the same dis- 
charge from a large one lie would be horri- 
b’y afraid, ile would eiiy, if this was a 
ilischarge from one vessel the piatient wmuhl 
«iie, hut it being from a great many, when 
he becomes faint, tluw will stop bleeding. 
But you don't give i.im Lime to faint; 
SCOOJI it out, jiut in a bit of sponge — wrem li 
it in — tell the patient to bite it, biithc liis 
face v’itli cold water, and what becomes of 
him then 1 There is no more bleedine ; 
after a little time the sponge beeomeB loose, 
you draw it out, and any thing collected in 
the antrum comes into the mouth, and thus, 
if 1 may so say, you jirevent the wails of 
the antrum giving vvay. Now 1 have seen 
several people made corofortalde in l|<is way. 
It is true the fungus may grow again, but 
(hen you may scoop it out with your liiig<>r ; 
you may juii your finger into tlie tmtnnu 
and aeoofi it entirely out. Still I am aware 
that all this is of a eaucerous nature ; it is 
a morbid ai’tiou wliii h will go on iiiid ex- 
teiul beyond the antrum, even between the 
dilfereut sinuBes of the head. J have seen, 
some osseous matter formed se.metimes in 
Urn different i^iuuses of the bead. 1 remem- 
ber one case particularly, as showing the 
morbid nature of it, and yet showing that 
all tlie cases W’ere not of that horrible na- 
ture which would jirohibit a surgeon from 
interfering with thorn. 1 shall relate uue 
instance, of a poor man who came into this 
Jloapitul — a poor fellow w’ho had this mor- 
bid grow^tl* in bia antrum, Ue bud his 
cheek in a dreadful state, and he apjdied to 
a {{Htick, w ho put a large mmtjc on the tuipiil 
cheek — a large and sharp caustic.

I t may perha'ps appear a little ©’‘ liflordi"^ 
nary to E»gH,sU iinatomistM, tint niiijority of 
whom re,st in general satisfu'd w itii a coarse 
and superficial knowdedge of auufomy, that 
it lias been a subject of great iuipiivy 
abroad, wluuher the ibnmb has a nietHcarpal 
bone and two phalanges, or no nndacarpal 
bone and tliroe phalaisges.

utile.” He will do all he can, he says, to 
comply with the mandate " Bjmrsa colligit,” 
but to fiillil the difficult task of “ utiliu 
selegit,” he must be allow'ed some “ discre- 
tionary pow(‘r/’ as if aotlujig of the kind 
wore wanting to comply with tbe other 
parts of his motto ; and Iiere he tnk(!S ; 
occiisioM to make some invidious remarks 
on tbe conduct of tbe journals for “ origi- 
md” and hospital ivfi'airs, whether jmtW or 
not we d»> not pretend to determine. “ Nu- 
merous are the articles, ho says, " which 
come abroad into tlie medical w'orhl under 
imposing titles, nml dressed in tbe specious 
garb of truth!”

on whit h to hang a critical di.ssertatitm, can- 
pot, for reasons, be adopted,” we 

are reminded of the sundry extracts froju 
b<K)ks with wlricli his review abonuds, and 
of a most inipvudeul and impudent state- 
ment which he put fortii in tbe newsjmpera 
on the subject, as well as the havoc he has 


made with the recent work of Mr. Benjamin 
Travers; but let him work on,— praise, 
cajole, and esteem all that come.s in hia 
way, we shall not easily be prevailed upon 
to give him any further attention.

Wf'ie Hditeil (iiid jnckkd, and barreUtul up like 
lierrings, to be rlnpjted from Tdv(;rjtool for 
Tadtli, for tlie sup]t]y of ilie Edinburgli 
Scliools, ■where the “ trade in dead bodies’’ 
is carried on to such an extent, that (be 
students are obliged to ]>ay from six to ten 
y)oiuids for a subject ! Liverpool, it was. said, 
was tlirowi) into a stale of extreme agitation, 
" from tlie dreadful apprehension that the 
corpses recently consigned to the grave by 
tlie surviving relatives might be among the 
immlter of tbose wliic-b bad been so Bacrile* 
giously torn from it." ’i’liis is tlic language 
with which tlie Editors of London news- 
jiapers try to excite the prejudices of the 
people, and tbrow ad.liiiunal ob.stacles in the 
piitli of a scienee, the accos?; to whicli is 
already too diflicult. “ (‘orpses saerilegi- 
ously torn friim tlie grave ; " “ the violated 
ri'imiins of tbe dead, pUkled aud ntlted, and 
pickled and J'mfi," may be phrasi-s fitted to 
«‘:itch the <'ar» of superstitious spinsters, 
and wenk-minded men, or may serve for 
the gossip of the winter fire ; but it is a 
lamevitahle circiinistaiice that the conduc- 
lors of our djiily journals, who yiossi-ss so 
much power over the public mind, wlio are 
f U' llu' most part nmn of sound thiiilving and 
good taste, sbmjhl be betrayed by the pre- 
judices of education, so far as to forget tbe-ir 
duty to science, uml thus minister to vidgar 
emm. ’I'hey nuinife,s( an uuaccountable 
inconsistency of character in lima conderim- 
ing, vvbat a few monihs ago tliey a.s xealously 
atteuijited to justify. We remember that 
tlie very journalist who now speaks of 
" sficiihiikmly t( aiing men from their 
gvavet,," was among lite fir.st to laud the 
ywiyu'r in the Westminster Ue\iew, “On 
the Lse of (he Dead to the Living," and to 
repTobratt' the gliostly prejudices of the 
magist .e 3 and tlie people. It is known to 
most men, that the great aWiorreace of the 


Scotch to have the caput nmtuum of hu- 
manity difiturbed, has caused them to puiiisli 
all iiivadcr.s of burial ground* w-itb sucli 
severity, that anatomy could not be tauglit 
in Edinburgh if the necessury supplies had 
^ not been sent from this country. e kno w 
|wdieii thirty pounds have been given by the 
! Edinburgh teachers for one subject, and 
I wdiat was the consequence '? the pupiils 
j could not leani anatomy at such a dear 
rate, and vv'cre oldiged to go to Dublin and 
1‘uris.

If fmpils are to prerentfid from ia- 
gpecting tlie tuorbid alterationn of structure 
after death, a mo#t important part of medical 
eihicatioii is denied them ; and if the jmr- 
mksioii to do »o he prantcd only on certain 
coiuliri.ms, which maormt almost to prohibi- 
tions, tlie value of the opportunities nflbnled 
in a lur^e liospital for patiiologioal study, must 
he lost to many. Nothing can he more ab- 
surd, than the practice of allow'ing three or 
four uu'uiids 10 extort from the students 
Certain sums of niouey, for permission to 
attend a jwst mm-tein examination. We 
tliought, at one tirue, that the fault resW'tl 
Nv ilh the Cioveniors ; hut we now find, tlmt 
the SviicriiNH themselves itro the persons 
w!io are not only 'winking at the imposition, 
hut absoUitely sanctioning' it, to save their 
own pockets! Thus is too bad, coufdtfer- 
ii!g the iiivneim sums of money u7iumlly 
drawn from the students for attendance on 
the hosjrilal practice, 't he tliree porters, 
or, as they are callt?d, box-carriers, are the 
^^ertwits (f the st'tHii.ONs, and are paid by 
tliem. 'rh.e surgeons nruke their dressers 
pay an extra half' guinea for tUo Ik*.! 'Carrier / 
itfany of tin* pujois me recommended to 
give something to tin/ Imix- carrier, and some 
of fluoTi arc fools enough to do It, after 
having juiid the regular fees to the surgeons. 

In iuldiliou to these sources of revenue to 
ii'te box-ciirrier.s, the “ sixpenny tax" was 
cstablislied ; and ultbongli a .sixpimce ap- 
pears a paltry sum, yet, in the course of a 
season, the number of sixpences jorid pro- 
iluces no iuconsiderabk amount. Scarcely a j 
dav' {lusaes, in w hich an examination of u 
surgical case is not made ; and often three 
or f mr in the same day ; and if it should so 
happen tlmt Dr. Laihav! should Ire, ex- 
amining a medical case at the same time, « 
ihiUing k demanded by these < ’eilx ri, and no 
pupil is allo'wed to enter tlie domain of I'luto 
w itliout paying, or promising to pay, tjoi shil- 
luig, although tire surgeons’ ])upjls may know 
nothing of Dr. Lathtnu's ca.se». Theini»o*i

I it not nnfrt**pientJy happf»» that they acetet 
the Kfudents in the streets, and demami * 
sixpence, or a shilling, or, it imiy ks, aoiaBi 
two or three.

It i* said thero is such a thing as a cow- 
fumioit of the spine, tlu* same as a eoncus- 
siou of llic brain ; u gouteol nume used to 


But if it 
be a question, whether there ever w*as Bttch 
a shock given as k> impair the functions of 
the spine, I can only say, 1 believe it is 
possible. I have? seen people jarred very 
('oindib-rably in their spines, and unable to 
meyo their lower extremities, and in a great 
state of nervousness; but who have re- 
covered »o quickly and so perfectly, that I 
believed there was no other injury but 
jarring. These are very rare cases, how'- 
ever. In generttl, when a man meets with 
an injury in hie back-borje, depriving him 
of the use of the jiarta beneath it, the 
hack is usually broken. But, cun it be dialo- 
cated? That’s the question. And the 
answer to this question must he — it can 
scarccfly be possible tlmt one veriebra can be 
parted from the other, on account of the 
articular processet being fitted as they are.

; more than niiw tniUiant and a half ^ francs, 
I The mean number of beds in the hoi])iit»Ia, 
occupied at the same time, is about four 
thousand two hundred, and the meBu aimual 
j expen,8e of each bed, is 603 franc*, about 
2'W. The mean e^ense of the kospim, 
which must be distinguished from the hos- 
pital*, as it is » term applied to t.lio»e build- 
mgii for tlie reception of tlie aged, infinn and 
fi>'Hi|dUnga, is S^,0.>8,8y;3 francs ; and their 
ordinary mimber of inmates is nine thousand 
eight iumdred persons, each of whoni costs 
about 18 sous « day , a sum equal to nine 
pence. 

In order to prevent any abuse in hospital 
I govenuuent, or the residence of incurable 
patients in the hospital, the Ih>rtau d' M- 
mmian must make an oxaminntion ofall 
the patients ia all the hospitals, once in 
three months. Light days nre generally 
j allowed to a convalescem for his removal, 

I hut those rocovered from fever or severe 
i Kurgicftl ojmratious, arts allowed a somewhat 
longer time. 

The mi>rh//<7p in the boRpitals of Paris ia 
abmii I in 7, ih o is to sivy, about I4f per 
cunt.; and when it is reooik’Cted that the 
lower classe* of the yieople are udinitted 
1 into these Institutiou* without any reference 
to the nature of the disease, tlie mortidity 
! w'ill not apj)ear excessively great. It must 
j he remembered also, that there are no poor- 
houses in Pari*, to receive the last stnig- 
glcs of expiring wretcliedness ; since in 
France there are no poor-laws, whetlier 
a loss or gain to the people, political 
fconomists have not yet detennined. Jt 
laippcns thattts tlie j>eople are occupieil in 
getting their dailti bread, {io-morruwi seldom 
enterpig the thoughts of a Frenchimm,) they 
ure contentto spend the iVnits of i heir labour 
in the curpe dim, and to go into the hospltrUs 
to die. 

By fur ibc greatest mimber of tbe Purisimi 
hospitals are supported by the gor<‘riiment 
in the niunuer before pointed out ; and even 
those, which wmv originally jirivtile tbuii- 
'iations, as the IJospilels B.-unjon, Meeker,

dexter, Huriug his stay at Vicuna, Mr. 


Loudon had an opportunity of seeing l>r. 
Jaeger, the sou-in-law of the celebrated 
Beer, use a double knife to make the section 
of the cornea with great success. The de- 
scription of the mstniment, which is accom- 
panied by an engraving, is thus given by 
Mr. Loudon ; 

The instrument is compoaed of a Beer’s 
blade affixed to a handle ; a smaller blade of 
the same form, having its flat side in contact 
with the other knife; andahutton screw. 
When not in une, the second blade is situa- 
ted within the outline of llie first, with 
which the cornea is irnnsfixed. It is intro- 
duced in the same way as Beer’s knih', not 
parallel, but nearly perpendicular to the 
cornea, and afterwards carried across the 
eye, exactly like the single knife, with the 
posterior surface of the fixed blade parallel 
to the iris, at tlie UKital distance from the 
junction of the eofnea with the sclerotica. 
When the point of the greater knife has 
transfixed the cornea at the inner side, 
pressure is made on tlie button head of the 
smaller blade, wivich slides in a grove in the 
upper part of the handle, wuth the thurnh, 
with which it is pushed steadily forward, 
w'hilst tlie grcatf-T hlade keejis tin; ball firmly 
fixed, and thus the section of the cornea i.H 
completed. A needle is then introduced to 
lacerat^e the caiwule, and the operation con- 
cluded, % gctitle pressure on the hall, if 
necessary, to displace the lens from its 
natural sitaatiou, 

'The advantages to bo gained by tlie use 
of Dr. Jaeger's knife, arc thus briefly 
stilted : ''

We cannot, it is true, find ill plants, as in 
auinnils, a bf-arl, ait'-rii s, veins, and absor- 
lients ; but we know that they posscBS ves- 
sebs of different kinds, wdiidi fierform a va- 
riety of iin|vortiiut actions, analogous with 
animal f'ircultttion, absorption, »(‘cretion, 
and mitriiion.

Exteriur to, and intimateiv connected 
Tn'ith, the pia niater by ceilular texture, 
is a serous raeiubrtme, termed the tunim 
aracknmtks; this membrane, the arach- 
noid, is supposed to t-onsi.st of two layers j, 
the extertial of winch, to-v^ards the basis 
of tlie brain, is reflecttHi back, so as to 
form an internid layer to tl»e dura mater, 
similar to tlie pkum costal'u in the chest ; 
BO that, according to this disjiositiou of 
parts, the arachnoid, like other serous 
inentbraneB, is a complete sac without 
opening, I’he artichnoid is extremely tliiu 
and transparent, so much so, iudeed, that 
unless rendered opaque by disease, it i» 
scarcely visible. Tlio surfncos of the arach- 
noid ■which are in contact with each other, 
arc continually moistened by a serous duid, 
which prevents their adhering togetlier. 
.Now if from any cause this flnid should be 
in excess, it gives rise to tlie disease termed 
h}:(lrilrq^hulu^ < itrnihf. 

On slicing the Imiin horizontally (accord- 
ing to the common baibomus moileof eon- 
dncting the exoniination of this organ), a 
difference of colour is observed j the central 
parts being wliite, (the inednlla or vmlnllari/ 
portion,) uiid this surrounded by a snlistanct' 
of a dark colour (the cimritioHH or cortkul 
portion). 'I'lie cineritious part may he in- 
jected, BO aa to show a very vaacular struc- 
ture, This cannot be done with the medul- 
lary subktance, at least I am ac(iuainted 
with but oiit; exception, wbicb is iu the 
numoiun of Mr. Timgstnll' j a fV-w vess<*ls 
only can lie thus lilled, and which are, j-ro- 
bul)ly, veins, traversing its sub,stancv.‘.

fe. Deep in tbo centre of the brain, and ra- 
ther towards the basis, certaiu cavities, 
called I'cntricto, are found; the two lateral, 
and the ,'kl, 4th, and .fth venfricle.s. All 
these have cominmncnfions with cacli other ; 
and admit of fliuda {)us.*ting from one to the 
other. In a hejdthx si ate of parts, therein 
very litile flnid found in these cavities ; and 
it is even doubtful, vvbcther any sensible 
quantity exists tlier<! during Life, tlumgb, in 
general, a small quantity is found after death, i 
There, is, in strictnes:-! of language, noca-j 
Tity here, the bide.K of the ventricles lying , 
in clo.se contact, with the exoejition of any i 
small quantity of fluid that may be coUwded 
in them. Ily the coinmtuiicutiou lietweeU’ 
tlie ventricles, fluid, vhen jiresent, mny gra- 
ritate from one to another, according to the 
jmaitlou of the Iwdy. I 

Mnny anatomist, s believe, tbnt the ventri- 
cIpB of the brain are lined by a continnatioa 
of the aiachnuid mmbraue ; and hence, timt 


hydroc^hdus inUmm is meredy the collected 
secretion of this membrane. This is very 
probable. In most cases htjdrocepbalu* »w- 
temui and externus, exist at the same time. 

In some cases of hudrui-i'fii-.-i'ui intemm, 
wdiere the quantity of liuul c. lh'-um in tlH;! 
ventricles is very large, the convolutions 
disujipear, the upper surface of the brain 
presenting a smooth a]»|ieur:ince, while its 
substance at this part biu^omes extremely 
thin, so us to ajipeor little more thmi a mem* 
hrune in jmint of thickucss. 'fids has been 
uiirihuted to an unfolding, as it were, of the 
convolutions, in consequence of the expan- 
sion from witliin. 

Of the Bloothesaeli of the Brain. 

The nrtmcR which snjiply the, brain, are 
of considerable size, and are four in num- 
ber; viz. tlm two internal carduh, and the 
two vertebral arlirries, 'I'hcse enter by sepa- 
rate foramina at the basis of tltc skull, d'hey 
anastomose within the skull from side to 
side ; which serves to break the force of the 
current of blood, a i»urpcse. which is further 
answered by the nrterLe.s entenug through 
tortuous bony cunals. The arteries ramify 
minutely on the pin muter, before they j)enc- 
tratt' the KubsUmce of the brain, where tliey 
are invisilile from tlu'ir minuteness, unless 
distended by injection ; and they are. tlit-n 
only seen iu tlu; membranes, and in the ci- 
neritious portion. The quantity of blood 
sent to tlic brain is very large : if we mny 
I judge from the bixe of its tirleries, in com- 
I jiavison with oflier parts. 

I M’itli reKp<'(t to the wins of the brain, a 
I pcculim-ity exi»i.s in regard to their distribu- 
tion. They do not wcompany the. arteries, 
as in, m®)St other parts, but the venous blood 
i ptiswes ouiof the skull at difierent apcu turcK. 
'fhey m'C, coWBcquentlv, not immediately 
influenced by the more or less diNtemled 
stale of the aiteries. '1 he veins enqUy 
themselves into the different sinuses ; the 
]>niu.ipal of which «re the longiludimil and 
lateral simmes, situutA-d Irntween the laminm 
of those processes of the dura mater that 
fonn the partitions between tlie hemispheres, 
und br-ttween the cerebnirn arid cerebellum 
(the^/afr und tentarinm). IW the tense .state 
and meloBtic nature of these membranes, the 
sinutses are guarded ugaitisT the etfects of 
presBuro, nearly a.s inucli as if they were 
lodged in bony canals. The veitis enter the 
sinuses obliquely, and iu a djre<'tioTi oppo.

In tlic case of the 
suljihate of copper, the iron was found to be 
rendered much more rwitive by the addition 
of u little vinegar.

A new subslimce has been discovered by 
M. Balard, a young cliemist of Montpellier, 
whicli heat first called marich, but whirh, at 
the Buggestion of Thenard, VauqueHn, and 
(i ay-Lussac, he afterwards changed to biiomi; 
from the Greek word ^pwjuoi-, pignifyiug a ‘ 
bud smell. Tlus subslaiice has hi'en ob • ; 
tainedilrom sea water by I\I. Uuhird, and was ! 
t!i«covered by him during the mauitfucture 
of iodine. ; 

Its principal characters are thus briedv 
described ; it is liquid at the ordinary tem- 1 
perature of tlie atmosjdiero, and even atj 
.18*^ below the aero of Kenuunir. Tn mass, 
its colour is of a deep reddisU brov\'u ; when 
i^rokeii, it appears just the colour of the red 
hyaciulh. Its smell is very strcmg, and 
lumdi reuembles that of chloriue. 1 Ik ih usity 
h about 5. It destroys colours in the snine 
inanuer as chloriue, and dissolves iu water, 
alcohol, and tether, AI. Jlalurd lues com-: 
billed it with a great number of simple I 
laidies, and has obtained some very renuirk- 
able comixiundB. Jt is not so etrong aa 
chlofiiu*, but is sti-onger tluui iodine, which 
is very singular, and render* it probable 
that it may ultimately prove to be only a 
I omfiouud of ihese tw'o bodies. It appears 
to resemble tldoriue ratlier imin than tJ»e 
other. M ith hydiogeo, it forms an fiydru- 
fide, or hydrobromic acid j and wdth oxygen, 


it forms bromic acid, whicli, in its various 
combinations, has a great resemblance to 
the chlorates. With heat it decomposes, 
iiie chlorine, all tlie soluble alkaline oxides, 
raid disengages the oxygen from them ; with 
cold, it combines with the oxides, and forms 
bromides, easily decomposable by heat, and 
by the weakest acids, nie weight of its 
atom is 9.328, taking oxygen as unity. The 
Academy of Sciences coiisidm this disco- 
very of M. Balard as a very important ac- 
quisition to chemistry^

I have long observed with regret, 
that tlie admirable, lessons contained in these 
works, wert^ to hti got at with too much ex- 
leiiHe and labour, and that they were thus 
ost to the. iirnctiHing putt of the profession. 
It was ms in ] present them in a less 

volmniii"!i‘ fipiiu, ,pud the value of the prac- 
tical mutter made it the more incumbent to 
omit some portions. With these exce])- 
tioiis, the reader will find the. whole, of Mr. 
.loliii; UcH’s surgical works in thes(> four vo- 
luniee.” 

To us, tlic stylo of Mr. John BeU'sw^orks 
hu.s ever appeared a great recumuieii- 
tlation, atul the editor’s initials were cer- 
tainly unne( cs.sarv to distinguish hi.s terse 
composilicfu, as he supjioses il, from the 
“ dilfuse style” of his hrpither. This is joy- 
ous, aniluated, and triuuiphant., and outstrips 
the impatience of tire reader ; Avhihi tlie 
former is cold, dull, and piilegiualie, often 
incorrect, and withal not a whit h ssditfuse.* 
Of the notes aiul commentaries of the 
editor, by fur the greater jiorii'm are con- 
tained in the iirst volume ; indeed the uddi- 
iious made to the others me not sulli- 
i jently important to napiire p.arliciilar eom 
ment, "J’o the first volume, then, \ve shall

strictioa of its fibres, nor the formation of 

clots, hut by the cellular suhstance ivhich sur- 
rounds the artery, Iming h^ecled toHh blood, ' 
wluc'h blood coagulating-, forms “ a suf- 
ficient barrier to restrain the. bleeding, till 
tlie part.s inflame, and the artery^ is entirely 
stopped.” Upon this Mr. (ilmrles .Bell has 
remarked, that “ authors have shown more 
cunning iu shirking tlte que-Stion, than in- 
genuity in explaining it.” " 'I'lieir little 
ways,” he says, “ of praising one another 
and going round about to omit the mention 
of liis hrotlicr, have been apparent to him. 
They have been as a child who conceals 
itself by covering its eyes!” ; not per- 
ceiving that his brother’s doctrine is at va- 
riance with itswdf, inasmuch as lie s(.ates, 
that Incmprrhuge is not arrested “ by tlie 
formation of a clot, 6i<t by the coai'nlathnuf the 
htood in ihe interstitial cellular memlrnine !” 
What else thi.s may be but “ the funnation 
ofn clot,” it may ho diflicult to determine. 

Arteries o]>ened by sharp irmlruments are 
well known to bleed freely, while such as 
are rudely torn hv mu-sket shots or maclii- 
uery, scarcely bleed iil all. ’T'lie fact cannot 
he doubtetl, and is thus exphiinod liy (lie 
editor: 

•' The coats of the artery being alive, and 
in the full c.nioymcut of tln ir functions, pre- 
serve 'the blood fluid. But tlus blood, de- 
prived of that influence, vmmediutely coagu- 
lates. The death of Uie coats tpf the arterv, 
or the in jury of the coats of the iirterv , are 
(is) attended with the cmtguhaion of tlve 
Mood within the month of the artery. 
is tlie reason why a hruls-ed, torn, or gun- 
.sliot urteiy, docs not Meed; it i.s tin* rea- 
son why, on cutting iijt.j mortified pin Is, 
there is no hh'edin>g. If Mood I’senpes into 
ri cavity, it COiignhite.s ; if il est ap.'s into the 
cclluldv meiahrane, it coagnliil.-s ; if the 
p-oats of 111) artery give' way, and the coals 
nr,' .'.upf.ln d by a new fonnation mil of tlie 
ceikilnr memhnme, the blood coagulates ; 
and this is the reason whv un ancniisin i« 
a.scertaiiu'd by the pri-senee oi' a ch/t ; fi,tr 
if the coats of uu avterv he dilated nip-ndy, 
there is no cGagulum ; but if any part oi' tlm 
-sac ho formed ofceliubr lexuire, comb ii-St-d, 
tliere you find a clot.” 

Ergo, hamrorrhage is arrested " by the 
formation of a clot/’ contrary to the bro- 
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hjiwthesis, k one placa, and in 
^ct keepiijij with it, in another. Motion 
^pessary to the fluidity, or, if Mr. Bell 
il ha\ t* it, the life of the blood, and it is 
ea efore no wonder that it should coagulute 
dead tubes, or in the interstitial cellular 
tmbrftiie, i'ie the femoral artery tw'O inches 
Jew the profunda, and, iinlea® the circula- 
m bo maintained by iuoaculalion9,t.ho blood 
anOve the lifature will coagulate, although t!ie 
artery be alive. In many case* of gimgreUe, 
the death of arteries is the eftect, and not 
the cause, of the coagtilation of the blood ; 
Hiiice, as every surgeon knows, the eoagulmn 
oi‘t,*n extends beyond the line whicb sepa- 
> :drs the dead part from the Uviug. Motion 
is neceaaary to tlie {ierfection of muhcles, ! 
find much more to the fluidity or life of the 
blood, ilaller has observed, that little clots ! 
of globules may often be observed in tiui 
arteries when the circulation is ianguid, and 
tliiit they disapjrear when its vigour is re- 
stored, Motion, then, rather than the sti- 
nuilus of arterial coats, is necessary to the 
fluidity of the blood. When bioiKl escapes 
into the eeltular tissue, wdien it stagnates in 
uu iincurismal sac, or impervious artery, it 
is no longer vnuler tlie control of Uie heart, 
urtd coagulates. It cannot move, and not 
nioviag, censes to lire. Mi. BcU should 
be prepared to prove the converse of his 
proposition, that blood never coagulntoB in 
K living artery ; but as that k Impossible, 
l)is liypothesis is absurd.* Arlerie.a cannot be 
dilated to any great extent, without ruptur- 
ing their interutd titnie. When *' merely 
diluted,” they cHnijot contain inert blood 
enough to hahime or overeoine the force 
of the heart’s uctian, which keeps it k in,Q-

tion, fluid, and aKv** Mlion the iiitemt! 
tunic gives way, the capacity of the sac or 
pouch of the aneurism, and cottwtquetttly the 
reBiatrmce to be overcome, is mucli increaH- 
ed, wdiile the heart’s action Mmaks tho 
same, equal to the naturnl calibre of the ar- 
tery, and the natural column of blood, Imf 
to no more, and it eannot keep fluid W'imt it 
cannot move ; hence the coagnhun. A fter 
these remarks, the fatlacy of the following 
observations will be sufliciently obvious 

“ IVheii the experiment of cutting or 
burling tlie coats of the artery was made, by 
means of a simill tlnead drawn tiglitly, and 
then i?nmediute)y taken nway, I aiitimpfited 
that such a degree nf injury of the coats of 
the artery wouhl iniluencethe hloid contained, 
and that the coagulation of the blood, united 
to tlie coHgulfthle Ivmplj S4jcreted from tlio 
inner surface of the injured vessel, wonld 
(•Illiterate or fill up the tube. I knew tliat 
the same effect wonldhave followed, if the 
coals of tlu' artery luid been clicked or 
juiiehed by means of the forceps, and the 
wound dosed. But to show tliut the injury 
couiaiitted was not of the natute supposed, 
I laid this coarse Hgfuure in contact with 
the |>rojter coats of the artery, without draw- 
ing it ; u»d (he effect of Mif, lying 

in ( ontncT with the living uicmbraue, was sm/'- 
feimt (o jrr'diioe that f/mitgc suhkh opemted its 
e fn-t on the hhud, eiuised its coagtilation, and 
lire rest was a natund consequence.” p. 333. 

A more superlative jiieofl of ironsensfl 
never n\vpcared in print. To " check and 
piiuh the coats of an artery,” or to lay A 
coarse ligature iti contact with them, ac- 
cording to Air. (h Bell, luiB the “ effect of 
producing tliat change which openites its 
ffect tm the fdoodf’ causing it to coagulate i 
and all the rest of it , ' ' as a natural conse- 
quence!” Out of Air. Bell's own mouth 
will we judge him. At juige Id he says, in. 
a note, One of the practical deductioTis of 
Mr. Hunter was, that blood was the Imnd of 
union in re-united surfacoR. ,Ii i.s not the 
case, that blood which escapes from nip- 
tured vessels is nlwrbed, and anew!k‘creiion 
jioured out before there isii reunion,” ike. 
Sow if a coagulum of blood be an obstacle 
to the re-union of the U})S of a wound, how 
can it possibly operate its effect,” «o as 
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to seal ap ami agglutinate tlie calibres of 
the bloodTeswik 1 The fact is, that idie 
" checking and pinching,” or the foreign 
iMxiy, inflames the coats of tLe artery, coagu- 
liihle lymph is deposited, the cyliuder is 
ohliterated, and the blood coagulates " as a 
Tiuturalconsetiiumce,” not of the “check- 
ing and pinching,” but of the sealing uj> of 
llie artery. Siuch i» the cfiect of Mr. Crnmjj- 
U)n’fl ‘fmm aricre hy which he surrounds the 
artery with a tape an eiglith of an inch in 
hiHjadth, and gently coinpre.ssi;8 it I'or three 
or four days. The artery i« obstructed, in- 
flainea, and ndhercH, and the aneurism is 
cured* We saw Mr. Bell adopt the follow- 
ing expedient in a case of popliteal aneurism, 
but are not sure tlmt any great advantage was 
gained Isy it. The wound suppurated : — 

•< — tie a single, knot twice, and, in 

drawing the ligature, let the noose sink so 
far into the coats of the artery, swio prern-r.t 
its shifting by the pulsation ; cm off the 
ends of tlie threads all hut one, p.ass thi.s 
single silk llin'iul tlirough a ueodte, and 
pierce the IntcgmneiitR froin within out- 
^^:lrds, at the dialimce of an inch from the 
edge of the iueisioii ; join the lips of the 
wound svitli greal Jirenracy, mid secure thetu 
with short j.ieees of adhesive })hl^ter. The 
advmitagi' gained by this ojieration, is the 
ooutaet of the uoiise of the ligature with the 
eoat.s of the artery ; the perfeet iiulou of the 
lips of the woUMih whieh is impiutant to the 
Ktute of the interior of the wound; the He- 
euritv against the sudden eruption of the 
blood hy this early sidlresion, and the ojijwr. 
tmdty provided hy the thread for the »epa- 
ruliou of the ligature,” p. 

'fhe following method of coinpre.ssiiig the 
antwor tibia.! urierv, on t !ie fore pint of the 
foot, is ingenious, uiid well wortli the ntUin- 
tion of the reader.

Tins bleed- 
ing from the stump iiumcdiately stopiiCiJ, 
and every tiring went on well for several 
days. 'I'he sturnjt became clenn. and was 
granulating, wheu a second violent luvinor- 
rhage took jilaco from it. .Mr. Snrilh did 
not re.ftch the hos]>ital till the -fUitien! liiul 
lost a consd-deralile tiuantitv of blood.

J'lom the money thus collected, the full ex- 
pence of jniuting and distributing tliis an- 
nual rhanuHCopaua might he defrayeil, and 
even some addition made to llie general re- 
venue, as W'ell fls from the licences for the 
sale of tea, wine, or other articles. 

Of such an act of the legislature, it may 
naturally be concluded, that verj' differcTit 
oyduioiirt will be formed ; and 1. nm fully 
sensible that it, is liable to many oh)ectioii,iS.

Cp to this • 
period, only two jiujiils had Ijeeli permitted 
to tthurrs the praeiitie e/’ the hi^firmary ; and 
although Mr. S.^iinorks had boaated for 
some years previous to Itis death of hav- 
ing operated in a peculiar' manner on very 
young infants who hiul congenital cats* 
met, yet, up to the time of his decease, ho 
had not comm unicH ted the particidars of his 
method of operating to the inedical profes- 
sioo of his country ; hut more of this anon. 
Shortly after the election of Mr. 'T»AyfcKs, 
a second surgeon Was appoitited in the person 
ofMr.EAvvnRNCB.andin 1814! studsntswere 
admitted to wi^iess the praetlce of the In- 
firmary at the following cluirges — five gui- 
neas, three months' attendance ; eight 
gnineas, six months; and ten guiiieii«, 
twelve months. About five years sintse, the 
of this liistitufirrn was removed 
from (.'barter Hoosn .Stjuare to Moorfields, 
w'here a building was erected, known by the 
name of the Ixmdon Ophtludmic Infirmury, 
at a cost of nearly (en thmmnd ptmrdx, 
which, we fear, was rather tmwdttiagly sub- 
scribed by a too CTcdiilous public. 

It is, we conceive, unnecossary to enter 
at greater length Into the minute hiBbrry of 
this lastitutirm f we shall now, tliewfhte, 
direct our attention to certain traneaoliona 
COtinected w'ith its govertmient, which, 
when carp la in (id, cannot fail to convey to the 
minds tsif the Governors, a perfect know- 
ledge of the deceptions winch liavc been 
prfictlsttd, and of the trne obje-efs of cerlaia 
busy jM!r«o«» who have, unfortunately for 
the EstahlbltlBent and tire public, tidm?n * 
loo aetivs part in its goveremeut. Let 
us, therefore, begin with the beginning, 
and proceed to imjuire how fwr thfi siatc- 
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!ra«ot» contain e«l in the projector’s prospec- 
tus Imvo hem veritieii ; how Air the eulo- 
giiims so unsparingly hcstowatl upon Mr. 
f^Ar'NniiBs in the tmiiiial rqiorts were me- 
rited hy that individual, and whether tlie 
nnlicipuiions of the benevolent Governors, 
wlio subscribed towards tlie establishment 
of this Infimiary, have been fully or even in 
part realized. An attentive perusal of the, 
prospectus at once conveys the idea, that 
on<; of its chief objects was to institute a 
sr.itooi, for the atudy of Ophthalmic .Sur- 
gery, T'he following iwagruph surely war- 
ranta this oomrlusion, 

“ Tlie itnusturo of the eye and the ear is 
»o ikdkate and comjklcx, and their irritu- 
hility under injury so extreme, vhai they 
ciujmot easily be treated but by thosjj who 
make them the objects of peculiar study and 
altention. The acknowledged difficulty in 
the trojitinent of tin; di8eas(;8 to wdiich 
they are liahle, has induced a few tose- 
pamte themaelves from the praciico of ]>ro- 
iifssional duties, and to derot^ themselves 
lo tlie t'xereise of lids hntnch alone ; a fact 
which Butheiently OHiablishesthe expediency 
of making them tlu'. objects of a sjictific 
institution." 

Thus the governovB were evidently he- 
Irnyed into a belief, thni it was the inteu- 
tioii of the projector to establish « school for 
the investigation and study of those dis- 
(•ttsea which tn e peculiar to the eye and the 
ear ; but ms it the intention that it should 
Wcome an arena aocfissihUi to the pub- 
lic for those purjioses! Of motives it is 
at all times ditftcuU to speak with iiny 
degree of celtainty ; of uctions, howev er 
tortuous thtfir course, we can comment 
without fear of luisreprcMutation ; herew't* 
have data which we can clearly observe, and 
the movement of individuals are m mani- 
fest to others as to otirselves. It is the 
same with respect to the tendency of «c- 
tions ; but in tlic attempt to iisire»ti|nte, to 
antdyse motivoa, our labours ot\on become be- 
wildorod in the iivtiicuck's of hyjmcrisy and 
ii'.tfigue. In the present cuiWf, onr exertions 
a [ 4' of tt lighter Mod, bectinac the projector 
BWi his Bupporters funiisimd as with 


,snch materials, that there can be nodtffi- 
cnlty in producing the instnimemts of their 
damnation from tlieir own hands. Tlte 
JLdndim Ophthalmic Infirmary w as kot iKTr.N- 
nnn ron a sctrsTifio scnctc Ar, schooi , its 
doors Itaving been closed against those who 
were desirous to become pupils there, until 
the fourteenth of June, one thousand eight 
hundred and fourteen ; and frotn Its esta- 
blishment in March, lhO:>, until Pehrmu y, 
IB to, flt which period the projector died, 
there was practised W'itliin its walls an 
(Operation which it was pretemkd W'as one of 
a piecnliar character, and, n.s such, sedulously 
kej»t from the kiiow'ledge of the surgical pro- 
fession. It is true, that during this time, 
ace perms, Sir William Adams, and .Mr. 
.Stevenson, ihe private friends of Mr. Saun - 
ders, w'ere permitted, as u matter of mighty 
favour, lo become actpiainted witb the 
legetdemuiti tricks of Um secret operator ; 
mid these constituted the entire number of 
s(;holars during a {leriiwl not only Of five, but 
or NiMc YK.vrts, Ibo doors of the Institu- 
tion were not thrown open for the admission 
of pupils, (and then at a charge of five or 
ton guineas each, ) until the yeur one Ihon- 
sand eiglit hundred and fourteen, being 
iiifte years after it was founded ; yet in the 
annual reports, penned, We are informed, 
by Hr, Karhk, it uppenrs that the surgeon 
wma thanked hy the Governors for com- 
pletely humbugging them ; that he was held 
up to thn jrtiblic as a '* benefactor to the 
lamwii race," and “ tme of the brightest 
ornaments of the medical profeBsion : " in- 
deed, so extraonliuary wi'ru his merits, tlmt 
Messrs, Tarte, Bfiitley, and Co., expended 
Upwards of sixty juiunds in advertising' them , 
of which wo may y;vy, that a piece of more 
^»s or paljnibio quackery was never 
practised in this (luackiilg mf-trojiolls. It 
is with regret, deep regret, that we ivrite 
one syllable which tan reflect discredit on 
thechnracter of the dead, bat Wl' hold 
our duty to the living to be paramount to 
ewy other eoaridcration ; for should auch 
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ifjforkms j)Tac6ceiS W> tolemted, wiiicfa hare. 
heMt sanctioned })y the conductor# of this 
iiifttit'itioa, tlu- jiiftdical |jrofcssio«. would 
soon sink into irrctricviible disrepute, and ; 
the names of aurjreotia and pUyaiciajaa would 
form as many hloi? on the pages of its history. ‘ 
■J’lu* liljtttors of the fpiackery which ob- 
ttiine^l at thi« Intirmary, »re, in every re- 
sjj'U't, as fiilpabh) as Wtt<» the quack him- 
self ; he was upheld by thom, supported by 
them, and even now th«5y are exeroising* 
til® full measure of their nefarious traffic.

\ew as this state tends to throw' light upon, 
some of (he diseases of tlie brain, .such as 
apoplexy and certain forms of fever, J sliiill 
e.mleavour to explain to yon the nature of 
' iuto.ric/jiHon, a.s resulting from increased artc- 
rhi! nction in the bnu'n, But this must bo 
de,b.'ir(‘d till our next meeting.

1 am indehted to M. Stgalaf, who derolcd 
hituself purticnlarly to the disease, ■> of tlie 
urinary organ.s, for the knowledge of ii re- 
markable fact (connected with the coirection 
of urine whUe in the bladder, from the use of 
the cldorute, and 1 introduce it here, to 
draw' the attention of profe-^sioniLl nuin to 
luiuliigous cases. 

M. (,i. aged tiO, affected wiili paralysi» of 
tlie bhuldcr, and niiuble to jniss Ids urine by 
voluntary eftbrts, bad .«oifcred for several 
days the painful eflect.-i of di.sleiisiou o) the 
bladder. The hypogastric recien wa.sswidleii 
and painful the urine turbid, ami .smelling 
of ammonia, (h'posiUd a tbiok, brown tiiui 
fu-tid jiiis ; the fongiu’ dry ; tin "’kin but •, 
tiie ,hreatiiiiig oppressed; tlie voire lioitrse 
and feeble ; there was much nervous irrit it- 
lion ; ficeom]*aui( d at times by delirium.

.serihed by u.sngo aod by law for their inter- 
meitt. In this a bottle of the concen- 
trated chlorate must be put into three gal- 
lons of water linen cloth is to he dipped 
into this mixwe, and the corpse covered 
with it, the same li»|iiid being fref|UP«tly 
careliiily spritiUed over it during the time 
it is watched. The necessity for this opera- 
tion is daily peneivod at Paris, and con- 
sideriihly more so in hot climates. Also 
professional men, when examining or em- 
itidnring dead bodies, preserve themselves 
from all unwholesomt; emanation, by using 
tlie chlornte in the manner just described.*

At 
length, on the seventh day, the ttimmir, 
which had enlarged considerahly, began to 
discharge a sanioua humour, ftetid foid of a 
particular odour, wdiich left no doubt of the 
esistence of gangrene ; th« prostration of 
strength was at its fu’ight, and every thing 
announced a fatal and speedy termination. 
Such wa.s the hopeless state of the animal, 
when Dr. Strains saw him, and advised me 
to use the chlorate ofaodu of M. Laharraijue, 
assuring me, that he had observed the most 
miraculous effects on men, in a similar case. 

I was tuigcr to }>rofit by the advice of tliis 
able physician, and I instantly ordered in- 
jectioos of the chlorate into tlve openings 
made by the cautery.

THE VETERINARY COLLEGE. 

Erom a careful review of the proceed* 
ings of the Institution, it is very evident 
that, the cliief intentions of its founders have 
uot been aecomplislied. It was established 
wdtb a view not only to furnish tlie nation 
with well educated veterinflry svirgenns, but 
as a grand nursery for the cultiA atioii of a 
knowledge of pliyBiiology and patliology. If 
it w'ere required to show that it has fuilod 
to convey to the pupils who have attended 
the }dau of study adopted by tlie present 
I’lofessor, a suitable or even a roodernto 
knowledge of the art which they are sent 
forth under his license to practise, wo have 
only to say, that a live minutes conversa- 
tion w'itUmany of those who possess the 
College Diploma, would he snllicient ; and 
would supply the .most ample testimony 
that it had, in that respect at least, proved 
a com])leto abortion ; tho disgrace arising 
from their incompetency, however, at- 
Uehes itself with much greater force to tho 
College, than to these unfortunate vicliina 
of dtdusion, avarice, and prejudiCB. 

The siislem puimied at this institution is 
culculated to jicrpetnate ignorance, and if it 
}).• not altered, th»^ great body of Veterinary 
.Surgeons will inwer commund, an a Wy, a 
gTcater sliare of respect than the common 
herd of village farriers. It is tiTH‘, indeed, 
that there are, in the vetPrinary prohtssion, 
u few' sclentitic men w'ho, as individuals, ace 
greatly re.spected, because they have e.Hsen- 
tially contributed to augment our stock of 
iisel'iil knowledge ; ami, as w'e in ocoed, we 
shall contrast their legitimate and iiruitie- 
W'ortby labours with the puerile and paleHl 
]»PTfonuances of tlie Collegiate despot. It 
iqipears to us, that Whatever improvements 
liave of late years been effected in I'eteri- 
nary Surgery, have originated mtside the 
College walls, wdierc they are kept Ity the 
Trofessor^ who will not introduce them into 
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the practice of the College, or farour tliera 
with a notice even in lii« Lectures- I’he 
(lefective constitution of the College has 
been tlie cause nil the apathy and injus- 
tice which has been exhibited within its 
walls. If the Profesftftr cottW only hold hie 
office through the good Opinion entertained 
of liis eervices and abilitiei by the innss of 
Veterinary SvirgeotSB ; in a word, if he were 
nmmo% elected by the MemberR, he would 
then feel it his interest to treat them with 
rea]>ect, tnid to convince them, hy every 
tneana in his power, that lie was di’serving 
of their confidence. Another most nuiteriul 
defect ill the, govenmievit of this Institution, 
arises from the eirciiuiPtrince of its pupils 
imdergoiag an fcKamination by a Comidttee 
cotnjiosed of metUml gentlemen, who arc 
tot ally igiio'mnt of the most, iHi[iortant prac- 
tical fuels in Vetfuinory Surgery ; uml this 
clefect ia materially iiicreascul from thes»> 
Examiners being entirely under the control 
of the Professor, who, from the ignorance 
of hia colleugucs on the subjectfi examined, 
is, (UrUbtless, on all oceasions, first fuhlle. 
'I'liiis there is no clieck between tenelier and 
pupil ; tlie conseciuence of which might he, 
(we are (hr from etiying it is so,) that the 
Lecturer duds the student to possess a per- 
fect knovi'ledgii of his mperfect doctriiu's. 
Again, if those offices romiet ted witii the 
Veterinary Profession which are calculated 
to confer respect on tliosc who occupy them, 
be engrossed by the Memlmrs of another, 
few men of superior ottainnients will he dis- 
posed to commence a career, if the tenniim- 
tiou of whieli promised notliiug but di»«p- 
pointinent uud dishonour. Tliere cannot be 
a doubt that the Examiners ought to be 
choseu by the Veterinary iMemWrs at latj^e ; 
tluit tlie Lecturer or Lecturers at tlie CoL 
lege Bhoidtl form no part of such Exuminei s, 
A Board thus formed would soon discover, 
not only wlietUer the stiulenta possessed the 
Teipusitp knowledge, hut also, whether 
the teachers had distharged their duties in 
an efficient manner. As there is now no 


check afforded by any ofle part of (life Ifl- 
stitution upon another, emtilation i» i&»- 
tirely shut out, and the necessary cbnse- 
(lutmee i.s, that tlie wliole management w'ears 
the a[»i)carance of Wealthy indolence and 
disgraceful inactivity. 

We continue to receive a vast number of 
Letters resi<ect,ing thi.s Institution, and it 
really ayipears tliat the mode of ggveniment 
iidopUid there, has not only produced a great 
degree of dissatisfuction in the minds of its 
Members, hut also amongst a very largf*. 
ytroyioi'tioTi of its GoTernors. We are anxious 
that the Veterinary College .should accom- 
[dish the great jiurposes for which it was 
founded; hut W'e are not aware how this eau 
lx* effi'cteil, if the Professor, instead of giv- 
ing to the world tlie licnelit of any real or 
supposed improvement wlach he may Inu e 
made, if lie at once iiecuresthe lulvaiitages 
which he calculates will result frnni them, 
through tin- monopoly of a patent filched, 
from that very government by which he is 
juiid to extend the conti.nc‘s of Veiennary 
knowledge. (In this subject we shall insert 
(he following remarks from a very able and 
experienced Correspondent 

To return to the putents ; is it liberal 
in n profe.sssor who is reoeiring ihonmnh 
fmn the public to take out patents Ibr l,iis

'1 he objection toJ4 
the perfection of toe senses has no depend- 
ance on the size of their organs, and that 
thiO'efbre the sizes of the weutal orgiiiis can 
have no relatigw witli toe energies of Uwfr : 
functions,— lie. uwv.'ered, by ehowiiig tlmt 
th«‘re exists no nnalogy hetween the mere 
external appariitiihci. nf toe senses, and the 
cerehralc: ■i:.'- of n,- mind j but tout each 
tif'rveoJV.ensution (and the re viewer considers 
these iiH orgriiis of the mind) is voluminous, 
ill direct pi'Oi»OTtiwn to the perfection of the 
e<in,'>poniihi_ sense, in every species of 
iiiiiii!t'.l,--u I'.ii t. universally acknowledged in 
ComjUirative anatomy. He next considered

the extraordinary developments of particular 
facilities in insane individuals ; toe suj)- 
jiosed want of necemry connexion between 
size and energy of manifestation ; the dif- 
ference between jiower aud activity ; the 
changes of character iu individuals ; the ab- 
sence of “ distiuct cones” in the brain, cor- 
responding to the external indications of the 
organs, fxc. 'I'liese, and several other points, 
tlie limits of n rejtort will not allow to be 
dilated upon.

Tliis casK' is very jnstruclive, in a practi- 
Ccil point of view'. If it uu rt ly tended to 
decide a coutrover-Sy hctw'peii two French 
patlmlogists, we would not take tlie trou- 
bh; to transcribe it, but it suggesU several 
intporlaiit questions. Surgeon's are ge.nendly 
of optinion that the trepan should not he.

fair grounds. If there is simjde depression 
of the hone, and it jircsenl-s no jugged or 
auipdar proRiiuences, llie pnclitc may he 
safe enough; hut if there is reason to con- 
clude, Irom the direction and mode of adaji- 
taiiou ofthe jitcccs, that they jireseut a very 
irregular surface to the dura-inater, tlierc ia 
every loason to fear that that mcnihrtixie will 
he iiillamcd, and that the diHcusc will bo 
propagated to the siili:.tfmce of the, lira in 
itself.

rect any evil tendency in the constitution, 
to fntn(|uilliHe the system gimerally, and to 
allay local irritation, ” whicli may be at- 

X .ed, he thinks, “ by the regular and daily 
iuistrution of a medicine, com]>ounded 
of ijydrocyanic acid, black droj) or extract of 
lettuce, subcarbonato of potass or liijuor 
potttSBiK, and decoctiou of myrrh and lichen.” 

In this way, w'ith an aas for his physician, 
and tlie munching ol “ vcgetuhle puddings” 

" in a regulated temperature, free from 
worry and disturbance,” that state in which 
" the severttl symptoiufi converge” and fall 
uiion the lungs, will ho warded off, and a 
blessed restoration eecured to the patient. 
Every defect of the functions will be re- 
moved or supplied, all cacochyms, iinpos- 
tbuiuationB and defluxioms put to flight for 
ever ! in sober sadness, we are well aware 
of, and deeply deplore, the ravages which 
phthisis makes among us ; but most assur- 
edly that is no reason wliy w'c should to- 
lerate tlto common place commentaries and 
Mle nothings of Dr. H'Uitlock A'lcholl. 
Peace to his manu. 


Mr. 'r. W. Chevalier has published a 
on the use of the extract of bella- 
donna as an application to scrofulous and 
irritable sores, strictures, nodes, rheuma- 
tism, herpetic eruptions, Ac. Ac., as in 
other leases where the trealment of allaying 
irritation hy means of decreasing the sensibility 
of ’parts, is esfteciuUy indicated as a means (f 
cure, or os the only means </ relief,'’ Mixed 
with lard as an (uutment, or with cerat. 
saponis, a« a plaster, he has seen few cases 
'' in which it has failed to do good ; none in 
which it appears to Ivave done harm al- 
though he tells us that he know'S of “ one 
case in W'luch a large, belladonna plaster ap 
I plied to the loins produced a degree of pil= 
ralysis of tlie levator palpebrin superioris, 
wdiich continued many wrecks afterwards, 
and only got well at last under repeated 
blisters ajiplied to the temple.” 'Formerly, 
it •w'as much employed as an apjilicatioii 
to carcinomatous uIccts, indurations of the 
imunaiK, piles, Ao. it being, jis M. Ray says, 
a “ great resolvent.’* However, its use 
demands some cmition.-- -(Martin’.s Tourne- 
fort, Cullen, Miinch voii der belladonna.) 

Dr. George Gregory inforais us that he 
has “ for several years past, directed his 
attention, in an especial minvnoi-, to the 
causes of failurt' in couducting the operation 
of vnednatiou ; and he beheves l)e has 
“ now (Ictec.ted the most ofthcin;'' Wes" 
liu' wvig s directions for pcrfectingtJje charm : 

“ See that the child he in good Ijealth, and 
free from any mtaneoiis aft'ection. Select 
from a healthy child, lymph of the sixth, se- 
venth or eighth day. " He careful that your 
lancet ho extremely sharj>, and if it he broad 
shouldered, so mu eh the better. Let there 
be u tangible drop at the point of the lancet, 
and he not satisfied with a mere luoistcniiig 
of the jn.strumcnf. Let ihe .skin be kept 
perfectly tense during the time ofiasoitictn, 
i>V grasping- the ann of the child lirmly, mul 
cxlmitlttig tlic skin between the tlnunb and 
first finger of the left iuuul . Let the lancet 
he inserted from above, downwards, and fit 
each fresh imsenion, dip tbo jioiut of tht^ 
lancet in the lymjih tluit remains around the 
mt ision jtirst muue, Alake fVtmisix to ten 
puncturoB in u circular form, cncloBing a 
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spaoe abont tlie »!*« of a shiiling;. At fach 
insertion press the jvoint of the lancet firmly 
against the lower surface of the wound. 

" Then the charm is firm mid jeod.’* 

If jxissible, open a fresh vesicle every 
second or third operation,” 

Dr. Hawkins relates two cases of purjnira 
litemorr hagica, (one land scurvy T) which were 
treated in the usual manner, by purgatives and 
Bulphuric acid, but they do not deserve a more 
particular notice. Another case, treated by 
Dr. Chambers, is said to “ illustrate dia- 
tiucily the inflammatory nature (Parry) 
ol‘ one variety of purjiura,” altlioiigh we 
cannot see that it " illustrates” any tiling of 
tiui kind. The patient, who had been ” ill 
nine months with repeated crops of hajmor- 
rhagic spots” on the legs, thighs, and fore- 
arms, presented herself at St. Georges 
Hospital, on the 25th of March of the pre- 
sent year, and after being bled and purged 
and kept on milk diet, was declared “ free 
from compkinf’ on tin; 25tli of April. She 
remained pretty coiuibrtable until the 12th 
of May, 

” occBsionally sliowing a few spots of 

jiurpuru on the iegs, which were imme- 
diately removed by calomel witfi cathartics. 
On tliat day, however, she was attacked 
with violent pain in the occiput and back of 
the neck, accompanied with sense of throb- 
bing in the head, mid aggravated by the 
Hlightest motion, and attendeil also with 
^;c!isiorial delirium. The pulse was small, 
|pg*i]uent and soft, skin v arm and dry, but 
the countenance was pale and leucophleg- 
nnitio, the tongue slightly furred, but quite 
moist, and tlie bowels torpid. 

“ She was twicn cupped, and had leeches ap* 

f illed twice to the head., Bln; had bladders of 
o« constantly placed on the head, and blisters 
to the nspe of the neck. Pargatives, with ca- 
lomel, were freely administered, together with 
digitslis, tartariiited antimony, and (.')

“ She became comatose this morning, her 
|)upila being diialcJ ; and died this after- 
noon, May l5th.

I Dr. Webster, of St. George’s Dispenaiy, 
relates th<? “case of a boy who recovered 
after a cherry stone had remained sixty- 
eight days in the bronchi.”

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Awtlwr circimiftance, which must have 
attractetl the attention of oculiet*, is, that, 
in a few years, tlia eye of a patient born 
bUwi, acipiires a restless mA rolling mo- 
tion, which is at length so fimly eBtablished 
hy halht, that he has little control over it. 
This mf>tii>n unfortunately continues for a 
conskleruhle time after sight has been re- 
stored to such a person, and is a very mate- 
rial obstacle to the early attainment of a 
knowledge, of the objects of vi.sion. lie 
cannot fix his eve steadily upon one point 
for a moment, aiid thtr inconvenience which 
arises from this ansteadiness is, to such a 
pi'T-son, occasionally as great a bar to the. 
distmet view of an ohjcct, ns the, unsteady 
motion of the same object would he to one 
whose vision is iiorfcLt. This inconveni- 
ence any one can appreciate, and, as far as 
1 know, it is completely avoided by restoring 
sight an at (.»iirly age. 

It will be almost uunecessaryforme to urge 
the moat im]>ortaiit, and at th<^ same time 
the most obvious of all rcusons, formnoving 
the catsiruet at. an early i)eriod ■, I mean the 
loss of tho.se years which ought to he spent 
in education. The arguments which have 
btom already u.sed in favour of the r.u ly pi i • 
formance of the operation, will, I hoi>e, 
{M'ove sufficiently strong to indium practi- 
tioners to adojit it ; and should occasional 
ohstacle.s ruunir, tliey must be met with 
Kteadiiiess and cantiori. Tly tliis means, 1 
trust, their effortswill be uniftirmly crowned 
with ftticeess, and the greatest of all bless- 
ings be conferred at a time when it is most 
reipiired.

ter on congenital cataract is the last in the 
Doctor’s hook, W'e are strongly of opinion, 
that he did consult the paper" on the vise 
of the Couching.needk in Itifants of a few 
months old.’’ Mr, Gibson tells ns, that 
Tinder twenty months is the most favourable 
time for ojmrating, — that on the rupture of 
the cnpsule, the milky i-i.vin mixes with 
the aqueous humour and renders it turbid ;

cataratU, i.s sorr, the free laceration of the 
capsulo and its pulpy substance so as to 
admit the arpicous humour, will be suffi- 
cient to accomplish its ahsorjUion ; — that 
generally, at the age of eight years tin; fluid 
cataracts become MKMWiivxat’K or capRular, 
and that by lacerating or o|vening I lu' capsule, 
you eatahlish vision.

Hospital — a public establishment, a royal 
fhnhdation, and public j^operfy. ]\ir. Ajirr- 
nFTuy’s language would seem to imply, that 
he. regards tlie Theatre of Anatomy at Bar- 
'"lliohnhew'g akfdfprimts property'. What an 
absurdity. It W’a« built by the Governors! 
of Hospibl upon grotKid the property I

aequently, for public purpoijeg. Hiey nel- 
th&r did, nor dare expend the funds of 
tlie Hospital, witli a view to the private 
eindlumeht of any individual.

What, then, are we 
to think of bis arrogance and presumption 
in lording it over his colleagues, and telling 
them, that " tliey should not speak in that 
Theatre without hut approval.” The dis- 
gust W'C entertaih at the cflTOntcry of this 
insulting threat, is equallad only by our 
astonisbment that it was not contcinpiu- 
ously disregarded.

'J'his plan of treatment was ]>nrsued until the 
7Lh of Sejiteiiiher, when Or. E. ordered the 
ligatures to he put. tightly rouud each thigh, 
immediuieiy on the commencement of the 
aura. And in order efhictually to ascertain, 
whether any, or what portion of heneht was 
deri^red fiOni this plan of treatment, Dr.3’,l- 
liotaon directed the medicines to he discon- 
tinued, thus giving a fair trial to the measure; 
which could scarcely he mid of the fomer 
treatment, inaamuch os the patient at the 
Bttuie time took tlie atnmfiTiiuted coppi'r. 

The report made on this case on the gist 
of October, is, that the hoy has been entirely 
free from fits sinco the afipli''Kti')a of the 
ligatures. On the t’d of November the dis- 
ease had not recurred, and he was, in con- 
netiueuce, difimiased from the hospital.

151, n 
full report w^as given of a eiise of nournlgia 
of the right leg, in which tiro diHoase suo 
ceeded to a wound, over the lower part of 
the Ihnh, The patient was admitted uodor 
the cure of Mr. Tyrrell, on the ,l.5l!i of June, 
and still coniinue# in the hospital, not luiv- 
ing derived any beuefit from the im'asuieA 
pursued ; the distressing nervous sensations 
remaining unabated. We have recurred to 
this case simply for the jiurpose of noticing 
Sir Astley Cooper'a proposed mode of (reat- 
nuMit. Iho roan was »eut over to Guy s 
Hospital, by Mr, Tyrrell, a few days since, in 
order that Sir Artley might see him ; wiieii, 
after fully irujuiring into tlie piirticulaifl of 
the case, Sir Astley recommeBded that the 
inuii should wear a wooden leg, that tlie limb 
khould be electrified, and a plaster of bella- 
duiiua ajqdied ovm' the foot.

Amongst tbt^ cases lately atSinitted'by Dr. 
EHiotstm, and at presei.r in ibf is 

anwseof inflammatory I'.roj-sy. l-.vin-- we 
mean tbe general dropsy -wMeli suddenly 
suc(‘eeds fc'X)i(j»ure to cold, or driBking 
cold water when the body is in a heated 
state. Such cases are by no means ^ rare , 
and no do not introduce the present as 
oflerinf anything novel, hut merely as an 
illustration of tlm relative connexion which 
existe between the fom of dropsy and lire 
phlogistic diathesis. 

R. F., aged 41, a stout nniscidar man, w'as 
ftdiuittedon the Sd of November, labouring 
under general anasarca. The face was 
greatly swoHeti, and the eyelids so ranch, 
that they were nearly dosed, the penis 
wus enfirmonsly distended, and in fact it 
" was evident that e flu eion had taken place in 
the cellular membrane of the whole body. 
The patient stated, that he hud heen engaged 
iji laborious purBuila, and whilst liis body 
was much heated, from violent exertion, he 
drank largely of cold water. 'The swelling 
supervened sliortly after, and had existed 
.several days before his admisiiou into the 
hospital. The j)ul«e was sharp, he com- 
lihtined of constant tliirst, pussed hut little 
nrine, and was so drowsy, that lie could with 
ditliculty keep awake. There was slight 
j>ain in the right side, in tlie hepatic region, 
hut no tenderness j and there did not appear, 
on minute iuvestigatiou, to be any organic 
affe c tion , either of the tUoraoio or abdominal 
viscera. 

Dr. KlUiitson directed a pint of hloml to 
bo taken from the arm, and an ounce (if 
supei'tarirnte of potash to be taken daily, 
dissolved in water. On tlie 4lh the swellivig 
h-ad become much rcdm'ed in every part of 
* tlie body, tltere wiis h'ss thirst, and a more 
^copious secretion of uriue. I’hti ]»atient, 
however, cnunplaiaed of much pain over the 
region of the hver, uml tlu’re was now ten- 
derness on making jircssure at tliis port. 
The pulse continued shaip. 

A pint of Idood was directed to be taken 
from the right I'V),! region, by 

moans of eiipjdTig. I he .superturtrato of; 
potash to be coutirnied. From tliis period 
all the symptoms rapidly yielded, and our 
report of this case made on the llth of No- 
vemlrnr, stands wfoilowB ; — But little swell- 
ing remain® i and the palient anpemB to be 
fast returning to a state of health. 

There was a large proportion of serum in 
the blood drawn ; the surl'ace of the coagu- 
l^^um W'as cov cred with the mflamatdry 
crust, 


Thetc are several other case* of interest, 
also at present under the fare of Dr. Elliot- 
fioiu One of (^ukrge-d ovary, which it is 
supposed has suppurated, and burst into tho 
intestines, deuotod by the subse'iuont less- 
ening of the tumour, and a discharge of 
matter with the atools. A cufie of tic- 
douloureux of the tibitil nerve, in which 
much bent'flt has been derived from the ex- 
lubition of carbonate of iron in large doses. 
Au obstinate case of chorea, (comraimcing 
as hemephlegia,) relieved by the same me* 
dicino. 

We shall take care to notice the reauU of 
all these cases, and with respect to the tw'o 
letter, we shjtll be enabled to relate, in con- 
junction with them, various cases of nervous 
alfections, such as paralysjs-agitaus, &c. ; 
in which Dr. EUiotson has exhibited the 
carbonate of iron with ditTcrent degieea of 
Buccess,

He 4‘ame to town much worse, and w'as 
admittedinto Sl.deorge's Hos]»ital, where a 
caustic bougie wa.s applied twice a week for 
one month, and throe times a week for eight 
iiifiiilis , but as he received no bene- 
jii iVom the treatment, lie left the Hospital, 
after havbg betm there nine moiitlis.

Inflammation of the brain has been called 
by different names, as phreniHt, pkrmmus, 
sphaceHmns, cepkaiitis, and others. The term 
eneepbalitis seems more appropriate, as lieing 
the most comprehen, stive, and capable of in- 
eludiug all the varieties of this affection ; 
while the term phrenitU ajplies to a few 
Cj.> (riil v, and those by no means the most 
inipo!:i:n>. The varieties of inflammation 
of the brain, you will soon find to belar 
more siujiu'rous ihun is geni'rally sujqmsed ;

M. CruveilUcT, in a late Number of the 
fiomdk HihliMhmjiie, has given a new 
theory respecting the fonnation. of theae 
bodies, ftmnded oo ftomo experitrumbj, wluch 
we win now present to our reatlers. I’hia 
anatomiRt, after iujecting luercnry into the 
femoral artery of a dog, percoived, on dia- 
.%^ctiog the thigh of the animal, that the 
aoft parts wen? filled with miliary lubereU?®, 
peifectly regular, formed by n caueoua mat- 
ter, in the centre of which was «n extremely 
small globule of mercury. . He made the 
Slime iiijootiou into the trachea of several 
other dogs; the fimt died tuo day.*! after 
iuji ciii r. . the «ee«d was killed twelve 
days afterwards ; the third died, in the man- 
ner of an aninial afiVeted with jdithisis, at 
tJie end of ohd month. In all, M. Cruveil- 
lier observed the tubercular cuncreiious ; ta 
113 
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the last eapeeially, the luAgs were studded 
with s great ntunber of tuherdes, of which 
some wore isolated, otliers agglomerated i 
they had all the physical characters of mi- 
liary tuhercles, and contained each a glo- 
bule of mercwy ia their centre. M, Gru- 
veillier thinks tliat the produc^tion of the 
tubercle is the result of inilammation linut- 
ed to ttei internal surface of the air cells of 
the lungs, whilst pneumonia is increased 
action of the blood vessels ramifying on the 
Surface of the air cells. The inflammation, 
when external, is pneumonia, when internal, 
tubercular. • 

Tliis theory, which is merely an exten- 
sion of the one advanced byBroussaie, ap- 
plies merely to the formation of tubercles in 
one part of the body only, and is ovidentk 
founded on two narrow a basis to be receiv- 
ed as an explanation of the formation of 
these bodip. M. Cruveillier has refined a 
little too much, and, for consistency sake, he 
should have said, that whilst an increasod 
action of tlie pulmonary arteries produces 
jmeumomis, the same state in the broncbihl 
arteries produces tubercles.

Tilt farther we proceed in tlie investigation 
of tlte. state of tins Institution, the more 
glaring do the erroia of its administtetion 
hec(mao^ and the indifference with which 
its misgovemment has beeti, until lately, 
regarded, can only be attributed to the non- 
existence of some rival establishment, with 
the exertions of w'hich it might he coa- 
trahted, and by such compamon W ex- 
posed. 

W e have already shown how completely 
it has Med to lUJCompUsli the eadvs for 
which it was founded, and we have showTi 
the priiiripid I'liiiscrt of ihiliin-. 

Tiiat higli expectations of its utility were 
«nU*rtttiut‘d by its fouodevs, may be guthcpcd 


from the munificefit patronsg^ it reseivod ; 
not merely from noMemen s»d geattlomen. 
lovers of the turf, but from the most 
lightened naturalists, and compurstave ana- 
tomists of the day.

mending the absurd operation of cutting «»t 
the nerves of horses’ legs, wlien tlie poor 
animals are suibring from contraction, n 
practice which encourages the pr»a*mt 
evils of common shoeing, by pretending to 
remove them.

To tiiosesealons and 
onprt^ndiced pupils we woidd sayi'-^reoeive 
with cttiltion the opinions Whioh you hear, 
and do jw>t suppose, because yourmaster has 
shown^you some new and curious truths, 
that he is therefore on all subjects iufeili* 
ble; consult other autliorities, and judge of 
them by the stMidard of truth and reason, 
not by College rules j remember that those 
whom your teachers stigmatise as men who 
would overturn the science, and u enemies 
of the College, »my, neTertlwless, be 
your best friends, (for this distincticu 
has long been necessary,) and imdce your 
belief o matter of judgment, not of faith, 
lest practice should prove its error. 

Under these correcting limitations, yoit 
may listen with fanprovement to the general 
facta detailed in the lectures, but trust yotur I 
ttndei‘Standing to no man’s heaping. The 
order in wluch the veterinary iiuthora, 
Lawrence, Bracey Clark, Goodwin, and 
i# particular Percivall, were jumbled to- 
gether, in the late introductory discourse, 
is wortli your observing ; read them all, 
with tlie addition of tlm Professor's quarto, 
then judge of the taste ami the motives 
^which thetated this indiscriminate and faint 
Upraise of works so different. We shall 
steadily pursue our account of the present 
situation of veterinary science, consi<ler the 
general difficolties under whidi it labours, 
and til© local causes which oppose its pap- 
gress ; this woU neceBsarily include a com- 
pendious review of tlie chief writers ou this 
Stthjeot, and will lead, we sinceroly hope, to 
the adoption i»f better and more liberal 
views for im improvement,

Frost has taken some trouble to recon- 
cile the apparently paradoxical statement 
mentioned in the New TeHtament, that a 
grain of mitstard seid should become a Tuku. 
He has endeavoured to show that the 
mustard-tree of Palestine is identical with 
a species of the fkiftolaccu ,* y,iiic\t hsA the 
smallest seed of any tivse, and which is indi- 
genous in that country. Moreover, ho con- 
sidm ibut he has found an additional sup- 
port for this 8up]K)sitioii in the circtim- 
atancfc that, in America, tlie natives are in 
jthe habit of using the sliced rooi^ for the 
same purpose, medicinally, as we usti 
mustard-seed ; vk. that of eataplam ! lie 
Americans call tliis shrub phytolacca de- 
caadro. Now, to be sure, Mr. Frost ac- 
knowfedges that lie m mo* pdie pttsitm re- 
specting the identi ty ; indeed, we do pot see 
that he has made an approocn^fe it. He 
might as well «ay, at once, that it was the 
siuapis arreusis, or any other tiling, Wliether 
fit to make cataplnsma or not, Mt- Frost 
should join Mr. Pearson, and discover 
of tlie Mediterranean whales, or souiu 
beings sufticiently analogous, with stomiiclM 
i of sufficient c apacity for another Jonalt.

The portals of 
OUT innumerable academies are thus doily 
besieged by the rival pretensions of science 
and the arts, — of tailors^? and teachers c<»- 
tending for the decoration of the prson, 
and the im;provement of the mind. If not 
ns a curiosity, at least as a testimony to 
future ages of the tUsgnwled state of tuition 
in Kdinburgh, a collection of these hand- 
bills should be peserved in crystal, and de- 
posited amongst the archives of that insti* 
totiun, through whose policy medicine has 
been at length thus paraded in the streets, 
placarded with all the odious emblems oi 
charlatAtuy% Xt is really a melancholv spec- 
tacle to witness the number of (Icl^ed 
oung mbn whom this system of deception 
as oongregattifl, in the wards of the Royal 
Infirmary, forcing their way by mere physi- 
cal energy, to a distant acquaintance with 
pathology.

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most of oxur smaller, bat hot the lets ih- 
structiveestohludimeiRs/or the tinatmentof 
disease, are comparatively abtiadoned ; the 
great mass of medical pupils are i^ncen- 
trated in one institution., wliich taking ad- 
vantage of the ridiculous restrictions of 
other colleges, presents a sort of eener^ 
asylum for tim expatiated students of every 
country. On this perverse system, a very 
ingeniouB but unconseidus comment waa 
given on Tuesday iaat, by Dr< IMncan. Jubw, 
in his introductory lecture to tiie cUiucal 
course, who, s« every one is aware, has long 
signalised himself by his panegyrics on the 
school of Edinburgh, in the Hlue Journal.” 

To do him justice, his exposition of the 
new scheme adopted to obviate the objec- 
tiouB to this preposterous humbug, Was con- 
dneted with ctmsiderahle skill. His flrst 
object, as a clinical lectorer, was of cooine 
to impress his audience with the necessity 
and importance of clinical instruction, anA 
he very properly termed this branch of edu- 
cation, the end of all medical science, tits 
application of all profossional ktiiowlei%e. 
Having established, however, these pohitt, 
it might be expected that he would inform 
his clans, that Edinburgh was not the plaoe 
where his admoiutions could be carried into 
execution. Instead of this candid avowal, 
following as a natural consequence from hia 
pronimiiionK on tin- subject, tlie oonclnding 
P'Ui ;ji hsh oruiion was devoted to the expla- 
nation of a plan contrived by him and hia co- 
adjutora, to dole nut the sporliila of pathology 
in the .Royal Infirmary, so tlmt each |»upu 
might come in for a share. Formerly, said 
the " cunning little Isaac," tllere were but 
two clinical leclures delivered each week ; 
we were allowed but a certain number of 
cnees for illustration, and all the pupils 
crowded into the wards at once tdong with 
tbe physicians ; so that little advantage 
cooW be derived from visits nnder such cir- 
enmstances. We have therefore ^ptied to 
the patrons of the hospital for a more Hbeml 
supply of cases; the students vrilt divide 
themselves into two equal parts, between 
the two ydiysiciens ; instead of two ieetnros, 
there will be four m the week, and thus 
many of the disadvantages which were folt 
under the old piaa, will be «»tire.ly removed ! 
rijis is what has t^n called in vtdgar lan- 
guage, “ lettin g the eat out of tbebag ” with 
a vengeance ; but the Doctor was not pro- 
bably aware of the deep wound whichhe was 
inflicting on His beloved alma mater.” 
His audience, however, quite pleased with 
the ingenuity of the pidpc^, rewarded him

fogea to be fornid in no other country. /The 
manner in wltich the electuma of the ptfoci- 
pal teachere ate conduoted i» equally M'orthy 
nf«uio 0 , aait aecureaauooeaa to induatrioua 
and wi^'deaerving men. 

It may be a tiMful piece of informatitm 
to thoae itadenta who intend to viait Pant, 
to know the mode of procedure neceMUry in 
order to ohiain pennimiou to attend the dif- 
ferent lecturee ; and I may brat ohaerve that 
tite atudentsmay be divided into two olaaaea ; 
thoae who attend aolel^ for infonnation be- 
ing already provided W'tUi degrees or intend- 
iag to take them elsewhere, and those who 
purpose to graduate in die Faculty of Paris. 
Foreigners, for example, compose the greater 
part of thit iirsl claaa, and it is only necessary 
to apply to tJie Secretary, M. Fouchy, whose 
office is on the right side of the Kcole de 
Medicine, to show him any document, suoli 
as a certihcate from a Lecturer, or a diplo- 
ma, winch is still better, to prove that you be- 
long to the Medical profession ; and a tichat 
is. immediately given, aftor hanng iaaciibod 
your mune and place of residence in the 
IteateMiy’a hodt. With this ticket you 
may attend any of the lectures ckdiTcrea in 
tlie Eoole ; ana by diowing this card at the 
Serhiwne, College of France, or the Jssr- 

din dea Fktvles, and writing your name! and 
addreas, penaissioft » granted to attend ^ 
eoums at either of tbeae pfocea. At the eud 
dt tlm season, eertifoaates may be obtained i 
al havinf attended inch courses, wi thout the 
laast expense. It is anneoessary for me to 
mention the ronttae followed by the French 
iSktudents in their ctudies, the number Of 
iwiaaptiaBa required, or tlm expenses ; as I 
IM« tlM these poiote, as well as the manner 
in whMt . axaminations for a degree are 
msaesgj^ liafe already accurately de- 
aCribM . BauNsiT, in No* of 
TietKiiAfmt*. 

A foreigner is not only permifeted to 
nttend the lectures £ree, but otW privileges i 
m iwoorded him. For example, if he tnah j 


to inscribe hinuKN for the ]^n>ote of 
ing a degree, he is not requrrea to produce 
a dipkwa of baeLakflr ia letten, li neces- 
sary for the natives, as it is politely pre- 
sumed that he has acquired a due knowledge 
of Latin, Greek, and Rhetoric in hia own 
country ; hut if ha dan ihite that he haa been 
engaged a^ years in the a^aimtion. of me- 
dical know^ge, no matter where, he is sd- 
mittod to an examinatios kame^iaiely, withr 
out the delay of making ksenptfons. He 
must undergo the same examinatfons, wpid 
pay eltwen himdred francs, the .total pi s^ 
eaqpensos whkh he woidd have incurred if 
he had been regnlttrly inscribed. This Hpp* 
tehty has the effect of attracting studente 
foom alinost every country in Europe, and 
very many from America, an indux only 
preciated hy the xuhahitauts of the quarter 
of Jacques,^ and prohably productive Pf 
some political ^vantages. 

The importance of anatomy, as a. branch 
of study, seems to have been folly apjtre- 
ciated by those who arranged the plan pf 
the French Medical School ; hence we dnd 
that no means were omitted that could in- 
rreaae the famUtiw of practising iUssections. 
To the knowledge of toose diseiises termed 
iurgfoal, wiatomy is obviously indispensable ; 
and when it is considered that imrts, wlve- 
ther external or internal, of the same whole, 
must he stfoject to the same laws, every 
di^aasiofnate inquirer will admit that ana- 
tomy must he equally necessary to the pro- 
per consideTation cd internal or medical 
complauits. Some persons, however, hold 
a different opinion, and seem to think that a 
knowledge of anatomy suflicient for the pur- 
poses of a physician can he acquired by at- 
tending a few courses of lectures > hut, hap- 
pily for the advancement of rational medi- 
cine, the uunirbeT of these is fast diminish- 
ing. Whatever difierence of opinion may 
exist on tlie value of descriptive anatomy, 
there certainly can be none on that of pa- ' 
thology, as it alone constitutes the true basis 
upou winch onrprog&uiiia of disease can be. 
founded^ and ujtaided by it the practice of 
medicine degenerates into mere empiricism. 

Fox the study of pathology, Pans affords 
^ater fooilities than any othesr school in 
Europe.* A far greater proportion of the 
population gointo liospitels in France, than 
in England i and for the purpose of giving 
tlie greatest po«siW« nx^»l to patbplogical 

inquiries, the right of o|relung every My 
that dies in hospitals is secured by law, to 
the attendant pliysician or surgeon.

All the unclaimed bodies, excepting a

manner inwhioh the French dissect, and j 
the abuses in the distribution of the Imdies, 
300 students can rarely he acconumodated ; 
and foreigptters somtdimea«xjM>rieae«^ in the 
midst of this plenty, difficulties amoustifig 
toiliolute. ■ 

The subjects are ofdfered to be distributed | 
according to a list kept by the porter, upon 
which such as derire to dissert are nirited 
to ittffcrihe their mantes ; hut this nmde, ap- 
pfirmitly so just, is rendered perfectly futile i 
and useless, m consequence of tiic Eldxes, 
«c paptts of the hctspitals, Idwing tlm priirli- i 
lege Of not only takaog proeedenM of ordi-j 
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nary stsdsaits, at the didly dittrihoticKa, bat 
also of being nllownd to take sobjects m 
often as they feel iatdi&ed. The resnilt is, 
tb«t not only the ISenpa ixmaanie sa wndiw 
proportion, but their fiends abo, who ara 
thereby constantly dhgeged in dlaaecting, 
wliile the majority of scudents, but par- 
tiodarly foreigners, 4nd it difficult to obtain 
subjects until towards the close of the sea- 
son, when the others fffiax in their demands. 
Again, a considerable quantity of subjects 
is utterly fciit to «nat(jaitet, hi tumae- 
quence of M. Lisraavc being allunred to 
consume them in a course of what the 
Iwndi turai ” medicine operatoire,” or tile 
nrt pstffirming ^ratimas. 

Fi^rffigtiers, 1^ murticidarly the Englitii, 
Wsfft ihi tins habit <ff hiring the oaMnets or 
prifrnti (IkMlMttihgriibntf^ (of wliioh there aSe 
9 mr 4, each eoBtaating ns msmy tahlesA 
ftom tiie jwosecteumi who engt^d to fbrsiim 
bach table with f dUldecfe daring tiie M*- 
soii, Ibr 300 franes^ At tlio commeneetteat 
of the season 1834-~*A, the cabinets wens 
taken exelnsiTCly by the Knglish, who paid 
the money in adranoe, and had written do^- 
euments to insure the ooutrnot. Before two 
mouths had elapsed, the annual complaint 6f 
Want of sulnects was urged by the Frelwffi 
medical students, who, as usual, ascribed It 
to the quantity consumed in the ctthinett. 
This outcry, which was Bccompanied by 
anonymous letters breathing very hostile 
sentiments to the English, were tridressed 
to the edmfnisttation. Which had the etibst 
ultimately of compell^g all the KngKsh 
Btodpnts to leave the ^ace. There was *t 
one time quite a colony of Knglish stadeiita 
settled almut La Pitid, compelled by the. 
absurd restrlcfinns of their govemmtmt to 
learn anatomy on a foreign soil. However 
the termination of the disturbance between 
the ]^ltlb and French students of that 
time, is to be regretted; it is » matter ef 
more serious regret that the same diffiOttlties 
are nilow'Od stil! to remtdn in the path of the 
E^lish anatomist through the supineBess of 
the magistracy and the prejudices of llfa 
people. 

Owing to the introduction of the nomen- 
clature of Chaussier during the tsevotetion, 
it herame very diffieuft for foradgufors to 
understand the phraseology of tlm Fi%noh 
rniatomists, aad tiuscirotiBAstanee^with sMSe 
otliers, induced Mr. Bemnett to dettver a 
course of lectures on 8tiatbiny, todiii cOUittiy- 
ffleo, in the session of Mr. King 

and Or. HHlliday, cdmtnehfiod in the ffittow-

after the accident, he states, that on the pil- 
low which was lying underneath his arm 
being suddenly withdrawn, he felt as if the 
bone gave way, previouriy to whkh he was 
aide to raise bm arm, and the fracture was 
conridered to have united ; but ever rioce, 
notwithataudkg the ose of bandages and 
i^lkts,, no duific union has ever taken 

On HOW examining the arm, the aeat of 
injury is very evident, being about a 
hand's breadth above the albowjrint ; the 
ends of the bone seem to be united by a soft

He presentod himself a fortnight after- 
wards, when a very great amendment had 
taken place in his appesrMoe, and he said 
that he experienced great comfort from tbe 
non-Aflmissiun of the external air through 
toe former wound.

Fif- 
teen years ago, he had a gtmorrlnra, which 
lasted two or three rmmi tbs, but never had 
any sores or onipriona, and he took no mer- 
turs to afl'ecl liiK mouTli.

William Welby, mt. 16, was admitted into 
Henry's Ward, Sept. SO, w'ith a piincfared 
wound of the left leg from a tdunt jdece of 
iron, which, according to hi* accoimt, had 
pasUiRd to the extent of two inches, in an 
oblique direction upwards and backwards, 
tottering about the middle of the calf. Im- 
medialely after the receipt of tlte‘ injury, 
which was accompanied with considerabie 
biwnoiTliage, be was seen by a surgeon, 
who told him that the principal artery was 
wounded, and that he would be compelled 
to submit to the loss of his leg, or of life,, 
and forthwith sent liim, to the hospital. 
WEea he arrived, the leg had sweUed to a 
very conSKlerablc size, the sweHiug of an 
incompressible hardness, hut no bleediug 
from ||to wound. The absence of Imunor- 
rhagf* and tlie description which he gave of 
the diBeciion the missile took — ^ruiiniug ob- 
liqnely upwards — led to the idea of the 
wound’s, snpethcmhiess ■, and consequeutiy 
notliing was done, except tlie use of anti- 
phlogistic measures, the application of 
ieechea, cold.clotlui, and the exhihitum of 
]iurgatives. The leg remained in tjtis state 
ubmit nineteen days, duriug which time the 
patient had an ttiTejwioji of irriiafivv fi-vt-r, 
for which Im was bled to and took

Uvea. At the end of tins period, the 
log still retained its incompressible h«ni- 
neas, without any diminution of the, swell- 
ing; the external wound healed.

Gentlemen, 

Tnitiaods of attack, progress, and tenniaa- 
tionof inWntnatioB of Uie brain, are as various 
as those of other organs. It may attack sud- 
denly and violently, when its duration will 
be necessarily sltort, from- its disturbing 
functions that are essential to hU Or it 
may come on slowly, and almost iiuplHk«p‘ 
iibly, aud inay then be protracted to a tong 
period. But it may also be mild, and yet 
terminate quiekly ; in wliich it resentl^ 
other iaftammationa. Such it the ease in 
mmty of what are lermed^eiieriisketdd*, where 
paai in the head, with alight fsbrik symp- 
toms, arise and go ofi' again in • Ihr houes. 

Inflammatioa of the braia produces va- 
rious changes in the state of the parts 
aftreted, as discovered after death, and 
which 1 shall presently enumeiote- I must 
premise, however, that none of these are 
constantly found, and of oourae are not 
essential to the disease ; &a indammation 
cotiidsts at first in disordered «ctie» merely ; 
ckangt of ftructuro is an effect mole or loss‘ 
remote, requiring a certain time to podnoe 
it. But this inftwsilBaticin may prove fa^ 
by interrupting fnnedons that are esscntiit 
to life, b^ore time is given for such a 
change. Accordingly, the most viodent cases 
often leave the fewest and fiuntest traces 
behindithem, and that for a reaaott ^ou wil!

' Kow when eticephaUlk, or inflanlmBtioa 
of tlie contents of the cranium, has arisen, 
and contiiixied for a certain time, as a week 
or more, wc cwnmonly observe, upon iu- 
spoction after death, more or fewer of the 
following ai>}>e8rBnces ; and the more, in 
general, the longer the disease has lasted, 
for the reasim already stated, and which it 
is uanecessary to repeat to yon. 

In soam casthi, of long standing, the ora- 
naum itisnlf is pretematurally tltick and Vas-! 
culaT,^ft^ having participated, in the in- 
ftontikMttwy action. Jt mostly then adheres 
with ttnutfpai fimness to tlie dnm mater, 
rendenog it at times itn possible to be de- 
tached, without tesadiig the oueuibrune ; and 
often with the of rupturing tlie 

sinusos, and occagiiS^g an eff usion of hloodl^; 
from tliem. In thii way, blood may escape^! 
beneath the dura mater, end give rise to falM^ 
conchtsiooiii regarding the disease. Air also 
being -admitted, and blood eecnpiiig from 
the lacerated veins, there will he a general 
sabsidence of the brain ; whence it has 
often been enonoously concluded, that tlte 
heekiL, during life, did not completoly fill the 
piiisfty the CEButim, bat ibxt, it was alter- j 


nately elavated and depressed, as is observed 
I to be the case when a portion of tbo bone 
I <a removed during life. The dura mater it- 
self M aoBOictunes fouod tliinkened and 
i opa^a, reddened, or with ^golaWe lymph 
rdepoBit«d on its surface. Nei^r the affec- 
’ tioa k the cranium, however, nor Umt of 
the dura mater, can be considered as pro- 

d y beltmging to tlie Inffumiaatidn of tl»e 
n itself; nor arc they the cause of any 
of the eswmtial symptoms. They can only 
be considered ss accidental coucomitauts <rt 
the disease. 


When fhe infiammation is recent and vio- 
lent, upon the removal of the crunium and

broken, by the shock the ^rt has sttsiained.

This you should endeavour to prevent and 
mitigate: the niuchaiii'. nl iiijuiy aujuained 
hy the organ, you have uu eiintmd ovi-i. 
Jilaod-letthig, certainly, is m t in all vshi-s 
requisite ; fur in some iustmici's of fenncji-ifim 
Ilf ike brain, owing to the particular part of 
the organ injured, the action of the heart 
and general voacular system is foupd to be 
jprcatly enfeebled ; as is ascertained W the 
feebleness of the pulse, and the reutw«d 
tempevaturo of the body. These, however, 
me only ex cep lions to the general rule, and 
allow of but little being done for their re- 
lief. Even in such cases, it is not easy to 
understand how tlimuttints should be useful : 
if they were to linve the eflfect intended, of 
rousing the ge^neral circulation, they would 
but be tlie moro likely to excite ittfiamma- 
tion in a degree tjiat might not otherwise 
have occurred. 

I Sf. JEarposure to caki is occasionally foUoKshd 
by inflammation of the brain ; as, in other 
cases, it gives rise to pnannmiiat or rlteuma- 
rinn, and the like. If, for instance, the 
brain should be more disposed Uian otlier 
organs, to fall into iuflammatkf^ m is the 
case in ci'rtaiii imtivldimis ; if, in con- 
currence wiiii ciiid, aiiothi'r cant© should be 
apjdied influencing the brain more particu- 
larly, sucli a result would b« very likely to 
happen. One of the Worst cases of t^pkun 
grwior or waligtioni Jam’, that I have seen, 
originated in tliis way. A young man, 
heated with wine, TOiie hard for several miles ; 
and afterwards, while petsjuring freely, 
walked to a considerable distance in a frostv 
night. Ho became exceswveiy ehiUed i 
consequence ; and altlmugb he was si i 
to rise the next day, and to pursue h 
busineSB, complatiuing only of ohiffitiesa, 
and slt]|^ ho«d-a^e, he graWly riclae^ 
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till tfce »o«t tnaUgnant symptoms of fever 
took place ; feom which ha recovered witli 
extreme d^culty^ sfter aa illoess of several 
weeks. 

S. Bxtermlimt U one of the most power- 
ful causes of inflammation of the brain. 
ITie iidloence of tlie direct rays of llu* sun, 
fulling on the naketl head, (coup tie soldi, 
or snn-slroke), is sufficiently known to you. 
The disease that follows in this case., wiuio* 
tinics apjwars in the shape of phnuUiSi some- 
times, m that of ordmary/socr.

Oa th€ Natural Hisiary tf the liUnteying Fly. 

Notwithstanding the very interesting 
E^toya of Fabrkus and Olivier, on the 
blisleriug fly, we have liitherto had such an 
imperfect idea of the natavul histuiy of this ! 
insect in this country, that we cannot help i 
„Mlunking a complete doijcription of it willj 
f nit be. unacceptable to our readers. For 
% otiif '^tails we are particularly indebted to 
a very excclleut inemoir on tJiis animal by 
M. Andouin, w'hich W'us lately rwl before 
the Royal Institute of France. For the 
present we uliaU confine ouwielvcs to the 
dewriptlve atlatomy, and at a future period 
lay hefbre oar reatbrs Uie physiology*

The present edition comprises Mr. Hutchti- 
son’s “ Practical Observations in#irgery/' 
published in 1816 j his furtW Ohservatione 
of tlie following year, and hii papers in the 
Transactions of the Mtfdical mid Chirurgiral 
Society, and other periodicai*. To these 
he has added a chapter on imi)erforate anus, 
and several other detached essays and cases 
of practical import, of which those on ery- 
sipelas and feigned dise^s are, w-itliout 
doubt, the most nmcl and striking, llte 
chapter on amputation, which commences 
the present volume, was originally designed 
to correct some loose eXpi^SBidhs of Nhr. 
Guthrie, on the proper period for operating 
after gun-shot wounds, oontrined in tbe 
first edition of his work on that subject. 
Mr. Guthrie had advocated a little delay, 
until the patient had " suffii^ntly recovered 
{pcm the sltock of the injury,^* in vriiich he 
merely followed Faure, Hunter, and Percy, 
vvhile our author maintained that the ope- 
ration ought to be done immediately, accord- 
to the precepts of Wiseman and 
Btlin, Pott and L«n?ey. Neitlrerbad any 
th^ original to offer, and if their doctrines 
were meant tp involve general principles, 
both were wrong. However, the matter of 
dispute has long since been disposed of, and 
by no one more ably than by Mr. Samuel 
Cooper, in the recent editions of bis Die- 


titmary, to which we refer the fitadent. Mr. 
Hutehison's treatment of erysipelas phleg- 
monodes, which we have already adverted to 
in our review of Dr. Butter’s work on irri- 
tative fever, (See vol, ix, p*M9S) is, briefly, 
asfohows:-— 

^ . . of making several hue inci- 
sions with a scalpel on the inflamed surface, 
in a longitudinal direction, through the in- 
tegnmeats and down to the i|||cles, as early 
in the disease as opportuni^^dmitted, and 
prevuma to any seorerian hiwing taken place. 
These incisions may be about an^inch 
and a half in length, to four inches 

S t, and varied in lumber from four to 
teen, according tpihe extent of .surface 
the disease is fopnu to occupy.” 

The practice is eqtrally applicable to 
phlegmon, for by moans of these incisions, 
as riie author very justly remarks, “ the 
operator wipi hot only be enabled to abstract 
fifteen or thenty ounces of blood from the 
surcharged vessels, actively engaged in 
feeding the disease, but he wiR also afford 
the moat unequivocal relief to a tense and 
over distended skiti.” W’e have fallowed 
this practice and that of. Mr. Higginbtiriom, 
the caustic, in sevefri of erysipelas 
and phlegmon with the most decided Suc- 
cess. In the migratory erysipelas, insulat- 
ing the aflfected part by a strong solution 
of caustic (two scruples to ah ounce of 
water) applied to the surrounding cuticle, 
has restrained it within its primary limitp^ . 
It forms a breach of continuity wbiclPthe 
disease canucot creep over, and the only ih- 
ctmvenienee to the patient is the unsightly 
bl ackness of his skin . 

Mr. HhtchisOn has written a very amus- 
ing cb^ter on simulated or feigned dis- 
eases, which every one connected with tlie 
public service, or witli public hospitals, 
where such deceptions are not nufTequuntiy 
practised, will do well to peruse. The most 
common are ulcers, fever, (crusting thf ‘ 
tongue with yi^low aoapl) diaiThcea, dis-

The scarcity of sv}Ject$ has, at length, be- 
come ah evil of such magnitude, that it con- 
stitutes the first feature iii the conversation 
of every professional party. If distiections of 
the human body are not to be encouraged, 
we must relinquish all claiin to surgical 
eminence. An intelligent correspondent 
suggests that the stadents should hold a 
Public Mketinc, and petitioin the Legis- 
Jatture ; we approve of this plan, but surely 
tlie measure ought not to be confined 
; Itudents ; the lecturers cannot act so un- 
justly towards their pupils, as not to come 
forward and take the lead in the execution of 
a project of such paramount profesaionid 
imjiortKnee. Such is the difficulty of ob- 
taining bodies at this moment, in London, { 
that from sixteen to twenty guineas bs^e 
been frequently offered to the resurrection 
men, in vain, by tha suffering students. 
Now, it is a fact, with such esum, a person 
may pay the expenses of a journey to tod 
from Paris,— jnoiDtain himself there for 
^ two months, and dissect from mtOTiag 
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luntS night. Subjects can be proenwid, in 
the medical schools of France and Ger- 
many, most plentifuily, at a cost of from 
feur to seven sliillings each, and often 
without one farthing expemie 5 yet oi» 
Wofrlhy College refuses to recognise ceiti- 
fieates of dissections performed in Paris, 
and demands testimonials of tlie perform- 
anee of three wiater caurm in LmuhHf which 
THEY well know CAK SEVEU HE EXE- 
cutEJ). This libel on their judgment is, 
however, exjdained by their honesty— tho 
cash paid for the Louden cOrtiftcotes, for tlte 
most part, goes into the pockets of the 
Court of Examiners, their relatives and 
toad-eaters. The reason of sul^ects being 
so pteuliful in France and Germany, is oc- 
casioned by the judicious regulations of the 
governments of those countries, for the en- 
couragement and protection of the science 
of ahatomyj and we are fully persuaded, 
that if the medical profession of this metro- 
poUs— surgeons, physicians, and students— 
were to hold a public Meeting, and petition 
the Legislature, that their prayer would be 
complied with, and that an Act would be 
passed to legalise the removal to the dissect- 
ing rooms of all unclaimed bodies in our 
hoi^itala, jails, poor-hotises, and other pub- 
lic institutions. 

Before, however, such an enactment as 
this can be folly carried into execution, it 
is necessary that a portion, at least, of the 
prejudice which exists in tlie minds of the 
people generally against disscctious, should 
be removed j and it appears to us, that tliere 
are only two modes by which it can be aCr 
complished; first, tlmse bafbawjus law# 
which sentence murderers and Uaitbrs to 
dissection, which, we auppose, were in- 
tended to degrade and punish a culprit after 
he ia secondly, by showing

Sift,— -Disgusted with the open profligacy 
of the London Medical Reviews, 1 liavo 
not, of late years, been much in tlm habit of 
looking iuto the pages of those precious de- 
positories of all that is dull, mysterious, and 
.deceptive. If I see an autiior extolled, or 
censured, I never expect to ^i||m the oh- 
serrations of the critic n clue to his merits 
or demerits, hat an indtotion of the party or 
faction to which he beloiigii or of the pub- 
lisher of his works. If iheet witli some 
good, or tolerable ideas, sported by the re- 
viewer as his own, I am sure to find them after- 
wards, either in the wo'riiB, the titles of 
which are gibbeted in tbe front of liis article, 
or in some other analogous perfoimances : 
those which are decidedly bad, or utterly 
uuijitelligiblc, may alone be looked upon as 
original. The custom among reviewers in 
tiiia couiiiiy of appropriating without ac- 
knowledgment the ideas of authors, or in 
common language, of stealing them, if it be 
not entirely of modeni date, has at least re- 
cently become extremely general, in so much 
that you may even peruse a criticism of one 
or two sheets, without meeting with a sin- 
gle quotation from the writer professed to 
be commented on, or any mention of his 
name, but onlihc finger-post at tin* begin- 
ning of the article. This honeti traffic, this 
1-efpems honeti, is not practised to anv 
extent in any otlier part of the w'orld. 
Another very mom! port of the trade of 
reviewing in this country, is to observe a 
profound silence respecting all illustratioas 
that are at variance witli the views or doc- 
trines of the faction to which tlie critic be- 
longs, or, w'ilfully to misstate them. Hence, 
as truth never belongs to a faction, tlie con- 
stant laudable endeavours of reviewers of 
this description, are directed to keep truth, 
na much as possible, out of sight. It was

EXPERIMENTS ON THE BLOOB. 

To the Editor of The LANCEr# 

Sin, — During the past months I have 
carefully examined a great number of 
horses destroyed at different slaughter- 
houses for various diseases, both acute and 
chronic. 

In most of them I found the lymphatics 
of the chest and abdomen containing red 
Uood ; the thoracic du6t containing a fluid 
of the same appearance, and this fluid under- 
going the Bam<^ change as blood drawn from 
any pf the veins. 

it VI UA established fact that the blood 
pnta on a peculiar appearance when an ftni- 
jnetis labouring under disease; fwr when 
it coaguhites it separates into two parts, 
ihe superior part being of a yellow Colour, 
which has received the name of lymph or 
b^y coat ; and tlte inferior of a red odour. 
‘We’^nd, however, n similar thing takes 
pheo when iu health ^ but this has not yot 


beeai accoouted for. I hav®, ti«refow5r Wfen 
iwdneed to try a great number of experi- 
ments, and am now able to prove the &L 
lowing facts 

4, 'ilhat if from an saaitoah— as, for in* 
staiiOe. an ass, — being in perfect health,. 
feeding only on hay, and living in the open 
air at a temperature between 45.:m!4.-.My' 
degrees, blood be drawn to the amoiitt oi 
two ounoea, it will be found bu%. 

i. Tliat if the temperature !lj( increwied 
to beyond GO degrees, ti« blood will be found 
wholly red. ’’ ^ 

.‘f, llint if iW temperi^rfbe reduced to 
bebw 35 degrees, tlie bl6dd will be wholly 
red also* 

4, That if an animal in health, his blood 
being huffy, bo made to untlergo moderate 
exercise, it will become wlaolly rtwi, and will 
continue so for some hours afterwards. 
But when the oirculatioB beconios tranquil, 
it will again put on its hui|jf appearanicet 
Tliat should the exejfion be continued 
to sm immoderate degree, the blood becomes 
agn buffy. 

6. When the venous blood is huffy* tJie 
nrlcria! is so likewist;, bnt in a less degrw. 
In o.ld weak animals, ami tliose suffering 
from disease, those changes are not so 
evident. • 

Whilst. proBcciiting these experiments on 
the 8j>pearaiiP(> of the blood, I was induced 
to notice its t<*mperHturo, and found,-** 

1st. That in nil cases It . is nearly thb 
■snwie. 

2d. That the arterial is from three to five 
degrees hotter than venous. 

3d. Tlmt those ports of the body which 
ere supplied with red blood, as the glutc 
muscles, Ac., are several degrees hotter 
than those w’bich are anpplicMl witl) wliite 
blood, as the iuteiior of the ball of the 
eye, &c.

Sin Avtiiovv bftN lately addressed a letter 
io Sji- (iilbeit lliane on. blisters, rhbifa- 
cients, and escharotics, in wnicli he has dO- 
ecribed the. manner of employing an ihstm- 
ment to effect theae aereral purposes. Sir 
Anthony ssserta, that hia method ia not so 
painful as tlm ordinary process of blistering ; 
and to assure himself of this, be first trfed 
the experiment on himself. He says, the 
action of a metallic substance heated in 
boilhig water, was first tried on my own 
arm, and although the imm for the instant 
was feevere, the sum of aktreas w'as far lie- 
low that which is occasioned by a blister of 
cantbarides. I have since employed, this 
mode of blisteriTig on many patients, both 
women and msff, jelet^hg tnpae w^ had 
lately been bliftterdd with cantlumdes plas- 
ter, and. they affirmed, Riat tlm momentary 
^dnnmhe of the inatriunent was prefiirable 
id tbe other method ; and when a repetition 
of blisters has been since necessary, they 
have asked for tlie qniqk process.”

him for relief. But whilst this flash of pro- 
fessional reputation gratified hioh he soon 
began to find that the public w^'^giuning 
to appreciate his talents as an etnsiiit alone.

At 
last the gieat Benjamin was instnUed into 
the honourable oflice, being sworn to in- 
violable secrecy, until Saunders's works.

man.” Be it so, the Saints cannot refuse to 
poor itinerant Williams the benedt of a de- 
fence wiiich was set iij) by their friend andpro- 
te|6 Saunders. Where it was that Williams j 
‘“'Ir.arned liis operations, or got the receipt, 
for his lotions, is now a matter of little con- 1 
se{]uencc. It is useless to inquire whether j 
it was amongst the lavourwl few dial were i 
admitted to the mysteries of the new ma- j 
sonry, fbere to loam the " tour do Mnitre 
these things are of no importance ; but it is 
tlie utmost importance to watch and ob- 
serve the inhuence of bad example.

It would appear 
from a note in Paris's Pharmaoologia, that 
tlie organ of secrecy, (we Shall not say 
“ serretiveness") is bonis^wlrji developed 
in that cliemist'a craiLium . for the Doc- 
tor rates him pretty roundly for keeping 
secret the method of making lus “ liquc«r 
sedativus."

Upon examining the thigh of the dog, it 
apjxeaxed that the effect of ihe pressuTc hud 
been to complfetely condeiw the cellular 
membrtme, and produce a ring of adhesion 
in the parts situated immediately beneath 
the ferrule, so prevenffhg thp absorption of 
the poison. 

The next experiment copslslted iu intro- 
ducing a grain of strychnjhie into tlie thigh 
of a very tine. large rabbit. Pressure wks 
made around the .wovmd, ns ill tihe preceding 
experiment, and kepi up for half an hour, 
Bght houfs after its feniiovaT, the poison 
did hot appeair to hhim produeed any ill 
effect! on the animal. In order to seo^ 
therefore, whether a safficient quantity of 
this sobstanee had been introduced, half a 
fudn only was introduesd into the opposite 
Bugh, and no measure appHed. The animal 
died w ithin baa an hour,

James Cterk> of Edmbwrgii, and Mr. Mpor- 
crrnft, wewt bensiMe writers on tlie subject 
of theftibt and shoeing ; but their remurlt*, 
thoug'h the best praetieai observations 
the time, are rendered almost uaekaa byj 
tlie s»bse<ptcdt feam' biporteat istd in* 


imitable discoverieii el Mr. Brady Ckrk, to 
whose writings, indeed, we mast chiefty 
confine oaraelvea in potBparing the pxactice 
and doctrines of our ftoyri School. 

It is well khowil, ftiat inore than tdiif of 
those cases requiring tlie aid pf a veterumry 
surgeon are situated in the fbet, and cott- 
iiocted wuih shoeing ; alt must admit that 
the treatment of those cases is atiU very 
unaatiafactory, whether it regard* thfe pre- 
vention of disease or the cure of it ; and 
that our readers may be prepared lo judge 
On this important subject, we must en- 
deavour to give n short epitome of tlie lus- 
toary of shoeing, and its consequences. 

The iron-naikd bnraoriioe was unknown 
to the ancients ; its use began at an uncer- 
tain period, during the dark ages when the 
northern barbarittna, who exoeUed as workers 
in iron, liad oveiTun the ooutiaent of 
Europe.

westeni America) where its use is unne- 
cessary ^ unKnown, the inhahitants are 
atraugers to these distressing evils, and the 
horses feet so invariably sound, that a pur- 
chsser never thinks it needful to ex am me 
them.

ing, US if there were some indefinable secret 
in the business, though, in reality, they 
nfv^eobld comprehend or acoouutVor tlie 
eifects of their oa’^n measures, and merely 
SKnune this mysterions air to impose upon 
rite public, ^ finding tluit their utmost care 
and skill is insutBctent to prevent or 
cafe the fatal mischief of contruction, and 
that although a slight change of t^ystem may 


periiaps affoid some relief for a time, yc t it 
cannot guarantee success. 

The various abuses wlrich tliese raeh 
practise have ofttai called down deserved 
censure, end bfcen bitn^^ht into account for 
this malady ; they undoubtedly accelerate 
tho destruction of the foot ; but the shoe 
alone, when all these causes have been re- 
mitted, is proved to be almost equally in- 
jurious. 

Men of science and talent have been de- 
tewed from making tliis art their study, by 
the appalling view of its difficulties j the 
prospect waa, indeed, uninviting, when tlie 
belief was general that there was a mystery 
in tbo shoeing busiuess which none could 
unravel, aiid tliat the glaring errors and 
abuses in tlie treatment of horses, which 
have' often atteacted the notice of the 
humane, admitted, in practice, of little 
palliation. 

Custom hasmade thepuhiic so familiar with 
tliese efiects, that we see without thinking of 
them, and a horse in this country is con- 
sidered incomplete without shoes ; but ab- 
stmetediy considered, it is a most unuatural 
mcasun- »o fix an extraneous body firmly 
and lor life, to'the foot of.a living anamal ; it 
is an art which has no counterpart, and 
it is not surprising that its consequences 
are complicated and ruinous.

puttteM listt of the oflieers of tl»® 
kee* it^ Will b« foaafi 
SMmmwahaw contrived, hy 
of wealth and connexions, to hold their 
plsce* in the Court for years, though the 
election is rimuri. ITiis, of cou^, couW 
not happen without the consent of the Col- ^ 
lege, a^ only ilemonstrstes the sscend^y 
which a few individuals obtained ovex te 
whole body. It would be somewhat Quix- 
otic to expect, that no protests would be 
I made against the decisions of a tribunal 
‘ formed in this unexceptionable manner ; and 
we accewrdinriy find on® master unreservedly 
stating that all his pupils are rejected, tmd 
another averring that all such a g^tle- 
man'spass. As there persons must know 
leach other pretty well, tbeir opinion* are 
leniiUed to respect. The weU known ha- 
ibility of certain of these Exammers to m- 
idulge their antipathie* on those occasions, 

I led to the inganfous device of aecntiBg their 
absence, by one of the candidate s friend* 
suddenly taxing ill, when a consnltauon was 
called, and tee obnoxious iixaminer’s pie- 

senoe immediately reqrired. 

Severity, frum vritetew eanae, however 
reprehensibte, ia not so injurious to ^tv 

I in Ha tosrite as an opposite viee ; and re « 
to cotepkte tho oddottsttws of this syatemi 
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wp fiud pai^ality practised «» well as pre- 
judice gradJGied. It was the cus- 

tom, when pujulsof members of the court 
“■ were to be examined, for tJie letter either 
to absent tbemsehe. car npl; ' to i^ote on the 
oocwtton ■, but recent instancsa Imre diqmn- 
sed with the dehoacy of tide e^qiiette, and 
examiners liare been ^tjie Amt to rote a 
lioense to their own apprentiees ! Inde- 
pendent of the rejecthms which may be the 
conaeqnenees of aitch odtecure causes, many 
mu»thaf|»en fhmi unpifection of tbe 
mode of examining, for if there be tme 
specnlatbre point bkter establishod than 
another, it is, thM no individuai^a practical 
knowledge of diseeae and anatomy can be 
positively pronounced on from a cataeheti- 
cal examiaalion. It is liable to the twofold 
error of mjarihp* individuals snd thei^-: 
lie. 13y the assistance of reading and rnad* 
ing, the experience of every day shows, 
that jmpils though incompetent to iwactice 
Uieir profession^ answer as it 

is temed, every ijueationproippaid to them; 
while others, tliongh weu infomed, ftom 
want of a presence of mind, or duency of 
uttering their sentiiaents, appear absolutely 
ignorant. But such wi Aiaexammatitm is, 
we must have it at fell length. It Jb> not 
customary in tJiis Co&ege as fe oth«#, to, 
alltKate particular days in. eanh wh^ for 
the^toauBactiott of anidyticst surjg^ , Tte 

for the license, a day is afipaiatad :fi» hbi 
trial in anatomy, .and another, for furgeiy. 
Summouse* Iwnng served, the exanfeiet ln 
the mean time betakes himself to Malihriuy, 
brushes the dust from some leami^d tome, 
and selecting its moat intricate contents, 
treasures them up in his memory for the 
approaching occasion ; or, spreading out be- 
fore him a folio of pUies, purges the ra- 
f mifica^ooB of nerves and arteries to iuvisi- 
t and with the '* air-drawn Scalpel of 
'^is imagination,” sepmales Ugnments and 
fosciie into layers, which nature intended 
to be indivisible. In short, he enters the 
arena “ made «p,” loaded with “ cruxes,*’ 
as it has been signidcantly called, and in ^ 
respects prepared to make an ^steutntious 
di^day of his erudition. ’Bie Notoriety of 
this practice Ima given birth to soma in- 
didereut puns, the examwation of a eertoia 
geutleman being familiarly called, fituo its 
feequeut repetition, tbe/stai (fatal) circula- 
tion, and so on, witb favourite crambos 
of otlters. Vi hen to the chaoce of prejudice, 
the certainty of a minute preparation, the 
posaibility of deficient powers of expression, 
we add the mysterious manner in which 
some members of this Court proposed thmr 
ijuestions, it is tune to^innuire whn^ an? the 
means of isatruerion alfoTaed to the stodent.

Suppose a man has got a bleeding in his 
arm, which there is a difficulty in stopping, 
how are you, as a surgeon, to stop it ? By 
passing your finger over the first and second 
rihs, pressing the artery, and you stop it at 
once. When I talk about this sort of thing, 
and hear a medical man say he can’t do it, 1 
always say , there are others that can. And 1 
tell Hus story of a lady who was examined 
by a great number of learned dactm; they 
could not tell what was the matter with her ; 
they had never met with such an mtemittent 
pulse in the whole course of their lives, nor 
any thing at all to equal it, and they pro- 
nounced their opinion that she could not 
live a moment, and left the room; and, 
egfld, all this time she was fwecdh’ng with this 
artery at the shoulder. (Laughter.) 

Now I will only just say, wdth Tesi>ect to 
tjfstm, that there w a great deal in that.

Having treated of iN«i>»?i>rant>u» infimnma* 
tiou of the brain, we <;oine now to ieflamma- 
tionn of the organ itself; and first tliose of 
the oftiie kind, or such as are attended with 
pyrvxw, or a febrile state of system.

It is enough, in general, that 
we can aasi^ the nature of the disease 
present, especdally aa founded 
tion or otherwise ; a point that may in most, 
cases be determined witliout much difficulty, 
and with sufficieut certainty for practice. 
And in all doubtful erases, you should make 
it a rule to act as if ioflaiTimation were ac- 
tually present ; but, of course, with the 
greater cautiem, in proportion as the case is 
uncertain. 

Now witbont attempting to make a divi- 
sion of the different inflammations of the 
brain upon strict anatomical principles, (for 
which, BB I have shown you, there in as yet 
no proper foundation), 1 shall confine myself 
to the varieties that authors have principally 
noticed, and wUieb me faunded c^fly upon 


the apparent dii»oipd<» of function*. Thoae 
of tl)c acute or febrile kind may all be in- 
cluded under the terms pkrsatris and idwpatkio 
ffwr \ for 1 shall assume for the preaCut, 
I hat the liuter, aa well as the former, is 
merely a variety of inflanunatioa of tho 
brain ; leaving the jffoofii of this Ci^ioh, 
to a future occasion. 

1. QfPftrsnitw, 

Hiis term has been applied by authors to 
that variety of cerebral inflammation, wluah 
is characterised by great and active ^aordor 
of the raeutalfunctioas. Accordingly, Dr .Cul- 
Imi, foUoa'ing the genarolity of authors, gives 
us, as a part of the definition, “ furious deli- 
rium aail* this were a aeceasaiy symp- 
tom of inflamed braia. He mentiona, how- 
ever, as an altematlifre, typhommia ; by 
wdiich is to be nuderat^, ddiriam with a 
degree etuper. But neither one nOr the 
oimsr of these is necessary to. constitute the 
disease ; as you will presently'see when 
the symptoms have been fully described. 
This form of inflammation of the brain, has 
been sometimes called phrentmutt, csphalilit, 
j^&aciritnaut, &c. 

: Symptem ef Phretuiii. In pointing out 
ihe characters of this disease, you must call

The subject of Mr. Gretm's Lecture to- 
day, Was on the operation of liiviug open 
the urethra in the pt'rlMi'uiii ; a; il h- eein- 
mencod by cimuievatiiig i!»* circumstances 
under which this operation is necessary, 

I There ore some cases of letentiou of 
urine, said Mr, Green, in which it ia a far 
better plan to make an incision into the 
lumbranouB part of the urethra, and by 
this means introduce an instrument to re- 
lieve the bludiicr, fh.in to make an opening 
into that riscu.#, Ihit it is only W'hen the 
obstruction to the <,* f ■!: *.i exists in 
the perineum, that : » ■!;ir ie <.f practice 
cim be succes'ftilly adopted ; for retentkm of 
nrine may arise from cjilculus, or from en- 
larged prostate, or other causes, which are 
beyond the seat of thii proposed operation. 
It ia prooer to lay ('pen the urethra in aoine 
cases of perr.'isM'Ui stricture, and I prefer 
tHa mode of practice to the use of the caus- 
tic boogie. In tho.se cases iu which Btric- 
ture of the urt't‘'iii is comjilicnted with ab- 
•een«, or :« v !;ii h, after the healing of the 
aSoeesa, a ‘fistulous oj)euing remains iu the 
perineum — those are cast's in whioh it is 
somi'iimes ]>roper to peribrra tlie ojioratiou. 
Itt rupture of the urethra, wheh from a per- 
son foiling across a hard body, the edge 
of which, for instance, strikes in the oeri- 
Beuui, and occasions a incenttion, ot the 
urethra. Here, again, the measure to be 
pursued, is laying open the canal, in order 
to relSsve or prevent, tin* effuBiou of urine 
which in general siifceedrf to this aocideut. 

Voo will perceive, then, Geutleracn, ftom 
these remarks, tliat tlie opeTUtioii is per- 
foniictl under various cimimstances. But 
i would observe to you, that it is not a mat- 
ter of iudifforeiice jiow' the operation is per- 
fonued. 'i’he common way is to proceed as 
in the operation of lithotomy, pluciug the 
patient precisely in the same position, and 
ia|Jj;ing an incision betUTeu the bulb and 
cru#' penis.

al^ ibr ioBtance, when fiiere is large ab- 
aoMM or diiTused extrevasetlon. of urine, It 
nufy be necmary to lay open tbe buck part 
of the scrotum. There is no quoKtion. that 
Cutting in the lino of ihe. raiihi* fucilituteB 
the finding of the urelhra, iM^causo h is di- 
rectly un&r the lupho, whether tlie ope- 
ration be performed under the Hyiii,ibi»ia 
pubis, or some wfty fiwt3ier back« aid. J tm 
there is on ohjectioo, you will. pei!.!ii.F nay, 
to diriding the bulb ; I know of no miechief i 
resulting from it. There is certainly less 
risk of active himorrhiage from tl»e wound- 
ing of a large artery, than if the upetaiton 
were peiftinned on the side, because the 
large artenes ara there situated. Y’ou might 
^vide the artery of tUo bulb, but it is not to 
be expected that, even witit moderate core, 
you would cui the trunk of li»e padendal 
artery, "i cm sliouhi, howevrr, bear in mind, 
that i'l becomes sapevlidal at the wch of the 
puWs, where about to divide into the deep-, 
seated and dorsal arteries. 

In perfuming tlds operation q £ Isyir^ 
open the urethra from the ' perineum, yott‘ 
will then, as 1 Iwfore observed, place the 
patient in the same position as in. the opera- 
tion for stone ; that is, so os to have tl*e 
pmueum fairly before you. Pass^ inatru- 
mont down the urethra to the sferioturedi 
portion, then make your incision (varvii^ 
Its extent according to drcuuiatunoes; in 
the line of the rajdie, and having laid Open 
the urethra, witlidraw the sonnd, and paw 
a catheter down from the extremity of the 
penis. The point of the catheter will issue 
at the orifice in the pnineuin, .end it will 
then he necessary to tmd the lower portioij 
oi* the urethra, in order to carry the inatru- 
meat onwaids to tlie bladder. If you expo* 
rience «ny difficulty in finding the urethra, a 
pi'oW may be used. On most occasions it 
is neccfisary to retain the catheter in the 
bladder, during tlie prweas of granulation 
in the wound of tlie perineum. 'I lie instru- 
ment should be of a firm nature, and I pre- 
fer a silwr catheter, retained in the usual 
manner by tape.

so that it may he w^nm in the bladder with- 
out tlit« use of tapcH or bandages to retain 
it. 1 tionk the pewter iustrumbjxt more 
panicularly useful in tiiose caseu w'bei* the 
prostate is ohlarged, and 1 have known it 
worn for many months without intsottve* 
Itlenae. A catheter made of caoutohouc 
It uaelhl, itttaimiBlit m it is HexMilei bat, 


bmng elastic, it too readily quits the bladder. 
There is a contrivance for fixing the cathe>- 
ter in the bladder, for which, I tlunk, we 
are indebted to i>ir Kverard Home • the jin- 
atrunipui is made by Weiss, and it consists 
of an olttsiic wire collar, which is put on the 
penis ; tapes are fastened to this collar, and 
front tltl'iice to the rings on each side of the 
cutlu U'r.

5thly. A strong stimulus suddenly ap- 
plied, in a short time jwoduces u contraction 
of all the fibres of the part, and a diminution 
of llie diameters of the whole classes of ves- 
sels, but more particularly of the arteries, 
which is followed at a greater or less dis- 
tance of time by a corresponding dilatation, 
m.cording to tiie extent of which, the phe- 
nomena of inflammation will be more or less 
observable ; and more so if the vis a tergo be 
powerful or stimulated. 

“ (itbly, A gentle or losser Btimul us pro- 
duces an evanescent contraction, followed 
by relaxation, Increased recess, and a slight 
accederation of blood in the leadiug copillary 
arteries and veins ; owinl, it seems, to tlm 
ufca^eased capacity of the iistended reticular 
vessels, while the former are yet relatively 
contracted. 

7thly. nie circulation in the capillary 
sys^m is independaut of the control of the 
lieart, except so far as this organ sffordB a 
constant pressure and a ready supply of 
blood upon which tbe capillary vessels may 
act ; and it is still more iudependeut of the 
brain. 

“ 8thly. There are three states in which 
iho capillary system may lie situated, the 
more perfect degrees of which are, 1st, an 
ntauic or collapsed condition of the vessels, 
whareiu no circulation takes place, nor can 
red blood be observable, but the return of 
botir which cau be more or less eaaily accom- 
plisiied.

Inflammation and congestion 
affect a portion of the capilloiy tissue, more 
from a local or topical condition, tliau front 
any action communicated by the vessels lead- 
ing to the part. 

’* Lastly. Congested and even stagnant 
blood may be brought again into Circulation^ 
while a part that has been uji-jily iiiflis-iieiS 
or turgesoent, in a short tilm muy Iti* Ihund 
pule, flaccid, and collapsed, in a dying 
hnimal.*’ 

Dr. Black briefly adverts to the reaeanlies 
of Haller, Hunter, SpaUansarii, Thumsosn, 
and Wilson Philip, into the interesting sub- ' 
ject of capillary circulation, which are welt 
known to the reader, and ptooeeds to pro- 
pound the nucleus, as will shortly be evidenti 
of any new theory, eitiier of inflammatioai or , 
of fever, that be may have to offer* “ It 
may be useful to iuquiie,” he sUys, *• what 
assistance our knowledge of what is cidled 
the jinm^U vitaihi/, or of that power by 
which the oapiliaTies act, independent (ly) 
of the heart or brain, can legitimately avail 
ua in the more extended consideration of 
capiHary phenomena.” Here he thinks he 
may “ let slip the pen,” and speculate on 
tlio properties of this principle, w'hi^ttni 
XUilpuble to the seiuies; Uiat what has been 
atlowedto Newton in liis doctrine of gravity, 
no a |ffiucipk of matter, may, netn'lv 

ftpwl llftirnesB, be granted to the phyaiolo- 
trint in his reasonittge on the principle of 
Ufa.” Let it be granted, then, 

‘' That a muscle contracts wheh irritated 
in the living, and in tire recently dead any, 
mil; and that fbe capiBaw vessels, und^ 
Itert&hiirritatioks, abtd enlarge and diiiuuish

The question is, what are the nature, 

» III i:. and extent of that power, whe- 
ther it be tlie result of, or a subtle princi- 
ple superadded to, organisation, by whicli 
these effects of irritation are produced? 
W’'e need not rhfer to the observations or 
experiments of Haller, Hunter, Bichat, Le 
Gidlois, Pliilip, or any other physiolo^psts, 
to convince us of the existence of some 
principle of life, whatever it may be, nor 
that it perimdes evdry part of the system. 
But we do positively aver in liim’we, though 
it should marr the beautiful thcaJry which 
the Doctor hrta reared, that there is neither 
I trutli nor reason ip liia saying, that

How parts, wliich are “ independent of 
the nervous power,” can be “ subject to 
its control,” wm certainly do not profess to 
undoistanff ; but we grant tlie doctor’s pos-r 
tedate for the present, that the reader Wiay 
see the evolution of his theory, and then 
proceed to demolish the wlrnk; for by tak- 
ing aw'ay this prop, the entire fabric will 
faU IO the gromuL The most obvious piu- 
perty, then,

nifested, is that iil'cciitriK iility of all lib!, a 
having a muscular structure k oharaeter ;

Tlie reaetion in any caso Will be 
as the previous strength and plethoi-a of the 
constitution, joined to the quickneas and to 
the degree to which the materia vitie has 
Imen affected, provided it has not itiffered 
to an immediate irretrievable extent ; and 
the mildness of a formed fever will be pro- 
; ■! to the small extent to which tho 

muscular power has been injured ; while 
the lowness and putridity of the type -will 
again depend on tlie depraved or n^duced 
state of the body previous to the disease, 
added to the greater or less universal lesion 
of the muscular power. 

*' 7lhly, A fever will recur and continue 
at the least imtil the ineftia and bulk of tho 
solids and fluids of the body be brought oa 
tt par with the powers of the muscular Ufa, 
ttitber by the reduction of the former, or by 
tlie increa«e of the latter; which equiU- 
brium not being obtained, dasBOlulioa must 
follow. 

" Lastly, tho exact causes of idiopathic 
fevers asBuming tlie different periodical 
types, or being continued, are obscure ; us 
we are, in one regard, ignorant of the na- 
ture of t!i(- (xdliiig beyo'id per- 

ceiving ihat till V liiive L'e!»i rically ii clebili- 
mting <'ffe< t on tli» tnupciilar prinniiie. 

From what has been stated of the author’s 
hypotheius, it will be swa that the whole 
solid and fluid parts of the system are de- 
prived of their malsi-ia vitit, or are, at tlm 
ingress of fever, possessed of a less ptopor- 
tioD of tiieir living and motive povrera than 
they had during health, so that while the 
materia corporis, or “ substratom” of the 
body remains the eamo, a part of tlie ma- 
teria vitse has flo-wn out of the window. 
The “ substratum,” tlierefore, must be 
H^BUght to “ aa equilibrium with its vital 
toofiiatc,” which nmy be done in two ways, 
tst, % venesection, which reduces the 
« RUbstratom,” or, adly, “ by timely and 
genfle wdtation,” which adds to the vi- 
tal assoriate add to one, or subtract from 
the other, in short, hleed or give n dram, 
and ihe busineSB is done ! Bellini, we be- 
li.'vc, in his book Xh Mutime Smgwmist 
first started lihe theory of obetjructed 
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ItoieU, and the remainHer of the author’s 
doctrme does not differ materially from the 
dogmas of Browne. Of the parts endued 
with his imteHa vita, whatever that may he, 
'* performing their functions,” or answering 
to ” natural or artificial impressions, in- 
dependent (independently) of the nervous 
power,” we shall say notliing, since the 
excellent paper of Mr. Charles Bell “ on 
the nervous circle which connects the vo- 
luntary muscles with the hrain,” (Phil. 
Trans.) must have sorely dumbfounded this 
unfortunate author. Because the circulatiou 
in the web of a frog’s foot was continued 
“ for twenty minutes after the brain had 
been mish 0 d,” there was no necessity for 
building on that circumstance a theory of 
fever ! 


CHEMISTRY. 

Neu> method cf purifying Crystals, 

Every practical chemist know’S how dif- 
ficult it often is, particularly in the 
of organic substances, to clear away froiii 
crystalline products the mother waier, and 
other heterogeneous matters w!iu h collccf 
in their interstices. When the crystals ar« 
very fine, and still more when they are aolu- 
hle in the ordinary menstrua, it is some- 
times impossible to clear them, although 
perfectly pure, by any other method than 
j-e|u;nU‘(! crv><allisation and digestion with 
iiiiiiiiiil «’!iiirf(/al, both of which processes 
are troublesome, and occasion considerable 
loss. The i)rocess doprnidH on the trans- 
mission of a current (jf air ihrongh the crys- 
stals. The simpteet apparatus for effecting 
this purpose, consists of a double-mouthed 
bottle, with a funnel in one mouth and a 
bent tube in the^ other, the lowi-r opening, 
of the funnel being i.bsMueti-d hv a hall of! 
colton wool, and the eiv...iuls heiiis: (h'poaited 
upon the cotton. 

On sucking the air throiiL'i: ihe nystols 
by a bent tube they are ' l•■^:ned in a fi*w 
seconds, and, if necessary, uperaiion may 
be repeated after previou-'iy iiirrodurin;: a 
little water into the funnel. A oOnvenietit 
way of constructing the apparatus, so as to 
work of itself, is to noikc the seroi.d tnbe 
reach the bottom of ihi- botilc with one 
limb, and with the other a vessel of water 
situated in a lower level. Tl»e whole bottle 
and tube being filled with water, the fun- 
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uel isto be introdhded, and the Water then 
allowed to run off by the syphon. On a 
a large scale, a more suitable apparatus will 
be a tube from a steam boiler, % which tlie 
bottle mhy be filled with steam from time 
to time. 

The steam comnmnication being shut off, 
and the steam in the botfte condensed, the 
stream of air will immediately carry through 
with it the ■wHhole of the momer water from 
the most silky crystals. 


ZOOLOGY. 

Ou Fmale Birds astiming the Male Plumage, 
The interesting fact of female birds as- 
suming the plumage of the male, was in 
modern times first attended to by John Hun- 
ter, who, in a memoir on this subject, pub- 
lished in. the Philosophical TransacUons, 
described a hen pheasant and peahen W’hich 
had in old age assumed the male plumage. 
Geoffrey St. Hilaire says, tj»at of the many 
peahens in the Jardin des Plantes, no in- 
stance occurred of the peahen assuming the 
male plumage j a fact which shows that such 
a change is rarely met witli among these 
biids. In the Museum of the riuversify of 
Edinburgh, there is a fine R]>ccimeu ol‘ the 
peahen w'itli the male plumagej presented 
to the Museum by the Duchess of Buc- 
( leugb, and it was said in the note which 
Htn^mpauied it, tlial it was I'ffcrlod in a few 
yt'iiis. 1 he dorsal fealliers ii!«- sii!! more or 
less mottled with grey, and the green tint is 
hgbter than in the feativers of tl»e male. The 
rump fi iulu’rs are elongated, some of them 
To ilu- li ii.ih of eighteen inches ; but the 
ocellar spots are neither bo large nor so va- 
ried as in the male. The ordinary tuber- 
cles on the tarsi of the female, have bedu 
developed into thick, regular, conical spu/s, 
about half the length of the male. In short, 
the change is so much advanced, that after 
another month it would probably hate been 
complete. 

In the British Museum there ore several 
spi'cimous of female pheasanta with the 
inulf ]■!u!ual:(■ ; two of these are remarkably 
j'liu*, iiiid w »'ro shot in Kent, near Gran- 
brouk, by Thomas L. Hodges, Esq., and 
prcM-uu'd by him to the Museum. In the 
Mi.m'uiu of Edinburgh, there is a similar 
bpeciiiirii by Dr. Hope. Tlu; only differences 
nhii-h IhC; plumage of tliis bird exhibits, 
when contrasted with the male, are the fol- 
lowing : first, the tail feathers are shorter 
than Qjose of the adult male, although con- 
siderably longer than those of aii ordinary 
female! secondly, the lustre of the colours 
in general is not quite so vivid as in the 
male, especialiy ou the back of the wings 
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There is no appearance of spurs. Sometimes 
the same sort, of apparent change of sez is 
observed among domestic poultry. Hr. 
Neile, at Canonmills, had a black hen, of 
what is called the French breed, which, in 
her twelfth year, ceased to lay eg|[s, and 
gradually assumed somewhat the appear- 
iuu'c.uTid, 10 aconsiucrahledegree, tlie man- 
ners, of a cock. The principal thwige of 
pli;inn:;«' ( ill the tuft on the head 
hecumiug tiiiiiner, and show'ing some upright 
stray feathers, and in a single elongated 
feather pi-ojccting from the tail. The spurs 
were larger than usual in hens, hut these 
had probiibly been increasing for some 
years. The change of manner of the bird 
was quite remarkable; she strutted about, 
with a firm pace and raised tail. She 
f lined a nnlongthe fowls, which she 
!• li jiiLTiiie tiiiiu the cock ; and she roosted 

i'lom l.iui. .She became very voracious, 
wliC'.' food was set down (losing all 
I '■i‘iuliia';ri‘ in '.his instance to the generous 
hln hcii' off the other hens. She 
soon became very fat, and died in a few' 
months, seemingly from overfatne^. Her 
cry was altered, but it had not much resem- 
blance to the crying of a cock. 

In a valuable paper by Dr, Butter, of 
Plymouth, in the third volume of the Me?, 
moirs of the Wernerian Society, there are, 
miniy interesting facts on this subject, frpift-

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LONDON MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

At the Meeting of the Society on Monday 
evening, the lith inst., the discnsSiohOft the 
accuracy of Dr. Barry’s theory, “ that the 
atmospheric pressure acting upon the vacuum 
formed in the chest during inspiration, is 
th<‘ cliief agent in the return of the venous 
blood,” was renewed. In consequence of its 
having been announced in tliis Journal, 
that Dr. Barry was to be invited, the sup- 
position became very general that the Doc- 
tor would be present, and the result was, 
that the room was ejtceedingly thronged, 
much more so than at any former meeting 
during the season. Mr. Eleerdy men- 
tioned to the Society some experiments 
which he had made on the subject, which 
appeared to militate against some of the con- 
clusions of Dr. Barry. We know not how 
it happens, but it is pretty evident that a 
great stir is making in certain quarters to 
ippset the Doctor's favourite doctrine ; and 
Qnlm Jie makes a vigorous stand against 
his opponents, and meets their objections 
seriatim, he is likely to suffer from their 
numbers, if not from their skill. As it is a 
dispute w’hich can only be decided by expe- 
riments, we hope that these experiments will 
be undertaken with great care ; and strict 
impartiality shall be observed by us in re- 
cording them. 

Dr. CnjTTERBircK informed the Meeting 
of the subject of the evening’s discussion, 
and took that opportunity of briefly explain- 
ing the opinions of Dr. Barry respecting the 
circulation. He said, that many years ago 
it had been advocated by Dr< Carson, of 
Liverpool, that tlie vacuum formed on the 
right side of tlie heart, on the contraction of 
the right auricle, exerci.sed a considerable 
influence on the return of the venous blood ; 
and that, m point of fact, the heart might 
be regard( d as a sucking, and as a forcing 
pump, usiugthe word sucking in its popular 
acceptation. It had, however, been shown, 
that the action of the arteries, the pressure 
of the muscles on the veins, and other causes, 
materially assisted in carrying on the cir- 
culation. He by hb means wished to be nn- 
derstooflas doUhting the accuracy of (Dr, 
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Barry’s pxperiments ; but he thought that 
few, if any, of the concluaioEB which had 
been drawn from them, could he legitimately 
sui)ported. Mr. Kllerl>y had cotumunicati^ 
to the SfM'icty some experiments, the results 
«f which apjmared to fee at variance with 
the results of some of l)r. Barry’s experi- 
ments conducted in a similar manner. He 
believed that some fhtther experiments on 
the subject would he mentioned by that 
Gentleman during the meeting. The noise 
occasioned by an additional arrival of visi- 
tors, made the President's voice almost in- 
audible ; hut we understood him to say, that 
there were some circumstances of every day 
ooeurrence, which seemed to go against the 
theory of Hr. Barry ; he might refer to the 
most simple, tlie flowing of blood from an 
opened Vein. The current indicated no 
Buch rising and falling as might be expected, 
if the venous blood moved tow'srd the heart 
during inspiration only, hut it continued to 
flow in an equable stream, ^flie President 
then alluded to the difficulty of accounting 
for the hepatic circulation ou the principle 
of suction, and concluded his remarks by 
briefly adverting to the experiments on ab- 
sorption made by IMr. EUerby witli the fe- 
rule, and by expressing his opinion as ia-i 
vourahle to the conclusion arrived at by 
Mr. Eilerby, tlvat pressure on the parts sur- 
rounding the poison, and not the vacmrat 
formed ovey the poison, was the main cause 
of its not becoming absorbed, 

Mr.EtLEkBV said that he had repeated his 
former, rather than made any new experi- 
ments. He by no means meant to say that 
the experiments of Dr. Barry were mis- 
represented, but that the conclusions drawn 
from them could not he supported. He had 
poisoned a large dog, by giving it some 
priiSsic acid, ai^ having laid open the chest, 
he found tlie beut pulsating, although the 
respiration had ceased ; he laid open wc pe- 
ricardium, and having put his finger ou the 
trunk of the vena cava, about one inch firom 
the heart, he made pressnre on it, and pre- 
vented the farther return of the blood ; he 
then pressed the blood onwards, lying in the 
vessel towards the heart, and then com- 
pressed the vessel close to the auricle ; o»;; 
removing the low cr finger, the blood intmie' 
diately asceiul. d. It would be diffi«^t to 
attribute that ascent to the influence of rite 
vacuum formed in the chest, sindfe, if such 
vacmim had existed, its influence would 
have been rendered nugatory by tlie pres- 
sure on the venous trunk. Ho had also 
caused a vein to be opened in his own arm, 
tiie blood flowed r< gnl!i ly through the open- 
ing as usual ; he then luade some deep in’- 
Bpirations, hut the blood conliimed to flow 
as before, not the least variation could be 
detected in the size or in the jet. He then 
his breath for jsbme seconds, that is to 


say, did not expire until the uneasiness in 
the chest became urgent, but no variation 
was observed in the iow of blood from the 
vein, 

Mr. Peheiiia made some judicious ob- 
servations on some experiments w hich lie 
bad assisted in performing at the t ieneral 
Dispensary. He referred more particularly 
to the more frequent contractions ol the 
auricle to the ventricle, after the chest 
had been kid open, and the. lungs collapsed ; 
and to tb© hepatic and placental circulations, 
as so many arguments against Dr. Harry’s 
theory. 

Mr. WiooK apologised for tlie non-ntteiul- 
ance of Dr. Barry, by saying, that lie had, 
promised to attend the Meeting of tb**’ 
Hunterian Society on WedneMay e’ oi* 
to give a sysHmutic account of liis opinid/ ^ 
on tliis subject ; he was unwilling to antici- 
pate that occasion by entering into a partial 
explanation at'any other Society previously. 

Mr. LAKOSTArr observed, that if patho- 
logical anatomy had any thing to do with tlie 
matter, he thought that there would be some 
difficulty in accounting for the prodm-tio!! of 
the required vacuum, where tin: lungs were 
hopatised, or in contact with the costal 
pleura ; or where the heart, as wnis not 
rare, W’as in contact with the pie icanliuii!.

Mr. Seulb showed llie Society 4 very Hi- 
genions contrivance, which he thought 
would satisfactorily prove that during ordi- 
nary respiration, no movement of the blood 
takes place in the vrimB,, in ^pfioequeb^ 
of

fhbUt twenty in a miimte ; u the irespi- 
TationB were increased to fwty m « minute, 
it would be seen that a considerable vacuum 
was formed, and tiiat under such circum- 
stances only, the blood returned through 
the veins with greater velocity to supply the 
vacuum. The apparatus was simple and inge- 
nious ; on ordinary shaped bellows without a 
valve in the bottom, with a pane of glass in 
the cover to allow of seeing what was going 
on in the interior, with a nozzle of tlia usual 
isize, was produced. From the sides of the 
bellows three pipes of different siaes, bent 
at right angles, were passed into three 
glasses contaising water. Mr. Serlb stated, 

' 
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that he cmisldered the bellows to represent 
the capacity of an ordiniry chest j the 
noitzle of the bellow - fei re present the same 
relation of size of ■ ylnuirr to the hidltws, 
tliiit the truchoa does to the lungs. If by 
mining the cover of the bellows, the racumu 
wn*i-e foniiedmore rapidly than the cebbre 
of the nozzle couic suiipiv iiir, whit-h hitp- 
peiied when forty such artiticial respirations 
were formed in a minute, the atmosphere 
jtressed tiie water in the glasses imme- 
diately into the chamber of the bellows; 
and by parity of reasoning, admitting the 
similarity between tire respiratory appa- 
ratus and t he bellows, he thought that the 
inference could not be refused, that the 
blood in tlie veins would then, and only 
then, be forced in to suj.fdy tiie vacuum, as 
being tbe most readily yielding matter on 
wliicli the atmosphere could act. 

The discussion was of an interesting 
charactei', and will probably be resumed 
at the next meeting. 

Dr-BAUfty attended the meeting of the 
Society on Monday last. He said, he ap- 
peared there as a volunteer, and did so tor 
two reasons: to show Ihe Society that he 
was not reluctaTit fn aticud ; toid secondly, 
to conviuee the genthmien present that be 
wai always ready to break a lance with his 
opponents in the controversial arena, 

Dr. Tlarr\ w.is then solicited by the Chair- 
ittau, Dr. Jl to favour the Society 

with a brief expose of his opinions respect- 
ing the circulation, which lie did in a very 
clear and satisfactory majuier ; but as ;the 
arguments w'hich be urged vvre very sitni1:ir 
to those wliich he employed nt liie Huute- 
rian Society, it will be unnecessary to re-; 
peat them bore. Dr. Barry took consider- 
able trouble to prove the influence of atmos- 
pheric pressure on the human body ; he 
i^dduced the case of Humboldt, wlio ascended 
the lofty ChimharttfO, until the atmosphere 
became so rare that blood flowed from hia 
eyes, ears* and gums. Here we may be allow- 
ed tot^erve, that the Doctor occupied con-

Imd applied one of Imr kiaa, an^ that a iraj^ 
powerful one, to the assistance of orgaiiic 
matter ; the pressure of the atmosidiere was 
made materially to assist in the perform- 
ance of tlie most essential iimetious of life. 
It was ihit to presume, that sucii an uncom- 
moil power would not be left unemployed 
by nature, and he hoped to he able to show 
that it w'os employed. The Doctor then; 
approached the more immediate subject of 
the diseuw^on ; be explained what he meant 
by a relative vacuum ; it wts of no oonso- 
({uenoe what ftm difference in the amount 
of prewuK w«8, botweeatha iutoiiml and 


external parts of tlie body ; if the pressure 
in the interior were ^00, and the pressure 
externally oOOl, it would he sufficient for 
his purpose, because it would prove that 
the resistance within was loss than the 
force without. He then enumerated some 
* xiK*rim'-iite te show the amount of thisi 
e.ijTcH'ijce of pressure in the interior. He 
cemneeted a harometriCal tube, containing 
the usual column of mercury, by means of 
a-flexible cylinder, with tbe thoracic cavity 
of » dog weighing only six pounds, by per- 
forating the thorax between the ribs. At 
each insjjiration it was observed that the 
mercury sunk lu.h> incheg am a half, slmwing 
that the resistance had been diminished 
equal to about ono-twelfth of our atmos- 
phere- The trachea being severed, and a 
stop-cock attached flrmly to it, the stop- 
cock was closed, and at each insyiiration the 
mercurial column descended Jin inches; 
proving that n vacuum had been formed, or, 
in other words, tliat internal pressure had 
been diminished e()ual to about of 

an atmosphere. He had tried a similar ex- 
periment on a ])igeon, with a siniilai’ result. 
These experiments tended to show, that the 
vacuum formed in the chest was very con- 
mderable ; not sufficient, it was true, to lift 
tliirty-two feet of water, like a city })ump, 
but sufficient to show that tlie vacuum was 
something more than the mere moonshine, 
which some hud represented. (A laugh.) 
He was led to conclude, from observing the 
atmosphere to act on the columns of mer- 
cury in these experiments, and on columns 
of water in others, and that cmly during 
inspiralion- -he wms led to conclude, that 
the fluids of the body were subjected to the 
same general laws ; that tlteao fluids were 
forced toward the part where the resistance 
was least, namely, toward the thorax, and 
that this centripetal force acted with cffi'acr. 
only during the expansion of the thorax, 
that is, during insfhmtian . . . 

Dr. Barry complimaatiJdMi:, Ellerby, Dr. 
Davies, Mr. Serle, and the, Othor, gentlemen, 
for the manly manner in which they Imd 
conducted their experzmanta* and concluded 
by olden ing, that however great the diffe- 
reiH rs of <.{'inion might be between them 
at present, that he was eatisfled they would 
oweiituaUy be removed. 

}We regret that our limits do not allow 
us to follow the series of Doctor Barry’s 
reasoning so closely as we could w'ish, but 
we hope we have secured tlm principal

Sill WtLUAM BLi7.AR»W’as in the Chair, 
who briefly informed the meeting of the' 
principal object of their being brought to- 
gether. '.I’hc Society, anxious to acquire 
and to exiend iutormaliou, was desirous of 
hearing from the leanied Doctor who had 
that evening honoured the Society with his 
presence, a development of bis ingenious 
and very philosophical opiuionp respecting 
tlie influence of atmo.sphcric pressure ou' 
the circulation, and on ahsorjftion ; and, tlien, ' 
having loaded the Doctoi tvitli a profusion] 
of coinjilimeiits, Silt down J 
Dr. Bahbv then addressed the Society, 
by first alluding to llie extreme honour con- 
ferred on him by such a distinguished and 
scientific body, in being permitted to occupy 
a portion of their valuable time, and by as- 
suring them that hoTvever high he est^med 
such an especial murk of their infinite catide- 
scension, hy invifing hiiu there tliat evening, 
he hoped tliat it would not induce him to 
think kss himhly tif himstif. It had been | 
said that " he hud felt liiirt” at receiving ’ 
such an invitation; but on his honour he 
could assure the President, that he con- 
sidered the eery Aandwme and ueiy polite note 
of the secretary containing such invitation, 
as the greatest mark of distinction which bad 
been paid him since his return to this conn-; 
try ; and he should ever punt re and cstem it 
as one of bis mast valuahLe (locnuK-nt.':. 

1 his sort oHangunge may do very well in 
Franc^ but it sounds mawkish in the ears 
of an ^glishman ; and as we heart^y wish 
the D^tor w’ell, we ri-'oiiiiiiond him to 
leave off this superfluity of Gallic .nothing- 
ness.

lowing manner : aup^e^ an elastic bottle, 
made, for example, of Indiem robber, to .ooa.< 
tain onecttbic iiich of air ^ extend thatfeottk 
to twice iW oripUal length, and ita capacity 
would he increased 80 as to be cabbie of 
containing two cubic inches of dir; then 
there would be a relative vacuum famed ; 
for although the bottle contiaued to . be fhll 
of air, it was not etiual to the re^stanoe of 
the extemai air, iu the proportion of two 
atmospheres to one. 

Again, take a cubic inch of aolid matter 
capable of condensation, and reduce it by 
pressure to half its size, there would be in 
that case also a relative vacuum formed, in 
as much as half of the original space w'ould 
remain unoccupied. (Of course this is 
purely an imaginary case.) He then en- 
deavored to transfer this sort of physical 
reasoning to the condi tion of organic Wies 
in.tlie performance of the functions of respi- 
ration and circulation, lie conteiided that 
whether by the expansion of the thoracic 
purietes pn the one hand, ox by the con- 
traction . of the heart on the othm, or by 
both, a relative vacuum was formed in the 
chest subjected to the action of tlie same 
laws of physics, as if fomed in unorganised 
n» inert matter. 

In. the course of the evening Dr. Davixs 
^ked Dr, Bany whether he attributed tlm 
return of the venous blood solely to this va* 
cuum 1 Dr. Barry replied, that he con- 
sidered the vis a tergo the first power ; 
atmospheric presiure acting on the vacuum i|| 
the thoracic veins, the second ; and tire power 
of gavilation, the third. 

Tow'ards the close of the meeting, Mr. 
Seuik showed an experiment which he had 
made on a rabbit, to proye tliat the vacuum 
Ibrmed imtlre sinus venosus, if any be formed 
there;, could not be of any consequence. He 
removed the sternum and portions of the 
ribs of a full grown rabbit, anti then laid 
the pericardium to such an extent, 
!!•!!! ihe finger might be introduced. 

Mr. Ellcrhv and Dr. Davijs railed the 
attention of the Society to the result of some 
experiments which they lind made on ab- 
sorption with the ferule, instead of with a 
vacuum j they contended that they had 
shown that mejNB pressuM Wi» sniicient to 
prevent absorption, and that no vacuum was 
necessary for that purpose. 

Dr. BAnny admitted that Mr. Ellerby had 
ancoaeded in showing thia, but. contended 
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that hi« cup^iag-glasB ictad in the same 
way ; which is, indeed, thte &Ct^ but then 
the entire value of the Doctor’s corollary 
disappears, because it was intended to e^- 
tablish the efficacy of a rocuam, and nr4 
efficacy of pressure. Dr. Barry was induced , 
tf) say , that from the report ' he read of

Not to occupy your time unnecessarily, it 
will suffice to inform you that us early as 
eight in tibe morning, the din of active pre- 
parations might be hftaid in 
room, and by nine, them Is ecMely a table 
unoccupied ; but no demonstrators are there 
to assist ns in our studies, and it is very 
rarely indeed, until the lute liour of twelve, 
that, we have any advantage from their pre- 
sence. Oar auatuinicul lecture begins at 
two, on our return from which, they have 
vanished; and heXtoe, Sir, the short space 
of two hours, or two hours and a half, daily, 
at most, is all that is allowed, and doubtless 
considered by them, safficieiit to furuls^h tlie 
necessary inffivmntiou to perhaps one hun- 
dred dissecting pupils ; and even, Sir, dur- 
ing that short j[)eriod, I regret to add, a iew 
favoured individuals monopolize their chief 
«tteatioO| whilst the less*^ fortU&atOi not* 
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withstanding thoir repented intreatjes, are 
destined to pursue their work of toil with 
the assistance only of the London Diflfiwio- 
tor , or some other tyjiographical guide. 

Towards tlicse gentlemen I entertain 
f(‘cllngs of the utmost res})ect, and 1 beg,, 
Sir, to assure you, that it was not until after 
the most mature consideifiuon, ntid with 
very considerable reluctance, that I ventured 
to offer or trouble you witli these remarks. 

In the iullest hope, however, that they 
may be productive of the desired eflect, 
should you consider them worthy a place in 
your esteemed publication,

The ligature, formed of 
a portion of silk-wonn gut, as recommended 
by Mr. Eielding,* w-as readily conveyed 
round the artery by Biemner's needle, and 
after being tied, hotheads were cutaway. 
The external wound was secured by two 
.stitches, end a strap of adhesive plaster- 

Thc patient fell no immediate effect from 
the operation, except a slight faintness *, 
she walked up stairs unsupported, and sat 
' :ii-, time ill a chair, before she would get 
i«iv. bed. 

The effect on the pulke was very remark- 
able, tliat of the right wrist being full and 
Strong, while that of the left w'as conipera- 
lively small and feeble. 

In ihe evening, the patient felt comforU- 
hle, fomplainiug only of a dryi.ess of the 
liiu* 1 -r attributed to the rijiium she had 
tnki-n. She was now ordered to have five 
^aiiif <if cahmud. 

j 1 1. lleMed much better last night tlian she 
l^as'done for some time ; no headache ;

of headache; health much improved; sat 
up nud dressed herself, and is in excellent 
spi-its. 'rumour is easily diminished in 
hulk, by gentle pressure ; but On its appli- 
cation, complained that the p.ain of the 
head returned. Fhe experienced two slight

Operalioit, amt' 
fatal lenninatum of the case. 

Poot.f, a chimney sweep, twenty 
yeors of age, was brought to the HoRpiti 
on Tuesday afternoon, Dec. 3, at five o’clock 
inilie afternoon ; he was Been by the dreg-, 
ser, reported to have strangulated scrotal 
hernia of the right side, and was ordered to i 
the warm bath. Whilst in the bath, blood 
was takep from foe arm to the amount ol 
twelve ouheea, and foe taxis was employed 
for some time wi thout Rucceak, when a mes- 
senger wag dispatched to request the at- 
tendance of Mr- Tyrrell, the surgeon of foe 
week. 

It appeareil from tlie patient’s statement, 
(which, however, was by no means clear,) 
that he had laboured under hernia of the 
right side for several years, but had never 
worn a truss- 'fhe iatestiae, he said, often 
came down, but was in general easily re- 
turned by his assuming the recumbent posi- 
tion and using ,-cii!U> pri's.surc ; on being 
more minutely irucstitiued. he 

stated that then' was alwttvh kotik' I'.cgree 
of sw elling at foe imrU in foe present in- 
stance foe mtesfoie descended on Baforday 


evening (at first he mentioned Friday) j he 
began to vomit on Sunday morning and had 
continued to do so at intervals up to the 
time of his admission. 

w as a brief history of the case, wifo 
respect to tlie local symptoms, at the time 
till' pufii'iif wii<‘ .-" 1*11 by Mr, Tyrrell ; after 
r<*miivul Inni) 'L,- 'lurm bath, they were an 
fuliows : — Dll s!ii' Ms;!;t side of tlie scrotum 
was a BW’elUng of the siaie of a double fist;

compreRsible. The swelling did not dilute 
in foe least degree on coughing- 
'fhe abdomen was not very tense, but 
evinced some tenderness on jiTessure ; the 
bowels had not Imeu relicicd for thive duys 
previously, 'fhere wois occasional sickiii-'is, 
but no hiccup; the puiso was small and 
ipiickened, but had not that peculiar thready 
feel, said to bc characteriBtic of pf^ritoaeal 
inflaminatfon p the patient complained of a 
swaiim at foe upper part of 

foe abdawKEn) but there was no marked 
anxiety of Countenance, add when he was 
directed to bond his body forward, he did so 
Without evinciug pain.

With rcapect to tho eondi tion of the otifi'* 
tents of the sac, which it now bocaine neoes- 
tmy toexamme previous to making any at- 
tempt to retarn them, it was kund that a 
portion of th® protruded omentum was in a 
state nearly amoTinting to gangrenf ; it was 
dark coluun d, hnd an iniiiutunil feel, and its 
vessels aj^ared to be gorged with black 
blood, which was stagnant. There wore 
some adheBKins, evidently of long stnnding, 
betwreeo the omentum and sac, so that Uie 
patient had had irwdacible omental bania. 

'I he protruded fold of intestiae was of a 
dark browm or cltocolate colour, and there 
were two distinct gangrenoua spots on im 
.-urfacis of considerahl® aiae. The intee- 
jiMf wta* adherent to the sac througliout the 
n link' extent of the inguinal canal. An in- 
cision wa» made into tie gut through one of 
{he liaj'LTt-nou.i sjmiis, when ainid escaped 
i.niiiig .

Tin- patient was now put to bed, and a 
liTisetd-niful yioiilticc was applied over the 
pi.’-i- 'Ike Jollowing medicines were pre- 
scribed :

We found him 
dosing, but he soon awoke up, and the vo- 
miting recomiuenced, it w'as unattended 
wiih j,ny exertion, a kind of passive vomit- 
ing, as if dependent on simple retroverted 
nciioii of the stomtich, without any convul-'**' 
sivo action of tlie diaphragm. The fluid re- 
jected was of a light brown colour, and had 
a ftcculent odour. The pulse at this time is 
Biuull, and not vibrating ; he has, however, 
been bled froup the arm, i«^®r Uie direction of 
Mr.T'yrrflll, which bleedrilig, we understand 
fromhis drosscir, materially ^terod the charac- 
tOT of the pulse, it being previously jerking.

Inip0etio OtiMfti. 

The body was in.spected on .^aiuiav ’.lo'iii 
by Mr. TyireU. It wmi found ihm bi 
testiae, which hud been strangulated^ was a 
portion of the ileum, about ten inches from 
the colon. A complete knuckle or fold of 
the intestine had passed domi, and tin? two 
pafelws of gangrene were aituoted at each 
extremity of ihn protruded portion of Ignt. 
The strictures had Irnen freely and eulfi- 
cientiy divided, so that no mpediment was 
offered to returning the intestine, provided 
its condition imd justified such a hlteitsiire. 


Them tvas a general blush of ItiilnininfttiQix 
over the peritoneum covering (be intestines; 
but that lining the pnriotes did not show * 
wiy traces of influinmulion. There wertt red 
circular lines on (lie small intestines, but 
there wms no effusion of serum into the 
cavity of the iihdomen,

Sloughing of the genitals, in cases of 
vonereal disease, is very fretpent amongst 
the lower class of {teoide, and it arises from 
various oircmnslances, to which in their 
situation they are more liable than those of 
tlie higher class. With a cliancre or sore 
on the genitals, iiinan perhaps exposes hirn- 
««»if to vicissitudes of teinperature, drinks 
freely of spirituous liquors, works haixl, and 
walks about, and sonietinies applies to » 
quack, who saturatm with mercury a pre- 
viously debilitated constitution. Now, from 
» combination of these causes, a change 
take place, iind benet^ wo bave a slate of 
sloiigliiiiir I Oil need, and patients often apply 
iJ>r admission It tltis Hospital witli the penis 
in a most state. It does not often 

happen, indiiM, that we have an opportunity 
of seeing a patient under the circuiustan-

JUntory Stllt»> of parts, ibe (jatieut i» perhaps 
exposed' to tlie simie causes which I have 
already enumerated as prodoclive of slough- 
ing with chuncre, and is attended with the 
»ume effect — a stitle of slonghiug is set up. 

VI iti> respect to the piogrees of the dis- 


ease ; in fiome oa«6s We find a Comfdete gait* 
grene or death of parts, mote or less exten- 
sive, has taken place. In other instances, 
the progress ia observed to he partly by an 
ulcerative and partly by a slon^hing pro- 
cess, aTiA it is to this kind of sore that 
the tena phagedenic is applied. We find 
in the writings of surgeons, formerly, 
tliat they attributed the sloughing in these 
cases, to the rapid progress oL the venereal 
coinpluint ; they supposed that it was a pe- 
culiarly malifpiant form of disease, and 
hence they gave largo quantities of mercury, 
'i’hia merturiul plan of treatment in such 
cases is highly iiijurious, and under it the 
sloughing in general rapidly extends. 

The ioflainniation which is set up, I re- 
peat, is not of a specific kind, but simjdy 
accidental, and supervening on venereal 
disease from the circumstance I before^ 
mentioned. And ns the inflammation is of 
a simple kind, it only requires to be treated 
in a eimUar manner to other cases where 
there is excess of inflammation. 1 endea- 
voured to explain to you in my surgical lec- 
ture (and I trust that I was successful,) that 
there are tw^) kinds of mortification, the 
one resulting from excessive vascular ac- 
tion, and the other from defective vascttlar 
hetion. 

When the patient, therefore, is young and 
robusL with a full bard pulse, you will, of 
course, » withhold tonics and stimulants, be- 
cause it is obvious there is already excessive 
vwscular action, and by increasing the cause, 
you would consequently increase the slough. 
Hpre then you must atiopt the antiphlogis- 
tie plan of treatment. 

On the other hand, there are cases iff 
wliicli the disease was originally induced by 
excessive Vascular action, but in wdiich 
'li. iir is a fiftihmj of jHwer, either from de- 
fanit "f constitution, or as the sequela of 
•iH.i. !.• inflammation* Hero the itidicat^On

feeble, and quick pulse, and the fever jrre- 
.sent is of tiie irritative or hectic kind.

There 
is one peculiar state of the system, however, 
to which it is necessary for me to allude ; it 
is one where there is insufficient power, 
where the action of the heart and arteries 
is great ; that is with regard to their con- 
traction ; but although we have a hard, it ik 
not a full pulse. In these casesi there ia 
exces-sive puin ia the part affected, and you 
will find it beneficial to abstract a mode- 
rate ijuantity of blood from the arm 5 it 
oEeff directly rtfUevcfttha umrbid etatmbijiity 
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of the part ; tlie pulse becomes softer, and 
a healtliy action is set up. 

Where there is no indication but that of 
reducing- exces8i?e vascular action, or of 
roueing tlie system where there is f 1 
action, flie local treatttient will present 
itself as a matter of course. But -when there 
is that peciiUar state of the system which I 
have juat spoken of, and in which t!»e sore 
is so exceedingly painful, you will find 
that the bust mode of rdievinjij it is to de- 
stroy the snrfni-i' jh<- s!,-,'ir^ viiiir 
In making u-e (ifrhis iiiiplo ii*; ;n. you ii>ii<.i 
take care t(» dt i. i.vl ihe t i!'T(,iii:diu>.

It may, perhai«, he uiMsful to 
give you tills informutiori. t A laugh.) But, 
however, it is a circumstuoco hot altognthw 
satisfactorily accounted for; tlie people 
w’ho inhabit that place are oftlie lowest de- 
scription, and it in.iy readily be suppoBed' 
they are exposed to the various causes which ' 
1 have spoken of os prockictiv® of sioughinf , 
namely, gin-driiiking, want of cleaniiness, 
and «o on. But to return to the ciiae under 
consideration : 1 find it reported that the 
prepuce was much sw'oUen, and of adark 
red colour, the greater part of its circum- 
fel^nce occupied with a dark hloo<ly slough. 
The glans }>eui» was ulcerated, and the sore 
extended some way down, its surface having 
a yellowish-brown appearance ; it was deep, 
and there wfts a constant hot burning pain 
felt ill it. The puke 100, with no parti- 
cular character of liardness ; the tongue 
wa» white, and furred; there was some 
thirst, w'itJi vi'ant of rest. The account given 
by tlie ]jatient of his complaint wns so im- 
perfect us not to be. relied ttfKni. The treat- 
ment that 1 adopted in this case, I consider 
to be proportionate to the state of irritation 
in th® system, and to the disease in the 
part. You will ob-serve, that the symp- 
toms of constitutional irritation vvere not 
very severe, and th« progress of the disease 
had* not been rapid. I directed the patient 
to keep his bed, the part, to be raised, and a 
Uftseed-meal poultice to be applied. A dose 
ttitliae e&Tvcacipg mixture to be taken 


every four hours, and a gfak of oinum at 
bed time. 

The patient -WHS admitted on the Slst of 
September, and on the 27111 the slough hod 
and the parts had assumed a 
healthy character. The pulse was reduced 
in ft-equency, and, in fact, all the symptomSi 
of constitutional irritation had subsided, I 
therefore discontinued the mixture, p-at tlie 
patient on u meat diet, and applied a mild 
stimulant — the black wash t<i the aorei, 
The ulcers continued to meiul, and ont.be 
25th of October they had quite healed. 

This case uftords an instance of a simple 
mode of relief, on the principle I have, laid 
down. In the next case you will find that 
a more active plan of treatment was 
ad.-q -I 

\V . r. admitted on the 12 th of October. 
Nearly the whole of the prepuce had slough- 
ed, leaving the circuiufereuce in a foul 
sloughy state ; and the remaining portion, 
with the body of the penis, w'bs red and 
swollen. The upper surface of the glans 
was ulcerated, but not deeply : the ulcer 
hud a sharp edge, and was exceedingly pain- 
ful. I’he inguinal glands w'ere enlarged ; 
theta was much constitutional irritation j 
the j.ul.'se w.i- < '..h-k and hard ; the tongue 
lull- •■•(I, ami I ’ll*: I- was considerable thirst* 
Til.' pa'ie'it .-■li.-i! that thirteen days before 
admission, he Imd connexion in a place 
called Sim \ ard. I should have tlmught. 
that a place of a darker name wmuld have 
been more appropriate on such an occasion. 
(A laugh.) In the course of u few days the 
prepuce became BWolleu and. painful ; tlmfe 
Was also, at this time, accordmg to the pa- 
tient’s account, phimosis, and ;i di rid. urge 
from the external part of rhe peni^ ; and 
prubably this was from the glnndnla crdo- 
rifetB, situated about the edge of the glahS. 
Oli the third day, a Slough of the size of a 
sfaifling separated, which freed the gkiiR; 
black wwdi and poultices were afterwards 
applied, uxitil the. time of his admission Into 
the Ho-spituI,. It is probable that this was 
only a case of external goaorrhix'n, — the 
gonorrhoea prcputialis as it is termed ; but 
from some circumstances, such a degree of 
infianntiation was set up as, with neglect* 
terminated in slougbuxg. Itt this case I 
took fourteen ouncfs of blood from the arm, 
and in conjunct inn with this- measure 1 pre- 
scribed the saline eftervoat^g mixture, with 
five grains of Hover’s poWuer, crci^* four 
hour.s- Linseed meal pmritices were or- 
dered to be npiilied to the part. 

On the following dav, that is the tSth* 
I found that the bleeding had not reduced 
the pulse ; the blood drawn was buffed and 
cupped ; 1 tliereibre directed a repfititiou of 
the bleeding to the amount of .-ic.i.l (iiiiic;:!i, 
also ft purging powder comjx.i. d ofwiani- 
mony aad calomel to be given* On the 
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ibefe iras consid«ntbie amendment ; and, ] 


m fact, to cut the matter ahort, from this 
time the patient went on well, and ulti- 
mately rt?covered. ^ 

[A notice was handed in to Mr. Green, 
signifying that m operation was about to be 
performed at Guy's Hospital, which occa- 
sioned him to finish the lecture somewhat 
abruptly.] 

The clinical lectuto was announced for 
twelve o’clock, but the students were kept 
wiuting, t icking tlu'ir heels, until half past 
twelve, before Air. (ireen made his appear- 
ance. If the pupils would manifest a little 
feeling on such occasions, a lecturer would 
not dare to treat them with so much con- 
tempt. Let them try the experiment ; we 
will answer for the result.

A Letter to Andrea Efimcan, sen., M. D., and 

Prof,, regarding the Estahlishmmt (fa New 

Ifnnai-y, By RicitAan Poots, M. I>. 

Edinburgh. Constable and Co. 1855^ 
TiiocGn this pamphlet has arrifed at tliat 
age when anch publications are nsually con- 
signed to the “ tomb of the Capulets,” the 
subject to which it refers still remaining a 
matter of speculation, its resurrection has 
become necessary, as dead bodies are some- 
times exhumated to bear testimony to the 
gtiilt of the living. M’ithin its few pages 
will be found evidences of a conspiracy 
against the joint interests of science and so- 
ciety, which, if it seiv'ed no other purpose 
than to turn the culprit pale, by exhibiting 
to him the work of his own hands, should 
obtain notoriety as extensive ns tiie offence 
committed was cruel and contemptible. 

The retrogRiaston of surgery in the Royal 
Xnhrtnary, and the inoompetency of that 
institution to afford relief to au increased 
population, induced same »idrited individu- 
als in the jfiirs 1 851 und 1 IVj.’i to attempt a re- 
medy for these evils by the establishment of 
a new hospital in Edinburgh, Other mo- 
tives of a more earthly hue might have also 
j conduced to the undertaking, a nd the sad 
necessity to which the masters of priviSe 
schools w'cre reduced, of teaching by pre- 
cept rather than by example, gave, no 
doubt, B colour of truth to this suspicion. 
Biift, at all events, it might be expected that 
so useful a design would have instantly se- 
cured the support of every advocate of 
medicine and humanity, and that the only 
contrast w'hich Could possibly arise on tlie 
orcusion, would jbe, wlio would do mcMSt for 
the advancement of the project I It re- 
quired, indeed, no great sagacity to perceive 
that 8tX) students could be ill accommo- 
dated under one roof, and less charity to feel 
that the poor of the third city in the British 
empire, could never be provided for in a 
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liospital of some 200 beds. To any propo- 
sal founded on facts so sclf-evudent, no oppo- 
gltion could be autidpatcA, if men were to 
net on tbeir coavictious, without consultiug 
their personal interests. A scheme, however, 
which calculates on the abstract reason only 
of mankind, reckons but on half the diffi* 
culties t» its shccesfl, for it is quite impos- 
sible to produce any public bpriefita, as things 
now stand, witliout some private iujuiir's 
being at the same time sustained. The 
andlord will not petmit one clause of a 
corn daw to be repealed, to prevebt the me- 
chanic from starving ; the pensioner must 
have the price of his corruption in an undi* 
minished annuity, though the tax-man were 
to toll the last remnant of the subject’s pro- 
perty to auction ; and, to come nearer homo, 
the professors of Colleges must have their 
fees, though pupils expired of intellectual 
hunger, und patients were every day to die' 
the victims of their ignorance. Thftt tlds is 
not the exaggerated statement it would ap- 
pear, we have only to consider two ‘tilings ; 
first, the nature of the above ])ropt}ta'^n, 
and secondly, the character of the gentlemen 
by whom it was opposed. With the utilit^^j 
of such a hospital as was contemplated, the , 
reader has been made ac()unir.ted, but no ^ 
sooner wiis the plan submitted for the ap- 
probation of the public, tlian the denton of 
r monopoly atvoke from its slumber. A sort 
of*“ Church and State” cry wms immedi- 
ately raised by the chartered lecturers of the 
University, and the promoters of the New 
Infirmary htilA up, after the most approved 
form of loyal alarm, as innovators thirsting 
for the dissolution of order, that they might 
rise to eminence on the ruins which them- 
selves had made. The pangs of disease ad 
mitted of no further alleviatiois j the medic.'il 
school was to be deprived of one, of its most 
important appendages ; nothing was to go on 
right, if the dreaded design of a second hos- 
pital were carried into execution. A hor- 
ror of improvement instinctively seited upon 
this little band, who hnmagised they heard 


the dcatli-rattlc of the old, while tliey peru- 
sed the prospectus of the New Infirmary. 
Old age, forgetting its pains and iafirmities, 
hobbled on to the confiict, and in front of 
the crusade was Dr. Duncan, senior, his 
patriarchial arm bared, and his pen dranvn, t<» 
oppose the tido of daugeious iniiovation. 

His pamphlet, addressed to Sir William 
Fettea on the occasion, was a compound of 
that vanity and dogmatism wdiich might 
be expected to characterise the efforts of ft 
mind enervated by years, and naturaliaed 
in habits of scholastic dictation. By a 
singular process of logical condensation, bo 
has contrived to give so excellent a speci- 
men of the arguments of the whole work in 
the title page, that its ejuotation might al- 
most supersede any notice of the contents* 
The label to this prophylactic against tho 
^ New Hospital contagion runs »lma i 

“ Demonstrative evidence, that much 
greater benefit will arise to tlioso who have 
at Once to struggle both with poverty and 
disease, from improving the Royal In- 
firmary by the establishment of a Lock 
Hospital, nnd Hospital for incurables, than 
by beginning a new rival inlinnary, which 
may be productive of many evils.” 

The w'hole of which, hewag interpreted, 
aaeans first, that the Royal Infirmary is un- 
equal to the demands daily made on it by 
the poor ; secondly, that those who are now 
excluded from its benefits w'ould bc'felievcd, 
whether affected by a clmncrc or a broken 
head* Tiy the addition of a venereal veard or 
two ; thhrdly, that such vaaos os aped re- 
covery in the I^ock, might harp a chatme of 
convalcKOcnce in the department fur iiieur- 
ahU'S ; fourthly, that fliese bh::»>in‘;H could 
not only uot be ..itaiued by any other iin'inis 
than those stated ; but, l^tly, that at- 
tempt to do so might really be followed by 
the fall of Salisbury Cragg* on the dapitol, 
or by some other equally iStwful, visitation, 
file literature and logic of the subacijuent 
parts of the work, are every way worthy of 
this curious title page ; for while he pom- 
pously announces that the Royal infirmary 
is capable of improvement ; he caUa it " the 
2 t 
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first hospital for clinical lectures in Europe, 
one of the most imjiortant branches of the 
most erainentschoolHofmedicme in Europe.” 
Butu',fain, consistently relapsing into con- 
tradiction, ttclaiowledges that “ it d 

inifi-ior to many hospitals in regartl to the 
number of patients, and the number of oim- 
rations in surgery.” For the latter part of 
tills very candid admission, Dr. Poole, in hia 
excellent reply, gives a satisfactory expla- 
nation 5 he states, " A private practitioner 
ittfprms me, and can prove, that since the 
last operation for stone in the bladder 
was performed in the Royal Infirmary, 
he himself has performed it npwards of 
twelve times, oh persons who, from tlieir 
circumstances and rank in life, would have 
’entered that establishment for the purpose 
of undergoing it, had their prejudices, no 
matter yi^hat or whence, permitted.” Thus 
It would appear, that the present arratige- 


taking, is not wonderfhl. But, T sincerely 
hope tliat the benevolent inhabitants of 
Edinburgh will never afford them an oppoi- 
tunity of accomplishing this object. W itli- 
ont saying any more, I shall only give it as 
my oninion. that if the plan which has now 
i. . ■ public shall be carried 

into execution at present, you (Sir William) 
will soon have the mortification of seeing 
upwards of five hundred pounds of the mo- 
ney expended by medical students on their

ments are not only not sufficient for the de- 
mands made on them, but that patients are 
absolutely deterred, for reasons best known 
to themselves, from taking advantage of the 
surgical talent of this “ first clinical hospi- 
tal in Europe, and most important bitmch of 
the most eminent medical school in tike 
world.” These fine fancied and unmeaning 
epithets of the learned Doctor, might pass 
as the puerilities of dotage, but the reader 
will perceive that there is some « method 
in tlie madness” displayed by the old gen- 
tleman in the following quotation : 

“ In my own opinion, if a rival infirmary 
he estehlislted, it will be the means of ab- 
stracting u Very considerable sum every year 
ot money derived from students of medicine, 
and from annual Subscribers, from the fund

ends ; by men, in short, whom the imrld 
looks upon as the handmaids of pity, and 
the patrons of science ; but who, in reahty, 
are onlyj^anning theemheaKiiement of ©very 
shilling expended on medical oduoatioit, 
while they talk loudest of improvement } and 
endeavouring to freese the cuTOnt of pahiic 
charity, while their pons with the aeal 
of philanthropy.

mania, tetanus, hydro|dtobU, ha;morthoids, 
^irrhus, cancer, scrofula, nodes, &cc.; in 
wliich they appear to have gained more 
credit, perhaps, than the present ta®® 
ractitionei s will be dis]>osed to allow Ihem, 
although a very favourable impression of the 
virtues of one of them, at least, hai an *• 
doubtedly set in. Ak ah application to irri- 
table surfaces, ulcers, striotares, &c., ^e 
extract of belladoiuiR has recently been ser- j 
viceahlo, uud its use in dilating the pupil is 
well known, to the reader. As a local ap- 
plication, it has somotimes seemed supe- 
rift' to opium j but whether, as Mr, Blackett 
assures us, it can 

“ - - - - influence the kidneys, and pi'ove 
diuretic—the intestines, and prove purga- 
tive — the skin, and prove sudorific — the 
nerves, and prove sedative-— the absorbents, 
and prove the agent of absorption,” 

and thus “ prove” its omnipotence over a 
liost of diseases, we do not pretend to de- 
termine. J priori, one would say, that it 
might “ influence the nerves, and prove se- 
dative.” Such, indeed, is ifei effect, and 
where this is indiinted, it will, doubtless, 
be often servicenbte. Mr, Blackett employs 
a tincture of the extract, ( 5 k- extract! ad 
octariom apiritas,) and cases which at- 
test its eflicttcy, we princiimHy hysteria, 


pertussis, mania, and a^uta rhe^atism; 
bnt as all the narcotics are bound together 
by a somewhat strict analogy, it will not be 
necessary to dw’ell particularly upon the 
properties of one, thongii it should be the 
most dangerous of the tribe. 


On Galvanism, icitk Obsenatims on its Chemical 
Prepertm Md Medical l^caey in Chronie 
JOimses, loith Pt>ac$M IMusiratkms ; ahn 
Memarks m ime Auxiliaty Hemedm. By 
Id. La Beaumc, Medical-Galvaniftt, Sur- 
gmm^Electrician, Ac. Ac. 8vo. pp.f6^. 
1826. S. HigMeyi^' '' 

M. La Beaumk, the mdliMl-galvanist and 
surgftm-electrician, may be very' wellin these 
capacities, but, in trutli, he is a very sorry 
author. He dedicates bis work to the medical 
profession, to whom he says, through his 
“ humble mstrumentality” the Bcience of 
galvanism is much iudebted, and proceeds 
t<> inform us that he is about to publish “ a 
ststement of cases occasionally referred to 
in these pages, in a separate pamphlet, for 
the perusal of those invalids who require not 
the phdmphy <f facts, but th© facts them- 
selves, to support their desponding hopes 
thus assuming that the present work is a 
philosophical exposition of souiethiug or 
other, and not one of the most arrant pieces 
of qnackery that has ever btsen obtruded on 
the public. His practice, he says, “ is not 
like that of tlio iwrre meckenicai operators of 
electricity,” but “ to attack disease nt its 
source,” — in short, as he would have US be- 
lieve, to w’age uvar with the elements. He 
next presents us with the old plate of tlie 
thoracic and abdominal visem, tKat the 
iavulid may user rtain tho relative situa- 
tions of the difffwent organa of digestion,*’ to 
wit, the aorta, heart, bladder, bcc. ITie 
thoracic viscera,” lie says. “ is dirided by 
the diaphragm from tiie altdominal viscera/’ 
and “ the heart is situated in the middle of 
tliC breast /’ moreover, he commenced his 
2 E 2 
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** rntdical twenty-six years ago,” and 
hm oT>taiaed “ support ” in this town for 
mine years of that period, lua ingenuity soon 
leading him “ to judge of the appUcability 
and efficacy of his remedies!” A gentle- 
man who had not Mcretfd any urine for six 
dnya” was galvanised, “ and freely dis- 
charged the contents rf the biadder I” He 
has “ found galvanism very lafiicacious in 
nephritic complaints, for it acts powerfully 
and immediately on the bladder The 
* * proximate cause ” of hemiplegia “ was 
too great exertion and uneasiness of mind!” 
TVhen paraplegia “ was occaaioned hy a dis- 
ordered state of the alimentary canal, galva- 
nism generally succeeded in removing the 
complaint }” but when the spine was frac- 
tured, or a tumour pressed on the medulla, 
it was uot “ found w ©flicient.” It removes 
obesity, and makes people fat; alleviates 
the gufleringa of consumptive patients, hy 
retarding the progress of pulmonary disease. 
It did good iu some cases of dwp.sy; but he 
had no case of aacites ; and only one, as he 
says, of ** tpipanwn/' tlunigh he has made i 
pretty good use of a trumpet. But here 
i» one of his cases, and he may take the 
benefit of the favourable impiussion it is 
calculiiled4(j convey of the re«t. He says : 


Thus matter is sometimes a subtle principle, 
and, we suppose, vice versa. An eminent 
practitioner sent him a patient “who had 
been lame of the right leg, from an affection 
of the sciatic nerve hut our ingenious 
i medical galvanist “ suggested the propriety 
of attacking the hepatic organs !” So that 
he became the adviser of “ ftn eminent prac- 
titioner’s” patient ! G alvanism, he says, has 
“ a peculiar action on the uterine system 
hut he does not wish to say any thing which 
may “ lead to the imputation ofindelicacy,” 
and, therefore, says notliing of the “ disor- 
tiers peculiar to males,” although he has ex- 
pended himself on those which are “ pecu- 
liar to females!” He tried galvanism in 
one case of gangrene, but it “ proved un- 
availing.” But why should we tire our 
readei.s with the farrago of a man, who rarely 
touches a medical term without meddling^ 
with its orthograjdiy, or a medical subject 
but to blaamu his folly '!

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POLYPI IN THE HEART. 


TotheEdiiorofTiiz'LAm.wi', 

Sin, — As doubts Lave been, and are still 
entertained, of the trutli of true polypi bav- 
iiig been found nttacbed to the intemal eur- 
fnce of tbe beart, the following account of a 
pnst-mortem examination will nt»t bo urilnte- 
resting t<ji the numerous readers of your 
Journal. 

1 had been for some time attending a lady 
labouring under chronic Immchhh, attended 
with the usual symptoms of that cojnjilaint, 
Tiz. difficult ri'spiration, with a cough and 
expectoration of frothy mucous or muco- 
purulent matter, or what, perhaps, might 
with more }iro[)riety be called a morhid mre- 
iiou of mucus, posHosjjing the natural tena- 
city of heiilthy mucus, hut thicker, and of a 
gveenisl) hue, coming dp in patches. 'J'he 
difficulty ofhreutliing increased in the morn- 
ing, and the expectoration more copious of 
course, from the accumulation of mucus 
during sleep. This complaint has not been 
iiia}tpro]iriately called by Dr. Badham, the 
winW' cough, as it is always increased dur- 
ing the winter, and genernlly attacking tho«<! 
advanced in life, it usually temvinates fatally 
in the fourth or filth winter, .Before the 
flood of light thrown on these diseases by 
Eichat'a more particidur description of tlte 
anatomy of the mucous ineinbrnnes, it wa^, 
and is still called by many, humoral asthma. 
It has also lu'cn confoimded by Dr. Thoinna, 
in his Practice of JMiysic, with perifmeumonia 
mtha. These cursory observations are, no 
doubt, Bupci'lluouH to some, but as this dis- 
ease is yet but iuiperfoctiy understood by 
many, they are not wholly liuueces.snry. My 
patient had reached to the fifth season with 
tins compluint, and from the emncialiou and 
incrcn'io'l difllruliy in li' eathiug, it was easy 
Jo ;!■■-.!. 'tii-au- flii.l she wciild net get 
winr'-. . On 'Thuraday, 'l>e-

She therefore retyncsi.'d an ojuate, which 
she l:ai! la in occtisici. in the fiaint of 
taking ; I gave her a d. .-.e of Dover’s pow- 
der, cojnhined wiiii s.-vnll, wliich she took 
early in thf evening ; and when her ,'iltend-

imd found lier just dead. Although this dis- 
Oaijo usually terminates ratlter suddenly, yet 
OS it appeared unusually so in tlim case, i 


req^uesteda pos'.-inOTi:-m exanutUitlGm, and 
on Sunday, Di c-mhcr 17, accompanied by 
my intelUgent friend and neighbour Mr. 
Perfect, we proceeded to the examination. 
On opening the tliorux, w^ found the adhe- 
sions very considerable between the pleura 
puimonalh and pleura comiin, »o as to require 
much force in detaching the lungs from the 
chest and diaphragm. On opening the peri- 
cardium, there was an unusual quantity of 
effusion into that cavity, about five or six 
ounces. I'here was also a slight effuBton into 
the cavity of the chest. Having removed the 
heart, on examining it, the aorta niis found 
BOinewhsit increuRcd in size, but there was 
no disease or ossilirntion in it, or in the pul- 
inouury artery. Tiie heart itself was not en- 
larged, nor on opening the left auricle and 
ventricle won-e its parietes thickened. On 
slitting up the vena cava and right auricle 
and ventricle, ji prllmc fatly mbittance pre - 
sented itself, ht’gijieijig and attached by 
rather a broad basis in the internal sur- 
face of tlie riglit apeudix anrkuU, and be- 
coming somewhat expanded, extending 
across tho auricle into the ventricle, and 
tenninuting in two long pedvmCteB, about; 
two inches in length. It wa»: pretty firmly 
attadied in its whole course. On examin- 
ing the lungs, tl)e niinufc ramifications of 
the bronchim and air-cells contained morbid 
mucus ; but there were vio signs of inliaTe- 
mation or ulcer-ation in the mucous mem- 
brane or substance of the lungs ; no hepati- 
isalion or obliteration in the air-cells. Tlio 
material point in this cas^ is evidently the 
polypus in the heart. Now tlie existence of 
these substances has been alfirined by Tul- 
piaa,Mal])ighi,andlh;chlinuij, ‘ il'if’T!a ilo- 
ringiuK and others have domed that true 
polypi have ever been found in the heart, 
ui.ii belli \ed that they were merely the co- 
a.-iilaTi »! fibrin of the blood formed in tlie 
moment of death, which substances The^ii- 
ringius ciilled p^eado-polvpi. In this opinion 
he has Imen folhnvi A hy IMr. John Hell, who 
begins by suj*posii;': the qtieslioii to be, 
\v\\i‘iUor hhmd sfinetimes coagsttutes, and forms 
polypi in enlarged bcaris. Setting out with 
this idea, be argues ( ■. Hn- iiri; .■■obrn.iiilK of 
blood coagulating in is.e !.ciir» '!’ ihiiing 
life, aud hfcoming washed pure, and of a 
firm consistence, thus constituting polypi. 
In this T entirely agree witli Mr. John Bell; 
hut did he suppose that polyrjii in other parts 
•are. formed by coagulated blood f Surely 
not; then w'hy in the heart I That coagu- 
hited blood, or even the fibiin of die 
blood, should form a substance in the 
heart at the moment of death, or in the 
slow app.'osu lies to it, la not improbable ; 
and call -inh .-uhstances pM’udo-pjlypi, or 
what you will, they are quite distinct 
I'rom true polypi, w'hich are subetances or- 
ganised mid poaaofised of vitality, eliooting 
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out from mucous surfaces. And there ap-l 
pears to me no reason whatever for suppos- 
iug that }K)lypi’ in the heart are different 
from polypi in the nose, in the uterus, or in i 
llie rectiuu. The internal coat of the heart, 
like all meiiibinnes which come in contact 
with air or fluids, and attached to the inter- 
nal parts of organs required to be in motion, 
is a oy infiiij>;:r.e. The 

fluency cf Iie!;V hiiiguag--, a; i. tlie 

ingenuity of his reasoning, have dpservcilly 
made hi* works very generally read, and his 
opinions looked up to as authority. Hut 
when we consider tJiat Mr. Bell denied the 
compressibility of the larger arteries by 
manual force, wo must allow that he soine- 
limoH adopted opinions ■without mature de- 
liberation. Whether the polypus in this 
case 'Was the cause or counequence of the bron- 
chial affection, is uncertain. 1 ahould ra- 
tiier say tine latter. 1 am, however, quite 
satisfied, from the best of all evidence, tliat 
polypi are occasionally found shooting from 
the mucous inembnvne of the heart, as well 
as from other mucous surfaces. And I trust 
the publication of this case, and these ob- 
servatiofjfl, will lew! to a more attentive ex- 
aminatiou of the heart in pmt-mortm re- 
searches, when, 1 doubt not, the oct asioual 
exifitence of true polypi in it will be soon 
universally acknowdeged.

Mr.P'llerby applies circular pressure round 
the poisoned w'ound, and culsajf tlie CtmmU' 
nicatioH by obliterating tlie cavities of the 
veins and lymphatics, and prevent* absorp- 
tion, although ihepressureof the atmosphere 
is r«Jt remored from the woiuu!. 

Dr. Barry claimed Mr. f'-llerby’s experi- 
ment us another (Imumslratim of his (Dr.B’s) 
propont'um, and this itwas, no doubt, that led 
your Rejiorter into error.

»ATAL Iff JURY TO THE ABDOMEN, OdCAStONED 
BY A FALL. 

S. Mills, setat. 23, a healthy ooirntryman, 
was admitted into Accident Ward, on tlie 
morning of Kovember 25* under the care of 
Air. Key. 

Ife stated, that aboht half an hour pre- 
vious to admission, he was in the act of 
tying a roptfi rtamd some hop-bogs, be being 
on the top of a loaded wagon, at the dis- 
f.ano.e of tw'enty feet from the ground, when 
the rope broke or slipped, and be Was pre- 
cipitated to the grounu. He did not strike 
against any thing iu bis fall, and said that 
he fell directly on his back — of course with 
great violence. 

When admitted, the conn tettaaoe was 
pallid, the surface of the body and the pulse 
at the wrist very feeble. In the course 
of an hour or two there was more w-armth of 
body, and he vomited a dark brownish fluid. 
He now' complained of great pain in the ab- 
domen, but more especially in tlie nght iliac 
region, mid at this part he evinced great 
tenderness ou pressure. The whole abdo- 
men w"rts very tense— (we are now tpeukiug 
of the patient’s condition about throe hours 
after the accident, vbi ■ v.e fist saw him, ^ — 
and it appeared ow i;! . to ft foi cible 

contraction of the abdominal muscles, re- 
sembling v’,..'

The pulse is 120, and o >- 
pre.ssed, the tension ami t,end<>nje8s of tne 
abdomen not diminished ; the bowels have 
not been relieved. AIv, Callaway on going 
r.,uml, directed sixteen ounceB of blood to 
be taken from the, arm, after wdiich the 
pulse became more expanded. — inoreitliied in 
volume, but in the space of two hours 
again became small and contracted. 

At 4 o’clock the patient was seen by Mr. 
Key, who directed fomentationu to the ab- 
domen, ami the purgative enema to be re- 
pented ; tliree motions were ptodueed, but 
on attentive examination, they didaot ap-* 
jiear to Iw mixed wdtb blood.

Thomas Oohdon, a blacksmith, aged 38, 
was admitted into this Hospitnl, Oct. 19, 
of the preseut year, under the care of Mr.

T^^ery strong but iuftmuMte, wJiicU is called 
thp ligameutum nuchtc. In. aniiaals it is 
very iiatipftant, for it supjiorts tbe head aud 
neck when they are grazing, without .^e 
expense oFntnieular action. This bgaa^- 
tum itacb» you roust be well acquainted 
with, for you must batre seen it often when 
cutting up necks of vesil and muitoo. It is 
not necessary for tlw*. snpporf of the head 
of man, hut still he low aligaincHnimiiUfliiv, 
thougli it IS of an insigaitioant kmd. 

Now having spoken of the attachment of 
tlie trapezius, 1 come to speak of tiie uw of 
it ; and granting the jwsterior attachment 
to be tbe fixed part, the trapezius will draw 
tek the scapula towards the vertebral 
coluron. But here is a muscle which may 
act in two different parts ; there is no ne- 
cessity for its acting altogether. Where a 
muscle is inserted into a idhew it acts on 
Biat sinew, but here is a muscle having a 
great breadth ; the lower pait of it may act 
separately, by drawing the scapula doum- 
wards ; the upper psH of it may act by 
drsrtfing the scapula backwards and up 
#tu^. And again, the portion'whioh ex- 
tetidA itself towacdfl the coRar bmie htust be 


admitted to have a separate action, and tlmt 
will turn tlie face to one side ; and this con- 
cludes what 1 have to say about the action 
of the trapezius. 

Latitsimm Dorsi. — With respect to the ac- 
tion of tins muscle, if the arm was elevated 
it would draw it to the side ; having done 
tliat, it would draw it back towards tbe 
vertebral column, and then it would roil the 
arm inwards. 

There are two great muscles which de- 
pessthe arm ; the pectoral muscle draws it 
forwards, the latissimus doisi draws it back- 
wards, and boih concur in rolling tbe arm. 
Granting tbe ann to be tlie fixed part, tlieu 
those muscles draw up tbe sides of tlm 
trunk to tiie arm. Now here 1 might re- 
peat the tttlvaiuiigcs Mirgeons derive from a 
particular attention to the muscles. If a 
muscle is burst, you must bind tbe parts 
together in such a way as that they will 
approxiiuate ; if a muscie is divided, you 
ran <»!ily ilose the wound by iijijiroxiiiiatiiig 
ilio puiU, and it is iilw;iy n.iMvni-nl, when 
you dissect tumours, to put the muscles on 
the stretch.

On Idiopathic Fever, 

The last form of acute inflammation of 
the brain to he noticed, is that termed idio- 
pathic fever, W way of distinguishing it from 
what is called «v»tplomat/c/ci’<iT, as produced 
by inflamniation in general. 

Now the U'Tia fei-rr, according to its natu- 
ral and obvious signilicanoii, expresses 
merely a general nicreaae of heat in tKto 
systcuj, probably from the Latin verbyerwre,

The conseqttenct$ of these different forma of 
cerebral inflauimation ure cwsentially alike, 
and similar to those ofinflaranmtioiJ iu gone- 1 
ral. If tlie discttse should continue beyond 
a cuTteia period, it often ends in disor^oi- 
sadoh of the parts cimccrneil, in greaUT or 
loss degree ; thus laying a tbundatimt for 
chronic disease, with imperfection or dis- 
turbance of fdnetion, in all the various w’ays 
that an organ so extensive and divcrsiiied 
in structure, is capable of. And thus are 
produced the numerous tribe of jirriinii 1^- 
feetions, which receive tlieir denomiiiutioas 
chiefiy from the particular functiou that 
suffers j but which all consist essentially in 
a disordered stale of one or more of the 
uiuorial functioat, as will hereafter appear.

Tile different jMle corttagirm also, 
appear to induce inflammation of the brain, 
generally in the form of /cwr; the disease 
in each case, however, being of a speeipc na- 
ture, and diflhwent from common inflamma- 
tion. 

The treatment of all these varieties of 
brain affection, whether acute or chronic, is 
best conducted upon the same general prin- 
ciples as govern us in the treatment of otlier 
inflammations ; that is, according to the 
, state and stage of the disease, arid the ptir- 
ticulnr circumslauces of the patient: modi- 
fied, howmver, in seme degree by the pecu- 
liar nature of the (>T.:iin affei fed j a circunr- 
stunce that ]iii!u-.-nci s the im atment of all 
diseastis.

For this 
purpose the principal only will be selected, 
and whatever they may present of peculiar 
interest, be noticed. Among these inStitU'* 
rions, the Hdpitnl Kt. Louis holds a conspi- 
cuous jdace, and although inferior to the 
Hotel Dieu in size, is decidedly superior to 
it, or to any of the others in the manneT in 
which it is conducted, and therefore poB- 
seAes the first claim to our attention. 

KoeiTAL St. Louis. 

This Hospital, which was built diiring the 
reign of Henry IV., Owes its origin to the 
prevalence of some fatal disease wdiicli 
reigned in Pluis ip 1605, and Was supposed 
to ho contagioihfl the Hotel Dieu, at that 
time the onfy puiljlic hospital, was so incom- 
modious and bUdiy imnmged, that it served 
only to ac^^ibrste thb death of the unfortu- 
nates sent into k. St. Louis, at the time of 
its construction, was nt a diistance from any 
populous tjuarter of the city, and to prevent 
more effectntdly the spread of the supposed 
contagion, the ttttdntect surrounded it with 
a court 100 feet wide, enclosed within dou- 
ble wabs.

Tins hospital contaiaS i 100 beds, and is 
destined prutcipally to diseases of the skin.

160. 

The prindptd medical officers are Alibtrt 
and Biett, lutd the principal surgical, Biche- 
rand and Jules Cloquets 

The g])lendtd work of Alibert on the dis-- 
eases of the skin, ha* procured him a well- 
earned irputation. The opportunitiea af- 
forded at this hoSpital of observing these 
affections, cr.nhled him to present the public 
with a greater number of delineations of 
diseases of tlie skin, than had been before 
collected ; and although his clwsificalion is 
in many respects Inferior to that of Willan or 
even of Flenk, the individual descriptions 
which he has given, are, for the most part, 
very accurate, and form a wry valuable ap 
pendix to IV Ulan’s work.

His countenance was 
shrunken, wild, and ghastly. He urns so 
weak tVuit he could not sit up in bed ; his 
pulse was irregular, feeble and fluttering; 

It 
was evident tliiit he could not long survive 
under these circumstances, and although 1 
had no evidence in favour of the practice in 
a similar case, I resolved to make large and 
ileep incisions, provided it met with Mr.

By ligh(:er 
dressing and bandaging, the whole rapidly 
filled up and skinned over. In a few days

Mr. John Wood, the lecturer on chemis- 
try of the Windmill-street school, has made 
a tew observations on the “ analysis of 
urinary calculi, particularly those of amixed 
nature,” which we shall quote for the be- 
nefit of those readers who may not find 
time to consult Henry and Marcet, Wol- 
laston, Prout and Beraelius on the subject, 
and yet desire to analyse the calculi 
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they may extract or meet with. There 
is a very good digest of these aathors 
iu Ure’s Dictionary of Chemistry, and a 
pretty copious analysia of Prout’s bookdn 
The Laistcet, Vol. VII. page 391, and 
Vol. VIIL, page 39. Mr. Wood has con- 
fined hiinself to a detail of tire most ready 
means of distinguishing calculi from one 
another, and of analysing litem when the 
various ingredients are intimately blended 
together.” For this purpose calculi must 
first be divided, that their dMerent Icuniaoi 
may he seen, and analysed separately. 

“ Thi.s operation sbo^ be carefuUy pt r- 
foriiicd with u vi ty fine saw, in that diicc- 
tion which will expose the most extt-i;siye 
surfaci- \v1‘c:i diiidfd: a few grains should 
then hf i^fTiijicd with a penknife fr(;Ui each 
lamina, tMiiiint*iii:irig wir'i the nuclt'us, and 
proceeding towards the exterior ; care being 
taken to stdect the central portion of each 
layer, that it may not be mixed with those 
on either side of it. 

“ The apparatus required is simple, and 
the, materials are few in number. Some 
watch-glasses, a spirit-lamp, a brass ssand 
witli rings for holtiiiig tlie glasses, glasw, 
rods for stirring the solutions,* a pair of pla- 
tina forceps, a piece of platina foil, a biow- 
pijx}, and some atoj)pered bottles, conta 
ing pure nitric, muriatic, arid acetic acids, 
soiiilions of potassu, ammonia, carbonate of

Only 26 of the 167 were free from uric 
acid ; and 64 contained oxalate of lime j 
Many i^pecimtHas were tjither entirely com- 
posed of uric acid and phosphate h, or con- 
tained lamm*, in which tliey were mixed ;

She waa the patient of Air. llrowu, a 
respectable surgeon in Stamford -street, who 
h;ui made use of the accustomed measures 
with great promptness, and had succeeded ! 
in "i!:U! lih.'lv ihi;; stop to thehaunor- 
rliii..- . \i :'.vni;-:!-:!.diii;; his administration j 
of stimuli, however, and the perfect cessa- 
tion of the bleeding (for there was not the 
slightest dpaininu-,') fthc remuined in that 
alarming state, of etdlopse, that there ap* 
peared no liope of recovttring Ijer, except by 
transfusion. This was peii^iSittOd by Mr. 
Waller and Mr. Douhleday, aided by .^Ir. 
Brown and liis a^.'^istunf . ilu' latter of Whom 
supplied the blood, and the patient wasi 
|>eTfect}y resuscitated by it. llie quantity 
injected was eight cwnces.

It is w.*]! known 
that for some time after the occurrence of a 
severe hum or scald, as rvilh many other 
injuries, the vital pow'ers are exceedingly 
dejiressed ; tlic heart performs ifs functions 
feebly, ami the surface of the Imdy uiul tlie 
extremities are cold. In this congestive 
state (as it is tenned,) many patients die, 
without any reaction taking place. Now 
the indication for treatment under such cir- 
cnmstanccw is smT. i-a'’ . i. ’■ in-

It 
consists of cour,se, in ciuleavoiiring to rouse 
the heart to action ; to cstabliEh .a reaction 
in the systein, by the judicious employment 
of stimuli.

Andral oliNorved it in three 
cases, W'hen there was fatty degeneration of 
the liver, or «#ro|ffjy of the organ, or hyper- 
trophy, induration of the parenchyma, de- 
velopment of cirrhosis, or of red grunula- 
tions. 'J'he bile piv^ientri also difP; r-mcf-.s 
its quantity, tin- iiit.‘>fi;u' being < I'hcr, /iq.n 
or full ; in it- colour, viirying fr.mi a ci.-arl 
yellow to a deeji black ; in itis consistence, 
the bile being citb(‘r as clear as neater, or 
thick as honey. The bile of some, W'hen 
placed under tlm .skin, inflames it ; when 
introduced ijito the cellulnr membrane, ac- 


cording to Morgagni, acta aa a true poison* 
These different alterations of the bile appear 
to M. Andral to warrant the opinion held by 
English medical |^en, that the state of this 
fluid may bo the cause of several derange- 
ments, and that these may be cured by uio 
exhibition of .such remedies as effect a 
change in it. M, Broussais’ school, op, the 
contrary, regards these disorders as the 
effect of gastro-enteriiis, which purgatives 
will only exasperate. 

The paper of bl. Andral concludes with 
some observations on icterus -, on the one 
; h.'ind he .says, all the diseases of the liver 
; may induce this state ; and, on the other, 
all may exist without it. When no change 
is perceptible in the liver and its depen- 
dencies, either an aqats or dhronic duode- 
nitis, or pleuritis disphragmitis on the right 
side, or an inflauunation of the brain and 
its membranes will he found. Sometimes, 
however, no changia is to bo obseiwed in tmy 
of the solids. The, .causes of icterus are 
either an affefction of the liver, gastro- 
entezatis, an acute moral affection, neuralgia 
of tho hepatic plexus, or, laally, a biliary 
calculus. As ut the rsus** of tlnf yellowness 
of th«^ skin, and all the ic-vtnros in icterus, 
iiutst.]i!iyKiRiaiis think it from absorp- 
ition of Inlc and its pnasago into the circula- 
jtion; but. ■>!. Andral concoiros this phe- 
uoii'cnoii owing to tho liver, altered in its 
slriK-v.ir-* or its functions, not sepurdting 
from tlu*. blood tlui matciittls of the bile. In 
tsome cases, lie adds, the yellow tint do- 
})C!idso!i a kind of general ocohymosiswhicli 
takes placi! in the reticular layer of tlie 
dermis, — as, for instance, in the jaundice of 
new born cliildren, and in the yellow fever.

On the Venereal Disease. 

Gentlemen, (said Mr, Green,) fpr tLis 
moniing’s lecture I liave selected a case of 
Hyphiloid disease, which you will find in 
Henry’s Ward ; tbo patient was admitted at 
my last taking in. 

His name is Edward Goneghan, L© is 
->l \> .i:.-! of his ui'ciijiui.i':-ii iliat of a 

hii. -thi.^ laiK'i- circuiiistiinii- is im- 

portant in the history of the case, because 
it shows that he was ejtposed to the vicis- 
situdes of weather. 

When admitted w..c -several foul 
sloughy ulcers on '■i is- :: : , at one of 
the sores a portion ■ . '■ '* * exposed, of 

the size of a sliilling. He suid that tliree 
pieces of bone had already exfoliated from 
other parts of the forehead. I'he right ala 
nasi was extensively ulcerated ; there was a 
large opening through the septum, «md a 
large poriion of the velum pendulum palati 
and UMjlii wu', gomv. On the lips there 
were several ulcers, with hard, irregular 
and everted edges. 

Tlu^ hiblory n iiieh th(> man gave of hisd^* 
ease v^us as i'ollows:- ■.Alioui sewn years 
ago, he h.i<! at l.imciv uu tl!i' jioui--, fur whfoh 
heni!)!(c;l iu no ury a I'ow linns, audfailir 
vation wan thereby produced ; under whicli 
plan of treatment, the sore healed. At the 
t.‘Xpirali<>ii of iiiiw months, he f, U pains iu 
iLe limb.-, on accojnl of whirl. Ju- w'us suli- 
yated with blue pill. Between this^a^d two 
years from the commrucemnht of tho diBease. 
he took raereuiy iLsppctively for uUcratud 
throat, blotches, and nodes upon the sliins 
Hid cranium. The. disease of the throat and 
the hlotcher. wero not at ail benefited by the 
mercury; some of tlie nodes disappeared 
under the ue^i nf h}i)fito.Xa» hut in others the 
hone exfoliated. Erpm thia period to the 
time of admission, he b^ had pains in the 
Umhs, and foul ulcers breaking out in dif- 
foieiil parts of the body. 

'i'he man's general lieiUth was not good, 
althuiigli lur irom being so much bruken up 
as m many ot the cases of tips description 
whnh present themselves to our notice. 
I he pulse was sharp and quick, indicating 
some unnatural excitement, the bowels were 
regular, the appetite good, and the patient 
rested well. 

Gf eddts© y W W® fo patient’s ac- 

count with some re.scr\ c ; hut I believe that 
iu the principal ouiliims it is tolerably cor- 
rect* Vpi ^ill see that he has been the 
.subjeet of they are 
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called, for upwards of six years j that he had 
chancre seven years ago, ior which mercuTy 
w^ used, and under its use the sore healed. 
Nine months after this, you find that he had 
pains in the limbs, and was a second time 
salivated. Between this and tlie second 

ear, we see that there were nodes and 

lotolies— -and since this he has never been 
free from disease. Tt is doubtful w-hethor 
he took meremy a third time, but 1 think 
the probability is, that he did take it ; know* 
ing how usual it is to exhibit mercury in 
such cases. 

Before making some -v..'.' 
on syphiloid disease, I ■ . ■ 

you the plan of treatment wtocn i thought 
proper to adopt iu this case — it was as 
follows; I directed half a drachm of the 
extract of sarsaparilla, wdth four ounces 
of the dococtiqn, to he taken three 
times a day* linseed-meal poultice 
to be applied to the forehead, and a wpak 
solution of nitric-Bcid, by means of pieces of 
lint, over tlie sores at whicJi the bone was 
I exposed. — MHk diet. 

The patient was admitted on the 23d of 
Novtmiher; and the report made of his case 
on the 4th of December is higlily favour- 
able. I'he sores have assumed a healthy ap- 
pearance, and the patient’s healtb seems to 
be much improved ; his pulse has lost that 
sharp beat which denoted much irritation 
existing in the system, and it is softer and 
fuller. 

Now this appears to me to be one of 
tliat dasK of cijbo.s whirfi often falls under 
our notice, aiidwhiih me exceedingly difii- 
cult to treat. Many (-.uses w'ear the ap- 
lK;aranci: of tliis person, being affected with 
vciien-al disease, and we often sec the same 
affection of bpne as iu the severest forms of 
true aypliilis. But if such putif;jirs arc \ nl 
iiuder a course of meroury, and i si'vi oi'.ij if 
it he pushed, all the symptoms are aggra- 
vated, and the patient will often perish. In 
many cases, however, you wdll lind that if 
you do not adopt a mercurial plan of treat- 
menl, Oie .-ymptoms will not he uiiidJiirHl.-d. 
So tliui tiio prospect of cure on the one liand 
or tlie other* is, you will perceive, nmderml 
dubious ; and under these. circumstances you 
wdll see how uecessarv il \-» to ohtaiii an ac- 
curate know'ledge of tliC- iiatiirt- ofiiii* aim- 
plaint, as far as observation will lead ns. 

1 believe it is very possible to have a 
compound disease, and this is a doctrine 
which is pretty generally adopted in the 
present day. What I mean, is a compound 
disease of syphilis and mercury, in a peculiar 
coii.siitiilhiii. The » of ineicury upon 
tbesy.'ii ;ii— its modus opernij'i. is cxtiemely 
obscure, but one can with truth come to 
this conclusion, that it has some «p«ci^c 
action, wliich in fact means something that 
[we cannot explain. We may indeed say 
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that tnercury excites such an action in the 
■pystein, as is iiicompatible t^'ith the ex- 
istence of the K[)ecific irritation supposed to 
be j)roducod by syphilis. Such was the 
opinion of John Hunter. Mercury certainly 
excites a febrile action in the system, much 
resembling hectic fever. There is a quick- 
oned puke, and an increased determination 
to tlie skin ; in fact, all the secretionB of 
the body are increased under the use of 
inercury. One very obvious effect of ^is 
medicine, is the excitement of the salivary 
glands ; the ]iati<'nr i> ;.lbO disnoMid on very 
slight exertions to break out into sweats. 
The scicretion from lhe kidneys is increased, 
and uo less on tliose of the bowels ; indeed, 
often as you know, often to a troublesome 
degree. These are the immin'si effects of a 
mild incrciiTiul course, and miiy !»> JcgatihV: 
as fair proofs of (lie efiect. of lucmiry * 
system. But push the mercury fr* 
you will find all the symptoms aggravated, 
and there will bo a fever of irritation, and 
this is not what is required for the cure of 
the venereal di<( tin (lie contran : for 
under such a j.!;iii (jf irer.tsnent. ilic s.Voi-ii- 
ary forms of ilic i’.i-,cu>c will be fixed, i.;;- 
grav ated or produced. 

When I say that the excesrive action of 
mercury on the aystnn n ill produce the se- 
condary symptoms of syp^lia, you must 
bear in mind that I mean, providtid there is 
already a venereal taint. It has been offeii 
objected to this opinibn, that when luMciiry 
is given in liiige ([aai.'tidcfi for various dis- 
eases, as in Jiv( ' coiiiplai.'it.i, no such kind 
of affections occur as we set down for the 
products of mercury. Now 1 do not mean 
to say that if you take a healthy person ; 
that is, healthy as far as the poison of sy- 
philis is concerned, you will, by

The older surgeons w'ere of opinion, tliat 
certain forms of disease w^ere produced by 
0 poison absorbed into the system, and that 
the efl’ei !s went on, uncontrolled, until sub- ; 
dueil by tin action of mercury. If the dis- 
ease was cured hy mercury , then it was set 
down as veuereuL and vice versa. You wull 
even find in John Hunter’s work similar 
opinions expressed ; it was on this account 
tliat mercury was pushed to excess, and if 
the symptoms were aggravated they were 
considered as the products of veueretd dis- 


ease, and hence the •• 

persevered in until si- 

tations were committed, and tJie patient 

often fell a victim, not to the disease, but 

to injudicious treatment. 

By some it is said, that the venereal dis- 
ease lias undergone a change ; that it is of 
a much milder nature than formerly ] but I 
cauttot see any reason to admit this. I am 
rather disposed to attribute its mildnesKto 
an improved plan of treatment. 

In no part of the treatment have our 
views been altered so much as in the ex- 
hibition of mercury. It is now established, 
that the primary, as well as secondary forms 
of syphilis, may get well without the use of 
a particle of mercury. We are gn.'atly in- 
debted to the surgeons of the army Ibr iu- 
f'.>rniHi:i‘! on this noint ; th' y had extensive 

. for obsi'Tvaiii !i, and were en- 

: :• e .nduct ' their experiments with 

much more exactness than could be fol- 
lowed in <-iiil ho.-; ii. Is and Still more than 
in private .■ *!■ ■ . I»u! many of you may 
very jnoperly put this question, Why give 
mercury at all, if the venereal disease can, 
as you say, be cured wit) lout'! Here 1 see 
you prescribing for the patients in the foul 
w'ards, mercury in different forms. My an- 
swer is, Yes,! do give mercury; and my 
reasoriis, that although I believe venereal 
di'-csi'.o Tiiuy bo ctti'ed without, yet it is not 
the shoricM and ylifest method, for secon- 
dary ►xriiptoii.M will occur wii:.' nf mercury, 
which will not appear if it be given jndi- 
cioasly. 

When mercury is given with proper 
caution, no ill produced; the 

caution consists in exliibiting it on those 
prineijiles 1 hdforii mentioned. We must 
i i jiiind..

readily conceive that it la impossible to lay 
down a general rule on this subject ; in some 
• ii-f.s V oil mus-i give more and in others less, 
li is right to ensure that mercury has jiro- 
duced its peculiar action on the system, 
and you will expect the following effects : 
a quick pulse, tlie patient becoming some- 
what thin ; in some cases tremor of the 
muscular system, all the .secret i.Jii- increuiiu^ 
in quantity, and capeciallv that of (he sa!i- 
vaiy glands. But with respect to this last 
circumstance, tlmt it is only a small part of 
a general effect, one symptom amongst 
many others. The older writers supposed 
that the poison was eiiminated, and tlist in 
proportion as the pjerspa S|>*d, so was. tl»« 
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poison carried off. It was then a common I 
quefction, when a patient was affected withj 
venereal disease, to inquire how nway pints j

So great " ■ 'ha necessity 

of salivation, that I have seen cases in which 
the full effects of mercury were shown on 
the system, and indeed tlte patients suffer- 
ing much therefrom, having become ema- 
ciated and weak ; yet, because profuse sali- 
vation was not induced, the mercury was 
still furtlrer pushed. 

Now in reference to the treatment of this 
compound disease of which I have spoken, 
1 should say, that where the health W’as in- 
jured, as in the case before us, the first step 
is to improve the general health ; whether 
the symptoms arise more from syphilis or 
from nu irur\ , ' ■■■ I •i‘‘ ■, The 

ii'dicatio;! is to ■ : vigour 

of the system, without quickeuiug the pulse. 
We find that the symptoms are aggravated 
hy increased action in the sanguiferous 6y.s- 
tem, and hence tonics, in which there is 
much of the astringeu; jui-icij,',-. are 'lo! 
suitahle remedies ; the 
of the mnteria medica, aa also brandy, wine, 
and so on, are improper. There are certain 
remedies which appear to be ]»(*t‘nlijrl\ 
adapted to these cases ; they ar** such u- 
produce increase of tone without increase 
of action; they make the pulse stronger, 
but not quicker, and tlioy increa.-ie rurlier 
than diminiah the Bi-c ictioiiH. Th(> good 
effect of these meilicines is so obvious in 
innny cases, that it was »up])osfld at owe 
time they possessed a flpecific effect over

opportunities of seeing its. beneficial effects, 
Tlie mode of exhibition* k various ; one 
method of which I am very fond is cold in- 
fusion with lime water ; it is jnrepared by 
infusing an ounce of sarsaparilla root in a 
pint of lirae-lvater for twenty-four hours. 
Tlw‘ jwwderl someliimiri employ, hut rarely, 
as I conceive then; is mucli inert matter 
contained in it ; wIkmi csliibifed it should 
he given to the .extent of ari ounce for a 
dose. 

Another remedy, whose action on the 
system is similar to sarsaiiaiillii, has been 
much used, I iii'-au iJic nitric acid ; it cer- 
tninly is, in many cases, very beneficial. 
But a plan of treatiitent like this may be 
combined with the use of other medicines ; 
it is sometimes useful to give Opium at 
night, or even during tire day ; the Dover’s 


powder is a good form in these cases. We 
must likewise pay attention to the diet ; 
in many cases you will find the milk diet, 
being nutritious and little stimulating, will 
best agree ; but in other rii.wcs, whore there 
is much emaciation, you id low animal 
diet, and a moderate quantity of porter. 
You wiU find benefit from a warm and dry 
air ; also from the sea air, but not of course 
at this season of the yenr. 

If after tlie general liualth has improved 
the patient, becomes bad again, then you 
will do right to give riumnier’s pill ; or 
small doses of tlie osymuriiile of in<.>rcury. 
Kxperience warrants me in saying, that you 
will effect your ohjccl in corujilclcly restor- 
ing the patient by tlie alternate exhibition 
of siirsa[iarilla and mild doses of mercury. 
■The disease is ihus, as it were, worn out. 
But here, a.s in all cases where you have to 
apply a general rule to particular instances, 
you must be directed by common sense. By 
a proper alternate uso of the sarsajiarilla 
and the mercury you may, I believe, find a 
plan of treatment to remove that comjiound 
disease which I think I have proved to 
exist.

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Desquamation succeeds, leaving a abiuing 
but imljcaMiy surface ou tlio parts affected, 
and tovianl vbe cl>»e of the summer the 
akia resimijs its natural appearance.

Stramhi, who being appointed 
by Joseph n. the director «f * hosjutal at 
Legnano near Milan for the xecseiAion of 
the pellagro.si, had tlto heat oppOrttmiUea 
of making himiielf acquainted with tbp dis- 
ease, has ohaeived tliat women are the vic- 
tims of it more frequently than mba, so 
mucli so that ho asserts that seven out of 
ei^t patients are females.

Isr consequence of a vast niunber of ap- 
plications from CooKTSx PnAi'iirioNaas, 
ve have been intiuced to print the Si* n- 
;£ON8’ PKTiTron, and tlie reader will find it 
n tlie first and two subsequent patfcri of this 
iay’s Lancet. It ia not necessary that 
Petitions from tlie proviuces should bo of 
Epqaal length with tins ; very fihart ones will 
mswer much better. It is merely required 
ihat they mtpport dte prayer of the Lon* 
Ion Petition, and care ought to be taken 
that they he all presented to the House on 
he tarn nighif immediately preceding the 
motion for a Committee of Inquiry. Thus 
the whole matter will be hrougl^ into 
one view, and the House will be enabled 
to form a correct estimate of the abuses 
in the College, and of the feelings of the 
Members on the subject of their removd. 
Country Surgeons should not omit to entrust i 
their Petitions to Members of PatEsment 
residing in their neighbourhood, and wdth 
ivhom lliey have a personal acquuiutance j 
they should tack with them on the sn^ect 
of the College abuses—should inform them 
that the College, as it is now consti- 
tute^, is not only a disgrace to its own Mem- 
bers, but that it is also a national evil. The 
letters w*e have received from different parts 
of tlie kingdom convtb<M» us Hist the coun- 
try meoabeis wUl not b* bsckws^mlaying 
their grievsnees before the House. Meet- 
ings have already been called in many of the 
Isffge toems, imd Ckiimty Meeting ^ h^ 
been announced — the surgeons of Uie county 
HospUoi at WinfCHSSTEa having convened the 
surgeons of Hampshire. The surgeons of 
Winchester sad its neighbourhood are some 
oif the most respectable and tidented m Eng- 
land; they are known to be such ; hence 
tiieir example is likely to be imme- 
diately Mowed itt coatiguUms oouaties.

In fact, no surgeon of emko&oo or iMity 
can conscientiously refuse his bid in the 
attempt, to re-model the present constitu- 
tion of the College, there being UO abuses 
more flagrant or notorious, than tho^m ex- 
; isting in tlietrading corporation of idnooln’s 
Inn Fields. The profession has not only 
been insulted and deprived of their natural 
rights, by the positive acts and decrees of the 
j self-elected irresponsible Council, but have 
been equally injured and degraded by the 
criminal supmeness with which that Coun- 
cil allowed the Ot.n Haos of Rhubarb Hall 
to wrest from the Members in tlie year 
1815, nine-tentlMi of their privileges. Tlie 
passing of the , Apothecaries Act without 
oppositiou from the College, is a damning 
proof of its indifference to the interests of 
the profession,— the welfare and respect* 
ability of its Memhera; — or undeniable evi- 
denee of their utter incapacity to preside 
over the destinies of their fellow men, It 
wiU scsrcely be credited by those who are 
no^ acquainted with the anomalous condi- 
tion of medicaUegislation, that c&smiitA and 
dntggisU can dispense thdr own prescrip- 
tions; can dispense physician’s prescrip- 
tions, and can recover at law the reasonable 
charges for the supplied medicines, whilst 
a Member of the College not only has no 
such right, hut is, under the c^eratlon of tlie 
Apotheesries Act, liable to a penalty of 
twenty jmndi, if he dispense a physician’s 
preiicriptldn, ‘unlsst As M a Licentiate of the 
Apothecaries’ Cbnapany. 

Let each Member of the College reflect on 
Uiis state of things many, we apprehend, 
will be inclined to call in question the accu- 
racy of our mertion, we will however give 
tliem proof of its truth ; — ^jiroof that they 
cannot reject ;— we have already, indeed, 
placed it on the pages of this Journal ; but 
it cannot be seen too frequently, until a re- 
form in the constitution of our College be 
accomplished. Kot omjly do quacks adver- 
tise tlvemselves as members of tiie Cidkge

This being the •case for the plaintiff, hlr. 
Serjeant Wilde submitted, that the plaintiff 
must be nonsuited.

as On apothecary, and not for any tiling done 
hy him as a surgeon. Now tlie statute h5

evidence to show that the plaintiff had 
practised as an apothecary previously to 
the day stated in the Act of rarUoment j 
and a smgeon's diploma could not, and did 
not, authorise him to act as an apothecary. 

Mr. Sergeant Pell submitted, that there 
was evidence to go to the ,Tuiy, that ^ 
plaintiff had practised m an apotheouy o» 
or before the day mentioned in the Act of 
TarhamOnt. 


The Cord Cljief Justice Bert was of opii 
nion, that there was no evidence as to ths 
nlaiutiff’s practice as au apothecary he) 
fl 8l5. Tlie Act of Parliament to wnich re- 
kfer^hee had boen made, was a most eaccel- 
"^t one, and was the best security that Uie 
publiAad against ignorant persons acting 
as ajiothecaries, withotlt being duly quSH- 
ded. A peraop in pau^g through life coaid 
not fitii to practise 

as apdthoewtiM ; but that Act, tliey 
had no aothor% to do i^. To Ss 

apothecaries, they asust bs esanuasd by 
five persons, naoand -in Act. and nost 
obtain a cerlihcate Aom than stating their 
approval* Now, the pli^tiff had not on* 
deii^s t1ih» rtx«nx)%i«iiOB $ h« therefore 
could not produce the corticate re(]uired ;

could not. If (k party chose to act as an 
apotliecaiy, contrary to law, and to deliver 
phials in consequence of Snoh choice, be 
was of epiniaii that be could not resOver fot 
them, if the law directs*! that a petsoa 
sliould not do a certiuti tiling, it vVould not 
allbw him to recover for any thing which 
he might have done in his t urleavours to 
perform that which tlu* law jiroliibit*'(l. The 
plaintiff was acting in defiance of tlio law 
in practising ns an apothecary wirbout a 
certificate ; he could not, therefore, have 
the inelancboly siitlsfaei.i.in nf evcii reco- 
vering for the iwiltles which be had furnish- 
ed to the defi-iidant. 

The plaintiff was nonsuited. In ordering 
him to be called, the Li>ril Chief Justice ob- 
sen'ed, that he ought to Say that the pre- 
sent was a hard case, as the plaintiff ap- 
peared to be « perwson of skill, having been 
regularly admitted to tile Koyal College of 
Surgeons.

In the triumph and’ 
the funeral, the battle, tlie chase, and the 
Jmmble pursuits of agriculture and i 

the horse has always been an objont of^^s^ j 
ramouut interest. Fearless, proud, or pR.j 
tient, as circumstances require, it adapts 
itself to the passions, the vanities, or the 
interests of mankind j carrybg the warrior 1 
headlong on hia Me,— sweUing the pomp! 
and circumstance of the gorgeous pageant,— i 
or with the unambitious husbandman, eub- ! 
verting the stnbbom soil, and rendering i*J 
rich mth own. Next to man, the noble 
and intelligent horse has ever held the 
highest rank in the creation, and human 
surgery could not emerge from the barba- 
risms of the barbers of old, without being 
fellowed by a oorre^ondent improvement 
of the veterinary art. When, as in the 
dark ages, the horp was tortured by igno- 
rant smiths, men were left to perish of their 
wounds, or death was hastened by surgical 
executioners. At this period, the practice 


feet of the horse, a practice whouy un- 
known to the Greeks and Romans, first 
came into vogue, end has conrinned to exert 
its baneful influence unto the present day. 
It is this practice which Mr. Bracy Clark has 
laboured so long and so well, we with we 
could say successfully, to subvert* But if 
success have not yet crowned his efforts, the 
has not been his, and the public only 
requires to hear the voice of reason to do 
jnstioe to his merits. When Mr. Clark’s 
works appeared, there was no periodical 
press to fdsfcr geniaa, or the veterinary art j ^ 
nb metropolitan stream of knowledge to irv' 
rigate tJie provinces of Britain. The medical 
press, like nations at the commencement of 
ihe world, sought rather to defend what 
there was, than to extend the boundaries 
of jkaow’h'dgf. Fines imperii tueri 
magis, quam proferre mos erat ; inter 
suam cuique patriam regna finiebantur, 
and there was no diffusion of veterinary 
knowledge, because there was no periodical 
press, either directly or indirectly, devoted 
to the subject. 

We may, without vanity, take, credit to 
ourselves for having introduced several use- 
ful plans to the public, which, though long 
discovered, were very imperfectly known 
or practised, as in the instance of the sto-, 
mach pump, and several otliers ; an^,we do^ 
not doubt, that when Mr. Bracy Clark’s 
views of the structure of the horse's foot, 
and of shoes miitod to that stractare shall be 
fully nnfoided, the public will at once see 
its reasonaWeness, and patroiilse it accord- 
ingly. Mr. Bracy Clark had for several 
years given the horse’s foot his almost un- 
remitted attemtiott, and his labours were not 
unrequited by discovery. After many dis- 
appointments in taming horses to grass to 
recover their feet, he began to apprehend, 
and subsequently discovered, that the too .

'These tumours luive vury large arteries and 
veins, ihc\ are liiglily vasculiir, and having 
to afford this additioi^l sup]t1y of blood, all 
the vessels of the limb beromi; considerably 
enlarged. We had to fear venous liminor- 
rUage from two sources : first, a recurrent 
huemorrhage, and Hceondly the hamiorrliage 
from the large vermus trunks. Vou haie 
often, I do not doubt, olwerved, that when 
the first incision was made in amputatioU] 
a profuse gush of blood ensued. Now. in 
order to obviate this, which in my 
condition would have been higlily injurious, 
if not destructive, I carried a bandage firmly 
round the limb, pist below the i>art at which 
I amputated- With respect to the hsemor- 
rhage dreaded from the large venous trunks, 
(and w’hich occurs because their valves have 
no longer tlie power of acting,) I thought 
it right to apply a ligature to the extremity 
of the femoral and otlier larg^ veins. The 
place at which the limb was removi'd— 
which was «t about tl. a i :• •• the 

thigh, — rendered the i -in-ufte* 

spects more serious than smputfttioa at tli«> 
hip-joint. 'Pfib termination of this case is of 
course a matter of uncertainty at present, 
hut tlterc is one favourable point Wiiich I 
(diould not omit to mention ; it is — that the 
bone appeared to be completely sound at. 
the part whore the limb was removed.

The follovring case affords an example of 
tt pecr^liar diffuse inflammation of the cellu- 
lar tissue of IV limb sjirt'adi>:|« ihruughoiif 
its whole extent, and lenuirauu;; ir. iui|>i*r- 
fect suppuration, with the discharge of 
sloughs-^ead portions of cellular mem- 
brane. ^Jt apl'ears to be a specific kiudl of 
infiommtion, occurring only in persons 
whose constitutioUB h»e been broken up by 
intemperance, and it generally supervenes 
on a blow (or contusioa otlierwise reemved) 


on the limb ; it best*, in fact, 8 dose re- 
semblance to what haa been described as 
asdmaUm ery&ptkM. 

Case,— T. Andrews, astat. !27, « sailor, of 
dark complexion and sallow unheidthy ap- 
jM'aranee, was admitted into Isaac's Ward on 
iljf 12th of December, under the care of 
Mr. Travers, on account of diffuse inflam- 
niatiou of the right upper am. 'f he patient 
acknowledged himself to be at all times n 
man of very intemperate habits ; and having 
just retuined from a voyage to the West 
Indies, he had lu'cn drunk for several 
days in hu( cession ; and tw'o days before ad- 
mission, when in a state of intoxication, he 
fell with great violence on the pavement, 
.striking his riglit elbow and shoulder. On 
liw foUi'wingdiiy he experienced very great 
pain, which had still further incTcased at the 
time he applied for admission into the Hos- 
pital. 4 

On examination, there wTis found to be a 
dusky redness of the skin, extending from 
the shoulder to about two-thirds down the 
for«-r.nn, also spreading over the breast, 
and backw'ard over a part of tlie scapula. 
The discoloration was unequal, the skin 
being at some parts more red than at others ; 
there was preternatural heat, and immense 
swelling of the limb •, at some parts it bad a 
tense unyielding feel, whilst at other parts 
tberu was aliglif cedeniu on pressure. The 
pain felt WHS very p«at, and it w^as aggra- 
vated on motion. There was considerable 
jfebrile excitement; the jmlse upwards of 
110, and small; the skin hot, and tongue 
furred ; lie complained of thirst, and want 
of rest, and had occasional rigors; the 
bowels were moderately lax. 

Ordered by tiie dresser of tlie week to

On opening the cavity of tlie abdomen,

It was found that she had been affected 
with double hernia ; a portion of perito- 
neum had descended under the crural arch j 
to the extent of about an inch, or an inch 
and a half, and a contiguous portion of peri- 
toneum had got entangled between tlie 
fascia running up, and from the pubes in- 
side the rectus abdominis muscle, lotming a 
sac of about one-third that extent ; into the 
latter a small portion of the ileum had 
been protruded and strangulated, forming 
tlm cause of death. 

The piece of iutestine adhered to the sac 
about three-fourths of its circumference, 
uud was confined by the stricture formed by 
tlie fascia, and in a very high state of in- 
flammation, Every part of the contents of 
the intestine was arrested by the stricture, 
and below it the intestines resembled a 
large mm ; another portion had been 
strangulated in the sac, and bad descended 
below Poiijinrt’s ligament, and which bad 
been roducetl during tlie operation; this 
|»ortion showed the marks of compression 
It had undergone.

Secreiion and course of the Tears.— It seems 
all very beautiful drat tliere should be tins 
contrivance to besmear the tears equally 
over the whole front of the eye, and that 
there should he, loO, flie groove that We find 
here to convey away the surjjhis tears from 
the eye into the lachrymal bag! But the 
question is. What are the tears ? Now any 
body making tuch an inquiry, would really 
surprise a person who had not reflected on 
the subject. Wlwt are the tears? Does 
not every IxxJy know what the tears are ? 
One would think that a person who insti- 
tuted such an inquiry, had neve/ seen a 
blubbering boy with the salt water runnin| 
down his cheeks. Aye, but are those tears? 
Those are tears to be sure, such as arc nffied 
from irritation or from sorrow, but they «re 
not the cowman tears. Ibey inflame tb« 
fvei they excoriate the very cheek doim 
v. hirh they run. What are those salt waW 
I tears? <>, they are the product of thO 
lachrymal gland, which is lodged in a sli^t 
2 K S 
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f(m& in thfl oAitary process of the mfrmtis. 
It is the property of these glands~the 
salivary ^daads, to secrete occasionally, and 
not contiiiuftlly, and to secrete profusely at 
times, i iiis is the source of the salt water 
which is shed from grief, Or when anything 
irritates the surface of the eye ; hut it is a 
kind of salt water not calculated for lubri- 
cating the surface of the eye, thatvou mav 
be assured of. What ate the coiii!i)(‘ii learn * 
rnquestionably a very lubricous «aid, to 
lacjhtato the motion of the e>e-i;.':< i;|i(n: 
the front of the eye-ball‘ — 'a ni'.iciiagmous 
liquor— '0 thin mucilage secreteu from tlie 
whole surface of the concavity. 'That it 
18 mucilage is manifest} for where it is 
abundant m quantity, and perhaps having a 
greater abundance than common, in conse- 
quence of inflammation , 4 * it not gum the 
eyelids together. Have you not little folti- 
cules of gum which you may dissrolve ini 
Warm water? I say it is a n, 
secretion, excellently calculated lui pre- 
serving the front of the eye, aiuUor pre- 
serving it moist, so that it may he trans- 
parent.

which crushes tlie little insect to deatii in a 
moment.

In some animals it is covered 
by cutkle ; I allude to the horse, and there- 
fore it cannot be a secretory organ. 

Another question which has arisen has 
been, whether the jmneta lachrymalia trans- 
mit the tears to that which leads to the 
JiichrMiiid bag, in consequence of the fluid 
!)' i:!g impelled by force through them, or 
whether they have the power of absorbing 
the tears ? Now that the orbicularis palpe- 
brarum muscle does jointly, with other 
powers, impel the tears on, is what we have 
reason lo believe. If a person has a re- 
dum'am-y of tears, what does he do but shut 
Ids eyes" and gently press with tlnrt muscle, 
to get rid of them ? But yet there is reason 
to believe, that there Is that absorbing

power to spate that it is every where sacri- 
ficed to cojiveniance of form and celerity. 
I'hns, the biceps muscle, as it is inserted 
in tlie human ana, acts like a man who en- 
deavours to raise a ladder on its nearest 
end hy applying his force to its lowest 
rundle. 

As the motions of tli© body would be 
much impeded were the muscles every 
W’here inserted into bones, I'endons have 
been constructed, which connect the mus- 
cles to the bones, and which may be con- 
sidered as 80 many passive chords of great 
tenacity and strength ; but, notwithstanding 
their strength, they vpt-y often give w^ay to 
the power of the muscles ; tIius Hk’ strong- 
est in the body, the tendo-achillis, is fre- 
il'i; i-ily i iiptHivil, Biiii becomes on object of 
surgical interference. You have all heard 
of the celebrated French dancer, who rup- 
tured both at the same moment in a violent 
exertion, a&d fell instantly pow’erless upon 
the stage.

M. Segalas, in a note on this subject, laid 
before the Academic Uoyale de IVI^decine, 
observes that he has found the use of an 
acidulated liquid, such as of beer, taken in 
large quantify, produce the discharge of 
calculi fomposen of phoajtliatt* of lime. 
From this he is inclined to bohevt* that 
alkaline remedies are only useful in cases 
where the calculi are formed of uric acid ; 
where they are composed of phosphate of 
lime, he would have recourse to acidulated 
drinks.

He was sounded, and it wasfouiul ihui there 
j were several stones in the bladder, which 
were conceived to be of the size of a hazel 
nnt. Two drachms of the supercarbonate of 
soda were prescribed to be taken daily in a 
quart of water. On the eighth day of the 
treatment, the patient experienced very 
sharp pains, accompanied with retention of 
urine. The cause of the latter symptom 
was found to hi! a small calculus in the 
uretiira, wliich was pushed back into 
the bladder with a sound. The use of the 
soda was cwitinued, by which the painful 
sympioros were mitigated. At the end a 
h i: culndi wi-.t ihicl.arged, with 
varv lli-.li- pain, l»v ils" ii:r!!ir.i. The calculi 
weicl-’d ‘■"‘■li i -'-r were of the 

size of small peas, of a spherical shape and

been free from all his former symptoms.

This, probably, is his Lordship’s opinion, 
hut it certainly is not ours j that it was the 
tntentten of the kgislatare to render it a 
protection, we wotdd fain believe, although 
this ackuowledgment of their rectitude 
amounts to a denial of their judgment. And 
are the Memhers of the College come to 
tills ! The Act was Intemied to guard the 
public against tgwwffnt Apothecaries. Mr. 
Strw) is a jtfiwdwr «f the CeUege of Sur- 
geons, and, THKRiiyonB, he is tw ignomntto 
practise as an Apothecary, and the law will 
not allow sued a own to recover ! Most wor- 
thy and irresponsible Council of Lincoln’s 
Iua^‘ do ye not cicperience some compunc- 
tious visitings ofy our Chartered conscience! 
Do you not feel some shame, some pity, for 
the fallen condition of your Members t On 
this oocssioD, however, we will supply an 
anridot© to your grief m a contradiction of 
the leaded Judge, who remarked, at the 
tewaination of the trial, “ lliattheplaintifTs 
waa a hard case, as he apjieared to he a per- 
son of having hoen regularly admitted 
to the Hoyal College of Surgeops.” If the 
plrintiff were a imrson of tki/l, how tlmn

the horse's hoof, preparatory to t particnlar 
mtice, accompanied by j^tes, of tJw im- 
^.bved method ofEhoemg. 


And, first, tLt Hesk The posterior part 
of the horse’s foot is deeply oleltin the mid- 
dle, BO as to represent two tomiaations, 
wliich are called, without distinoticuL the 
heelt, although the extremitiet of the car*' 
tUages, and their coverings, form one part » 
the extremities of the hoof, tmd the bands 
of elastic matter at the back of the ,frog, 
another, or middle part ; and the extremity 
of the under surface of the hoof, where tlio 
heels of tlie shoe are applied, and corns 
arise, another and very distinct part, yet 
they are all included in the same general 
phrase. To obviate this ambiguity, Mr, 
Clark cslls the parts covered by tlie shoe, 
the fewer or Aemy heels ; those formed at the 
back of the frog, the h^erier heefe; and those 
formed by the cartilages, the or 

heels above the hoof.* He objects to a di*' 
vision of these parts into /winy xtxd fieshy 
heeh y since, under the homy heel is found 
the ilethy heel, as under the homy, the 
deshy sole. The term fleshy , too, supposes 
something of a musculsr structure, which 
these parts do not possess. 

" From tilicir elastic properties,” says the 
author, “ the heels enable the back part of 
riie foot to eitend itself, on receiving the 
pressure and weight of the nninial ; yielding 
with a suitable degree of resistnnet', on tills 
occasion, outwardly in every diicfiion. It 
is somewhat singular, and worthy of remark, 
that ihose parts which form so considerable 
a share of the foot of the full grown horse, 
havi- t,!-arr>. iy nn l■xi.■!:.-iu'.l> iii ><i"ng foal ; 
l!i'*ir r'J'iiiiii nts. or u'crRi'* O'llv, iirr h-it, iu 
this period of their life ; for the hoof is tltot 
lapt about the coffin horic in a form nearly 
cylmdrical, ami is actually larger above at 
the coronet, than at tlie base, or bottom of 
the foot.

** J n progressims, the weight of the horse 
is hrsi throw !» perpeiidiculsrly upon the 
fetlock joiju, «ml froiii tin uc#* ui an dhliqne 
direction it passcM to tlic foot, taking a 
primary beariug on the oo€n hone, which 
dUu-ikttes ii orer the Inside of the hoof, 
ricliiy provided with a truly extraordinary 
iifipuratus of elafitJr processes for increasing 
its iutenial surfut'e, and (ircvenling the dis- 
lodgment of tlie bone, adiuittiug, at the 
game time, of a certain degree of motion 
this hone in the hoof, in a direction down- 
wards and backwards, from dm obliquely 
sloping front towards the heels.

I “ A triangular space is thus wonderfully 
I provided between the injected exfrf mities 
of the waU of the hoof for the insertion of 
the frog, fbming, at the same time, a 
coved covering for its protectioD. 'ITiis part 
appears to form tlic basis, or first principle, 
in the mechanism of tbe. hoof, ilie other 
parts being all subordinate to this, and if so 
understood, it will disclose a more easy view 
of the nature and economy of its structure. 
The inside of the wall is every where lined 
with elastic processes, pspcMding down- 
wards pw||^t^cularii. the coronal, 
and in wHae paridlel to the boa described 
by the front of tbe hoof ; tbeisa appear to be 
about. 500 in nwuber, a&d afford a multiplied 
and very extensive surface of atiacbinent 
to fibe Bsme number of processes growing 
from tbe ooffin bone, or more tn^y from tbe 
vascular reticulated web covering ita sur- 
face."

the Ml capacity of its motion slong with 
the heels, which is gradually lost in ap« 
{Mroaohing the centre of the foot, where 
there is leas occasion for movemeat." Its 
base connecia the two processes of the hoof, 
passes over and envh^^s those parts and 
restfains their iffition ; it takes a third rate, 
or degree of bearing npmt'the ground, the 
wall first, and the bar next, prtJjeeting beyond 
itj its base also foilher retires from pres- 
sure, and is protected by the jMrojectlng 
angle of the horny heel. 

The conmiasufet dn eiflter side of the frog 
afibrd room for its expabsio&. The ends of 
these commissures ut the horny heels tre 
arched over % a prorera or extension of the 
liom of the base of the frog. To distingaish 
this pan from the other parts of the loot,

that frcf fo oonheoted. in a 
very unexpertedmanneTiwith thefrontof the 
foot ; the. wings, or lateral processes of the 
base of Uis frog not only enclose, as already 
stated, tlie ends or doubliogs of the hopfr, 
Ibir the tarn horn is eontimsd round the whole 
line of the eoumtencemeut of tins part of 
Dm hoof, immediately beneath the coronsiy 
ring, formiug a convex bend, whose upper 
edge, or margin, projeotm^ fogber titan the 
ho^ itaelf, receives and covers over the 
termiustiRg edge of the akin where this 
part meets the hoof, and thus protects it 
from injury or dislocation by external vio- 
lence of any kind ; it also aeems to serve 
the useful purpose of koepiug tboS<‘ parts 
moist and pliant, preventing irritauen ; for 
when wetted it appears readily to absorb 
moisture, and continues of a darker colour 
i in consequence, whilst all the other parts 
of tha hoof are suddenly diied ; it has the 
[ powar it would seem, when no external wet 
IS artificially applied, of collecting the per- 
spiration of the skin, thus maintaining the 
proper tenacity and pliancy of tUeae paite. 
Ivm oue used to exk®mi»g the hoof of 
the Wse must have observed, when the 
foot is drawn out of it, a projecting erni- 
nence of soft hum, with a chamml inside it, 
being the upper edge of this band } this aj)- 
pearance we bad long ago noticed, without 
tilUateJy (1809) observing from whenoeit 
had its origin i hoaidus ilia uses already 
ascribed, of connecting togetlier the upper 
circle of the hoof, supporting and adapting it 
to tlio sensitive circle, it strongly binds the 
frog in ite situsrion, by connectmg it with 
ilie front of the hoof and to the upper part 
of the sloj/e of the homy heels.'* 

The author calls this part the eomtanf 
frog bead. It is small at first, but gradually 
completes its bulk and form with the pro- 
gress of the frog, with which also it 
diminishes and sufiers* The eleft rfihe frog 
seems to wjjve the purpose of uniting more 
ifixuMy the two halves of which the foot at 
Um part Oonxiats ; tliore being a tendoney 
to separatimi in the horse's foc^, te in rim 
cloven-footed Sniindls. It is merely tbt> 
hollowed base of a ««me of horn which 
passes into the sensifilve frog, and which is 
nearly aS hard and tough as the hom of the 
exterior frog exposed to the air. The part ap- 
pears to be the seat of the ** running thrush-’* 
“ This remarkable cone of hom is flat- 
j temed on its sides, that it may have a wider 
Isurfacii of connexion with tim two balvef 
I between which it is situated j sad its 
I steength, ia a leftgitudinal direction, com* 
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binm the two not therehy at all 

diminiBlied. 

“ 'fhis important part hiw not hitherto 
heea much noticed, or rece’wed, that we are 
ncquaintcd with, any distinctive uppidlutios ; 
we have, therefore ventured tn call it the 
frog-ilay or hdt Like aa inserted too^, it 
more firmly hold# the horny to the sensitive 
frog 5 for wlnlst ihe sensitive frog falls into 
the inverted arch 'of the honiy frog, and is 
thus held most firmly in its place, this part 
entering in the opposite direction into the 
sensitive frog, serves reciprocally to confirm 
and fi* these parts together, and preserve 
themirom external in jury and dislocation.” 

The frog stay essentially co-operates witli 
the coronary frog band above described, in 
keeping the whole structure together; and 
is stronger in proportion, as the author 
tlunkB, in horses of the blood than in 
coarser breeds, Another useful |>art which 
the author calls the cunJmn tf the ftog, is a 
rotundity or swell of horn between this cleft 
and point of the frog nearly under the 
ehuttle Ime. It appears to defend the tendon 
passing under that bone from injury,— to 
support it by “ pressing against it iit tlje 
moment of its greatest extension, w|iii;li 
takes place while the foot is on the grotnul 
ampelling the weight of the body,” and to 
prevent it being tom from its attachment, 
or breaking at the sudden turn given to it in 
passing beneath the coffin hone. It serves, 
idso, to defend the joint formed by the two 
foot bones, and the most important soft 
parts of the foot. The growth of the frog, 
which is naturally slow, appears to be en- 
tirely arrested by tlte process of shoeing, 
although it is the current opinion of smiths, 
that if left to itself, it “ wull run aU over the 
foot ;”jl they therefore pare it, to keep it 
within due bounds. . *' But the frog,” tlm 
author observes, has the perfect power 
in itself of maintaining its own figure, be- 
yond which it will not pass.” After attain • 
ing the prescribed extent and tliickness of 
bom, scurfs form and fall away, thus it ever 
preserves the same fifure. 

‘ ITic au^or next makes some sensible ob- 
aemtioas on “ the probable degree of }ui'!'- 
aUie which Nature Its designed the frog to 


receive,” into which out iimifil will not 
permit os to follow him- Artificial praesnro » 
on this part can neither expand the heels, 
while confined by the iron shoe, nor, we 
apprehend, he of any oilier service. We 
believe Mr. Coleman has long since abmi- 
doned this visionary scheme. The pressure 
of the nails of the shoe, as the author well 
observes, is perpetual ; imd if it be meant to 
obviate contraction, so should be that of the 
frog. The French call llie frog hfmt^etle, 
or the fork ; tiie I-atins and the 

Greeks or the swallow ; with the 

latter, however, it ever ocewrs in the plurf 
(jtfkiJova.) The term running f/irtmft ere jk 
in from the French fomehe. First running 
fourehe, then nmning/nuft, till at last tlio 
jockej-snot finding this word iu their vocabu- 
lary, decided that i/iruffi was the proper term, 
and iha'uA It has accordingly been for ages. 

The mis is an itregubr plate of Imrn serv- 
Ing to close up the space described by the 
lower ciicuinfeience of the vail, and lutikes 
t.h< tliird meuiber a pan of the bodt'. “It 
is usually df an arched form, more or less 
flaltened ; its concarity to the ground, its 
centre moro in action and thinne r, is by this 
means removed from the degree of external 
pressure, which the sidds or bottom part of 
the arch have.” t 

” Nutore has secured herself most rl 
markablyjin two waysy from the resi stank ' i 
which an arch of common properties wbuld’ 
create^ in becoming more vOondeused wader 
pressuTo, and remtisig the load 

bro^ht tiipipn it, whidi would have been 
subVeritve of the leading principles in the 
mechadiism of the fdoi; the sold iiy thero- 
fore, cleft to its centre even, or beyond St, 
by tt large triangular opening formed at its 
jmsterior I'sn. which destroying the resist- 
ance of the arch, serves to reetrive the ends 
of the wall of the hoof first, and is then 
:‘hiy('d and filltHl ujt by the insprtion of the 
inverted arch of the frog ; so that the ends 
of the hoof are thus tied in, and secured from 
being forced asttuder by the prewure from 
within, being thus wedged iu between ^e 
frog and the sole, and are made to serve in 
these places the other offices we have al- 
readv noticed, while the sole being thus 
l-iuken, haan diminudied rewStonee at ito 
centre.” 
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Tb# lower cittmnfereiee of tMs arch of 
*tlje BOle every wliore alJttfcs agaiaat the sides 
of the well* which are eo^iently flexible 
outwards, to yield to tlie weight when 
pressed egainit by the dwentand flattening 
of the sole ; so that the sole is thus doably 
seenred from that reBifl|anc© which >vould 
he injimous to the functions df the foot 
The common unyielding shoe Axes the wall, 
and resists its action \ the rceight falls on 
the aolCi which can only be reheved by 
pressing on the fissure enclosing tlie frog, 
and this ooBapaing, bw^ of the frog will 
be made to approximate. Sometimes, if 
the shoe be email, the sole ia forribi\ • 
thrown upwards agaiaet the coffin bone, 
producing great uneahtocas and lameness, 
wltich are usually nttributed to standing in 
dry or heated stables. Advertmg to tlie 
terms soUdungulai MpUpes, kc., Mr. Clark, 
with good reason, ol^oots to them; for, as 


do not, as practice and experience teach us, 
so wfll suit the foot as those made with a 
slighi inclination, or bevel, in every part of 
them, which preserves the horn also from 
cracking up in other piuts of the foot better 
than a fiat-seateil shot: : and os to the Con- 
traction of the heels, it siriscs from Other 
causes, tliat unless carried to a very great 
excess tlus bevelling will not appear to 
make «m> much dxSVreuce as might be ima- 
gined, and this on account of the firmness 
with which the foot is held up on the sur- 
face of the shoe by the nails, aided also’ by 
the inequalities of its surface, to which the 
horn adapts itself ; for the heels, it is ob- 
vious, cannot have any great deal of action 
but in concert with the tjUArter*!, cspc-ialjy 
after they have becoir.i- ‘■wii with sIso- iiil'.”

Of the fli’i HU IlKeh.'- *’ The iimer Iieel is 
sharper iii its lidni, and, not so wide as tlie 
outer heel, and Wth slope inwards, in tire 
full grown natural foot, with a rajnd dccli- 
rity, avoiding by this uhlii^ue slruvture any 
* '* flaraiid direct prejwtiri} from tho surface of 
tlie gi'oqud. By shooing, tlieic heels he- 
come inmrit tediU^ flattened, so

though those who thus complained and rea- 
soned without tJ»e practice, did not know 
that horses tf shod difleceutly , will not go 
so well i for seated shoes, level ia tius patt, 


side. Hy this dhlbjuity of the heels, the 
pressure ia thrown outwards against the* 
stronger jmrts of the foot, tending to sepa- 
rate the feet ; for if the inclination had been 
inwards, the approach of the feet would huvo 
been tlie consec|ueucc, and would narrow 
the base witli certain iiicoiivcuience.’’ 

'• The irmr of the }mf does not take place 
ia front of tho foot at the extremity of the 
toe, as might be expected, but almost ever 
in an oblique direction on the outside of the 
front, so that tlie wearing away of the hoof 
does not j.rocftod so fapidly as it wouid have 
done in a straight line a'-roes tlie point of 
T.be toe. from the foot hi'ing narrower there; 
and economy in this respect is of no small 
value to the animal in a st;t,te of nature, or 
if used without shoes, as is still the case in 
some countries. In this way also the wear 
is tixroed towards the outside of the hoof, 
which is its strongest and hardet,t part. The 
wear of tlm hoof is direct i-l obliquely to 
the outside of the toe, not by any mecha- 
nism existing in tlm foot itself, hut by the 
bones of the knee having their surfaces for

•the effect is not confined to the btnin itself 
and its own Jpecioi functions ; bnt, in con- 
sequence of the dependence of every part 
upon tlie brain, is extended universally 
throughout the system. Not only is the 
generUl aeHsiiiiitjf of the body nearly lost, the 
wiuniary potoer annihilated, and the 
ewrgy iit a great measure destroyed, b'ltthe 
wh^e vascular system, with its depen- 
dencies, suffers. The heart and arteriea 
are enfeebled in their actions ; the pulse is 
weak and soft ; the circulation imperlbctly 
carried on; and the blood iu the extreme 
’parts nearly stagnant; acquiring the dark 
or venoui character, and lomng, at the same 
time, in a great measure, its power of 
coagulating ; while the vessels themselves, 
in consequence uf their diminished viti^^, 
lose their power of retaiumg the blood in 
them, i^u that ft escapes into the surround- 
ing cellular texture, giving rise thus to 
xMm and other defoedations of the skin ; 
or it issues from tiie mucous surfaces of the 
alimentary canal or other parts, in the way 
of htemorrhage ; the Mood that etoapes 
being always dark in colour, and liitle dis- 
posed to coagulate. Should infiammation 
(to which there appeani a greet disposition 
tliroogliout the system) arise, the inflamed 
part evinces its want of vitality, by the dis- 
ea8^ quickly ending in gangrene, followed 
by sloughing, and this again by nlcerntion, 
that shows no tendency to heal, till the 
braitt is restored to its natural state, and

equality in this respect. In some casf 
the sense of vition is particularly disturbe 
as evinced by the intolerance of light ; :

Of some- 
what more importance appeared the oppo 
nent pamphlet of Dr. Maingault.f Or, M 
had been, from his youth, Magendie s nval, 
and he collected togetlier a good many facte 
which appeared to him inexplicable accord- 
ing to Mage«dift*8 doctrines ; he performs 
some experiments, fromwldch he made it ^ 
appear that the results were quite opposite 
to those staled by Magendie. He removed 
the abdominal iBUScles, and cut through tbe 
phrenic nerves, and unitod the two opera- 
tions ; he even cat away all the shdominal 
muscles and the entire diapliragm, and in 
ail these oases vomiting foUonred.

To make the expansion shod abourately 
and weli^ tlm smiUi should first describe tb© 
diagram (pi. i.) on an iron or brass jdate, 
so that be may always liave a certain model, 
and of course of various diameters, to wwk 
Any erdinary workman attending to 
ti^Eise directions, m»y make the alme with 
p^ision and ease ; the expense will rarely 
ei^eed tliai ^ the eummos shoe ; madont 
tiip/* irem wir^, near Stourbridge,'’ iu large 
qitantitieSt it will he less; but, expense iu 
mstters of this kind, ia not worth meutioa. 
After three montha of actual practice with 
the above slibe^ fbe antimr improved it by 
thinning the toe-piece; backwards, hy /vU 
taring the quarter pieces to receive the 
nails, by slightly turn%f down the heels, 
and ly making five ifistend dt four nail 
holes in each quarter, ttpd fmislung them 
with a pritchet, having a sheulder gaged fo 
the head end shank of the nail. That this 
shoe, when properly applied, prevents con- 
tinction of the hoof, may acaretdy be doubfod, 
after the repeated testimonies of the author 
and others to that efiect ; hut some eautiona 
most be laid dow'n here, since much mis- 
chief may be done by a hasty application of 
yi^diag shoes to nayielding feet. The hoof of 
tfie bone, though naturally elastic, and ex- 
|»andittgsndertheweightof thc«uimal,i3Boou 
deprived of these essential qualities, and be- 
comes contracted, withered, aud rigid, by 
the common process of slioeing. Desigited 
for motion, but not suffered to move — 
checked too often in its growth^ when all 
Im beautiful stiruclure was about to be un- 
folded, it is no wander that the foot of the 
horse should, after a time, require the same 
iron ring of proti^ction with the pniiour’s 
rammer, to which, in this state, ft might well 
be compared.

Tho 
degree of duTi-ei' n-t rii be ehimiiiied ehiedy 
from tlu* d' kOeo of opp:efii-ii»li of the teannnil 
Qt upecial iiiiK'Tid'.is oi ihe hruin ; Imi pait'y 
also from the state of the geneu;: eireula- 
tioM ; in reference, howevei. iHihertotlie 
state of the capillaries or extreme vessels, 
than to tlie state of the pulse, whieh may 
preserve a tolerable share of strength and 
fulness where the danger is groat imd 
imminent* 

The frmfiwwit of this form of fe ver is diffi- 
cult, and &r the mmi [lurl iiu.sutiii;fHciorv- 
If w© could rely upon most that has been 
written on the subject, it would be a very 
easy matter ; for little appeal’s to have been 
tiiought of, but how to counteract jputtidity 
by uniisepi'm, and to tuppoH the tirmgth, as 
it is absurdly termed, by bark and wine, 
awmmia, lamp/mr, and other stimuiants. 
Mo'W such practice is neither good as a 
matter of experieiu e, nor Is the principle 
upon which if is founded dcsfrvjug of any 
nttention. As to correcting putrefaction by 
antueptim, tht uoiiou is too cliemicul to be 
physiological! V tiue : there is noihing so 
mmply chemnal as this idea supjKises, 
taking pla(« m living lanlies. T here is no 
nctual atan ot putrefaction iu the ffijidsof a 
living nninial ; such a state would be incom- 
patible with life. The utmus*. Jl-id rau be 
allowed iu ibis c.ase is, that 'Ik* ..,virtiom :uid 
run rajiidly iul.i psitrefiu tion ; aud 
that there is a more ihiui usual tendency to 
decomposiiion ol>sfT\ id both in the solids 
and fluids ^together (with the exception of 
tJie brain itself, howtwer, whiclj in these 
cases is less disposed than ortUnarily. to de- 
composition and decay). But tlus iondency 
U a conae<)ueaoe df the disease, and not tiie 


disease itself; nor a cau.se of it. Jt i« an 
efect of the want of vitality that exists 
tlirooghout the ' system, arising from the 
•oppressed siau of tiie brain, and tbe conae- 
oueut intfiruptioii to tlio supply of nervous 
energy to the rest of the body. I need not 
remind \ou how imirli ibe general eystoiTi 
depends for it* activity, and even its viuiity , 
upon tlie brain, ns the great centre of the 
nervoue power. 

If, then, the putrescent tendenev (and 
there i» cvjd uih iK'-hifiL', b<*\o-:<i 'lii* ' ii 
merely a cfi-s- I't d* Jci tiv- 
throagbout the general system , it is plain 
that much is not to be expected from the 
use of chemical agents, under tbe name of 
fill C:iVri leui.

But even admitting that deki- 
fi/y were the essence of fever of this descrip- 
tion, it would be difficult to understand how 
stimulanU should relieve it, Stimuianis in- 
crease aetmi, not ttreu^lh; they give no 
new power to tlie system, but merely occa- 
sion a gxeater exertion of that which al^pdy 
exists ; with the effect, rather, of ©xbiUist- 
ing it, by the over-exenion thus oecasioued.

It is with regret we observe that the 
Mnnico-CiiiHOBGicAr, Society in Lin- 
coln’s Inn Fields, which for at least twelve 
years largely contributed by its meetings, its 
Ubrary, and its tmnsocttiw, to diffuse nseful 
k“nwV-i«fl utimukle its members to 

invesdgatlona, has been gre- 
dually falliag into decoy from the period of 
its opposition to the publication of the re- 
porta of its pi'OCeedings in the pages of this 
Journal. Practitioners of talent and emi- 
nence were naltimlly suspicious of the vera- 
city of Btatementa of cases, and declaraliona 
of opinion, promulgated by men who dreaded 
nvBLieiTY ; hence they have deemed the 
discussions lui worthy of notice, and ne- 
glflcted the periodical laee tings ; and it may 
with truth be now said, that the Society 
is one of comparative insignificance. This 
is strongly exemplified by tlie complete 
dearth of Papers,” by the paucity of its 
“Transactions,” (and we hear tliat no more 
are to be published,) and by the most fatal 
symptom of all, the late resignation of many 
of it# members. If more proof were wanted, 
it might be found in the drcumstanoe that 
many eminent surgeons have refused to fill 
the office of President for tim ensuing year ! 

Who can reflect on the approaching death 
of this Society, without endeavouring to 
trace the cause and course of its malady 1 
On its birth, all the most respectable of the 
prol'ession in the metropoHa, as -^ll as 
many in the country, enrolled tlieir names 
amongst if* meniheni ; w® idrould only omit 
most of the (Md Fellows of the College of 
Physicians, Baillie excepted, who was its 
first President. A Mat of diatinguished men, 
aufih as Clme, Cooper, Blane, Aberuetliy, 
Pear.son, and many otherii, afterwards filled 
in auccession that once honourable choir, 
wlvilat the imiwirtant offices of Librarian 
and Secretary, were admirably executed 
by Bateman, Roget, Samnel Cooper, and 
Lawrence. The period wht*n those men 
resigned their different functions, we may 
date as the /mt &tal symptom of the dis* 
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ea»c wKich has now so nearly destroyed 
the constitution of tliat once excellent 
body. A different grade of jpersonB has 
since come into office. The ** Conncil,” 
like their aeighhonrs cm the opposite side 
of the square, hare become Belf-elected, 
and, wfe fear, corrupt Papers of the loveest 
order of intellect bare been admitted into 
the “ Trtttwactions/’ wbil*t otlmra, infinite- ■ 
iy their auperiort/ were eitbei delayed or 
altogethci- rejected as unfit for publication-*^ 
no doubt for the mtmtt of purposes.

When, as in the 
course of ‘\fustmj’ it may be necessary to 
exhumate a putrefied body, the obloridea 
may he used to great advantagei as TM. I.u- 
barraipie, (imd bis testimony is buci.et! 
by Orfila,) has clearly shown, in an “ au- 
thorised statement,’’ of which Mr. Alcock 
has favoured us with a trauslation ; but he 
goes beyond LabiUTftque, and gives what 
be cnlis some very “ interesting recollec- 
itions,’* obtained from Dr. Fjlkin, (who, it 
ineems, is residing somewhere about Bed* 
Jord-square, but who was then at Paiis,) 
wlience it oppearB that Boumer, a subject 
xvf the King of Franw (his name, says Mr. 
Alcock, th&iigk suppressed by Labarraque, 
was fiourcier! ) “ was a married man, and 
iii?c4 wy happily u<itk hU wif*,'* dec. j but 
bitterly he had been much annoyed hy the 
visits of a Greek (Dr. F. thinks he was 
nlso a cfluricr, hut he is not so clear upon 
this [material] point iis the re."*! ” “who 

was very cnuslantly in the shop with h» 
(B.’a) wife ! ’’ *' This was the source 
but perhaps we bad betkr give the “ inte- 
resting rotfoUections” as tliey are, since 
they must naturally lose by abridgment : — 

“ This was the source of many quarrels 
hetweeuB- .rnd his spouse. About tlie end 


of June 1023, Bourcier was attacked with 
symptoms of acute infiammation of the sto- 
mach, a disease »o coamnon at that time in 
Paris, that the n^ioal attendant never 
thought of afctril-uting tlicse ByniptoniS to 
{wison. '1‘he diseuse proved fatiil, ami his 
medical attendant, as well as the physicitin 
of the quarter, must have certificfl that tliere 
was no reason to suppose that the deceased 
had come hy his dcatli from unfair means. 
On fhe very day of her husbaml’s death (as 
wai! snbsi'qnently proved) and on the ilay 
ofhia interment, Bourciei’s widow w'as seen 
at litdls with her Greek lover, and very fre- 
quently immediately afterwards. This led 
die neighbours (who were aware of the 
quarrels between Bmircier and his wife, as 
well as tlie cause of them) to suspect that 
some unfair means had been used to get rid 
nf iiiin. Thcsi' Ht:»iiic'oris found their way 
to the police, who the widow and 

her paramour to be arrested, and the body 
to he disinteired and examined. The Greek 
escaped. The widow was afterwards broiiiTit 
to trial ; and though tlio presumjitive i-vi - 
dence RgBinst lier was very strong, yet as 
there was no proof tliat she had adminis- 
tered the arsenic, she was acijuitted. 

“ Dr. Filkin adds, — ‘ On the preceding 
pages [of bis no»(>] you have the circum- 
•'.tiUicc.H wi.iih 1 [Oiirnised concerning Bour- 
cit J-. rii V i>r» drawn out from memory, as 
I siijf.' i !•: to you the other day in con- 
versation ; hut 1 have since ascertained 
that the widow was acquitted, as mentioned 
nt the close of my account. I Tevimis to my 
obtaining this piece pf infonDfttion, I hud 
tecoilected tlmt the paramour w as h Greek, 
and i think also a ct^wwr, but mu not so 
clear upon thiB point as the rest’.'* 

The following is tlie " authorised state- 
ment of this remarkable case,” and be 
not exaggerated, (it is at least quaxally 
worded; “ it became jpnistfele to begin the 
operation,” though the infected odow was 
iustantaneously destroyed,) tells much in 
favour of the chloride of lime : — 

“The U( August, J 3:3, at the request 
of the King's Ittorriey, I'ri'fessor OsjUa and 
Messis. /.fiNCKJ', ('’fl'dy, and ruysidf, i lb-u- 
uelle.l luetut the eenieitTV of IVre ■l-adiimn*, 
there u> make the eraiuini.iiuB of tlie biniy 
of the said U"**, who lUod u mouib since. 
At half past seven in the morning, the ex- 
humation of the corpse was proceeded with :

and out of its coffin, the persons who were 
te prove its identity not having yet arrived. 
The temperature w'aufrqm 13’ to Ut degrees 
of the cenUigrade themoineter (==* about 
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OT 64® Falm.’) TLen the body wfcB car- 
ried to a large a«d well -aired plM:e,that the 
e lamination might be made as conreuiently 
and saluh^oosly as poutihl©. The odour 
beeatne still mori* iiisupjwrtHhle ; the corj>8c 
had become swollen ia a very matufest de- 
left since it was taken oat of the groand ; 
It would therefore be important in a sin.iiiir 
caae to make the examination as rpfiMhly 
B« possible. We began by laakinc U'p-vr- 
aions upon the subjeot with chlorurt'i of 
lime dissolved ia water : this liquor, which 
badlwen proposed by M. Lohorraque, 
Hjocsry, (see the 1st Tolumeof the AfcAir--*, 
Twtttced a mamllons efieot ; for acarcoly 
ad a few aspOTsions been made, before tlxe 
infected mlour was instantaneously de- 
stroyed, and it became possible to begin the 
operafioxi.” iT.* [ fr ‘tu -h ■ 'jd volume of 
the jitehivet r, if, 'O' p, 

August, 1823.) 

The reader may like to know the sequel : 
white oxide of arsenic was found inilte in- 
testinea, lb© principal part in tlie Itiger 
ones; and Mr. Alcock states, as " a re* 
markable fact, that tlie parts which con* 
tained the most of the white powder, also 
contained the greatest quantity of yoUpiw 
mucQsities” which wo take, to be no re- 
markahl© fact at all. 

We give the foHowing directions of M. 
Labarraque, only recommending our readers 
to try a solution of common salt first, and 
tliat failing, to follow him implicitly ; — 

“ Before approaching a coq>so in putre- 
faction, a tub bliould be procured in which 
Hia^e put a load of water (24 litres, about 
; pour into this a flagon (half a 
kilogrammeac: 1 lb. 1 oz. 10|dr. avowdu* 
poise) of tlw chlomret of lime, and stir the 
mixture- 

Dip a sheet in the water contained in 
the tub, and unfold it so as to l>e able to 
witlidraw it wi^h facility, and particularly so 
as to be enabled to extend it very quickly 
over tijc corpse. 

“ To cfir'i l thi-*, let two persons open ih© 
sheet and place it in tiie liquid, holding the 
ends the cd;,' r nf •!i« tun .

Mr. Alcock relate* instance*, principally 
on the BuUKirity of Frcncti w'ritcr*, in which 
Kolotion* of Iheae sslt* hari'betn fouud use* 
fol, but the principle being knowtti the re- 
Sidta, to a certain extent, may be pretty 
generally predicated ; those arc cancer, 
herpes, ulDeraticm* with caries, putrid «ore 
tliri-at. ptyalism, and uleers of tbe mouth ; 
ulcers of the throat, small-pox, measles, 
scarlet fever, ozeena, wtiunda in dis»octim», 
disoaaed joints, Ac. Some of these cases 
iar« inatructive enough, other* rather ridieu- 
|loua j for instauci’, w'bat could ha pnined by 
j employing tlie chloride of soda in llie fol- 
I lowing, and if nothing, why was it wedged 
I into tlie book i

In hospital gangrene, phsfaiilenk, aypM- 
Utic, and other ulcers, it has been success* 
fully employed by tlte Frencli sargeous, 
Ju(r<ff%uef has lathed imbsiti 
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tli« chloride (diluted \yith tea or Hfteen pturts 
of water,) giving the patients 20 or 30 drops 
of it in a pint of j)ti8«a, Cliro-aic uJcom, 
scalds, (after pouifiemg,) cancer, herpes, 
ulcer«tion& of the mouth, with caries afilie 
hones of tlie palate, angina gangreneea, 
ptyaiisa, and vorions ot}»r disejMiea, are 
reported to har© yielded to tiiis woniU r- 
working agent. It has done so much, in- 
deed, that we are a&aid it will, he of no very 
extensive use hereafter, except in the itch, 
or, as a garde d*a»«mr, against syphilis 
and the clap. Not content with outward 
show and apparent utility, hir. Aloock 
tells ua that he has empbyed it “ in ery- 
fdjieks ftiid in some disordewd statea of 
the stomach, witJi beneficial effects j hut 
lie consider s it of more iniportan ct! to actenne 
and to Iwwanily to direct the aii©otion of 
his proleasiouttl brethron to the inveaU;ga<' 
tion of its antiseptio properties «s an inter' 
nal (esteraul V) remedy, rather than to dwell 
upon the very little that is at present known 
re»i>ecting it,” whiob, we are »orry to ««y, 
is not the only ridiceliua passage in tlie; 
book. If our eme-iKh. 4on of the sentence 
be correct, there is a great deal known about 
it i much more, we ..i pirlu nd. ihiui is true ; 
and if it be not correct, theire is little of 
science or hmnajiity” iu directing peoptew 
attention to a manifest absurdity ; for in- 
ternm|||> there can b© no need of “ autiaep' 
tic” remedies, eiuce there are no septic con- 
ditions to combat. We slioiild have thooght 
Mr. Akock, a practical man, undooblodly, 
might have foimd better emidoynjeuf than 
in making a wlome of tb« ephemor*) 
archives of the french ■, ollhottgH such a 
work might have done him credit twenty 
years ago, we are afraid it will do him little 
now. Where eo m«ch is ibttaded b report 
andlienr&ay, some things, at lenst/mayhe 
fake ; md with such subjectti, a man of 
Mr, Akock’s standing 5110014 not have dealt, 
Th® pohhc expect bettor things od' him.

t>f Englftnil. TLe publicity they every- 
i^erc Bcck, ia calculated to produce oa tbe 
minds of tho cnligbfeaed portion of the 
legislature, a most poturerful imptession of 
the honourable nature of their claina to the 
interference of Parlitwieat ; and the re- 
peated discusaion* to whi<sh the aubject has 
been Bubioitted, have been c{|ually calcu- 
lated to rouse the Memhers of our pro- 
fession froni the senseless lethargy into 
which they have for «0 many years been 
plunged, and to stimulate them to the per- 
formance of a duty they owe to themselves, 
to their brethren, ami to tiieir country. 
As wo have before stated, it is always de- 
eirable that public opinion should precede, 
and not folkm acts of parliament ; in whir.h 
case, 80 many of these enactments would 
not be viewed w'ith that disgust they now' so 
richly deserve. The claims of the Mem- 
bers of the medical profession to the pro- 
tection of the I.ogislature, are undeniable ; 
not so much on account of their own. merits, 
which, from the government pursued by the 
College, arc, we fear, rather of a doubtful 
nature ; but, on account of the benefits 
which they are capable of rendering to so- 
ciety, when they are aderjuately qualified to 
practice. It is impossible that tbe non-pro- 
fessional man can fomr tlie most distant idea 
of the qoajitum of human suffering relieved 
and prevented by the aggregate efforts of 
medical practitioners ) and etjually impos- 
sible is it for him to conceive how much 
tliis blessing might be increased^ if riiose 
practitioners were under tlie control of a 
local government, which had the irite^ty 
and talent to promote the cultiverioBtof me- 
dical and surgical knowledge. So numerous 
and striking are tire facts now bfefoTO the 
world, and the inductaons so self-evident, tlrat 
it is admitted in every quarter fhat a refbr- 
mation iii mwiical legislation is imperiouHly 
called for ) and what is more extraordinary, 
there appears to l>e no differettoo of opinion 
as to the NSTORK of the required alteration } 
every meeting that we have heard of 


having unanimously resolved to auppott the 
prayer of the London Petition, for a Com- 
aiittee of Inquiry with a view to ob- 
tain a Nxtv Cmabteh, in which it may 
be provided that the Members at large 
shall annuallif elect tho Council,— a privi- 
lege possessed by the Blembers both of 
the I>uhlin and Edinburgh Colleges; we 
are not, therefore, asking for that which is 
mipTecedented, and nothing we hope which 
the Legiidature will deem unreasonable. 
Wo will here insert the excellent Resolu- 
tions agreed to at Bristol ; and, from the ap- 
propriate and spirited manner in which they 
are worded, we feel confident they will be 
hailed with fiatisfaction in every part of the 
country. The petition is to be presented by 
tlie Members for the city, Mr. BgioiiT and 
Mr. Haet T>avis, two gentiemeii of weight 
and talent, and who, paTlicukrly thfj former, 
take an active part in the proceedings 
of the House.

The classification of Sauvaget 
was almost universally adopted, until another 
new arrangeroent of diaeasea was proposed 
by the celebrated I.iimiRus, Immedintely 
afterwards another system was proposed hy 
Vogel of Gottingen, and lastly, Cullen pub- 
lished his system of nosology, which with 
some, and these often trivial alterationa, has 
since botii verv genfrally adopted in the 
difleiciit nutdiciil sdiools, both in this coun- 
try and on ihe coniiiu/iit.

HYDROCYANIC ACID IN DYSPEPSIA.

He 
assumed their Lordships tliat he had no con- 
nexions with the parties on either side, and 
did not care three farthings, as far aS respect 
to tliem went, whether the bill passed or 
not./ He looked to the bill merely with a 
view to the public ; and as it w’as esaentially 
connected with tlie health and well-being of 
maiikind, considerations well worthy the seri- 
ous attention of every one of their Lordships. 
'I'ho Corporation of Surgeons, his Lordship 
said, was a livery Company within, and be- 
longing to the jurisdiction of, tlse city’* of 1 ..on- 
don ; but nowit was proposed to erect them 
into a college, with all the lugh-floundiug 
titles of President, Vice-PreBident, Censors, 
Pallowa, &c. They were clearly a corpo- 
rate company, anti a part of the city of Lon- 
doHj, though tlie contrary liad been asserted ; 
but no barrister of three years standing, 
could have been so ignorant as to have 
maid so. 

The absurdities and contradictions of this 
■wretched bill w^ere so obvious that several 
noble Lords had tried in the committee to 
offer means of amelioratioTi. Various regu- 
lations and amendmeiTts had been suggested, 
and it was understood at the time they were 
lo be adopted and inserted ', but.nevertheiesa, 
they Were not to be found in the bill. Several 
of the by-laws of tlie company appeared 
most absurd. By one (fortified too by Etrone j 
penalties,) no member was to attempt to 
practise phumiacy, midwifery, nor any thing 
of tliis kind. All who thought proper to de- 
file themselves with touching medicines 
were to be excluded from being oxaminers, 
or from office, or r'auk in the College ; iuj|d i 
yet tlm persons who brought iu this bilj^'g^ - 
plied to .Parliament to enact a 

College of Examiners, and in thegB.4jxami- 
nations they were to pass or not only 
practitioners in pharmacy fyi^ the British 
tlominions^ biU uU tlie suT'iniis, both bf the 


anny and navy, who mufit also understand 
pharmacy as well as surgery, and to whose 
care the brave defenders of the country, in 
boBi departments, were to be intrusted; 
for what soft of surgeon for either the army 
i or navy, would that man prove who was un- 
acquainted with pharmacy 1! Why phar- 
macy was not to he practised by a surgeon 
who W'as to he an examiner, was to him a 
most unaccountable objection. These as- 
suming examiners disdained the idea of 
dealing in a knowledge of drugs and medi- 
cines, and yet they had the presumption to 
set themselves up as arbiters of the prac- 
tice of those who were obliged to take into 
their account the safety of thousands of the 
mostuscfulmen in the community, both phar- 
macy and surgeiy. Tlvey were to examine 
and pass judgment upon the knowledge of 
others in pharmacy, which they had them- 
selves branded with the idea of being be- 
low the, dignity and knowledge of a surgeon, 
and to which, therefore, as eurgeons, they 
♦disdained to pay attention. For his part, 
he could wish, and be happy to move, that 
those wlio had the honour of taking cM'e of 
the poor soldiers sailors who fought the 
battles of their ^ tountry, should not be 
tlu'own on this f esumpti'ous body, and he 
ohliged to pay i^^em ubouV, thirly pounds 
additional for tl^, liberty of p., Itising, as 
a mark of honou, OTd merit, and 
Uanu-nt would t* ;e them into consideralion, 
and' suilably 3^'^ard them. A man who 
! ventured to o'cercisc any of these protscribed 
branches ^ tbeir sciehd© <m' art, was ren- 
dered ijj^pable of being promoted to any 
rank^^ the College. What was still more

fied, they would, in consequence, become 
refiected towards the heart, and shut up the 
area of the aorta ; but I now see no reason 
for ibis opinion. 1 have positively fo:i:s<i 
tlm valves ossified, in cases where they iti-i 
shut up the area of the aorta; and 1 have 
seen other cases, m which the left ventricle 
of the heart became excessively enlarged, 
without any ossiiication of the valves at all.

I have now to speak of tlie morbid ana- 
tomy of the lungs : This is one of the or- 
gans in which, when diseased action is pro* 
duced, the disease is tubei cular, as in |be 
liver and spleen. 1 know the matter may 
not be aggregstod* it may not be diffused ; 
it may make a sort of solid snbatance, but 
it I* tubercular. This is w'hat wp ctdl a 
consumption— -tubercles in the lungs. ISow 
tliese tubercles are of vurious kinds, tod 
various sizes ; tliey are of ^dl sizes and di- 
versities of texture, according to tho oou-* 
stitufion. Then \s'e may ijuestion whether 
these tubt^rcles are organisc^d or not t tVo 
know that tiiey suppuraU' nud break into the 
lungs.

You 
have likewise trunks of ahsorhentB in com- 
pany with the arteries — always in company 
with the blood vessels ; he has injccfi-d t!i«‘ui 
running in company with tin- diili-rMn 
arteries. He has injected subcutaneous 
absorbents every where. 

Now% tlien, the superficial absorbents of 
the thigh come to the groin, under a num- 
ber of glands tivat are situated about Foil- 
part's Kgament ; tliey arc* generally five in 
number, and are arranged, as it were, into 
two rows, one row above the ligament and 
one rfjw below it. 'tbese are the glands in 
the groin which are So often diseased ; there 
is an ingniml phalam't as they tall it, and a 
fenuira! jthahmt , and this is said to deserve 
tlie attontioa of the surgeon, inaamuch as it 
may denote the cause of disease. If for 
instance, you have one of the glands t . the 
iiiguiiial phidaii.v disi’n.si'd, you may suppose 
it arises from irritation in the gcmitals, to 
the tosticIcB , and so on } but if it be in ttie 
hwurrovr, it may &nm from utem hx the leg.

Wo one that I ever knew of, ever attempt- 
ed to demonstrate absorbents in the skull or 
brain, till Morgagni did, and he has assert- 
ed that be has injected them. I'here are 
wiantities of absoTbent glands in the course 
wd’N^ep-seated vesflelB of the neolc, as 1 
baveTSfei in cases of general disease of 
those glailf^.

Ajpeicrifrtmt ^ the Fluid found in the Crtaiium 
mnd Spine of Man and some f the Manmi- 
M fereun animals. 

r Magendik hH 3 recBDtly jraad to the Insti- 
tiitA^ two papers on this iuteresting subject 
ot‘ which the toUowiug is »n analysis. To 
« the fluid here described he has given the 
name. n( cephilo-raekidien. 

This physiologist commences by de- 
termining the totfd W'eight of the fluid which 
he has found to vary in tlie adult, from two to 
five ounces. Among other uses this liquid 
appours more especially de.stmed to waiu- 
taiti the whole cavity of the cranium and 
spine iu a state of plenitude, particularly in 
the advanced periods of life when the 
shrinking of the brain and spinal marrow 
tends to leave a certain vacuity in the cavi- 
ties mentioned, which would very much 
interfere with the support of life. A fact 
wliich appears to support thi.s opinion is, 
that he has alwav-s found, in tlie infirm and 
decrepid old women who have died at 
the Salpetriere, this liqitid in considerable 
. \i!:‘i-'roU 8 ei|)eruaentshave.oon- 
U'lii I ;ii that when this fluid is 
drawn olf, it is again secreted like the 
liumours of the eye. 

The ordinary effect of drawing off this 
fluid is the production of a state of torpor 
and hebetude wliich continue until tlie re- 
ju'oductiaii of the fluid. In two cases the 
animals were thrown into %'ioleat convul- 
by its abstraction, which continued 
fiWwo'or three days. An artificial accutnu- 
littlon of the fluid produces paralysis by its 
pressure. The disease known under the 
name of spim bifda, consists, according to 
M. MagGndie, of a .specie.* of hernia nr pro- 
trusion of the meinluiiiH-s containing this 
fluid, In children afilicted with tins dis- 
ease, he lias produced the same '\.i p..' 

by pressing upon the tumour as he aid in 
animals, by increasing the quantity of the 
liquid.

Diie degitMS. Having abstracted a certain 
ainoimt, and having allowed it to cool down 
to teu, he found that on injecting the same 
fluid a degree of trembling and moinmitory 
paraly.sis were occasioned : and it was aW 
observed that if the canal were refilled with 
the same liquid at the same temperature at 
which it was ftbstracted, no evil symptoiBS 


appeared. Tlio inference drawn is, tliflt a 
temperature of thirtp one degrees * is indi«- 
petisable for the integrity Ci the functions 
of the brain and spinal niarrrv. 

Magendie conjectures that this fluid miiy 
play an imponant pan in the developibrniC 
of electricity, which tha recent experiments 
0# M, Hecuercl apjmar to support. TheHo 
two geatiemeu are about to undertake a 
series of experiments on the subject. 

It M-as fomevly supposed that the ventri- 
cles of tho brain were lilled with the fluid 
found ^ere alter death ; hut aomo roodetm 
anatomists have rejected that opinion, and 
contended that they contain during life only 
a light vapour which lubricates tlu'ir eidiUM 
and that when fluid is found there, 
he regarded as a pathological ^Iftlou. 
Magendie appears, however, to solved 
this problem. He examined, wjlB the great- 
est care, a r ofjmlthy brains ; 

and he aatisheu iiitnaell jMf, there ia an 
opting between the floo'^w the fourth ven- 
tricle, and tlie spinyl^^cuvity immediately 
beneath the aracJlimid nuunhraue. This 
communication, he adds, is established by a 
round opening placed between the two jk)s- 
terior cerebral arteries, and is, at least, 
three lines in diameter, sometimes lar^ei';

oalmus scripkirim. Magendie ])ro|)ose» to 
call this opening the entree des caviih du err- 
neau, 01, if it may he deemed preferahle to 
preserve rlie ancieni phi iiseology, tho mtn'e 
des tmtticaks oerehmm, “ the opening of th« 
cerebral ventricles." It appears, tlien, from 
this discovery, that the fourth ventricle 
communicatea with the third, and tlie third 
witli the lateral ventricles, and that thf r>' 
exists a direct communicHtiou beiween th.» 
fluid of the spine, and all the cer.hul cavi- 
ties. Magendie n.'isertB, that in all the 
morbid affections of the head , such as acute 
and chronic hydrocephalus, in wliich tiiere 
is a dilatation, more or less, of the ventricles 
of the brain, thi.s ojieniug, imd also the 
aqueduct of Sylvius, uro very much dilated.

J709. He says, “ a man born blind Veiiia 
made to see, would, at the first opening of 
his eyes, make very different judgments oi 
lln- maguTi'l , ■ f oh |t!ct« intromitted by them 
n'.-ii (io. He would not con- 

sider the ideas of sight with referemce to, or 
as having any eonnexiou with, the iileo ol 
touch.*’ It may also be observed, that in 
the present case the blmducfls was more 
complete, and the period at which vision 
was acquired was much lat;er in life, tbsm in 
any instance wliioh has hitherto been re- 
corded. 

The lady, whose case forms the subject ol 
this paper, was observed, during the first 
months of her infancy, to have sometliing 
peculiar in the appearunoe of her eyes, and 
an unusual jrropiiig manner, which made her 
parents suspect (hat slm had defective 
vision. When shout six mouths old, she 
W88 placed under the car#, of a Parisian 
oculist, w'ho performed an operation on both 
her eyes, with a view to afford her sight. 
The operation on the right eye was, how-

The operation on the left eye, though equally 
lunouoceesfulin attaining its object, was not 
followed by any alteration in the fjffm or 
siae of the globe. From tlie accoun^ated 
by herfriendstit was impossible to lo^^Lany 
Correct notion of the state of her cyeWre- 
vious to the operations w'hich were per- 
formed. It seems, however, extremely pro- 
bable that tlie blindness, which waaattenfc- 
ted to be remedied, had been produced % 
congenital cataracts, and that these opera^ 
tions had for their object the removal of the 
opaque lenses. 

From the above early period she had con- 
tinued totally blind, being able merely to 
distinguish a very light from a very dark 
room, but wHitbout having the power to per- 
ceive even the aituation of the window 
througli which the light entered ; though in 
sunshine or in bright moonlight she knew 
the direction from whence tlie light ema- 
nated. With regard tb ere fore to the degree 
I of sight, this lady was more completely 
I blind than the boy in the celebrated case 
related by Mr. t'heselden, in the ,'15th vol. 
of the Transactions of the Royal Society ; 
for in that instance the boy knew black, 
white, and scarlet apart from one another ; 
and wdieninagood light he had that dc- 
gre# of sight, which generally continues in 
an eye affected with cataract ; ivlierens in 
this lady, the jinpil being completely shut 
up, no light could reach the retiua> except 
sneh rays as could pass through the sub- 
stance of the iris.

pexsioii, 1 mean merely to present a plain 
slarement of the facts upon which my daim 
is I’ouiulcd. At the time that claim was set 
up, 1 w;:s as ignorant as Dr. ElUofeum t.bat 
Epren,;el, Hufeland, Haller, and others, had 
])ie,"cribed hydiotyanic acid as a remedy iu 
ilyspepsia. ' 

In Dr. Liliotson’s work on the Efficacy of 
the Ilydrocj'anic (or VruBsic) Acid in Aii'eo- 
thms of the Stomach, which appeared in 
11520, the u«:thor acknowledges that he did 
not employ iliO I’niMic acid, until after he 
had rend Dr. Giunville’s Treati,se on the in- 
lerual use of the Hydrocyanic Acidj|\aml 
lie quotes from tluit work, a case whi^'hwl 
suggested to me the idea of pieficribing the 
hydrocyanic acid in, attbetions of the sto- 
mach, Although I might have conceived 
that Dr, Elliotson had not given the import- 
ance to my obseiwBlion on tlie eftect of the 
acid in that case, wiiich it mpfits. yetlRliould 
not have blamed him on this account ; but, 
in noticing the case, to use his own lan- 
guage, as Ml iustanee. of “ a heat of the 
tongue cured by the acid,” Im suppremd 
the following leasoning upon the modujs 
operandi of the remedy, which accompanied 
the ci-^e ; As the state of the stomach 
aftects tlie tongue by sympathy, perhaps the 
unexpected efl'ect of the acid in this instance, 
maybe ascribed to it' ndieviug the morbid 
irritability of the aurfaco of the stomach, 
thereby i ."iliriiig tin; iuM-i s of the organ to 
lie more ».h.wiv .vtn ii d, and of a niore 
healthy character.

Thi%'tter is only gratifying, as a *ymp- 
tom of the salutary terror which the past 
discussions, and the anticipation of future 
castigation, have imprinted on the minda of 
tite indolent drones of our Immed Udie*, It 
is evident tlwt tlie extra professional cura- 
tors have felt the gross impropriety and ab- 
surdity of the invasion etlempted to he made 
by the fellows of the College of Phyaicums, 
m the rights of their equally meritorious 
bretliren, and we trust they will go on and 
feel tliat the same privilege ought to be ex- 
tended to every member of the medical pro- 
fesaion, especially to that very numerous 
body of well informed and industrious prac- 


tiiionew to whiro the public is hourly more 
indebted, than to the idle dolts of the Col- 
lege of Physiciwa in twelve moatbi. It is 
said diat a fooling ex iata among the Fellows 
of the College, of tlie absalute nocesaity of 
their doing somotliinis, to redeem their char 
ratter with the public. If they are at last 
become sonsihlo of the altered circumstances 
of the times in which w’o Imi, we are glad of 
it, though it w^ould have afforded us mom 
pleasure to see their endeavours at a reform 
in the profefssion proceed from a purer 
source. We caimot, however, look ujmn 
the above letter a* a very pure apticimen of 
this spirit. We should be glad to see a 
good reason assigned for the licentiates of 
the College of Physicians being admitttd a* 
visiun’s. Why do they not, — why does not 
every person, practising physic in any of its 
branches (we do not even except the apothe- 
cary), walk into this national Musoura by 
right, by an equal right with those presump- 
tuous persons who live within the sainted 
pale of the College 1 This Museum was 
bought with the public money, was given 
for a public and useful purpose, and the ob- 
ject of the leg islature has been frustrated, 
w« Imve no hesitation in ssying, by a base 
and paltry trick on the part of the two Col- 
leges, The President of the College of Phy- 
sicians caused tlm words “ Fellows of the 
College” to bti insorted in the Treasury Mi- 
nute, well knowing that the |Jcrson8 to 
whom he addressed himself, believed every 
physician in London to bo what he ought to 
be, a fellow of the College. The worthies 
of tiw College, of Surgeons have gonO a 
step farther in chicnnoiy, and have wholly 
excluded every member dt the College, ex* 
cept tlm few of the craft, from the advan- 
mges intended for them by tlte munileent 
‘donation of the MitUmm of tlm country. 

It would be w«dL however, for the licon* 
tiaies of the College to pause a little, ere 
they avail themselves the privilege thus 
doled out to them, l^et theni refiecl, ftnd 
they will easily pmetvo that tiiil 
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ill not i4t>pt«4 without a party motive. 
fellows of tl»e College have felt the public 
Opinion too strong for them , and see that if 
they do not bend they must break. They 
are willing, however, to make an insidious 
attempt to ri^et tlic chains of the licen- 
tiates still faster than before. In the in- 
stances in wliich the just claims of the licen- 
tiates to he adraittad into the College have 
been subject* of litigation, the answer of the 
Court of King’s IJeneh has been, diat the 
licentiates, by signing their names to the 
laws of the College, admitted their justice, 
and cannot, therefore, be allowed to found a 
plea in court on their oppresedve nature. 
They may depend upon it, that the same 
uwj will be made of tl\eir signatures in the 
Visitors' Book, when the petition of a 
wronged profession is discussed in the two 
houses of parliament. Their having ac- 
cepted of tlvis insolent proposal, in which 
that which may and must eventually be ex- 
torted as a right, is miserably offered as a 
boon, will be constnied by the enemies of 
science into a tacit confesmon, that enough 
has been done. 

If anything were wan ting to urge the 
persons to whom this letter is addressed, to 
refraiB from inserting their name* in the 
Visitofa’ Book of the Collage of Surge. m*, 
it is suppUod by the terms of the resolution, 
at once insolent and crouching. We caU 
their attention, in a particular manner, to j

HOSPITAL REPORTS. 

ST. baetholomew^s hospital. 


CASE OP ItJEVUS MATEUNUS. 

Ak infant of four months old was admit- 
ted into tlie Hospital on Thursday, Jan. 16, 
on account of an aneurism by anaBtomosis 
(a snbciifii!!t-oiis iiiKiiis of considerable siae) 
Situated on the buck, about ibc middle of 
tbe dorsal sjiinc , the base of the tumour 
was nearly three inches in circuraferenco. 
At tbe time of hirtli a discoloration of the 
size of a sixpence was perceived ; shortly 
after tt became elevate^ nnd daily atig- 
ittcntetl up to the date of the jiaiii ui's adinis- 
siion: its pinsent form and size is that, of 
half a dtnall orange* The tumour is soft 
and compressible ; squeezed into the hand 
it >yields like 0 sponge, and is reducible to 
nearly one-balf its original size. On re- 
moving the pressnre, the tumour rapidly 
filled again. ‘Mr. Lawrence, to whom the 
case belonged, was disposed treat it by 


ligature. Tbe fatal hfemottbige that re- 
sulted from tbe excision of a nmvus, which 
occarred to Mr. Wardrop, made him doubt- 
ful as to the safely of employing the knife. 
The pr-Miuci ion of a slough by caustic was 
mentioned as having been attended with 
a liappv resuiT. ^1 r. Lawrence observed, that 
he hud had no expei ience in such cases, but 
tbe success attendant on tbe use of the liga- 
ture in a case recently treated by Mr, W ur- 
drop, had influenced him in his present de- 
termination, which meeting wilJi the con- 
currence of bis colleagues, the child, on 
i Saturday, was removed into the operating 
theatre. 

The basis of the tumour was transversely 
troversed by a needle carrying a double liga- 
ture ; it was tied both ways, so that either 
half of the diseased mass was included in a 
separate noose. Considerable doubt was 
expressed as to the ultimate well-doing of 
the child, many present imagining that the 
irritation consequent on the operation would 
be adequate to the destruction of life. Dur- 
ing tbe remainder of the day the child cried 
incessantly ; in the night it was ranch con- 
vulsed, and was exci'ssivcly fretful tbe whole 
of Sunday. Towards evening it took the 
breast for about three minutes, tbe first time 
since the application of the ligature ; a 
slight bleeding took place, wliich was ar- 
rested by the application of cold. During 
the night of Sunday tin- child was very mucli 
convulsed. On Mmnloy it again took tbe 
breast for about five minutes ; tlie parts in 
tlje neighbourhood of tlic tumour did not 
appear more irritated and inflamed than 
could have been expected. In the course 
of the night Weeding again recurred; the 
house-surgeon was sent for, cold was ap- 
plied, and tire bleeding ceased. Early in 
the inonung tbe child was extremely ill. 
At our visit, the sister of the ward informed 
us that its death had been hourly expected. 
Mr. Lawrence, wuth a double-edged scr jd, 
sliced off two-thirds of the tumour ; a piece 
of lint, previously wet wutli cold water, to be 
applied immediately ; about a desert spoon- 
ful of blood oozed from tbe part. The ex- 
cised part at first sight had a medullary ap- 
pearance. a firm and liver-like feel. Its 
sarface presented two appearances; the 
more internal resembled the substance of 
enlarged nymphic— the other was dark and 
grumoua, similar in appearance to diseased 
spleen. 

On WednesdiB^ the child was much bet- 
ter, it took tbe bifeast tolerably well; the 
ligatures wfjre removed on I'hursday ; a 
groove was perceptible around the basis of 
the tumour ; a poultice was applied, and on 
Friday the }-iOii;:h i sine away ; tlie ulcer has 
a heiiltliy uiaKiiliiti!):: appearance, and in 
tbe l■(Ulrf<‘ of a few Jays the child will leaw 
the Hospital.

ti» operation of extraction, on a man aliect- ! 
ed with capauio-lenticoiar cataract. A piece j 
of lint, wetted with cold water, was laid 
over the eye after the operation, tlie oppo- 
Bite eye darkened, and a loose bandage ap- 
plied over tlie whole, ao as more ^eetmlly 
to exclude the Btimulim of light. Strict or- 
dera were given that tlie bandage was not 
to he removed. 

On the following day three siickling pro- 
fg^s, scorning the idea of light being a 
stimnlos, and treating with contempt the 
idle suppoaitioTi of conaecative inflammation, 
trmmphantfy aet aside the (■n.'i; f in- 
junctions of Mr. Lawrence, by rnii.s-. ing all 
covering from the eye, and erpasing it to a 
stffMm of' Vivid Ught. After their exit, the 
sister of the ward, doubting the efficacy of 
thiH new' mode of treatment, replaced the 
bandage, Ac., and gently hinted to Mr. 
Lawrence, when he came to the Hospital 
the following day, that during his absence 
hi« orders had been treated with the most 
sovereign contempt. After questioning the 
man as to tlie feeling of the organ, Mr. Law- 
rence proceeded to remark ujnm the conduct 
of the tliree luminous bodies of the preced- 
ing day. He w’aa not before aware that 
there w'as an. individual belonging to the 
Hospital BO grossly ignorant of the common 
principles of his pct — so totally destitute of 
every the remotest ides Connected w’ith the 
principles or practice of surgery. A ny gen- 
tleman, eitlier present or elsewhere, would 
do him a great kindness by giving him the 
nameg * of the ofl’ending parties, fend he 
would take care they should n(»t go unre- 
warded. 

On Saturday Mr. Lark performed the ope- 
rdlion of lithotomy on a child, about four- 
teen years of age. The first incision w'bs 
foUpwed by a tremendous gnsh of blood 
irflkthe fruntewi.'tpcruKrt arieiy, which was 
en^nously enlarged ; the vessel was im- 
mediately secured by ligature, and Mr. Earle 
proceeded to complet,- ■ . ■■ “at -v.-. ; tlie 
calculus was of the ■i.-.. . the 

child had been labouring under symptoms 
of stone for tlie last ten years. Mr. Eark 
had si?en a similar case of enlarged Iraiix- 
ueitM pri«a;i artery in a child, upon whom 
he ojkrated some years since at Christ’s 
Hospital ; he lelt inclined to attribute its 
enlargement in those cases to the long-con- j 
tiauel irritalina kepi up by the stone in : 
the bladder.

Henry Arnold vras admitfed into Hcinry’s 
Ward, on Thursday, January ^5, having an 
ulcer on the kg, of an inflammatory looking 
character. Being a robust and plethoric, * 
subject, sixu^en ounces of blood rvero 5r- ' 
dered to hty taken from the arm , (left) and 
a dose of calomel and jalap exhibited. On 
the following Sunday, Jaiiuary S8, he felt 
a degree of stillness at the elbow-joint : 
which, however, bf' considered too iriviul 
for notice. During the lught bis sleep was 
broken and interiuptcd, and on being quea-* 
tioned as to the cause, expressed himsolf 
as if he felt a peculiar and imlescrib- ^ 
able sensatiou in his Iiead.'* IVlondttjr, 
passed through witlmul any one’s attention 
being directed to the patient’s precarious 
state. He passed a restless night, being 
delinous at times. On Tuesday, January 
30, Mr. Lawrence being at the Hospital, his 
attention was drawn to the patient’s situa- 
tion by the sister of the w'nrd. The arm, on 
examination, was found considerably tume- 
fied, tense, and augmented in tempernture ; 
the veins were eukrged, and had a cord-like 
feel. Ou com|)aring it with the opposite 
extremity, the increase of »ixo was strikingly 
manifest, the tumefaction having extended 
beyond the lower margin of tlie pectoralia 
major.

of October last, he fell and atmck the pan 
npinst the shaft of a wagon ; oonBiderahle 
bleeding took place into the mouth. A 
• fortnight after the receipt of the blow, tlie 
tumefaction aenaibly augmented ■» the pain 
became more severe, and of greater dura- 
tion, and toward the end of December, ex- 
foliation of a Bmall portion of bone took 
place close to the biciiapid tooth, which 
w'u» follow'cd by temporary relief. I'he 
Bwelling continued to increase up to his ad-, 
mission into the Hoapital, on the 4tli of 
, .Fchruary last. On examinatjon, tlie dis- 
ease extended from the angle along the 
ramus of tlie right side, as far as the cus- 
pidaii, and theuee backwards to the basis of 
the tongue. A concavity, of almot an inch 
in depth, occupies the vacant alveolar pro- 
cess, extending from the bicuspid tootli to 
the ramus of the myio-hyoid line. The 
Hwelling has a firm caitilaginous feel ; the 
glands of the neck appear free from disease, 
and likewise the integument covering tlie 
diseasi'd bone. A poitiou of hone being 
felt in the hollow, a jiair of dressing force]>B 
were introduced, and tlve fragment extracted. 
Since the remoriil, the patient has eK}»eri- 
enced little or no pain : an occasional fetid 
discharge takes place. As the jaws will not 
admit of a wider separation, Uian merely to 
admit a small finger, masti<iation is per- 
formed with much difficulty. The only 
treatment that has at present been adopted, 
consists in the exliihilion of Plummer’s pill 
every second night, and occasionally a d m 
of liOusc physic."

As the Royal tradesmen are so fond of 
imitating D.'.n Quixote, they cannot think 
us culpimle, if, like Sancho Panza, we lug in 
a quotation hitfilly iriaccordant with the 
pteccedhig lU'dicatum -— by way of motto. 

“ A young man who has money enough, 
becomes a dresser without reference to liis 
qualifications. I have known a youth from 
the country, who knew nothing of his pro- 
feasion hut what could he gained from tlie 
use of the pestle and mortar ; who had 
never before entered the wards of an Hos- 
pital, commence as a dresser to a large 
Hospital in London, and on liis accident 
day, have the first arrangement of a fracture, 
the dressing of a burn, the examinatiou of 
a strangulated hernia, or the. first treatment 
of an injury to the liead ; and I have seen 
him daily poking a bougie into the Btriclure 
of an irritable and inflamed urethra.” • 

A few weeks since, a man was brought 
into Ilahere’a Ward, witli simple frseture of 
the tibia, about three inchs from the tuber- 
cle, with slight abrasion of the integument 
near the fiaeture. 'I'lie limb was placed on 
splints, and all W’cnt on well for three or 
four days. On the Friday, w’hen seen by 
Mr. Lawrence, nothing wnusuol presented 
itself.

Lawrence lo see tlie limb, saying he was 
i4i/rai(i it was not going on quite as well as 
could he wished. Lpou the removal of the 
clothes, a pretty leg indeed was displayed to 
view'.

On iiK|«iry, we learnt that while 
descending a step about two feet in hdglit, 
witli a barrel (weighing 1 cwl.) upon hia 
shoulder, his foot slipjiel, ami be fell on his 
sacrum, the barrel resting on the hack of the 
head and upper part of foe neck. From this 
situation he was relieved by some by- 
stjjders, and brought here. 

^ labours under a complete loss of sen- 
sation and voluntary motion in every part 
below the neck. Hespirotion is i>erfom«d 
solely by the diaphragm, and foe aMomi- 
nal muscles do not appear to act b edtpira- 
tion. He is quite sensible. His pulse is 
weak and slow ; tlie surface of his body is 
quite cold, add he baa o constant prkfasm. 
He was placed carefully in bed. At ten 
p.m., he had in some measure ralliml ; the 
pulse, from being weak and slow, Imd be- 
come full and hard ; the respiration was 
hurried, and tine heat of the body increased 
beyond the natural standard. It was con- 
sidered priide.nt to abstract sixteen ounces 
of blood ; id' I r wlii.-li four grains of calomel 
tad ten of julftp were administered. The 
catheter was introduced (the expcllaftt 
powder of the bladder being lost) autt four 
ounces of urine were drawn oft.

, ©tat. 6^, wa» admitted into Job’s 

Ward oil tlie i Jtli of Febraai'y, ander the 
care of Mr. 13, Cooper, on account of etran* 
gulated scrotal hernia, of the right aide. 
The patieut stated that be had been aftected 
with hernia about twenty years, and that he 
usually wore a truss. 'Ion day a previous to 
admianioii, whilst at the privy, and when 
\be truss was on, tire hernia desceaded ; he 
attempted for some time tO' redace it, but 
failing, he sent for his medical attendant, 
who also employed the taxis without elfect. 
He was then udvUed to come to the Hos- 
pital, but Mbsliaalv'.r it fused ; the bonmls 
were n- i i« lu■\^■d li'iritij, the ten days prior 
to his aduiission, Qnd he had frequent 
vomiting of offensive matter. Ue had tahen 
largely of purgative medicine, had had in- 
jections, and heeu hied from the arm. When 
admitted, there was considerable tenderness 
of the abdomen, but not of the tumour, 
which was not of very large siae, and had 
the usual shape and appearance of scrotal 
hernia. I'he pdlse was small, with a degree 
of hardness in its beat ; the countenance 
was anxious. 

The patient wms put in the warm bath by 
the direction of the dresser, (Mr. Fagg ;) 
he was bled to syncope, and the taxis then 
employed for a considerable length of time, 
but without producpig any change in the 
tumour. Blr. Cooper now' saw the patient, 
and immediately recommended the opera- 
tion, to W’hich the poor man assented. 

O/wration. — J’he usual steps of the opera- 
tion were observed, as far as the opening of 
the sac ; on doing which, a large portion of 
omentum w'as seen ; and, on raising this, a 
small knuckle or fold of intestine was found 
lying beneath. The omentum w-as adherent 
to the sac, as well as to the intestine ; and 
its rilality was evidently so far destr'Oyed, 
that Mj. (. ooper deemed it proimr to re- 
move it, only laaving a small portion at the 
mouth of tin* sue. (’fhe omentum which 
removed was found to weigh upwards 
of thru ..'".ii c.s.')

tolerably comfortal>l«, and apparently fe»> 
lieved, until about tlnree qnarters of an 
hour had elapsed, when a sudden collapse 
took plsce. The pulse became so feeble, 
tliat, at the wrist, it was scarcely to be dis» 
tinguished ; the abdomen was exquisitely 
lender and tumid ; the extremities were 
cold, and the whole surface of the body was 
covered with a cold dainmy sweat. In ad* 
dition to these syioptoms, there was great 
restlessness, anxiety of countenance, and 
frequent vomiting ot feculent matter. The 
floor man did not rally in the least, hut died 
about six hours afterwards, with little or no 
change in the symptoms, enumeratod above. 

The body was removed to Deptford by 
the friends, a few hours after the patiemt's 
decease, and it was with great difficulty 
that an examination was obtained. We 
learn, that on laying open the abdomen, a 
strong feculent odour was perceptible, and 
the cavity of the pelvis was found to be 
filled with feculent matter. The omentum 
W'as seen crossing the brim of the pehis, 
and passing to the mouth of the sac, the 
}>ortiou which laid within the opening of 
tlie, sac was in a gangrenous state, 'i'ho 
stricture appeared to have been freely 
divided. There was a fold of intestine 
lying at the upper part of the pelvis, dis* 
tiuguished by its dork colour. It was a 
portion of the ileum, not far distant, from 
the mouth of tlie .sac, and was evidently tho 
knuckle or fold of intestine which had been 
strangulated, and was returned in the opera* 
tioii. On pressing the intestinal contents 
into this fold, they were seen to pass out of 
two small openings in tlie gut, one on each 
side, and immediately at the part where it 
had been crossed by the strictore. Tha 
openings had the appearance of ulcers, and 
the peritoneal coat appeared to be destroyed 
in several parts, about the seat of striclicre. 

It is evident that the immediate caiu<^ of 
the patient’s death was the rupture of tlie 
intestine, and tlie consequent effusion of 
feculent matter into the kbdomen. The 
propriety tif returning tlie intestine, con- 
sidering its ajipeBi’auce, was to our minds 
lughly queationttble at the time of the ope- 
ration ; and it also appeared to us, that Mr. 
Bransby Cooper did not sufficiently draw 
down tlic intcBtine, after dividing the stric- 
ture, so as to expose the healthy or un- 
strangulated portion. Had lie done this, he 
would certainly have fierceived the gangre- 
nous apots, (at the tmmmediate seat of 
etrieture,) which, as we find, gave way ia 
the course of a few hours alter the opera- 
tion, and thus oocasioned a fatal terminatioa 
of the case,

The exterior of the lungs 
W'as of a dark colour ; the lobules project- 
ing considerably nbove the interlobular 
sepiB, and being einphysemnlous in many 
places. In the hubstanre of the lungs w«» 
found art iTuinenBo number of tubercles of 
the first nnd second degrees, siod contrary to 
what is usually observed, they were as nu- 
inerotis and tv* much advatujed towards the 
thii||ltetag(j (softening) in the lower, aa in 
tlieTqiptr lobes. The intervening cells 
contained a large quantity of pulmonary 
black, and tliey' gave, on pressure, a red 
spumous fluid. The jmricardium contained 
aeveral ounces of straw coloured aerum, 
and throughout its W'hole extent, inter- 
nally, was covered by a yellowish false' 
mcmbriiiic, which was soft and not orga- 
nised; on fictRpiug nil this meiribrffiae, the 
blo«<l Vessels exhilib d a number of red 
points. Hi LIT- uiis simple itypertrophy of 
the. left veiitvide. hypertrophy with slight 
dilaUitioK of the right, and the TtmaeJa and 
cavities of the light aide were disteuded 
with blaik blood. The onlic ea were aatu- 
ral ; but tlie aorta, to its bifurcation, pre- 
sented numerous w'hite patches, whicli ra- 
ried in characn;r from condensed cellular 
tissue, to fibro-eartilage and bone. 

AWoweR.— In the dwodcu«K»/ tlie mucous 
membrane was red, tliichuned, and harder 


than natural. In the small kteitiuea, the 
mucous mambniftt* w^as observed to be gene- 
rally in » tbickaned state, and, at some parts 
of tiie ileum, softening was apparent. The 
liver wns hard, but naturnl in colour ; the 
pancreas also hani, but urmouing no signs 
of disease. The spleei' and kidueys wefo 
apparpistly henllhY. 'fi.e nm.ous mem- 
brane of the bladder was more inje-cted tfeah 
nataral ; tbe testicles were nnu«iia!ly small.

Marly In the uumth 
of Stqitembor last, he was wd'uitied into tljis 
Hospital under the care of Mr, Green, and 
from the time of admiraioii to the operation, 
recourse was had to an almost cmllehs variety 
of local ttjipUcations in order to obtain cica- 
(riziitioii, but wiCbout eftt'cl. At length it 
became appureut that the continoul drain 
kept up ou the patient's conUiiutum by the 
discharge from aivch an oxtenpivc seireting 
surface, had ao far impaired the gemral 
health, that serious con.sequeuceB were 
likely to eusufe unlew the hmb were re- 
j moved.

. CASK OF STHANOUl ATEn FT.MORA t HERMA. — 
OPKEATIOM, ANl> FATAL TERMINATION OF 
THE CASE IftOM PERITONEAL INFLAMMA- 
TION. 

A woman of spare habit, 63 years of age, 
was brought to the Hospital at raidniglit, 
on the 5th of February, labouring under 
strangulated femoral hernia of the right 
side. She w'as admitted into Ann’s Ward, 
under the care of Mr. Tyrrell. 

The patient stated that she first perceived 
ilu- f. previously, but it was 

rti;!i in:, or conatitutioual dis- 
turbance until two days had elapsed, when 
nausea, occasional vomiting, and pain in the 
abdomen ensued, and she souglit medical 
advice. The means had recourse to by the 
medical attendant, Mr. Toulmin of Hack- 
ney, consisted !-iiuply in ti.i- .ipplicatiou of 
coid and the l■IP|l!(<yrl,l■ll: o;' l):: taxis. 

When tlie patient was admitted, the dres- 
ser of tlie week not deeming tlie syraptoins 
urgent, contented himself with attempting, 
for a short period, to ellect the reduction of 
the swelling, and prescribing an aperient 
enema. At eleven o’clock in the forenoon 
of the fitli, Mr. Tyrrell saw the patient ; 
the abdomen at this time was tender and 
somewhat tense ; the swelling was also 
tender to the touch j it had an irregular 
feel, tod differed in some resjiects from the 
tumour of femoral hernia ; it extended out- 
wards, not beudinii: upwards in tlie usual 
mauner- There was nausea, occasional vo- 
miting, and some anxiety of countenance. 
Mr. 'I yr«'ll, under these circumstances, con- 
fiidered it expedient to perform the opera- 
tion, to which the pntiiMil siieecily gave her 
consent, and it whs ]ti>rior:ued at uoon. 

There were a number of enlarged "lands 
xpread over the hernial tumour, and it was 
lu'^^'SSi^;r\ lo divide *»Hne of these. The fas- 
cia propria niii ii)umi i,> h.i, finnly adherent 
to the herniui sac ; ilu- sa- , wlien laid open, 
wart fouRi'i to (M'.jiaiii :> .small knuckle or fold 
of intes^ne, which was of a dark il.icolat; 
colour. To the outer side of the sac Wa* 
a evat, wliich gave wa;. to the pressure of 
the direcuir, aiid abuiii half a drachm of pug 
uscuped, .After dividing the stricture uud 


returning the intestine, the oppefidix eaei^ver* 
tnifomis was found passing to the outer side 
of the sac and connected to the cyst, from 
wiiich some matter was now found issuing 
tlmt was sup^Krtsed to have a froulent odour. 
There W’as no communication between the 
cyst and the cavity of the abdomen. 

In the evening of the day on which the 
operation was performed, the pulse became 
sharp, and it was thought proper to ab- 
stract Wood from the arm, and in addition to 
tliis, saline purgatives wmre admmistered, 
with aperient enemata. 

On the following day (7th) the report was 
more favourable ; the bowels, however, were 
but scantily relieved. Ordered pills of colo- 
cynth and calomel, and colocyuth injections. 
In the evening of tlie lUh, the symptoms 
became much aggravated ; the abdomen was 
then tender ; the pulse small and thready ; 
the countenance anxious, and there was a 
disposition to nausea. Ordered !i?() leeches 
to tlie abdomen, with the Bubseijuent use of 
warm fomentations. 

On the at noon, the pulse was small 
in volume, and upwards of 120; the coun- 
tenance anxious ; the abdomen tumid, and 
very tender to the touch, and there was dis- 
tressing sickness. Leeches were ordered 
to be applied, and a saline elfewescing inix- 
ture, with five drops of laudanum, to be 
taken every two hours. The poot^ woman 
died in the evening. 

It was found, on post-mortem examina- 
tion, that acute indammation of the perito- 
neiuu had prevailed throughoiit its wliole 
extent. The usual appearances were ob- 
served, as the agglutinatiou of the folds of 
intestines, by means of a yellowish coogula- 
ble lymph, and the eft'usion of serum into 
what is termed the cavity of the abdomen. 

It w’as olmerved, that the appendix^ici- 
vermiformia protruded through the*same 
o]>ening as the intestine ; it had contracted 
adhesions, which Were evidently of long 
standing, and it had consequently been for 
some time irreducible, llie canal of the 
appendix had become obliterated at the 
seat of stricture. There was. nothing satis* 
factory to be ascertained with regard to tlie 
cyst. The escape of feculent matter, it 
would seem, was suppositious.

a strong tendency to ittflcniittation ia any 
part, previously to the attack of fever, such 
part will be likely to feU into a state of in- 
ftammation daring its course. On tlie other 
hand, the brain, in some persons, is so prone 
to inflammation, that fever, with delirium, 
and other appropriate symptoms, is apt to 
arise during the course of other inflammn- 


mate, seaeon, and other circumstances. 
The^ accidental combinationg have led to 
erroneous conclusions, regarding the in- 
trinsic nature of the disease *, for they have 
been considered as proving, that no one 
organ is essentially or exclusively affected 
4u fever, but tlnat each in turn is equally 
liable with the brain to be so affected. Thia 
can only be judged of by attending to the 
symptoms of riie disease, and the order of ] 
their occurrence ; and if you do this, you 
will readily perceive that there is no founda- 
tion for such an opinion. 

In the flrst place, in simple fever, there 
are no signs or symptoms present, but those

where a strong predisjvosition exists to ab- 
dominal disease, inflammalionm the stomach 
or intestinal canal, is a very fretiuent con- 
comitant of fever ; giving rise to the enor- 
mous vomitings, often of grumous matters, 
(black vomit,) and to the dysenteric purg- 
ings, that so often appear as the attendants 
of fever in those climates. Tim liver is 
another part so disposed ; and accordingly, 
this organ is frequently attacked by inflam- 
mation during the continuance of fever ; 
and the bile, in some of these cases, being 
obstructed in its passage into the duodenum, 
and subsequently absorbed into the blood- 
vessels, occasions tire yellowness that has 
given origin to the term yellow fever, a com- 
bination that is altogether accidental. Bven 
in temperate climates, the abdominal vis- 
cera do not always escape. Indeed, I 
should say, tliat in a large proportion of 
cases of protracted fever in this country, in- 
flammation arises either in the peritoneal 
coat of the intestines, or in the raucous 
membrane, the latter Irequently resoUing 
from the inteuii • i:,'* ..■id- .im-i'' of ca- 
thartic drags. '! i-v. 1 ! ■ i-i .1 v' l-mg and 
hot summers, sucii combinations of Uiwpaihie 
fever, with abdominal inflammation, are ex- 
tremely frequent : and the liver partaking in 
the lUsease, its secretion is disturbed, and 
ofii-ii greatly increased, so as to occasion 
vomiting or purging, or both. Sue} are 
usltolly termed bilhas fevers. Cholera "mar- 
bus itself, is most frequently a combmation 
of fever, with inflammation of the mucous 
membrane of the whole alimentary canal.

When these cases ofcmpUmed fmr are 
examined after death, they pfesent appear* 
aoces that arc in confonnity with the symp- 
toms that existed (inriim Thus, in a 
great proportion of iii»iii;:ces of persons 
t^ing of fever, the mucous membrane lining 
the alimentary canal, (a part very open to 
ohservaiion,) is found in a reddened, and 
sometimes ulcerated state ; while, in cer- 
tain parts of the canal, the indammation ex 
tends to the general substance of thein- 
jte.Btine, rendering it of a dark-red hue. 
thickened, and contracted. The frequent 
appearance of changes of this kind in the 
intestinal canal, has led to the belief that 
this is the, essential seat of the disease ; and 
upon this uroiiud nii rely, the ti-rm gtittw- 
tnleiitk has ujqiheii to idutpathie fever ; 
as if it were a constant or invariable occur- 
rence. I’his, however, is not true. In 
simfde fever, no such effects of inflammation 
are found in tJje intestinal cftiuil ; it is only 
where a manifest disorder in the uctions of 
the canal exisl wl during life, that theem np- 
pearauces are met with ; so that, in fact, 
they may always be predicti^^d. The fre- 
quency of such nppeamnees in the present 
day, is aacribable to the almost constant 
and intemperate use of drastic purgatives, 
especially ctslaml, n medicine that is fully 
i-ap.-ble, in the three and five-grain doses 
usuHlly prescribed, of exciting itifiamina-

Where 
the intermittent is found combined with puf- 
mtmic inflammation, or even hepatic diseBse, 
if at all acute, it mtist be an extreme case 
indeed, that would deter me from drawing 
blood. In thus acting, however, you are to | 
remember, that the case is not one of active 
inflammation ; nor in general is it of recent 
occurrence. Tbe system, on the contrary, 
is often much reduced in point of strength, 
by the continuance of the disease. Large 
bleeding therefore is out of the question ; 
but the taking blood to the extent of five 
or six omioes at a time, and this repeated 
at intervals of two or three days for as many 
times, you may roly upon it, is both safe, 
and, under the circumstances I have stated, 
hightly beneticial. I am xiot contending, 
however, that bloodletting is always, or even. 
generally, proper in the cure of iniermit- 
tents. I think, on the contrary, tlxat it 
should be confined p.'incij'iHlly to the cases 
where the disease is of u nmiplirated nature. 
But it is of iroportauco thnt you should 
know; that tiie practice is safe, and that the 
fears usually entertained with regard toil, 
are wholly groundless.

We have^ however, couvinring arguments, 
jtiiat tise eutfinp !hrim}:h of the truiTi]»et may 
deHtrov the alreaJy fonix-d ovum. ^Ve shall 
(■I'tsilv fee how (‘rrotieoiis it from the 
afore-mentioned experiments, to determine 
whether we shall ascribe to them the pre- 
vention of tire formation, or only of the 
development of the ovum. Since many 
of the phenomena observed in the above 
rbcited experiments, appear to indicate a 
previously existing formation of the ovum, 
the results obtained from these can only be 
regarded as evidences, and not as decisive 
arguments against the necessity of the tran- 
oitiou of the semen into the ovary.* 


* The later experiments of Dr. BIuikIcII 
ore quite decisive on tliis point, although 
th "y also prove that generation may, to a 
certain extent, be accomplished without 
any contact of tlie male s(imen w'ith the ru- 
diments. The fallopian tubes of rabbits 
were divided, first on the oue side, and then 
on the other, and sometimes both at one 
time ; the vagina leading to the one uterus 
WHS divided, and then the vagina of the se- 
cond uterus V lastly, tliC vagina was divided 
lower down before its division, and the re- 
sults were perfectly satisfactory. In both 
the uterine and vaginal experiment, the 
womb, tbough it contained no foetuses, in 
many catJes enlarged, as in extra uterine 
pregnancy.

Uterus xnth that efiht ftetu** 
Innumerable injectiowa* attempted without 
success, have shown, that no direct con- 
nexion exists between the arteries of the 
uterus and the veins of the foetus. 

Magendie, by his experiments on living 
animals, anived at the same results. Ho 
injected poisonous and colouring substances 
into the vessels of the uterus, without hav- 
ing once observed any such appeai-ances as 
allowed him to believe iq the immediate 
transit of the same into tlie vessels of the 
feetua. After he had injected camphor into 
the veins of a dog, he allowed the circula- 
tion to go on four minutes undisturbed, and 
then took out a foetus from the uterus : the 
blood of the foe tus did not smell of camphor ; 
in a quarter of an hour be took out another 
ftt;tu8, the blood of which smelt very ationg- 
ly of thri substance. Fromwhic.'i it i.s clear, 
that if no immediate, at least a mediate 
transition exists, probably through the de- 
position of the arteries of the uterus, and 
the absorption by tb© veins of tlie ftetus 
From the foetus to the mother, no transit 
appears to exist. Magendie has often in- 
jected the most powerful poisons iu|o the 
arteries of the umbilical cord , witiiout being 
able to detect the least trace of them in the 
uterus. 

On the Reprodwtlon xf the Aeitisr. 

I'liK question, whether the nervous sub- 
stance is really reproduced, lias for a con- 
siderable time occupied the atteutioa of 
physiologists. Numerous experiments have 
h- ; tried on the subject, by the physiolo- 
.srVi of the last century, but the question 
at the commencement of the present 
century remained unaRswered ; and not- 
withstanding the united exertions of andm* 
mists, physiologists, and chemists, it ca Jiot

After the di- 
vision of a iierve, the extremities, particu- 
larly the superior one, became thicker end 
more vascular; coagulable lymph, baxiiii; 
the appearance of albumen, was poured out, 
and in a very short space of time permeated 
by blood-vessels. In the course of a few 
days, this coagulable lymph united from 
both ends, and vessels were 

soon formed in i: It nl!; acquired a 
firmer texture, the number of blood-vessels 
diminished, it shrunk together ns iu cicatri- 
zation, and the separated extremities ap- 
proached 6.1011 other more ; but it was dif- 
ficult to determtiie when tlie nerves w'er® 
capable of again resuming their functions. 
One rabbit recovered itself a little within, 
eight weeks, but iu the Idth itw’iisnot quite 
restored. This is the usual course in onecase. 
lie remarked that the ends of the nerves 
united by grtmulations. Incised and partially 
divided ivounds healed like those where the 
division was complete, and the functions 
sufi'ered little firom them. If a portion of 
nerve was removed, the nerve liealed in the 
usual way ; the long time which the healing 
required, has hoen the cause of many doubt- 
ing its real occurrence, .Mr. Swan even 
doubted himself the restoration of tlie func- 
tions, until the following experiment con- 
vinced him of the accuracy v-f the fact.

experiment. Soemmering and other anato- 
mists have also atlvanced the opinion, that

geonI Yes, tliis creature himself, a surgeon, 

‘ (at least he called himself such,) having ob- 
tained an Aberdeen or St. Andrew’s diploma, j 
which indeed any sweep in this town might j 
have procured only two or three years since 
without difficulty, has now tlie insolent 
presumption to speak of the general prac- 
titioner as belonging to an inferior gi'ade. 
In what maimer did this fellow allude to 
these gentlemen in his Number for Jiml, 
I8g6, whilst gi ving an account of the meet- 
ing of Members of the College, at the Free- 
masons' Tavern 1 Mark well the language 
of tliis great St. Andrew’s aristocrat, of this 
Jemmy Johnson, Surgeon. We quote from the 
above journal, page 581. “ The meeting 
contained a very small proportion of men of 
AtiS, NOTE, or iNELUENcE in the profession. 
The great mass consisted of the youngermem- 
bersof the College, moiuding Genera t,P«ac- 
titioners.” And now, whenMr. Lawhence 
stands forward to assert their just and 
legitimate claims to public consideration 
and respect, this Aberdeen or St. Andrews’ 
Doctor, steps into the arena, seizes the 
gauntlet, and flccnses Mr. Lawrence of at- 
tempting to produce EtiuALiTv. Hear the 
creature ; “ But the fact is, that Mr. Law- 
rence’s scheme in medicine, is just wlmt 
the scheme of Cohbott and Hunt is in society 
nt Inrge.—EQUAmy." (Fudgico for .lau. 
p. Sf 67 .)r True, Mr. J^awbence is anxious 
that thiire should exist such an equality of 
talent amongst medical men as would 
secure the puhlio from the pernicious 
practices of ignorant pretenders, and that 
this equality should be regulated by the scale 
of a judicjously constituted College. But,, 


j which the above passage indicates I Does 
not old Fudgico himself /eel, that the thing 
is impossible ; or, that if it were possible, 
Mr. LAWRKNf’E is the last man who ought 
to seek it, and that Jemmy should be one of 
the first ? Equality, indeed ! how, in a moral 
point of view, can such a state of tilings 
exist, whilst there are men of such opposite 
mental faculties, or, rather, whilst many 
have no faculties at aUl If Cobbett and 
Johnson were to commence the Spencean 
Byatem to-morrow, J emmy would be black- 
ing the shoes, boiling the kettle, or groom- 
ing the horse of the Political Leviathan, 
before that day fortnight ; and if lie w^ere ob- 
streperous, these would not be the worst of 
his occupations ! We are really at a loss to 
conceive why Johnson should speak so con- 
tumaciously of the General Practitioner. 
Mr. Lawrence, it will he recollected, in 
his admirable lecture, hinted at theestahli^- 
ment of a College, in which alx- should be 
examined without any regard to the present 
artijicial distinctions,” which examination 
“ should authorise tli£ individmt to practise any 
or all parts of medicine, and none should be 
allowed to practise without it.” We feel no 
hesitation in stating our most decided^* oii- 
viction, that tliis proposal, if properljji exe- 
cuted, would prove the ne plus ultra of 
medical legislation; it offers, at once, a 
protection to the public, and a safeguard and 
lionom* to the practitioner ; and the day 
must come, when it will h« adopted. It is, 
however, a scheme exceedingly shocking to 
tlie delicate nerves of our sensitive Aber- 
deen Doctor, who exclaims with apparent 
horror, ** thus, then, according to this 
Utopian plan, the metropolilmphysidan and 
surgeon, and the village apothecary and qc- 
eoncficur, must undergo the mm$ eenminatm.” 
I Oh, dearl how very terrible tins would 
I be to St. Andrew'* Doctors! He continpfs, 

I and couBequentiy, must have the saae 
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general and medical education I This If 
kquality, with a vengeance !'* The arro- 
gance and etupidily here exhibited are truly 
diagusting. W hat doe* the creature xaeau, 
by “ CONSEQUENT!. V must have the same 
general and medical education !” Does it 
follow, that if the different candidates wen- 
competent to surmount such an examina- 
tion as should establish tlievr claim to be 
intrusted with the care of the afflicted, that 
their educatit^^j^ust have been equal in 
degree, as well as in kind? Would not 
some, from tlmir superior genius and in- 
dustry, rapidly rise to the most exalted 
eminence, whilst others would remain 
Btationary, and not advance in reputation a 
Bingie point beyond the possession of their 
diplomas i Yet both classes, mere/y fmm the 
lirnciENCY of their examinatiouB, be equally 
entitled to the rank of gentlemen, and de-. 
jjerviug of the public conlidence ! Assuredly 
they might. The (luality and quantity of 
the test, are. all we have to discover to pro- 
tect both the public and practitiouor. And 
why should not “ the village apothe- 
cary and accoucheur/' (the rml gene- 
ral practitioner,) be or striiitly examined 
as the nietropohOta p/iyjfudan 1 Are the h' es 
of the country gentlemen, industrious far- 
mers, enterprising manufacturers, and un- 
sophisticatod agricultural labourers, of less 
vs^e than the tax-eating, half-smoked, 
haTPsuffbeated, lazy drones of this overgrown 
city? Once more listen, ye country “draff,” 
to what this Johnson says of you; “ Is’ow, if 
Mr. Law HENCE had given hiraswslf the 
trouble to think, for one small minute be- 
fore he *pok^, he would have perceived that 
mh an muALizATtos would place the 
ffecessary aequirements nlwae the reach of a 
pnipertion of oKNEii-vr rHAC-rmoNEns 
in the country— and that it would reduce the - 
said acquirements to too low a standard for 
those (such as Jemmy) who aspim to ho- 
nours and distinctions in citu!* and in the 
metropoliK.” Now It i« evident tlmt he 
wilfully ittaute the provdncial Burgetma, or 


that be is grossly ignorant of their talents. 
Talk of the acquir«ntmti being ahum their 
reach, indeed ! We can tell him that 
they are surpassed by no practitioners 
in this town, wtseUier pur* or imjwcrr 
there is no shifting of patients ^ith* 
them, from surgeon to physician — from 
jihysician to accouchoiir — ^from accouebeur 
to oculist — from ocnbst to dentist — ^from den- 
tist to eieetrici'AU — from electrician to fumi- 
^ator, &c. ; but they alike skilfully execute 
the most formidable of surgical operariojEs, 
and treat with the greatest judgment the most 
appullingoftboiie diseases denormnuted medi- 
cat. We sliall return to this subject. John- 
son’s affected and impotent sneers ut 
the liberal, enlighlened, and philosophical 
opinions of Mr. Law uence, cannot be more 
appositely compared than to the bUakinga of 
an owl at a noon- day aun.

« In thii review I am desirmiU to mclndo 

a case of some interest which occurred in 

the early part of the course, previous to my 
assuming the duties Of the chair, and Which 
is closely connected with the subject of 
strictures, on which I had the honour to 
address you last meeting. The case to 
which 1 allude is that of l^avid 1 umbull, a 
boy who w'as admitted into the hospital, 
lalmuring under an impediment to the ex- 
cretion of the urine, the result of an injury 
on the perina?um, and accompanied with a 
tumour in that situation, fonned, a.s 1 cou- 
oeive, by a deposition of lymph in the cells 
of the corpus spongiosum uretbise. The 
prominent symptoms, as you will recollect, 
were some degree of fulness, and tension in 
the region of the bladder— JisabiUty to expel 
the urine in a full or continued stream, while 
at the same time it dribbled away inces- 
santly, constituting a complete enuresis. 
Having, after repeated trials, failed in mak- 
ing my way through tlie injured part of the 
urethra, either with the gum elastic, with 
the plaister, or with the metallic bougie, I 
was induced to attempt a cure with caustic. 
I'liis was conveyed down to the stricture in 
the usual way, but after a few applications 
of the. armed bougie, it became obvious that 
the caustic was making little or no impres- 
sionon the Btricture, W'hile the constant stil- 
Heidium urina' was liquifying the nitrate of 
I silver, and difi'using it over the anterior part 
of the canal, which I stated, at the patient’s 
bed-side to the pupils, as my reason for dis- 
continuing the caustic. 1 afterwards pro- 
ceeded to cut through the indurated portion 
of the corpus spongiosum, and to lay ojmn 
the injured part of the uretlira on the point 
of a director, with a view of introducing a 
catheter into the bladder ; but, after a pro- 
tracted search, I found it impossible to dis- 
cover the posterior orifice of the canal, T 
therefore ordered the patient to he eonveywl 
to bed, expecting, that after suppura^yiHl 
should be established k the wound, I would 
be able, by observing accurately tlie jxunt 
from which the urine was discharged, to fi^ad 
out the opening of tlie urethra, and to lodge 
a catheter in the bladder. The Wound, with 
tliis view, was ordered to be poulticed, and 
the boy directed to grasp the penjs and 
compress tlie urethra, for the purpose of 
forcing the urine through the wound. Com* 
pre^iott was also applied on. the anterior 
part of tlie canal, by means of u ligature 
passed rotind the peu^s ; but this cotdd not 
be borne so aa to produce the desired efifect.

After informing us that the oneratlou 
’u« not new to him, having performed it at 
Masulipitam (for be it kactwn he has iHu n 


formed b^a deposition of Ijonph, which 
lymph he suhsecpmntly expects to remove 
by estahlisliing Buppnration in the part, and, 
as a proof of the correctness of the opinion, 
refers to the. partial disappearance of the 
tumour by tho Rbsorjituui consequent to the 
incision into the uretlira. With this very 
rational view of the case, (although an e,r post 
fa/Htofrcigaosis,) and with tlie preceding ur- 
gent symptoms demanding immediate inter- 
ference, what does he do ? Why, instead 
of carrying his own views into execution by 
the scalpel, he spends days — weeks, it? tlu- i 
employment of all aoi ts and siaes of bougies, 
elastic and metallic, as he calls them ; next 
tries caustic, the failure of wliich, accord- 
ing to his own explanation, he ought to 
liavl^ticipated or guarded against ; and 
having thus tried every means but the one 
deemed competent to a cure, he places the 
patient on the table, and fails in as favour 
able a subject a« ever operator had to per- 
form on. This, however, is not all. The 
urine, he says, from the first, passed almost 
entirely by the nataral orifice, and the 
Vvodnd, conlrary to his wishes, healed by the 
first intention- But did surgery iiftbrd no 
means for keepin g a wtmnd open I 'i his 
(jueAtion he in part answers himself, by 
eaumemting the means which were adopted 
for that purpose. Compresmou was o«sd to 
force the urine through the wound ; the 
iwila®, it isidiftitted, did |«m« tixrongli it;

disposed to enter into any hypothetical eJt* 
Tilonation, the reality of which rt is impos- 
eilde to establish. I should bo sorry to hint 
at any explaniitkm which might ^'■wsihl^ 
mislead you, or which could he construed 
into an attempt to screen myself from any 
supposed error j but 1 will confidently re- 
peat the assertion which I formerly made 
in regard to tliis case — ‘ it was not an in- 
stance of Ml accidtnt not very uncommon— 
it was not an instance of the injection hav- 
. iiig been thrown into the cellular jnemhraue 
of the scrotum.’ Had it been so, 1 could 
have fovmd no difficulty in explaining- it, 
and. if 1 know myself, 1 should Imve shown 
as little hesitation in avowing it.” 

As the writer haa already expressed his 
opinion that the operation ofiniection should 
not have been |)erfornied at the time in this 
case—an opinion in whicli he is borne out 
by tbe results of tbc case, by tbe practice 
of most surgeons, and tbe testimony of tbe 
most respectable authors •, he shall not re- 
pent lums(?lf on that point here, hut proceed 
to the statements before him. There w’as, 
then, no cicatrix on the scrotum of any 
extent. There w'as no sloughing after the 
former operation, unless the patient told a 
falsehood to the writer, who inquired par- 
ticubuly into tlie circumstance. No such 
occurrence was stated to have taken place 
in the account of tbe case by tbe oj.erat'-r. 
or was it reported in the hospital journal, 
farther than that a cicatrix had ulcerated, 
in consequence of the inflammation. But 
admitting tlmt the sioughiug bad happened, 
(and it is evidently conjured up to justify 
the second slougliini;,) what was the practi- 
cal infetence which ought to have been 
deduced from it 1— to use every precaution 
to avert such a coaaeqiienee again. Vim 
this precaution adopted ? Letth® whole his- 
tory of the case Mswer the question. Bat 
hear him out: be at one time thinks that ' 
the injection had unfortunately entered the^ 
cellular suhstjMice ; acts upon that behef,i 
by cutting into it; pmu>, he changes his i 
mind, on making a cyst by the preasure of; 
Im own fittjen ; dticlaces, mf, that it was; 
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not an instmce of mjdction into the cellular 
substance; and, as if to complete the climax 
of his contradictions, concludes by express- 
ing his inability to explain tbe phenomenon , 
while he is, at the same time, cock-sure 
of what it was not. Spirit of Sir Gilbert 
Blane, was ever such a specimen of medical 
logic evinced before, by a Fellow of tbo 
Iloynl Society of Fdinbuvgh ’■ 

Two cases of hydrocele form the next 
subjects of tbe author; but as tliey are of no 
further consequence than as attempts to 
parry the observations oi't'ered on them in 
The Lancet, the -writer slial! ]>aas on to the 
author’s grand defence of sutures, who 
wTites thus on the subjecd , after describing 
the flap operations in which tlie stitches had 
been employed 

On the same day on whicli I operated 
on Kinmont and Jardlne, 1 removed a carci- 
nomatous ulcer from tbe posterior part of 
the neck of Donald hTOelvray. In this 
case, as w'ell as in the two preceding ones, 
sutures were employed to retain the divided 
integuments in apposition ; adhesion how- 
ever did not take place in thi.s instance, and 
all the stitches except one were snipt across 
with tbe scissors at the first dressing, three 
days after the operation. Lpoii the employ- 
ment of sutures, 1 am desirous of taking this 
opportunity of offering you my sentiments, 
because 1 am aware, that upon this point, I 
difler from some eminent, individuals in 
the profession, for whose talents and expe- 
•iem-e I entertain the highest respect. 
Sutures liave been particularly blamed for 
exciting that erysipelatous inliamma^i of 
the scalp, with wliich wounds of UiePead, 
i.owcu r inanacid, are so exceedingly liahle 
to become affected ; but it does appear to 
me, that the complete closure of wounds by 
adhesive plaister, the irritation from the 
resinous matter in its compointion, and the 
obstruction of the pores of the skin con* 
tiguous to the wound by its application, are 
more conducive tp the production of eryiff- 
pelas, then the empfoymtmt of sutures ; aud 
my own experience goes to confirm tliis view 
of the matter, Those gentlemen who do 
me the honour to attend my lectures dU 
military surgery, ore weU aware of what 
Messrs. Pilrae ntid Louis, and others, have 
written againsl the use of sutureKiu wounds 
hut I do thinks Gentlemen, that 
twenty years bard work in the profossimi) 
I am just m well entitled to hold an opinion 
on this point as any one' of these writer*, 
and that opinion 1 can cmly be iadupdi lo 
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alter, In eot^sequenceof the results of future 
experience. There is little reason to change 
it, as long as 1 sec such obvious good results 
from the use of sutures, as in tlie eases of 
Kiuraout and ilardine, and none worse than 
in the case of M'Gelvray.” 

That adhesive plaster produced the effects 
ascribed to it here the profession was bng 
aware, before the author’s announcement, 
lint wluit does he do to prevent these effects, 
and to find a substitute ? first, by pricking 
the parts with needles, and then by using 
just as much of this irritating, erysipelas- 
produciiig, pore^obstructing, resinous com- 
pound, called adhesive plaster, as if the 
stitches had not been employed so at all ;

HOSPITAL REPORTS. 


GUY’S HOSPITAL. 


CASK or ai.ouGHiNc; or the c.enitaj.s, 

WHiOll TEJfMlNATED EATAUUV. 

Sii»A>5 PoiNTEE, ysi years of age, a woman 
of the town, was admitted into the Hospital, 
ontheSlst of February, under the care of 
Dr. Back, on account of jaundice, hut, it 
being subsequently discovered that she bod 
an nuection of the genitals, she waa trans- 
ferred to the care of the surgeon, Mr. Mor- 
gan. 

It was found upon examination tliat both 
of the labia piulendi were in a complete 
state of ga«gr(?ne, they were black and dry, 
emitting a most offensive odour, and to a 
considerable extent up the aMomen, and 
also in each groin the skin was of a dark 
red colour. Tlie poor girl stated that her 
reaidence was in the vicinitv of the London 
docks, and that she usirully Imd sexual inter- 
conrse with foreign sailors. She acknow- 
ledged, that she was accustomed to drink 
spirituous liquors, hut more especially gin, 
to an extent which is almost incredible ; at 
this same time, she partook of hut little 
food, and was exposed to night air and tlie 
vioissitudes of weather. She could not give 
ft distinct or sutisfactoi’y account of the origin 
of the wmplaiut in the genitals ; lint it ap- 
peftred from her description, that she 6rst

Mr, Morgan remarked tliat in such a 
cas( of extensive local inischief, with the 
addition (in all probability) of organic vis- 
ceral disease, he could scarcely hope to save 
the patient, 'i'he only indication to be ful- 
filled in this case be thought was to support 
the vis vita' ; he directed five grains of the « 
Ibulphate of quinine, one grain of ojiium, four 1 
grains of capsicum, and five grains of the 
carbonate of ammonia, to he given every six 
hours. Gin, or wine, and porter, ad libi- 
tum. The undiluted nitric acid to be ap- 
plied to the part. 

Tliese measures were complied with ; the 
poor girl, however, did not experience any 
benefit therefrom ; she died early in the 
inorning of the 2Gd, the second day after 
aduussion. The body was not examined.

Occurring in the practice of lieguhn and 
hregulars. 

. Case 1. The patient, 32 years of age, 
Was admitted on tlie 2dth of .January, under 
the care of Mr. Green, on account of swell- 
ing and rt‘dne.s8 of the integumeuts on the 
right side of the nose, with tenderness of the 
hone, and swelling of the mucous membrane. 

The history which the patient gave ofj 
his case was as follows : — He had u large 
sore on the penis about eighteen months 
ago, for which he came imo the Hospital, 
and remained several weeks; during his 
stay, he was kept under the influence ofJ 
mercury for at least one mouth. The sore 
eventually healed, and he was discharged 
cured. At the expiration of live montlis, 
however, he retunied to the Hospital with 
sore throat ; he w’os again admitted, and 
treated for the apace of two months. Mer- 
cury was again exhihited. Hi the month of 
August last, being a period of four months 
from his former sojourn in the Hospital ; the | 
throat once more becavue atfected, and he 
was admitted into Henry’s Ward, under the 
care of Mr. Tyrrell. On referring to the 
W^ard-book, we find that he had at that 
time, ulceration of the soft palate and pos- 
terior part of the pharynx, auu there was 
sikeady considerable destruction of the soft 
parts from former ravages. The uvula was 
gone. 

The patient said, that he had never been 
effected with eruptions ou the skin, or 
witli nodes on the bones. The nose was 
much Bwollen, being at the sKiuie time 
flattened and mis-Hbapen, and tlie skin on 
the right side was of a dark red colour ; tlii» 
appearance was of three -weeks standing. 

The treatment pursued in this case by 
Mr. Green, has consisted in the exhibition 
of five grains of Plummer’s pill at bed time, 
with deooction of sarsaparilla three times 
n-day. The use of tepid foinentatirms, oc- 
casionally of leeches, and subsequently to 
these, the application of light poultices, 
have had the etfect of subduing tlie inflam- 
mntiun of the nose, ami the report made on 
the 7th of March states, that the part is en- 
tirely free from redness, although the mee 
still continues swollen generally, and the 
mucous membnine on oxamination evidently 
remains thickened.

Inflammatory af- 
fection of the conjunctiva, with considerable 
intolerance of light. The case is one of 
those of which w'e see almost daily in- 
stances — one in which the whole system 
has been supenaturaUd wutli mercury, under 
the treatment of the notorious MhcdonaJd 
of the Kent-road, the man having, as 
he states, taken mercury upwards of nine 
months. The leading features in his com- 
plaint, are tlie intolerable pain experienced 
at night when warm in bed, and the tender- 
ness of the periosteal coveriug in every part 
of the body, but more especially that of the 
head. Air. Green directed the SBrsaparilla, 
with Dover’s powder, at bed time ; but they 
had not been given more than ten days, 
when the patient, from some cause, left the 
Hospital suddenly. The affection of the 
mucous membrane of the eye was only a 
j»art of the train of syru})toins consequent 
upon the general deruugeuient of the system 
produced by the abuse of mercury. There 
were no distinct swellings in the bones, but 
the patient had had emptions on the skin.

On tJie Pemoie Organs of Generation, 

HjiVWO gone through those functions 
which are necessary for the support of life, 
I proceed, in the last place, to speak of that 
by which the continuance of our species is 
efected ; and I have, to-day, to describe 
the female organs of generation, which are, 
indeed, very simple 5 you know a great deal 
about them already, having seen them in 
their natural situation. 

Os Internum Uteri . — It is scarcely possible 
you can fail to ascertain disease in the os 
internum uteri. Some people dwell a great 
deal upon this ; because it happens, some- 
times, that tumours displace the os iuter- 
num uteri, put it aside ; so that, if you find 
it where you do not naturally expect to find 
it, you may take it for some scirrhous dis- 
ease. Now, I really think, there’s little 
difficulty in medical men being able to find 
the os internum uteri, wherever it may be 
placed. It is not always oNorig, it is stane- 
times contracted in tlie middle ; but as the 
midw’ife teacher tells you all tliis, I do not 
think iy. necessBry to dwell upon it. 

Paf/apwm Trumpets , — The mllopian trum- 
pets are exceedingly vascular, and we must

ent degrees ; and that its actions are suited 
to the part which it inhahibs. Voluntary 
muscles act in a peculiar way , as they ought 
to do under the influence of the will ; and 
involuntary muscles act in another way, 
suited lo the part to which they belong. 
No doubt the action of the muscles, in this 
part, must be diflerent from the common 
muscular action of tlie body ; but, 1 think, 
a man must have a very strange mind, in- 
deed, who will deny that blood-vessels have 
a vital contractility to answer their own 
purpose. 

Ovanes. — Then what have I to say of the 
ovaries 1 They are oval bodies ; and they 
say, about the size of a pigeon’s egg ; and 
when you cut them open, a kind of fleshy 
substance is exhibited, but there is nothing 
pecuUni iu it. Here are some cut open to 
show' it; but really nothing can be made out 
of these parts, in the uninvpregnated state 
of the w'omb, which I am now speaking of. 
The appearances of the ovaries of the human 
species are exceedingly variable : you some- 
times see cells in them, and sometimes you 
do not ; in animals they are more uniform : 
in them, they seem to be fteshii substances ; 
and they say, cells may be seen in them 
with magnifying glasses. They are sup- 
plied by the spermatic arteries, and the 
blood returns by the veins. That’s all I 
have to say of them. 

r^. ■ ‘ TTii -I . described the struc- 
tur ■ rgaus of generation, 

which seem to be as simple as can be, 1 now 
go to the physiology ; and the first thing to 
he announced to you, and it need not be 
told, is, tliat the genitals of both male ami 
female, remain in a dwarfisli state, until the 
animal has attained nearly its full growth ; 
that they then enlarge very . ‘id- . .

I'liis 
discharge, at first, is iiTeguhar, but it soon 
acquires a very perfect degree of regularity, 
Occurring at the inten-al of a lunar revolu- 
tion, which has given the name menstittation 
to it, and which has led some foolish peojde 
to surmise, that it must be influenced by 
I ihe'Uf iTt ■ h'll ;■ nifin- |■■li(■u1.ulsopilli,mno^er 
was iiroac.hcd : ior if Tueii.-ii i.!itio!i dcj-emh-J 
on that plnnet, it -would he as regular as the 
tides, whicli are under the influence of the 
moon. Now, contrariwise, we know, that 
in every day of the eight and tw<'Bty, some 
woman is menstruating, and that there is 
no regularity in that res|>ect. 'ilien, what 
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IS to be COflceniing tbis 'discharge'? 
Why, I believe, I may venture to say, that 
It is almost peculiar to the human race. It 
i»as been said, that Nature, ever provident, 
knowing tliat females nuist at times support 
an infant, has prepared a surplus of nutri- 
rr^ient, M’hich, when it is not wanted, is j>o- 
riodically discliargo.d. Now this appears to 
he nonsense ; because the human female, is 
rwnifemis-~tii least, she seldom 
more tlian two at a time ; where 
will produce a deieu, and yet she does not 
nienslrnate ; so that Nature would seem to 
have acted iu contradiction to herself. The 
only rational physiology of it is, as appears 
to me, that it is a means of relieving uterine 
irritation, and preventing that strong degree 
of desire, which would render the party in- 
(kcent. Vou know how extremely urgent 
tliis desire i« in the hmu creation ; there is 
no relief; and, of course, if a woman had 
no relief from this desire, she would go I 
seeking the male as a gwd does. (Laugh- j 
ter.) 'I bis, then, is u discharge which re- j 
lieves uterine irritation — a discharge which 
is capable of reducing the vigour of the body. 
O, people have been examining this meu- 
Ktrnal discharge, and declaring that it is not 
blood ; and that it does not contain this, 
that, and the other thing : however, as far 
as I know, it does contain coagulahle mat- 
ter ; and 1 believe the red colour, to be the 
colour of blood. J t is notorious that women 
are weakeued by it ; tliere is that state in - 1 
(lured, which tends to take away from ' 
ventfreal desire ; there is a degree of weak- 1 
ntjsii induced, and thus is the extreme ofi 
sexual desire mitigated in the female. 1 
could produce many reaHons for thinking in 
this manner r those females who have been 
ediu;ated without much attention to decency, 
generally menstruate early ; and others who 
ha%been educated more decently, and in a 
TOO^refined manner, do not menstruate so ' 
early. I'hat uterine imtation, however, will 
bring it on, ia proved, because femakaBoon 
marry after it does come on ; and, in the 
course of time, it will cease aguiu.

very first man who led the way to thosu 
speculalious which hav(^ illustrated the pro 
I cess of tlve continuance! of the species. 
Harvey was, indeed, excessively pur/xled by 
j what lie perre-'ived : and it is curious that 
Harvey wrote a hook upon the generation of 
itiaecta, and so on, and in which In* iiad noted 
down all the facts he had coUcctod on tho 
subject, and that tliat book was destroyed. 
But Harvey was exceedingly puzxkd about 
the generation of twijmous animals*, he knew 
that a cwk by one strui on a hen, would im- 
pregnate, perhaps, a dozen of eggs ; and !»o 
knew that tlie erMucti of a hen lay high up 
in the loins, but how the seminal fluid could 
penetrate these ova in the hen, lie was at a 
loss to know. Harvey could not discover 
the penis of a cook ; and he thought that 
what was proje(;ted, if any thing, seemed to 
be projected upon tlie common doaca of the 
hen — that part wliich exudes the feces, 
eggs, iiud all ; besides, the. whole was such 
a iouch-and'go sort of business, (laughter,) 
that he could not satisfattorily account for 
the process. Now late, experitnento have

Wbat 
is the testicle', for that, midoiilitcdlj, secretes 
the fecundating liquor I Is it not a con- 
gregation of vessels 1 Why, tlien, it most 
be formed, by aggregalion of parts after tbe 
secreting process has taken [dace. /Vnd 
what is the ovaiy, but a vascular parti 1 
say it is impossible, therefore, to suppose 
that a young animal can he secreted; it 
must ha farmed ; and then the only question 
is, where is it formed, and how is it formed 1 
1'hat ’s a question which I shall have to dis- 
cuss afterwards. 

Leuwenhoeck met with these animalculae ; 
and BufFon met with others. In all liquors that 
are exposed, you hove aniraalculic. There 
is really an invisible world of vegetable 
ttnimnlculie, the nature of which is as w'ell 
understood by those wlio are in the habit of 
seeing them through the microscope, as we 
Understand the nature of tilings which we 
see distinctly with the naked eye, I’liere 
are indeed a great number of them. JBuftbn 
invented a theory respecting them, which 
some praised, but wdiich 1 cannot praise ; 1 
take it to be all nonsense, and therefore I 
cannot speak about it. His theory was that 
these were things having power to conduct 
themselves so as to build up a body. Now, 
just after that, De Omaf was tlie proposer 
of that theory, which is now generally ad- 
mitted: everyone knows, there are some 
animals tlmt are oviparous ; but De Graaf 
ftsserted, that the viviparous animals, 
are in met oviparous—^tliat every female has 
the power of preparing an omw. containing 
.parts, wbiob, under certain circimstances, 
will be led into a state of action which will 
, prodace young. Every one knows that an 
oviparoua apiipal Fiji .l?dng (orU> her pv.um, 
without any cohoepon with tha oppomte 
. w r ahut up A t/funiofi' Ip,, and aim kf- 


cock in her life. So* in flsibs : the mala 
fish ifiipi eguates the spawn, without any 
connexion with the female, De Graaf 
says that it has taken place in Ule female, in 
the ovary ; that it escapes from it through 
the Fallopian trumpet into the uterus, and 
lives and grow's there. But whoever saw 
this? De Graaf affirms that he has seen 
it. Now every one can see, that there is 
good ground for De Graaf ’s theory to a 
certain extent, for there are little cells form- 
ed in the ovary which gradually approach 
to the ovula, and as they grow, they burst : 
tills he affirms, he has Been, and therefore 
they have ever since been called Omla 
Oraqfiam* When these cells break, they 
are filled up with another growth , which are 
called coipwa htt«a. When these cells arc 
buret open, an inflammatory process takes 
place. Now, in the human subject we can- 
not make much of this- If in any animal, 
in A virgin for instance, after she had 

taken the buck, you found four or five young 
ones, you would find four or five corpora lutm. 
But as to the ovula Graafiami, who affirm 
that they have seen it ? 1 really don’t know 
that any one ever did, (ill Mr. Cniikshank 
allirmed that he did iii its |)«SBage through 
the Fallopian trumpet. And be said he 
found it in this way, by slitting ojien the 
Fallopian trumpet, and washing it with dis- 
tilled vinegar. He says, that he concluded 
this was it, Now, I doubt all these things ; 
I doubt whether he can see the works of 
nature, so ns to speak of them positively. I 
am sure, in this state, it must be the merest 
atom imaginable, for .lohn HUnte)' himseif 
took home an uterus three weeks oT a mon tli 
after cojiuhitioii, and llioiigli h,-.«]if it opentitid 
cxainined it. In could i,oi finduiivovulaGiaa- 
tiaiiM. 'i hist'.u} c-filiat case wi.s, lliii( a 
young woman, supposing herself pregnant, 
bad poisoned herself j tliat be was emjy^yed 
to examine the body respecting its co^ition 
wdtli regard to tlie poison, and that he took 
home the uterus, but he could not find the 
ovula Graafiana.

fluid. Spallanzani put breeches (laughter) on 
the male frog, and the spawn was not im- 
pregnated. Sjiiillinizani speaks of little 
newts, Boraothing Ijke I: I tli- beard.'!, with their 
heads placed togetlier, and their tails apart ; 
80 that they are like a pair of compasses : 
now tlie female newt pa.sst'3 tajie.s of eggs,

HO far bfbiml Uie improved views of the 
day on such roattto/ that it has hfepome ah- 
Bolutely necessary to have the instruin^t 
of their ’ incorporation cast anew m the 
#ouadry of Royal privilege. , From this ex- 
amination of the precious document, it ap- 
pears that the Court have been committiDg 
the most awful infraction of the laws of 
these realms, by propounding to candidates 
ceftain questions unwarranted by any deed 
of authority. No knowledge, in fact, of 
anedicine, chemistry, botany, or of the 
other various sciences, a smattering of 
; which goes to make up the intellectual 
stock-in-trade of even a mere surgeon, 
could he demanded of pupils, by virtue of I 
tliis monoculous charter, wlxich looked only 
to the interests of pure surgery. Besides 
this obvious imperfection, all persons, ex- 
cept the apprentices of the College, were 
excluded from exauiination- — a restriction 
which to many appeared a very unnecessary 
limitation of power. 'Ihese were serious 
delects in a charter, as an agent of general 
business, and it, consequently, became a 


Instead of explicitly defining Ihe coipofate 
duties the various bodies included under 
the above general bead, whether apotheca- 
ries, supgeons, or physicians, they not only 
granted to these bodies tlm most coiitra- 
dictoTY privilegea collectively, but endowed 
each of them separately with the fatal power 
of degrading their own members, fhey 
furnished these parties not only vjnth the 
weapons of mutual aggression, but also with 
the means of self-destruction. All these 
corporations evince, tliroughout the greater 
part of their history, the extraordinary 
anomaly of a body of men legislating for 
themselves, uncontrolled by any respect for 
the interests of society. They were, for 
the most, the contrivers of their own charters 
and acts 'of parliament, which were no 
sooner presented to the legislature, than 
they were imprudently sanctioned without 
examination into their ultimate eifects. 
Proceedings so diametrically opposed to 
all rational principles of jurisprudence, 
could not but produce the worst conse- 
quences. For, what would he the result, 
were shoemakers and joiners permitted to 
manufacture acts for the exclusive pro-

debate'. The result of all this deliberation 
turns out to be, that a new charter is to he 
sought wllh more unlimited powers — that 
all persons qualified are to be admitted to 
an examination — but, that those only who 
are educated aci'ording to the old system are 
to constitute the members, and to be eligible 
to office — that the Court of Kxammer»s»re 
to be dignified witli the title of Fellows — 
and, as a compensation for the anticipated 
loss of apprentice fees by this arrangement, 
the proprietory of the Dublin hospitals are 
determined to raise still higher the patholo- 
gical tax on the mere diplomati.sts whom 
this new scheme of finance will call into 
existence. 

Such is a brief summary of the present 
intentions of the College ; but while the old 
system is still in a state of dissolution, it 
may be worth while to inspect the new 
chimera evolving from the decomposed ele- 
ments of its parent, and calculate its pro- 
bable influence on the future profession of I 
Ireland. 

It will never, perhaps, be too often r~ 
jveated, that it ought to be assumed as 
axiom in all discussions upon the economy 
of the medical profession, that nil the dis- 
' aensions w'hich have distracted it in these 
countries, are primarily attributable to the 
' British Government, who never, at any jie- 
riod, took up the subject of me^Cal legisla- 
tion, and e^naidoted it in a projier light.

igotothe grave without a coffin. Vet 
this is, in principle, precisely what has oc- 
curred in the medical profession, though the 
public indirectly stand as much in need of 
lec tures ns of leather, and would, probably, 
prefer a .speedy recovery, to a coffin at the 
most reduced price-. The grand obit’cts in 
every speeimen of tlii.'tsrdf-lej.'i-hi! inn, which 
tlie world has yet witnessed, are, first, how 
far the party suing for a charter, or an act 
of parliament, can injure a rival establish- 
ment ; and, second, how they can confine 
to a few, the advantages thus obtained j^er 
their neighbours. The grounds upon ^ieh 
these opinions are founded, have b^ so 
often, and so much more eloquently ex- 
pre.ssed in the pages of this Journal by 
others, than the writer could pretend to do, 
that he will pass on without any attempt to 
support the theory obscurely traced out in 
the preceding observations' by facts, to 
apply it to the contemplated arrangements 
announced in the title of this paper.

Tiiese are not the symptoms of wunto:» dis- 
* qiifetude, of areBtiess impatience of subor- 
dination, or of an avidity ibr mere change : 
they are indicationB of a deep feeling, roused 
into action by the general violation of the 
great principle which should regulate the 
economy of the profession ; the equaliaing 
the chances of success in life by an equality 
'of title, education, and rights. As long as 
tins law is violated, not only amongst the 
members of each College, but as long as any 
disparity of privilege exists between the 
several Colleges in their corporate struc- 
ture, a flame of discontent will continue to 
burn, wliich notliiug leas than the arm of 
the legislature will be able to extinguish. 

The Court’s assumption of the character 
of Fellows being uncalled for by any neces- 
sity of the body, intended, probably, for 
Rclf-intoreated purposes •, useless at best in 
its eflects ■, most likely injurious in its con- 
Hetpiences ; certainly not calculated to re- 
concile men to its adoption : manifestly un- 
profitable in a scientific light *, and contrary 
to all the dictates of sound policy : such alte- 
ration, in whatever point it is considered, 
may be rationally ex];>ected to illustrate fur- 
ther the influence of self-legislation. 

Connected with the fellowships, stands 
the pre|>osterou8 resolve of a further extor- 
tion on hospital attendance. The mind, in- 
deed, passes from the one subject to tlie 
other, as readily as electi'icity througli the* 
links of a conductor. 'Fhere is a continuity 
of design, u sympathetic communication 
between all the parts of the i)roject, that 
ins«>iisib]y leads you on from one to tlie 
Ollier of ilu.' series. It is quite clear these 
law-givers w'ork solely for themselves, as 
appears from this balance of evils. If they 
give up one exaction, they must be indem- 
nified for the loss by an eqiiivalcai inipo.*-;. 
They mercifully exchange ihc hir<> of the 
exchequer, nan declare tlie tat repealed. 
Kind souls ! instead of a hundred and fifty 
guineas being sunk at once in the affections 
of a loving master, about the same sum is 
now to be paid in “ g alas/’ like Catho- 
lic Rent at Stevenses Hospital. Yet the 
junior members of the profession in Dub- 
lin ait w^ith their arms fielded, while Mr, 
Colies and his ** coiqis dramatique” are re- 
hearsing such a farce in Uieix presence. 
Why is it that so many young men in Dub- 
lin, whose time, talents, and other qualifitm- 
tions conspire to render them the most eli- 
gible instructors of youth, have never an

;Tbey are now, however, in 8 worse posdtion 
UiBu t:vef, for w'hile the obligation is entire- 
ly removed, the expense of an hospital has 
destroyed all inducements of becoming ^ 
ap]ireiitice. And this measure, forsooth, is 
intended as a public benefit-— as an opiate to 
tranquillijse Uie passions of the multitude— 
a measure which tends more than ever to 
increase tlie number of Mr. Cusack’s ap- 
prentices from forty-two, (as the w-riter 
ascertained a few days back by a reference 
to the registry book,) to twice as many, 
while others have none at all. This is the 
measure which is to protect pupils in Ste- 
vens’s from Mr. Colles’s sneer, if they pre- 
sume to ask him a question, and to place 
them under the tuition of men whose inte- 
rest it would be to treat them with respect. 
Supported by such a law, well may he on 
those occasions summon his fortune into his 
face, and fling a iiursii-pioud sarcasm in a 
student’s teeth. Scarcely less ridiculous is 
the idea of assisting hy the new regulations 
the progress of Duldin into a great school of 
nicdiciue, with which they have nt least 
been associated in ettuversation, 
multitude of ])upils, cheap licenses ot)t«|l!ii|al 
without qualifications, dear pathology 
consequent ignorance, it is meant to ekt||i^ 
hlish a great school of medicine, then, lid- 
deed, these measures are admirably adapted 
to produce such a happy combination of ciif- 
cumstancea ; but such a great school would 
undoubtedly be, like a great book, a ve^ 
great evil. Dublin possesses some reputa- 
lioi! iu iiu’tiical sci, i.eo ; but ifit be contem- 
piuieii ii» t-xundics fuiii-.-, by converting it 
into a mart for the sale of diplomas, like 
London and JOdinburgh, then let Dublin re- 
main as it is at present. The writer is not 
so destitute of the “ amor patri®,’’ as not to 
wish that the college of his country woul|fl)o 
eijual, if not superior, to every otber^but 
he cannot in these new arrangements, or in 
the presence of a great nuinl^er of Scots 
and English students, sedut ed over amongst 
us tliis season by the iiTmtoinic'ul iiltnictious 
of Bully’s A£rc, discover any indications of

Lbe W'orbl to reverse, the judgment wbicbl 
seems to have passed against it.

Tlie doctrine of Uie author is explicitly 
this— that the action of moxa on the skin, 
which is that of a local tonic or astringent, 
ia exerted by continuous sympathy on inter- 
nal parts, acting there as locally aa it does at 
the pimctnnj salicMs of its operation j indeed, 
he seems to think that it acta on “ deep dis- 
eases” (p. 31) " as our moat valuable topical 
remedies act on those which are superficial! ” 
We would not, willingly, misrepresent him, 
hut it appears to us he errs in supposing 
that the capillnries of internal parts are all, 
or a great many of them, to be influenced 
by heating or burning, aa the case may he, 
the little coterie of superficial vessels whicli 
may lie under a cylinder of moxa. But he 
does not ap})oar to have any very clear ideas 
on the subject, for at p, 40, ho says, “ if 
moxa be applied tliroiigh the medium of 
a needle, the caloric may be made to ex- 
tend its influence as deejily ns we please, 
hy the cotiducling power f ihe needle ; ” thus 
implying, that there ia not the conducting 
power in the capillary system or continuous 
B\ uq.iiihy ii! c'.biT sumturt.-, was >.)Ug!r 
to be found.

knows. A taper, or heated spatula, or in- 
deed any tlung hot, must assuredly answer 
quite as well. “ Caloric,” says i\Ir. Wal- 
jlace, “ acts as a local tonic,” and so does 
sulphate of zinc, and that is enough.

In sundry in- 
stances related hy Mr. Wallace, it has made 
Uxe halt to walk easily, and the para- 
lytic to limp j so that we are bound to give 
our readers some little account of the mode 
of employing it, and the author the credit 
of the best intentions in publishing the nu- 
merous cases with which his volume abounds j 
we must add, that several of them were 
treated by other practitioners, and hy the 
usual means, witliout success. In the first 
place, a caution must be laid down, 

- . . . . tPat this remedy shall never 
be employed in cases of increased action, or 
of active inflammation, or even in cases of 
subacute inflammation ; that is, when the 
acute inflammation is lapsing into the state 
of chronic action ; and this principle should 
1)0 implicitly adhered to, whether the active 
inflammation has attacked parts previously 
in a state of health, or has supervened on. 
tVic state of passive inflammation,” — p. 50. 

Mr. Wallace goes on to describe, first the 
moxa, and then tlie apparatus for app^^g 


In another case, says Mr. Wallace,— 

" When an ulcer, which urns on the 
breast, was in the state described, (soft, 
pale, and disposed to Weed,) I burned a 
moxa over it, at such a dintance as to exdle the 
feeling of pain, without producing any disor- 1 
ganizatiou. On the following morning, the 
effect was most remarkable ; the gfanula-' 
tions ofthe part, and beyond the part, to 
whicli the moxa was applied, were sunk 
below thjft level of the surrounding skin, 
and miglit be almost said to form a little 
well, Which lodged the matter. This ex- 
peTiment I repeated on otlier parts of tlie 
ulcer, and for aeveraV days in succession, 
and always with the some result.”— p. 45,

“ We should select a substance, whose 
combustion will take place slowdy, hut stea- 
diK . If the combustion be too quick the 
eflocts will be too transitory, and if too 
slow, it will require the use of the blow- 
pipe, which complicates the operation, and 
[unnecessarily alarms the patient. 1 have 
[ been fortunate enough to discover a mode of 
forming moxa, which is free from both ob- 
jections ; it burns slowly, but steadily, with 
the assistance of the blow pipe if we please, 
without any sparks, withcml the least trou- 
ble to the surgeon, and without alarm to 
the patient, for its combustion is scarcely 
observable, it is formed by immersing 
either surgeon’s lint, or fine linen,' in a fil- 
tered , solution of chlorate of potash; the 
elution being made hy dissolving one 
drachm of thVsalt iti fotff ounces of distilled

C ivic must he taken that the substance used 
shall be perlectly dry, before it l>e folded up, 
and in folding it, a proper degree of firm- 
ness must he given, which experience will 
soon teach. After the substance Las been 
rolled up and fastened with two or tluree 
stitches of the needle, its end should be cut 
with a very sharp knife, to make it perfectly 
level, and thus secure its application to 
every part of the skin upon which it is 
placed. Its length should be about three- 
fourths of an inch, and its diameter may 
vary from one quarter of an inch to an 
inch. 

The instruments which I use in applying 
tire moxa are of the most simple kind : a 
porte-aiguille, which I have invented, or a 
pair of dressing or artery forceps, furnished 
with a screw at about three-fourths of an 
inch distant from their point, which screw 
serves to press tire blades of the forceps 
very tightly together -a hit of small, flat, 
silver wire, about three idles in length ; 
a hit of card paper ; — a blow-pipe ; a set of 
needles ; and a small glass tube, are all tliat 
are required. With the silver wire a small 
hoop is formed to grasp the moxa ; the size 
of the hoop being made to vary according 
to the size of the moxa ; and the ends oi 
the hoop are grasped in the forceps, which 
are made tight on it by the screw with which 


they are furnished. The hoop should J>e 


applied about a line distant from that end of 
the moxtt which is to be placed on tJie skm, I 
for the purpose of preventing any inconve- 
nience from the hot wire coming in con- 
tact with the surface. In fixing the en..s 
of the hoop in the forceps, such ^ aiiglc or 
indination of the moxa with the foiceps 

should he given, as will he found most con- 
venient for tlie exact applicatiou of the moxa 

t<u.ue part affected. 

^The moxa should be applied, in painful 
affltioiis, to the point where tl.e greatest 
distress is fdt, if it be possible so to do ; 
and hi paralytic afl'ections, it shouUUn- first 
applied over the origin of the nerv^cs wludi 
kml to the diseased parts, and afterwards 
alone the same nerves in different parts of i 
llieir couTse* Those coTiUQt'iitul surgeons, 
who have given directions resiiecting the 
nnplication of the moxa, liavc spoken in n 
particular manner of the parts to which it is 
proper to apply it, and of the parts to wliich 
it should not be applied. On this subject 
it is not, in my opinion, necessary to cn* 
kree. In these countries no one will use 
it, ^less sudi as are acquainU-d with the 
anatomy of the parts ufmn which Uicy are 
otMsTating; and to them it is uanecessary to 
say any thing. Moreover, as will just now 
appear, there is scarcely a part of the body 
to Whjvh it hi»y not be applied iu one form 


I have often done, with great advantage, in 
some cases of obstinate chronic ophthalmia. 

The size of the moxa, t)ie manner in 
which it should be applied, and the length 
of time it should ho allowed to remain oq 
the part, are points of some importance. , AU. 
these circumstances must be regulated by 
the depth of tlie disease, and (.In; nature, of 
the iiarts, to which we may wish to apply 
it. It may he used, so us not to cause any 
iojury of texture ; in a greater degree, »o*a.s 
to produce vesication j and in a still greater 
degree an eschar, and the eschar may ho^ 
eitoei deep or superficial ; or, lastly, it may 
be emplovi-d in iMiijunctinn with the acu* ig 
puncture iiJmhUc. ‘i lu-sc JiSh'i.'iit modes of 
using the moxa may be distinguished by the 
tennsi first, second, third, fourth, end fifth 
forms of ajipUciition, 

“ The first form of application will an- 
swer when the distuise is very superficial. 

It constitutes the objective cautery of the 
Trench writers, and is highly extolled by 
Faure, in the Memoires de rAcadeiuie 
Koyale de. Chirurgie, tome l i, ti!mo., as 
a powerful remedy for the cure of ulcers. 

It may he serviceable in neuralgia, wbeu 
the nerve is very superficial ; or in affec- 
tions of the joints, when the synovial mem- 
brane is immediatidy under the integuments, 
as is tlie case in the knee and wrist. When 
used, it should be repented at least (vneo a 
day, and ajiplied by holding the moxa iu 
tlie forceps, »s (.lose to the part as Ibe pa- 
tient cflu comfortably kuir ; at the sarno 
time it sliould he moved slowly ov(‘r the 
sui’face, hackwnrds and forwards, until its 
combustion has terminuted. 

“ 1 seldom have recourse to the second 
form of application, because it is not so 
eflV.ctual as tlie third, and it is more trou- 
blesome in its after treatment. It muy, 
however, be usefully employed in tic dou- 
loureux, and to those parts on which tlm 
patient would not wish a cicatrix to be 
formed. In such ciises the moxa i» iipplicd 
by bolding it steadily, and as close as possi- 
ble to tl(e skill, witliout allowing it to touch 
it, and until the skin aplM'ais wldte j which 
appourauce is owing to the d( tachmont of 
the cuticle, and the lortiuation of a blister. 

In nkfge projmrtion ofciiscslbe super- 
ficial eschar will be the best form of nppli- 
cation. To produc-^ this eschar, the moxa 
must he placed on the nkin, and allowed to 
reinaio on, until the skin appears brown 
under it ; which will, in gen<*ral**he found 
to lake place when the comhusiiou of the 
mova has extended to the distance of aliout 
a line from the skin, 

“ The deep eschar will W required, when 
the seat of the disease is far removed from 
the ilk aflVcUomj of th« spiaa] 
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marrow aM of tlieliip. To form tMa 0«- 
char the inoxa mast be allowed to remain 
on until ita combustion is complete, when 
the part upon Avhich it was seated wdll be 
found black, and the surrounding skin 
ftlightly red and wrinkled. In this form of 
application, it will be sometimes useiiil to 
.irtcj/mse the intensity of the heat by the 
employment of the blow-i)ipe ; and when 
this is thought prudent, tlie inoxa should be, 

■ ■ '■ ti on, surrounded by 

which will have the 
elftci of directing the current of heat down- 
wards, and prevent its escujie laterally. 

, " Wiicn our object is to obtain any of the 
effects last described, it will be udvisuble, 
previously to the application of the moxa, to 
mark the s[)ot on Avlucb we may VA’ish to 
place it, with a little circle of ink ; and in 
case of using the hlow-pipe, we should cover 
the surroiuiding parts W'ith a piece of paper, 
having a Iiole in its centre for the moxa ; 
the jiaper having been previously wet iu a 
saturated solution of the suli)hate of alum, 
or muriate of soda, and afteivvards dried. — 
These solutions diminish so mucli the coin- 
hustibility of the paper, that it will ])revent 
it from inking fire,.in case a sj^urk should 
be driven off the blow-pipe. 

“ On several occasions, as for example, in 
paralysis, and some obstinate forms of scia- 
tica, the fre(]uent re])etition of the moxa 
will be required before the disease is sub- 
dued ; and the disease is so far removed 
from the surface that, to act on it, au es- 
char mmst he produced. When the eschar.s 
are thrown off ulcers are formed, and where 
they fire very nmiierous they cause consider- 
able irritation to the patient, and the dis- 
cliHvgo produced by them may be more than 
is suited to the weak state of his system. 
In tlipse. imses the application of the moxa, 
in conjunction with the needle, will be found 
a most excellent mode of using the remedy. 

" IMien the moxa and acupuncture 
needle are used iu conjunction, the folloAv- 
is the mode of operating : — 1 perforate a 
moxa of a proper size by a needle, of such a 
length as will be sufficient to reach to the 
seat of disease, and at the same time extend 
so far beyond the surface of the skin, as to 
keep the moxa about one inch from it, or so 
far as to secure the texture of the skin from 
injury. The needle is then introduced as far 
as the seat of disease, by the assistance of the 
povte-aigiiilie ; and, as soon as it has been in- 
troduced, the porte-aiguille is removed, the 
needle bejng left in the part. The moxa, 
which hilfi been previously perforated, should 
be now placed in a state of combustion 
on that end of tlve needle wiiich projuects 
beyond the surface of the skin, and idlowed 
to burn round the needle by which it is thus 
transfixed. The heat disengaged ftota thd 
auuEft » tU« ueedie, and 


thence conveyed tb the seat of disease. 
When the needle has cooled it ifl removed, 
and the wound or eschar y.rodueed by it is 
scarcely observable. I have also employed, 
with remarkable efficacy, The preceding 
mode of using the moxa, in cases which re- 
quire the intense application of this remedy ; 
but in which the texture ot the skin could 
not be injured, nor an eschar, with propriety , 
fonned. 

“ It is recommended by Tarry, that im- 
mediately after the application ot the moxa,^ 
the skin should be w'et witii the water of 
ammonia, and this for the exyiross purpose of 
preventing the occurrence ot inilamiuation : 
the very effect, which tliose wlio do not 
understand tlie mode ot action of moxa, arc 
desirous of iwoducing ! ’• Ui'on what prin- 
ciple the Baron expected sue !i a result from 
the application ofummouia, L know not, lor 
he lias not made any remark upon the mode 
of action of tlria application. I ts effects are, 
however, such as he states, and clearly ex- 
plicable, as will bereafter be proved, on 
sound pbysiological ground. It w’ill, how- 
ever, answer the same purpose to apply any 
other powerful stimulus. Alcohol, lelher, 
turpentine, ammonia, may be indiscrimi- 
nately usc(l ; or even bruised garlic, wdiich 
Ten lUiyiie recommends in hi,s wmrk l)e 
Arthriiide. The neatest mode of applying 
the watm-of ammonia, alcohol, &c., is by a 
glass tube. 'I’he fluid ascend.s in the tube, 
as soon as it is placed iu the bottle contain- 
ing it. 'I'lie operator should then put his 
thumb on the end of the tube, while he lifts 
it from the bottle, atid tlius retains in the 
tube a sufficient quantity of the fluid, wliich 
he can thou allow to drop on the surface of 
the skin as he pleases, I may here mention, 
that 1 have found tubes of this kind ex- 
tremely useful, for the purpose of dropping 
fluids into the eye. °

moxa, no after-treauin.-.uti»i'f.quiieLi, lau^.ier 
than the temporiiry application of the stimu- 
lants just mentioned. When eschars are 
produced by the application of the moxa', the 
part should be kept covered by a piece of 
adhesive plaister, until the eschars are bo- 
I>arated. This separation will generally 
take place in the course of eight or ten day,s, 
but sometimes not for double this period ; 
and it is remarkable, that tlie moxa acts 
more favourably in those cases, in which the 
eschar is thrown off very slowly, tlum in 
those in which its separation takes place 
with rapidity : the reason of this will ap- 
pear hereafter. The superficial ulcers, 
which result from the separation of tlie 
eschar, as also the excoriation, wliich fol- 
lows the vesication produced by the second 
mode of applying the moxa, should be wash- 
ed tince or twice a day until tliev are healed 
with aaolutioa of the nitrau; ^ silver, w 
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copper, and covered by adhesive 
pJwtt#* Tht alters left by the separation 
of t1j0 esdbartt vill always be found mneb 
less dee]) tliiia miiiht have been expected, 
but greater in their aii|>erficial extent timn 
WOflW be supposed from the appearance of! 

Csebir; and they will, therefore, in 
general, require some days for their cica- 
trization.*’ 

Inatciid of the scarideator commonly used 
ia cupeling, Air. Wallace recommends an 
ihstrumeatrcsemhlin^ a gum lancet, as used 
by Larrey ; be bus also adopted a new me- 
tbod applying leSi-ins. which, at least , pos- 
sezson the merit of constancy. Skeina of 
cottoa ana iiamersed in a bottle of lotion, 
sad ifiide to hangover the part to which the 
iiaid is.moant to he conveyed. W'hen w'arm 
epitiMIba are rerpiired, the bottle is idaced 
til a tin pot, over a lamp ; so that wbelher 
m bt hot, a part may bo kept wet without 
tmatigg to the Bomewhat «nc('rtaiii vigils of 
mght nur.w. Air. Wallace speaks 
alnobg other tilings of friction, sluimpooing, 
phrttWBion, massing, iScc., and there are 
practical remarks of value acatier- 
od 9 {i dnd down liis more useful than am- 
bits work.

Soon after the birlli, 
my attention was drawn by the nurse to a 
transparent tumour of th® loins, situated on 
the second lumbar vertebra, rallier of an 
oval form> soft, elastic, and r(niiprrii>ible. ■. 
H»e lower extremitiel evuienlly nnidi in- 
flneftoed by it| so the paialysla was 


complete, and the limbs perfectly useless* 
admitting of being twisted in any direction. 
1 ordered a soft compress to be applied over 
tlie tumour, the loins to be encircled with a 
iiaiiiitl l uikibis;r, iip.d any further proceedings 
i'» bi- li.-irrrvil the child was a little 
older, and the mother strong enough to at- 
tend to it henself. 

On the 14lU of Marclt, being then about 
ten weeks old, be was brought to my house. 
I was astonished at his general healthy ap- 
pearauce and lively countenance, as 1 had 
ascertained a day seldom passed without 
more or less of convulsive attacks ; yet he 
continued to take the breast greedily, came 
on well, and the fascejs and urine were under 
the influence of the wiU. The tumour was 
increased in Size, but not considerably, since 
the hoy’s birth, and its general appeai-auces 
were the same. Upon pressure, the fluid it 
contained receded, and the finger could be 
readily passed into the spinal canal ; a cir- 
cumstance always productive of pain, fol- 
lowed by convulsions of a minute or two’s 
duration. 1 pointed put to the parents the 
dangerous tendency of tlie disease, and the 
probability of the case terminating fatally, 
when, at the earnest entreaty that I should 
try every expedient tbatcoul^ be devised for 
the restoration of the. child, I determined on 
pursuing tlie metliod recommended by Sir 
A. Cooper in a similar instance. 1 made 
six punctures in the tumour, by means of a 
very fine needle, from which escaped about 
ten drachms of a colourless limpid fluid, tlie 
patient ap[M*aring to suffer but little from 
the proceeding. I then applied a soft com- 
press of linen, and a flannel bandage. 

On the 20th, the tumour had nht decreased 
nor changed its appearance, and tlie orifices 
were healed ; the compress was completely 
saturated with moisture on the second day 
after the puncturing, so that a good deal 
more fluid escaped. Punctured it again ip 
six places, when* the discharge was nes^y 
the same as in tlie first instance. W 

On the 2pth, its general aspect was al- 
tered; the skin appeared thicker, wiil a 
little inflamed, and the part was more solid 
to tlie feel. Punctured it in U.*n places, 
giving issue to five drachms of a ihiid more 
turbid, and of thicker consistence than here- 
tofore. 

On the 28th, I was sent for in great hast® 
to the child, the father assuring me that he 
•lid not think we should find it existing, from 
the violent convulsions it was labouring 
under when he left home. On my arrival 
ihe paroxysm had ceased, but a great deal 
of strong constitutional excitement remained, 
1 had him put into warm water for twenty, 
minutes, following it up by an eneina of ol* 
riviiii.. oh terebiuth. a.

*wied ; It Ijad ijicreaiied in siiee, anci wns 
mucli inflamed, extending to half an ipeh 
around its tmse. I’he integutneiHi -were 
tliickened, and the whole mnch firmer to the 
touch. I ordered three leeches to be ap- 
plied, and afterwards a poultice, the latter 
to be renewed dtis horia. 

On the SfPth much better ; had only one 
convulsion in the night, of a description 
milder than he had usually Buffered from ; 
the inflammation better, and tlie tumour 
evidently smaller. Ordered hydr. c. creta, 
gr. viij. h.B. 8., and the injection to be re- 
peated if convulsion returned. 

All the symptoms greatly relieved ; 
the inflammation having nearly subsided, 
and free from tlie fit. 

April ,3. The child was in all respects 
better, the t juntenauce cheerful, bow'els 
natural, and the tumour reduced to less than 
half its original size ; left oft' poultices, and 
'applied the emplastr. hydr, c. ammoniac, 
upon leather, over it a compress and band- 
age. From this dote the litile boy gradually 
recovered the use of his limbs ; absorption 
took place, and at the latter end of the 
month, a depression only was to be seen on 
the part affected ; the skin, a good deal puck- 
ered, and somewhat tender to the touch. 

The child remains perfectly well. Febru-

NoTWiTnsTAjrniNG the treatment of aneu- 
risflJlbice the time of John Hunter has un- 
dergone material improvement, and sur- 
geons now unhesitatingly apply ligatures 
to the largest arterial trunks of tim body, 
yet tliere are many cases of aneurism still 
regarded a&*mn 'ttahty fatal ; as, for example, 
aneurisms at the root of the carotid artery, 
of the arteria ianominata, and of the subda- 
tian wid iliac arteries, when it is im- 
possible to adopt the ordinary method of 
applying a ligature between tlm tumour and 
heart. 1 possess notes of many such cases 
treated in tlie liospitals of this town ; they 
were aet down on high authority aa “ ab«o 
lately incurable,” and the patients were 
abandoned to their fate. That such cases, 
however, art* not absolutely incurable, it is 
thn object of my presettt communiattion to 
show.

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to an anenrifmal tumoni i« tied between 
the heart RUti the diseafie, is well knowm to 
tie that of Btaying tlie flow of blood into tha 
tumour, by which means the coagulation of 
ibo blood within tbc aneurismal sac is per- 
mitted, and this blood first becoming. ironr 
soUdated, is afterwards removed by a pro* 
cess of absorption ; the sac is obliterated, 
and the cure thus ultimately effected. A 
knowledge of such being the curative j>ro- 
cess, was obtained from the actual obserr- 
ance of those cases iu which a spontaneoua 
cure was going on. It is, therefore, niuttsc 
of surprise, tliat it never occurred to sur- 
geons that the same results would ensuo- 
from the application of a ligature beyond the 
tumour, and that such a mode of treatment 
should be adopted in cases where the artery 
could not be secured between the tumour 
iind the heart. For, as Mr. Waidrop* has 
justly remaTked-- if wo suppose a case of 
femoral aneurism in the middio of the thigh, 

“ it is as easy imagine that the blood, 
contained in the space between a ligature 
placed below the aneurismal tumour, and tlie 
first arieiial ramifications aliove the tninonr, 
should coagulate, as that the blood contained 
in the space between a ligature placed oher# 
Hie tumour and tho first anastomosing pro- 
cess below it, should undergo the process of 
coagulation.” 

It is true, indeed, that, Brasdor, and sub* 
sc(|ut'nily l,)e,sault, suggested tho idea of 
tying the artery on that aide of the tumour 
most remote from tho heart, but this pro- 
jiosal w’as acted upon only in two cates ; 
first by IJeschamps, in a case of aneurism 
of the femoral artery ; and secondly, by Sir 
.iMh; Cooper, in a cast* of aneurigm of tho 
ilutc littery. Both of these cases having 
terminated unfavourably, tlie operation was 
abandoned, and not only ahandoned, but 
denounced as “ absurd iu tlmory, and 
ruinous iu execution,” whilst others, who 
have contributed most largely in modeni 
times to the paihfdogy of nnemism, passed 
over tliis proposed operation as unworthy 
of notice. I he merit of reviving it waa 
reserved for Mr. ^Va^drop ; who has, within, 
the la.i,t eighteen months, successfully ope- 
rated on two cases of carotid witturism* 
by tying tho vessels beyond the tnmour.t 
These case* have been iw rccentlv laid 
before the public, nod the merit due to- 
Mr. Wardrop so universally conceded, that 
it is unnecessary for me to entea* into fUTi*

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tfeer particulftrs. I may guaply feomrk, 
that tiwy were cases which, in pnranance of 
|)revailing opinions, would have been left to 
inevitable death. Mr. Wardrop has, there- 
fore, the gruiification of having saved the 
litfcs of two fellow creatures, as well os of 
having established a firinciple in the treat- 
ment of aneurism, the future benefits of 
which are almost incalculable. These facts 
were strongly impressed on my mind, when 
the following case of aneurism at the root of 
the carotid artery, afforded me an opjmr- 
timity of practically ascertaining the merits 
. of tying the artery beyond the aneurismal 
^'^urnour, a plan of treatment which, it will 
he seen from the subsequent account, I 
adopted with success. 

A. lady, about 49 years of age, of spare 
habit, and unhealthy appearance, consulted 
me early in the month of J anuary last, on 
account oi‘ a swelling in the right side of the 
neck. On examining the part, 1 discovered 
a pulsatory tumour, situated immediately 
above the sternal end of the clavicle, being 
partly covered by the mastoid muscle ; it 
possessed oU the characters of an aneuris- 
mal NWidliui,, umI its piiix.ii'.fh', which were 
synchronous witli the heart’s beat, were so 
forcible, os to be visible even at some distance 
feom the patient. The tumour appeared to 
he of the size of a large walnut ; but on 
examining it with my fuigors, I found that 
it was considerably larger, extending some 
way backward, and, as it were, issuing from 
out of the chest. With the exception of its 
lower part, the tumour was circumscribed, 
and its boundaries well-defined ; pressure 
upon it occasioned considerable pain. The 
account which the patient gave me of the 
origin and progress of lier disease, was 
as follows -about two years ago, she re- 
ceived a sudden and violent shock to her 
feelings from a most painful domestic occur- 
rence, and from tliat period she found, that 
on making any bodily exertion, she had 
tremblings and palpitation of the heart. 
These symptoms went on gradually increas- 
ing, and at the time of her making applica- 
tion to me, had become so much aggravated, 
that she w'os incapable of pursuing her or- 
dinary domestic employments. On walking 
hastily across the room, in the attempt to go 
up stairs, or under slight mental agitation, 
her heart became affected wdth violent pal- 
pitation, and the respiration was rendered 
difficult J;a a most distressing degree. When 
she attempted to stoop, she said that she felt 
S sensation of choking, as if sometliing were 
pressing on the lower part of the 
and interrupting her breathing, 1 ^hUic 
sensation was also experienced on moving 
the right arm over the head, She com- 
plain ed of dryness in the throat, wdth occa- 
sional cough, excited by a sense of tickling 
in the trachea ; her sleep was intemqxed 


by frightful dreams ; appetite was defec* 
live, and she had become much emaciat- 
ed. I’liere were no marked uneasy sensa- 
tions in the head, but she complained of 
dimness of vision in the left eye, and this 
was much increased at those times when the 
circulation was huwied. On applying my 
hand over the priBcordial region, 1 found 
tlie heart’s impulse to be very great, so for- 
cible, indeed, that it could be distinctly felt 
at any part of the chest ; the pulse at each 
wrist was vibratory , as was also tliut of each 
carotid artery. The pulsations of the right 
common carotid artery, were apparent 
nearly throughout its whole extent in the 
neck. With respect to tiie formation of the 
tumour, the patient stated, that she first 
perceived, some months ago, a beating or 
throbbing at the lower part of the neck ; 
this symptom b^iame gradually more evi- 
dent, until at length a small tumour made its 
appearance, which by degrees attained the 
size, and presented the characters, 1 have 
described. 

There could be no doubt that the disease 
was aneurismal, and apparently affecting 
the lower part of tlie riglvt common carotid 
artery ; but whether confined to that vessel, 
or extending into the arteria innotninata, 
was to me a matter of conjecture, for I am 
free to confess that 1 know of no certain 
diagnostic marks, by which we can dis- 
criminate between aneurism at the root of 
the right carotid artery, and aneurism of the 
arteria iunominata, presenting, as it usually 
does, a tumour at the lower port of the 
neck. This, however, is not of the moment 
which at first sight it appears to be ; for, us 
I shall liave occasion presently to remark, 
the operation of tying the artery above the 
tumour, Is exjiedient in either case. It oc- 
curred to me, therefore, that the only chaMe 
whicii Could be afforded to the patient ^s, 
that of applying a ligature to the a*ry 
above the tumour. The. aneurism hadJmen,

Previous 
to the adoption of any measures, I thought 
it right to obtain the opinion of Sir Astley 
Cooper ; this I did about a week after 1 
had first seen the patient.

Mr. Key, who 
saw the case at my request, thought liiat 
the arteria innonjaata was oiected, and

sible. SiinUar opinions were entertained 
by Mr. B. CkK>per and Mr. Callaway, who 
also saw tbe patient. 

In this state of affaii's, my ow'ix views of 
the case remaining nnaiUirod, I requested 
the opinion of my friend Mr. WaWev, who 
visited the patient, and recommonded the ope - 
ration to he immediately performed, even ad- 
mitting that the iunommuta w'as affected. I 
also consalted Mr. Wardrop, who, on exam- 
ining the patient, unreservedly declared him- 
self in favour of tine ofmrutiou j and, as the 
patient was now becoming uneasy at the 
delay, (upwards of a month having elapsed 
since I first saw her,) 1 fixed an early day 
for the performance of the operation. 'J’he 
tumour in the nech had visibly increased 
within the last fortnight, but the patient’s 
general health had undergone some improve- 
ment vmder the exhibition of bitter infusions, 
with carbonate of 8<jda, and attention to the 
state of the bowels. 

tfii the first of March 1 undertook the 
operation, in the presence of Mr, Wardrop, 
Mr. B, Cooper, and Mr. Callaway. The steps 
which 1 pnrsoed were nearly H8 follows: the 
patient being placed on a table w iib her bend 
(flevnted , and slightly turned towards the left 
side, I comnienced by making an incision 
through the skin and cellular membrane, of 
about three iuches in length. 'I he incision 
was made obliquely — that is, in tlie direction 
of ilie fibres of the mastoid muscle, and at 
a shtirt distance to the inner side of its tra- 
cheal edge, I continued to dissect, layer by 
layer, ^adually gnd cautiously, until! ascer- 
tained by mv linger, that I was near upon 
the trunk of the (irtery, when 1 laid aside 
the Etcalpel, and used a silver knife, I'he 
process of separating and detaching the 
j^ery fnira its adjacent cellular membrane, 
by^iearfs of a hhmt instrument, rendered 
thWpart of the operation tedious, but at 
lentil it was effectually accomplished, and 
thdPhneurismal neodle (Bremner’a) was 
ppBsed rouod the artery, 'fhe vessel ap- 
peared to bo unusually large, but, in my 
opinion, w'db not unhealthy ; one ligature* 
was tied around it, the ends of which X cut 
close to till: knot ; tho edges of tlie wound 
were brought together by two sutures, and 
afi'.itl strips of adhesive plaster. 

1 experienced no particular difficulty in 
performing the operation ; there was a large 
superiicial vein at the upper part of the iu- 
edaion, hut this I took care to avoid, and 
there was very little blood lost. The edge 
jrf the internal jugular vein was seen, but it 
did not at all orerlap the artery, nor was its

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dittenaioA uptm expiration apparent, in the 
least degree; the desoondens noni waa 
within the sheath, and in front of the 
carotid artery; I took care to avoid in- 
cluding this in the ligature, and with resj^ect 
to the nervus vagus, it was not seenfluriftg 
the operation. I'he part, at which the ar- 
tery was secured, was immediately above 
where it is crossed by the omo-hyoidens 
muscle. 

The patient underwent the operation with 
great fortitude ; she Imcame somewhat 
faint, however, towards its conclusion, abd ^ 
I allowed her to remain on th(‘ table tqyjpr 
watds of an bovir, before 1 attempted to^ 
remove her to bed. At this time she. folt 
much nausea ; nud soon after she was 
placed ill bed, vomiting occurred, with vio- 
lent straining, tending, of course, very much 
to disturb the parts concerned in the opera- 
tion. In the evening, as the stomach still 
continued in an irritsblo state, 1 ventured 
to administer twenty drojis of the wine of 
opium, which had the eflect of quieting the 
stomach. 

Before ]iroceeding further in the report 
of the progresH of this case, I may remark 
that a diminution in ilie bulk of the aneuris- 
raal tumour was immediately apparent on 
the application of the ligature nfound the 
artery, and its pulsation wa» materially less- 
ened. 

On the following day, 1 found that the 
jinfient had passed a comfortable night ; the 
fuilso at each wrist was moderate in quan- 
tity, but that of the right side was full and 
strong, as compared with the left. Tho 
heart's impulse was very moderate; and 
the i>atient, of her own accord, noticed to 
me that whiclt constitutes un essential 
feature in her case ; namely, that “ thr- 
beatiug of the heart was gone.’' She did 
not even exfieTienee the palpitation after, 
or at the time she was letclving violently, 
although such an exertion, prior to the ope- 
ration, would uniloubtediy have excited 
violent action in the heart. The ligature, 
did no* produce any apparent ill-effects on 
the brain— the cereWal functions not being, 
in any degree, disturbed. 

On the third day after the operation, X 
moved the dressings from the wound, and alao 
look away the lower sotwre ; the upper part 
of the wound had iiwited by the adliesivc 
process. 'I'bc aneurismal tumour had »o far 
subsided, that it was only evidtfo^ to the 
eye, by a feeble pulsation at the part ; and, 
on applying tlie ffnger, the tumour was 
felt to be miicU <‘on»olidatcd, and greatly 
reduced in sise. 'fhe patient was, in every 
I respect, doing well; and she remarked, 
jthat she now slept better than for two 
years post, not being distttrbed by frightfM 
dreams. *

TUMOUR m THE SPERMATIC CHORD,

Cases have not unfrequpntly occurred 
wliere another disease has been misldken 
for strangulated hernia, and uu operntion 
performed for tlie rrdief of the symi'toms. 
The most common of thes<? Ims been wliere 
an enlarged absorbent gland has existed in 
the usual situation of rupture, — or where 
there has been an encysted hydrocele in the 
upper ])art of the six-rmatic chord, — or 
wliere the testicle has been stopped at the 
ring of the external oblique muscle, in its 
des*ent into the scrotum. But I do not, at 
this moment, recollect an instance on record 
exactly similar to that which forms the sub- 
ject of the following hittwry* 

" Philip Haplin, forty-ono years of age, 
was adniifted into St. Ueorge’s Hospital, in 
the evening of W ednesday, December 27 ih, 
with a tumour in the left groin, ac- 
companied by symiitoms resembling those 
of strasgulated hernia. 

“ He said he was a watchman, and that, 
cx|a]iis return lionie on Saiunlay morning, 
inL'inher 2Jd, he was suddenly seized with 
vi^nt pain in the belly, foUow'ed by con- 
tinned nausea, liaving hud no stool for two ; 
dayi before. The pain was referral prin- ■ 
cipnlly to tlie navel, and tlie lower part of 
the abdomen. By the direction of a medi- 
cal gentleman in the neighbourhood, wlio 
visited lum, he took some pills and aperient 
medicine, but without any effect. On i>un- 
day he was bled in the ann, and took more 
purging medicine. On Monday he wms .stdl 
no better, ami the bleeding and purgatives 
ivere repeated. On Tuesday he observed a 
swelling iu the left groin, and was imraedi- 
tttely impressed witli the idea that he was 
ruptured. In the evening of that day ho 
htul four or five watery, purging stools, but 
tliey were not followed by any material re- 
mission of the symptoms. I'he next morn- 
ing (Wednesday) he showed the swelling iu 
the groin to the gentlemau in attendance, 
yvho coiiilrmeti iiia bpiaioa of its btfieg 8 


I rupture. The aurgeon told him that he had 
reduced it; and, by his desire, the man 
walked fVoia his residence in Uhelsea to thw 
Strand, for a trus,s. On his return home, he 
W'as unable to boar the pre8.sure of tha in- 
.strument : the pain and distress in tly* belly* 
together with tha sickness and vomiting, 
become much increased ; and tlie swelling 
was larger and more painful ; on which ac- 
count ilie surgeon advised that he ahould bu 
immediately conveyed to the hospital- On 
his arrmil there, the taxis waft again tried, 
but without antcess. He. was then put iyto 
the hot bath, and, while there, thirty-twO|j| 
ounces of hlood were taken from his arriijF^ 
when ho became faint, and iu that couditiou 
the hoiiae surgeon again attoini»ted the re- 
duction of the swelling, hot w'itU no belter 
success than b«;fore ; and I was tberotoro 
Bent for. 

“It was between nine and ten o'clock 
when 1 got to the hospital. Upon exami- 
nntioii, I found a tumour in the left groin, 
about the size of a largo walnut, proirudiug 
from within the ring of the external oblique, 
which looked and felt, iu all its apparent 
characters, like a strangvilated bubonocele. 

It was firm, tense, and very painful and 
tender when pressed. Its anterior or pro- 
jecting surface was perfectly distinct mid 
circumscribed, and its base fixed and im- 
moveable. liie spermatic chord, from the 
tumour to the testicle, was free and naturo!. 
'I'he slightest pressure excited great, pain in 
the tumour, and increased the distress and 
Kickncfts in the belly, which was swtdlen and 
distended. Theman had vomited seve rallimea 
since his admission ; appeared (o bo in great 
agony ; and had a very di,*itn.'ftHed, anxious 
countenance. He declared positively that 
lie had never had a swelling in that part be- 
fore, and that it bad hocomo larger, fttnl ni- 
finitiily more painful, since his widk that 
morning to tlie Strand and back.

“ Upon cutting tlirough the slieuth ot the 
chord, and diviiling iho fibres (d the cremas- 
ter muscle, there turned out u loose elastic 
subslancft, which appeared to eonust en- 
tirely of cellular moinbriiiu,*, and tvas as 
large as a pigeon’s egg. Under th« upper 
part of this mass, coming out from iho ring, 
a firm white tumour, of the size af a hirgo 
Spanish olive, was exposed, w'hirh Va.s ijn- 
beddud in and closely attaclied tj the sub- 
stance of the chord. It had no rew inblanct) 
to a recent hernial sac, nor to the pelUieid 
membrane of an encysted hydroceh', but 
was tough and thick. When cut into, about 
a drachm and a half of clear vvater eat ajied ; 
and it was then perceived to^ consist of a

Oiick BA B half-croTWi. Its internal surface 
was smootb, and formed into little sacs or 
pouches; and it passed up nearly half an 
loch within the ring, hut it had no communi- 
cation whatever with the abdomen. As it 
could not be dissected out without sHtting 
up' the'iiii|, and at the risk of injuring some I 
of the vessels of the chord, I laid it freely! 
open, and, having first satisfied myself that ] 
nothing like hernia existed in any part of the 
inguinal canal, put some lint lightly into its 
cavity, and brought t)»e upper and lower 
parts of the wound gently together with 
f sutures and sticking plaster. The man was

His pulse was full and strong, heating 108 
in tlie minute ; and his tongue was white 
and furred.

But he 
coinplalnedof a good deal of pain and tender- 
ness in the chord and scrotum, the swelling 
of whicli was increased to the thickness of] 
a man's wrist, and was tense and bard. He 
complained also of a troublesome cough, 
with an abundant expectoration of muco- 
puriform matter, which, he said, he had 


he had a clean tongue, open bowels, and Ins 
pulse was reduced to eigiitV'CJght in a 
minute. , 

“ Erom tbi.s time nothing occurred to_ re- 
tard his recovery: the swelling lapicily 
diminished; the discharge was moderate 
and good ; the wound filled up with healthy 
panulations; and, on the ;hMh of Januaiy, 
it was entirely healed, a very slight degree 
of thickening only remaining where the 
cyst had existed, 

“ The close resemblance which the tu- 
mour in tins case bore, in all its apj’arent 
characters, to straugnlated bubonocele, 
the duration and increasing severity ol the 
symptoms, — and the total failure of tlie 
remedies already tried, left no other re- 
source but the operation to propose ; in- 
deed, to have delayed it under sucli pressing 
circumstances would have been inexcusable. 
No part, however, of the relief obtained can 
be attributed to the operation. The com- 
plaint in the bowels was clearly obstruction, 
and inflammation, brought on by previous 
which were subdued by the 


constipation ; 
copious bleeding, warm bath, and other 
means made use of after the patient’s ad- 
mission into tlie hospital. The tumour in 
the groin had probably existed for some 
time, The man discovel-od it by accident ; 
and, combining it witli bis other symptoms, 
naturally conceived that ha was ruptured. 
Tlie rude and ineffectual attempts to push it 
up into the belly, excited pain and swelling 
of the part, and thus rendered its resem- 
blance to heiraia mote remarkable. Had 
the true nature of the swelling been ascer- 
tained, a better mode of treating it could 
not, perhaps, have been proposed than that 
which was adopted and proved successful, — 
viz. the laying it fairly open by a simple in- 
cision. 'I'he case, being one of rare occur- 
rence, isaltogetlier highly interesting, 
its result very satifactory. M

30. Inflammation consideraHy extended 
on tlie fore-arm ; pulse frequent, yet eom- 
pressible ; venesection ad Jxvj. from the 
alfected arm ; mist, ammon. acet. c, liq. ant. 
tart, ^ss aextis horis ; continue the fomen- 
tations and bread poultice. 

Dec. 1. The blood taken yesterday con- 
siderably cupped, with a tluck huffy coat ; 
the inflammation, which has extended to the 
wrist, and along the upper and back part of 
the arm to the axilla, has all the character 
of phlegmonous erysipelas. I’he patient 
lias passed a restless nigbt, is feverish, and 
in much pain to-day. Mr. Lawrence pointed 
it out as a well-marked case of phlegmonous 
Giysipelas, affecting both the skin and cellu- 
lar membranes, and observed tliat extensive 
sloughing of the latter would inevitably' 
ensue, unless the progress of the affection 
could be checked. He mentioned that the 
only means of accomplialung this object 
would he, the treatment recommended by 
Mr. Copland Hutchison, by free incisions 
through the inflamed parts, of which he said 
repeated experience had shown him the 
greatest advantages. He said this treat- 
ment would probably prevent suppuration 
and sloughing, in the present instance, but 
that it was equally advantageous after these 
processes had commenced, in ])roventing 
the further progress of the mischief. He 
therefore made two incisions with tbo scal- 
pel through the skin unci cellidar tissue, in 
the whole length of the influnied part, from 
above the elbow, nearly to the w'rist. One 
was twelve, the other ten inches long. The 
exposed cellular membrane was iuflanied 
and thickened. In one of the cuts it was 
loaded with effdsion of a dusky hue, with 
Bmall imrlions of yellow colour. Thow’ouhds 
bled IVcoly, and alL redness of the limb 
disappeared. 

y. 1 he bowels have not been opened for 
the last twenty -four hours ; the patient has, 
consequently, passed a very restless night, 
and i» feverish, with a furred and w’hite 
tongue ; much inflammation, and pain in 
the limb j the cellular tissue is decidedly 
sloughing at .some iioiuts, and a small por- 
tion of tbe integuments adjoining has al- 
ready done so ; a dose of calomel and jalap 
ordered to be taken immediiitL'ly, and the 
senna mixture every two hours, until the 
bow'els have been freely opened. 

3, He was freely purged yesterday, and 
during the night, and is much better to- 
day. The inflammation is subsiding ; to 
taka fifteen grains of Dover's powder at 
bed-time, if the purging should continue. 

4. The bowels yesterday becoming quiet, 
the Dover's pow’der was Hot taken ; had a 
good night ; tongue cleaner^ the redness 
of the skin has completely disappeared ; 
the eecjretiong from the woutuls btiiq; de- 


ficient, they were desired tobedresfledwiih 
yellow basilicon ointment, spread thickly 
upon lint, and then covered with a linseed 
poultice. 

5 . Copious healthy secretion from the 
wounds ; there is general weakness, with 
slow pulse ; to take infusion of bark, with 
dilute sulphuric acid, three times a-day. 

H. Most favourable progress in all re- 
spects ; there has been partial sloughing of 
the cellular substance, and skin on the in- 
side of the arm; tlie wounds are healing 
rapidly.

Henry Ashton, set. months, was ad- 
mitted as an out-patient at this Hospital ; 
its mother states that she has been married 
nine years, and has had seven children ; 
the four former of whom are living and 
healthy. Four years ago, and after the 
birtli of these children, she liad a primary 
syphilitic sore, for winch she caino into the 
Hospiuil, and was cured. Since then she 
has remained fiec from any symptoms of the 
complaint, and has hadtliree children, The 
two first of these three were still-born ; 
this, the youngest, appeared quite well at 
birth ; but, in about three days afterwards, 
red patches appeared about the umbilicus, 
and, in another week, about the palpebra^ ; 
iles(iuamation of the cuticle, on the Imnda and 
feet. For these symptoms the cliild was 
brought to this Hospital, where some pow- 
ders were prescribed for it, under the use 
of which he got W'ell. 'JVo months 
copper- coloured blotches broke out ''pon 
tire scalp, extending to the face aT)i;./pal- 
pebi-if! ; and, in another foitniglit, the 
nostrils began to discharge. 'Then came ex- 
coiiation about the anus, and the child was 
again brought to the Hospital, prerfnting 
the following appearances. Superficial cop- 
per-coloured blotches about the head and 
face ; thickening redness, amh excoriation 
of the palpebral margins ; yellow and viscid 
discharge from the nostrils, wdth thickening 
of the aloe nasi. Excoriation around the 
anus, with a circular elevated sore on the 
perineum, about the size of a shilling ; the 
latter is considerably raised, and has a per- 
fectly smooth red surface, without granula- 
tions. Tnok hydrg. c. creta, grs. iv. nocio 
maneque ; in three weeks tliese eruptions 
had entirely disap jieared •, hut there being 
a little return of eruption on the head, it 
was recommended a powder should be tsikeit 
once a«d»y.

George Tice was admitted wader Mr. 
Lawrence, on tbe7tb of .luuo last. Five 
inontlis before bia admission lie contmeted 
gonorrhoia, which lasted three months. He 
tlien observed a aore on the glaiis near the 
orifice, of the urethra, to whiclt caustic was 
applied without any benefit ; poulticea and 
cold clotlis were lovd recourse to, hut the 
circumference of the sore gradually increased 
up to the time of his ndiuissioii. 

7. The ulceration, wliich still possesses 
the phagedenic character, has destroyed the 
glaus penis, except the mere edge of its 
corona, of which a very narrow portion re- 
mains. The front of this ulcer, w-hich in- 
cludes the iutenial surface of the thickened 
jirepuce, forms u deep foul excuvulion, 
tlirough which the urine isdischargi'd. lin 
mediately behind this there is a convex 
jiTominence of reddish and nearly healthy 
granulations ; apparently the front end of the 
penis denuded by tlu* destruction of tbe 
glniis. The circurafeience of the sore cor- 
revponding to the corona glnndis, has a foul 
white surface and ragged edge. The jire- 
puce is swelled, and slightly indurated, 
'rhere is superficial ulceration of the tonsils, 
and a foul white ulcer on the right side of the 
jdiarynx. On the face ntul neck there are a 
few small eniplions, or rather incipient cir- 
cular ulcerations, of which the larger »te 
about eciual in sixe to a sixpence. The skin 
I is brkht rod, and tlu* cuticle in the centre, 
is elemed in to a flal toned vesicle, by serous 
or thi* purulent secretion. 'Flie patient, 
who is tall and light complexioned, witli 
light hair, emaciated and feeble, with a 
tjuick but weak pulse. Mr. l.awreuce con 
fiiderwl this to be a well marked case of tbe 
phagedenic venmwi diteax ; its character be- 
ing shown, not only by the nature and de- 
structive effects of tiic jirimary^ sore, but 
idso by the rapid superveiition of the secon- 
dary symiitoms. As neither mercury nor 
any other active reinedie.s had been em- 
ployed, the morbid jihenornena had not 
been interrupted in their progress, and the 
case was tlierefore well calculated to exhibit 
tlie natural progress of disease. It was de- 
termined no mercury should be used inter- 
nally, but that sootliing and strengtliening 
means should be resorted to, in additson lo 
local remtdies. Ordereil cinnabar fumiga- 
tion to tbe penis once a day, bread and 
wmter poultice ; extract coaii# v grain* wry 
eight hours j milk diet.

Vise orifice of the 
urethra, a portion of which canal had been 
destroyed, was so much contraeleti by the 
cii,fttrix, that it was neceasary to slit it up 
half an inch, on acroutit of the difticoHy in 
making water ; the tliroat was perfectly 
well, and the sores on the head soundly 
cautrixed ; the knee and elbow were well, 
but tbe hands and feet are a little swelled 
and painful. 

August 12 . Themodiemes and wine were 
discontinued, and tJie patient left the Hos- 
pital with all his Kyphilitic symptoms com- 
fdeiely removed.

The almost immediate relief which we 
have observed to follow cupping on the /oius, 
in a vast number of rases of hernia humora- 
lifl treated at this Hospital, induces us to 
notice the practice here.

In the Ipst Number but one of The Lancet, 
it w^as briefly mentioned that Mr. I5. Cooper 
had operated for popliteal aneurism on the 
gOth of February. A» there was noUiing 
remarkable in the case, or iu riie operation, 
it was nut c-onsideied ueccssary to enter into 
the particulars. I'hc ease, liowever, w'as 
aubsequently rendered interesting by the 
vecuffence of htcmorirhtige froo^ the wound 


the following evening to an alarming extent, 
and it was therefore, deemed advisable to 
send for Mr. B, Cooper. It was between 
seven and eight o’clock in the evening when 
Mr, Cooper came, and having ascertained 
the particulars of the case, he determined 
on tying the vessel as near as possible to 
Poupart’s iigiunent, being unable to secure 
it above that part, in consequence of the 
application of pressure to restrain the hai* 
luorrhage. Tlie patient was removed to the 
theatre, and Mr. Cooper commenced the 
operation, by making a semilunar incision 
immediately over Poupart’s ligament, when 
the artery was ijuickly exposed, and a liga- 
ture applied without difficulty. The patient 
was tiien removed to bed there was no 
further ha'inoiThage from the w’oiind, ^^id 
the man ajipeured for several days tJ' be 
going on tolerably well ; there was but 
slight variation in his state from day to day, 
uniil Thursday night, lilarch yih, when he 
was attacked w-ith vomiting, and symptoms 
of great depression in the vital powers. 
The rmmiting continued at intervals through- 
out the night, on the fuilowung morning, and 
also during tlie whole of that day, Friday. 
Tlie countenance was anxious, the pulse 
quick and feeble, and the sickness truly dis- 
tressing. Little or no relief was obtained 
from the means employed, which consisted 
iuthe application of a sinapism to the pit of 
the stomach, the exhihitioa of effervesoentB, 
with brandy and ammonia. 

The poor fellow died early on Saturday 
morning, being the eighteentli day from the 
perlbnnanee of the first operation, and the 
fttoventh day after the aecond operation.

There 
arc some who think there must be some 
elementary and primary fibre, and aome get 
that sort of notion into their heads, that 
they cannot believe tliere is any thing like 
formation— that it must ho development— 
that it must be evolution. Now, I say we 
have no sort of thing like this ; 1 say the 
power of a female iu forming an ovum, is 
clear, but that, however decidedly it may ba 
formed, the actions will not go on, nor will 
a young plant or aniinnl be produced, unless 
this part is stimulated by the semen of the 
male ; if this he done, actions go on, and a 
young one is formed, resembling both it* 
parents, and thatis amoslmarvellouscircum- 
stance ; every thing relating to this subject 
is nmrvelious. 

Well, then, as the process of intubation 
goeg oil, you find the vesicula pulsans seem* 
to bp contained iu a kind of circular or oval 
surface ; this eventually tunis out to be Ibo 
j bo<Iy of the chick.

Well, I have done with that subject ;

parous kind. One cannot express the thing 
plainiy ; they are oviparoos, but the egg i* 
botched in tbe body of the parioit onimal.

mals ; and it is even so in reptiles. Tim 
viper is an uvovipwotis aiiimal, as its name 
implies i but this Is even met wRh In

■^doubtless the foetal part is supplied with 
*blodd from the uterine part, hut how this 
supply takes place 1 believe no one knows. 

In animals the uterine part of the placenta — 
in many animals the uterine part of the pla- 
centa is of considerable substance, and it 
forms little cavities into which nodules be- 
longing to the foetal part of the placenta 
' enter ; hut in the human subject, the ma- 
ternal part is of a very flimsy portion, and 
you may, if you plunge a pipe into the pla- 
centa, where it is attached to the uterus, 
throw in an injection which will pass into 
the uterus. 0, there is no doubt that there 
is a communication, hut the communication 
is intricate and yet unexplained. 

Now the question is, Why, why is this' 
intricapy l Can any good rea^oa he as- 
signed for it 1 The answer is, Yes j seem 
ingly a very good reason. If the vessels of I 
the mother had led into the child •, if the 
blood of the mother had directly communi- 
cated with the child, the child would have 
participated in all the illnesses of the mo- 
ther. Sickly mothers would have always 
home sickly children. It is of great con- 
sequence that a child should be healthy 
and sickly mothers often hear healtliy chil- 
dren. The child has an independent life 
tlie mother furnishes it with nourishment, 
hut the functions are so far unconnected 
with tlie circulation and general health of 
tlie mother, thut the child does nut sufPerhy 
the maladies of the mother, at least in any 
considerable degree. Mr. Hunter, tliinking 
cn this subject, was led at first to suppose, 
that the diseases of the motlier could never 
be communicated to the child ; but he lived 
long enough to see his error, for infectious 
diseases are communicated to the child after 
» certain period. If a mother lias measles, 
hx/pirig -cough, or malt-pox, the disease is not 
communicated to the child till it is about six 
months old ; after that period, the child is 
liable to participate in the disease. Children 
generally do participate in such diseases, 
and premature labour coming on, children 
have been bom covered with smallpox ; but 
this doesnot happen till perhajps the seventh 
or eightli month. 1 knew an instance in my 
own ac<piaintHnce of a mother wlro had the 
hooping-cough, and who produced a child 
with ilie hooping cough ut the time it first 
breathed* 

Well, then, I btive told you as mwch os I 
believe physiologically need be told, relative 
to the human ot um. Some have bothered 
themselves about the ms of the waters of the 
iDuumj «one hftve eatertai&ed w idea 


The waters of the amnion exceed by 3‘) 
times the young foetus at first ; and in the 
case of the old foetus, the bulk of the foetus 
exceeds by seven or eight times the waters 
of the amnion. You cannot imagine any 
better defence for the delicacy of the young, 
than that of having it suspended in a bag of 
water : any action of the uterus cannot in- 
jure it ; but as tbe texture of the embryo 
becomes firm and capable of bearing pres- 
sure without being injured, so do the waters 
of the amnion go away. You know the 
growth of the ovum is entirely in the fundus 
uteri for a certain length of time ; at about 
half the period of uteio-gestation, the uterus 
rises up out of the pelvis, at that time do 
uterine motions take place in the child, and, 
ns the phrase is, the w'oman quickens. Now 
at this time, the whole of the cervix uteri is 
perfect, hut by degrees the cervix uteri be- 
comes extended, and made part of the hag 
that contains the fentus. The obliteration of 
the cervix uteri, therefore, denotes the pro- 
gress of pregnancy, and it is not until the 
ninth month that it is completely evolved, 
so as to make a part of the hag that con- 
talus the ovum. 

Now this, no doubt, is very curious, and 
is the consequence of the upright figure of 
the human female. If it had happened 
otherwise, the weiglit of the ovum w'ould 
have gravitated ngainst the ot uteri ; as it is, 
it can never gmiiinu* till the uterus has ob- 
taified its full dimensions, and till the cervix 
uteri has expanded, so as to make part of 
the general hag that contains tl»e child. 


The uterus gradually comes up in front of 
the bowels, and the progress of its ascA is 
noted ; by the eighth month, it has go^lhove 
the umbilicus, or as high as the umbili- 
cus ; it gets higher still, and seems to fill 
the whole front of the abdomen ; hut to- 
wards the ninth month, a very considerable 
change takes place in the situation of the 
uterus. Actions preparatory to parturition 
take place, which bring the os iptermm uteri,. 
the os tinea, into the very middle of the supe- 
rior aperture of the pelvis. These are those 
adjusting actions preparatory for parturi- 
tion w'hich take place. Then, at the nindi 
month, more efficient actions of the uterus 
take place, and the ovum is protruded against 
the os tincm ; it yields, hut yet it is injured, 
and forced away, so that blood is discharged 
from it, and it is made gradually to enlarge. 
’J'here have been some who have ppa^ed 
themselves about inquiring why those ac- 
tions of the uterus should take place at the 
generally allotted time i oud some have 
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held, that the burthen is kept as long ss it 
can, and therefore tlmt the uterus is glad to 
get nd of Its contents. But it is held only 
the same time, whether there is a dwarfish 
foetns, or a large one ; whether there is much 
or little oi the water of the amnion; aud, 
in short, we cannot tell the nature of these 
things — it is a sort of ordinance of Nature, 
rhen, when the uterus begins to act, it is 
aided by the expiratory powers ; it is first 
pushed down by that which is free to move, 
that is, the waters of the amnion ; then by 
the w’eight of the ovum, and there is car- 
ried forward a portion of membrane, which 
gradually tends to enlarge the os tineas Then 
it is natural to expect that these membranes 
will burst in their most extended part; but 
this does not always happen, for sometimes 
they hurst in the uterus, and then the child 
carries forth a part of the uterus on its head ; 
hut generally it is the other way, aud then 
what happens 1 Why, then, the head passes 
down ; and what further happens, has been 
explained in these Lectures, a? far as phy- 
siology is concerned. Well, the child is 
protruded, and the uterus is contracted 
uutil it has expelled the whole of its con- 
tents. The child is protruded out of the 
vagina, and the uterus is contracted so as 
to hold nothing but the placenta and mem- 
brane of the ovum : resting from its labour 
a little, it resumes it again, and it expels 
the ovum. Having contracted, so as to ex- 
pel the ovum, it must have reduced itself 
to so small a sixe, that tlm vessels will be 
tvlosed, or will pour forth but a very small 
tjuantity of blood. There is no ha'inurrhage 
where the uterus is allowed to exju I the 
■ovum after wdiat Nature has designed. 

Now, really, there is good in studying 
these pow’ers of nature, which we should 
alwlks endeavour to imitote, and not iiiler- 
rupt-^lways endeavour to aid, and not to 
interrupt. A child does not grope its way 
Into the world, and get through, just as a 
cfciwmsy-mwspsr gels out of a chimney, 
^laughter,) by any efforts of his own ; it’s 
«rpi»lled, and the parts must be perfectly 
uontracted, when it’s expelled from the 
ov^m. But suppose a midwife helps the 
child out, drftws it forth, and so on 1 the 
uterus containing the placenta and ovum is 
not contracted ; and supimse tliose become 
detached 1 O, then you have uterine hwmor- 
Ttliage ; and an inclination to get away the 
mundum, may induce the midwife, im- 
properiy, to pull. I once heard, what I 
thought was a good story ; a medical man was 
talking to some comrades in bis profession, 
he told them that wlueh I dare say In- 
yiroald not hate told to others: he said, O 
■^rs, I was Quite astonished to find, and 1 
frawiftot at all atvare of the very li t lie force

into the world. You know that the uterus 
has been inverted, and that the inversion of 
it has afforded the means of showing the 
menstrual discharge.

W hen the uterus is enlarged, O, we see the 
veins very considerably enlarged ; and w hen 
we cut through Lheni, they look like as if 
they were composed of cells ; we see tiui 
arteries of the uterus also very considerably 
enlarged. 'J'hee arteries of the womb have a 
very curious tortuous arrangement ; Mr. * 
Hunter calls them the curling arteries of 00 
the womb ; a very curious tortuous arrange- 
ment. And tlven, on exainvniug tVic womb, 
you have appearances, which Mr.lhinter, 
and others, have helieved to he inusculaT, 
and some have denied that they are mnacu- 
lar ; but no one can doubt the power of for- 
cil)le contraction of the uterus, wlio has had 
his hand in the cavity of it. 1 need only 
appeal to the sense of accouclieurs for con- 
firmation on thi8])oint. And now, then, I 
have done with the history of fecundation, 
and the growth of the ovum, as far as seem* 
to me to be necessary, speaking physio- 
logically. 

I'he secrelim of milk begins at this time— 
at the time when the child ia able to suck.

Per* 
sons having these diseases labour under 
circumstances which are exceedingly p«j- 
pIsMOg, and it is not till a very advanced 
period, ^whea the swelling has calkd for the 
patient’s attention, and the examination of 
Che medical attendant, that tlie real nature 
of the disease has been known. I'here are 
people vrho have boon hardy enough to poke 
instruments into them, for bringing about, 
as they My, a clvange, and, they also state, 
Bucoessfully too ; but this is a jiractice which 
1 know nothing of. 'J’o pass an instrument 
into tlie womb, wliere you are uncertain 
what you may wound, is certainly a kind of 
practice that should not be projected, until 
the beneficial eftect of it has been substan- 
tUted by the relation of a number of cases, 
and by the concurrent opiuiou of the profes- 
siori. Now when these things, growing 
beneath the lining of the womb, inrrciuie to 
a certain size, they are protruded out of the 
m internum uteri into tire m^'ina. Here is a 
very large specimen of that sort ; and then 
tins is often accounted a |>olypus of the 
uterus. They have absolutely become so 
large, that they have projected out of the 
pudendum, and desciMidcd half way down 
the thigh. I saw a prejjaration which Dr. 
Coombs possessed, where the bladder and 
part of the pelvic vifcera were actually 
drawn a considerable way down. Being 
SKnnetimes of a pyriform shape, they have 
been mistaken for an inverted uterus. These 
Are the tumours which you may lie, if you 
can get a thread or wire over the neck of 
tliem; when that is done, the tumour drops 
off, and Umj patients are as well as if they 
hijd never had any such disease. These are 
tniwmours which Leveret invented a sort 
of Vro to tie *, ho put tlie wire round the 
neck of them, and twisted it daily. There 
are various modes of tying them. ‘Well, 
then, these tumours, when they present in 
the uterus, are esteemed, perhaps, {wlypi of 
the uterus •, but there lire polyi>ou8 growths 
from the uterua, and lierc is a pn'paruiion 
eff one, it has a thick base. Here is one of 
those inyaiiBted, but still it seems to bo a tu* 
awnr with a thickened base. 

What 1 want to tell you is this, that I 
haow very well, that where there is a tu* 
metfr oanying down with it a process of the 
snambrane of the womb, tliera is no doubt 
that that may be tied, and that no barm will 
rwmlt from it j but even those with thick* 
iened bases may also be tied, and no harm 
itmpifftfroitt it. But I Imve met with many 
oasea ia the courae of my life, wbere medi* 
smipcactitiooera, tying these poly/ii, as they 
•Ufa «aSe4 (frer they aU ip> by that name,) 


with thick necks, have included a portion of 
the uterus. Those tumours sometimes form 
within tlie parktiei of tlie uterus, and they 
may drag down a portiiui of it; but if the 
uterua is included in tlie ligature, generuUy 
fatal irritation succeeds. Many times h^ve 
I been culled upon to open the bodies df* 
people who have died •after tliey hadtiad* 
what was called polypi tied ; and 1 liave 
found, ^at u }><irtion of tlio uterus was in* 
eluded in the ligature. Now thia should 
make us cautious in our proceediiiga. , 
Well, then, so much for those diseaswis, 
and now, \vith regard to the diseaeua of the 
womb itself ; you find the womb chronically* 
enlarged and diaeaseil ; in some cases, the ^ 
whole substance of the womb is thus situ* 
ated, and it is known, that in these diseases 
there is sometimes inorhid, and often fo'lid 
secretions, from the liniags of tins womb. 
Now this 1 deem right to mention, because 
I would not, if 1 found a case of this kind 
get well, report it as a case of cure of cau* 
cer of the uterua. Here is a specimen show- 
ing a Uterua chronically diseased ; Uie whole 
substance of it is thickened. But in tha 
cancer of the uterus, the disease always be- 
gins ill the cervix uterus : and there are two 
sets of these diaensea ; one that begins with 
seirrbosity, and then goes into a state of uloe* 
ration, which is a fatal disease. Here are a 
number of specimens of them. But the 
ftmdtts uteri remains sound to the last. It 
begins in scirrhusity in the o#fv>x uteri ; and 
this scj'rrhosity, which goes into cauocroos 
ulceration, generally begins where there is 
most mucous secretiou, as I msy say, about 
the pylorus, and so on { it exteuds jirogres* 
sively, and of course the fundus uteri is most 
remote, and remains sound to the latest pe*. 
riod. But there are other cases in witicb 
the ulceration in the cervix of the womb 
throws out tt /Muioi*— a Cjm‘t‘r sort of fungus. 
Here is a speriinen ni tiist kind, but it 
equally sliows the fundus uteri, rcnmiiiing 
sound, til! the disease has so spread a« to 
destroy the life of the patient. 

llieD I must speak of merbid apfmnmeee, 
as circnmstancei contained in the womb 
itself ; and here 1 have to mentioa that there 
uri hyilatidf. Her® is « sjmoiflien cl uterine 
hydatids -, they are of an oval form ; they 
have necks, and they seem to be attached to 
one another. The otenis becomes distended 
with them ; the weight of extennon expels 
them ; and the u terns being enlarged to a 
considerable siwr, when they are discharged, 
there is a great deal of blood diaebWed from 
the uterus. I have known many pfople, m 
I may say, delivered d hydatids, and they 
hove done very well ; I have known some, 
who have been delivered more than ostme of 
such B burthen.

I say, it is curious that a 
little part like the ovary should acquire such 
a great magnitude. 0 ,the cells often be* 
come immensely large, as I shall tell you.

1 where tiie ovary is of this cellular structure 
which 1 have exhibited to you •, you cannot 
tap a thing of that sort •, if you did, you can 
1 st out nothing, and it is very dangerous to 
do it, 1 have seen where people thought 
there was dropsy in the ovarium, that they 
plunged a irocar into some solid substance, 
but the patient has died. 1 have known 
many cases, of solid substance of the 
ovary, n-here it has attained a certain 
magnitude and then ceased to grow, 1 have 
therefore to declare to you, as my opinion, 
that where patients have a filling up of one 
cell of the ovary, or of many cells of the 
ovary, that the case ought to be treated 
upon purely surgical principles : that when 
you find the body rising up on one or other 
side, and painful, you should keep your 
patients in a horizontal situation : iipplv 
leeches, blisters, and produce iriiluMuji, tor 
1 can assure you that I have seen many en- 
larged ovaries arrested by this treatment. 
Of course you would attend to the state of 
the pniient’s general health, as 1 imagine 
you would do in every case, in which a 
patient W'as affected ; but I say this sluould 
he treated upon surgical princijdes, just as 
you w’ould an enlargement of any otlter part 
of the body. 

When the belly is distended, and where 
there is one great cyst, forming the princi- 
pal bulk, the question is, about lapping it. 
Now I should say to you, you must tap 
where it becomes inconvenieuily large to the 
patient. It is a crue,l thing for a female 
to be subject to periodical tappings, 
there is no help for it. I shall tell-^ou 
cases of postponement of this operatiotf^ in 
order to show you the consequence of such 
postponement. It is a curious thing too, 
that sometimes when the ovary increases in 
this manner, the urinary secretion is sup- 
pressed. I'his is one of the circumstances 
that probably has led to the treatment of 
the disease, as if it were a dropsical disease, 
as it is called — a dropsy of the ovofinm. It is 
not in every case there is this suppression 
of the urine, or ratlier diminution, for it 
is not an actual suppression, but a dimtm~ 
thn of the quantity *, but where such an oc^- 
currence takes place, it has been observed 
that the secretion of urine becomes renewed, 
and the fluid of tlte ovary i.s dissipated. A 
lady who had had tliis hapi'ieii to her several 
tinms, went on in hopes that it would again 
occur, till her ovary became most immenaely 
enlarged Indeed, and tlten she wmt o^ged 
to consent to the dreaded oper&tion of ta^ 


know of hydatids! Why, that whenever 
they form, they are either in a natural ca 
vity, or in some membranous cyst ; so that 
the finding of a membrane, or a something 
throvra out from the lining of the uterus re- 
aembling a membrane, would not be an ap- 
pearance like what you would expect where 
there is an ovum ; and it does not identify 
that that is the membrane of an ovum. 

I may here say, that the ovum itself often 
Roesinto a diseased state, and thus the child 
does not grow ; that there are diseases of 
the placenta. Here is a specimen of one — 
of a diseased state of the ovum, such as pro- 
hibited nourishment being conveyed to the 
faUti ; the little foetus is hanging to the 
morbid ovum ; suflicient nourishmejl^ has 
been conveyed to maintain the life of it ; 
but not sufficient to enable it to grow. 
When people have an ovum of this kind, in 
n diseased state, after a time it is expelled, 
and they are delivered of a very strange 
thing— of a mole-, as they call it. And a 
case occurring near this Hospital, of tliis 
kind, 1 went to see it, and I brought away 
the preparation I now show you, which I 
found to be the case of a placenta, from its 
being covered with membranes. 

Ovarian disease.— Well, I can say no more 
relative to the disease of the uterus ; and that 
there are such things told in books, though I 
have not seen them, as dropsy of the Fullcjnati 
trumpet* But diseases of the ovary, which 
is tlie next subject 1 have to cull your atten- 
tion to, are exceedingly common indeed , 
and it is curious to know tlmt a little body 
like the ovary, not so big ns a pigeon’s egg, 
will swell to an enormous size. Now, when 
it enlarges, it generally has cells in it, and 
those cells are filled with gelatinous fluid.

A great ded of fusa has 
been made of late where appearances have 
feeen met with, that have led to the idea of 
the existence of what is called superjatatm, 
ai if there was an embryo within an em- 
bryo.

A person has some swelling in 
the abdomen, tlie nature of which is unin- 
telligible ; and, subsequently, the patient 
dying, on being examined, it is found that 
this swelling is sometliing like a foetus; 
that there is a head, and a trunk, a?jd limbs 
to it. But, in general, nothing has been 
made out, as to the supply of such a firtus. 

J, have no doubt it is sHpjdied, if the case 
was made out at all, by the uertfc systm of 
the subject. But it is sup])Osed to be a 
sort of second conception — a fa*tus within a 
fcctua, and looked upon as exceedingly mar- 
vellous. Now, if the same thing hod grown

This name is given to a class of diseases 
which have all the essential characters of 
idiopathic f cm, hui with stweral |H‘culiaritieB 
by which they are distinguished both from 
ordinary fever, and from one another. They 
have been usually termed trxmiymafjt, or 
eruptive fevers, from their being commonly 
attended with an effloresoeuce or eraptioii ot 
some kind on the skin, diflerent in the diff» - 
rent sptseies, as 1 shall presently describe to 
you. There ia a considerable nnniber of 
tfiese specf^c or cruptiec fevers, the chief of 
which are small-jm, diickm-pni, mmlm, icur- 
tel fever, the wmae. ryuunrhe parvtidita , or 
tbe mumps, and pr- Imhiv others less known. 
I’heae are all sulficiently cliaracteTised as 
sjtrnficfe.f'f ; butotlief* have been included 
in th»- das.*!, with doubtful propriety. Such 
are fteslit or the phgm, erytipelm, miliaria, 
urticaria, pmphigm, and cpfcthi*.

It is not im- 
probable that they may have had their source 
in the application of a virus from some ani- 
mal in a diseased state ; and the disease, 
when thus once excited, might have been 
transmitted afterwards from one human sub- 
ject to another ; just as we .see to be the 
case with regard to the vaccine disease. But 
this is mere conjecture,

V The attack of the variolous fever is said to 
be distinguished by an unusual degree of 
pain in the back and loina, and also pain 
upon pressure on the epigaslrium. These 
syniptiiius, though often present, are not at 
all times remarkable. About tjie third day 
from the commencement of the fever, ihefo 
.■|;•jl••.:r on the skin very minute red spots, at 
uiai scarcely larger than flea-bites, and 
without perceptible elevation. In a few 
hours they spread, become elevated, and 
gradually rise into pimples, which go into 
Buppuration, in the space of from four or five 
to eight days or longer, depending much 
upon the number of the pustules present. 
The pustules thus formed, gradually become 
dry, and in general without breaking, the 
fluid tliey contain being either dissipated by 
exhalation, or absorbed. A brownish crust 
forms on the surface, which, in a week 
or more, falls off, leaving a red spot be- 
hind on the skin ; and often a depression or 
pitting, which rt mains for life. It is com* 
monly many weeks before the skin recoverj 
its natural hue.

But tlien you are to consi- 
der, that the Vaccine Board consists of the 
heads of the two colleges, who have few or 
mo opportunities individually, from their 
^ own experience, of knowing any .thing of 
the one practice or tire other : and further, 
that they divide among them the lioti's share 
of the three thousatid pounds annually granted 
by a well-meaning parliament, for the pro- 
pagation of the vaccine practice. 

No Satisfactory reason can ho given for 
the effect of imculatmi iu so remarkably mi- 
tigating small-pox. Tlifi patient, after ino- 
culation, usually sickens about the eighth or 
ninth day j whereas the disease, when taken 
in the casual way, does not make its appear- 
ance till after fourteen days. There is a 
great advantage iu preparing the patient for 
^inoculation ; and this preparation consists 
‘merely in the adoption of an antiphlogistic 
regimen, with the use of a few purgatives, 
before the time of sickening. It is a great 
mistake tO supyrose, as somo do, that a state 
of high healtli is the most favourable to ex- 
cite the disease in ; the contrary is, iu fact, 
the case : for the same reason that the 
greater surgical operations are found to be 
most dangerous in healthy and robust sub- 
jucts. 

The small-pox is not merely mitigated, 
hut prevented, by the practice of vaecimtion, 
newly introduced among us. By this prac- 
tice, a peculiar form of disease is excited, 
consisting, like tlie other spreijic fevers, of a 
/flCai! affection, and a constitutional disorder 
having all the essential characters of id/oprt- 
thic fevei'. ITiis fever is sometimes so 
sliglit, as to be hardly perceptible : at 
others, it is very severe ; and in infants, 
sometimes attended with convulsions ; just 
ns happens in matt pox. Tlie mccine disease 
does not appear to spread by effluvia, but 
only by the direct application of the virus to 
he skin. 

i Tlie power of tlie vaccine disease to pre- 
vent small pox, is sufficiently ascertained in a 
genend way ; but, at the same time, the 
exceptions are so numerous as to detract 
materially from the Value of the vaccine 
practice. Unfortunately, the degree of 
aecnrity afforded against future small pax, 
cannot at piroaent be ascertained, so as to 
enable m eatinmte 


the value of the mtehti practice, in 
risen with the vanolmis inoculation. The 
forced, and almost exclusive, use of the 
vaccine itmulaiion, from its first introduction, 
has mode it impossible to know who are, 
and who are not still susceptible of small 
pox ; for persons are not now, as formerly, 
much exposed to the contagion of this.

value ot vaccination can be determined. 
The superiority of the new practice is 
founded on the following points. 1. The 
vaccine disease is far milder, tlian the cari- 
olous, as produced by inoculation, t. It 
leaves no deformity behind it, as the vario- 
lous inoculation sometimes does. 3. It is 
better as regards the public ; as it is not 
propagated by effluvia as small |w»r is, the 
ravages of which are thus liable to be in* 
lireased by the variolous inoculation, unless 
practised under particular restrictions. 
These advantages, great as they undoubt- 
edly are, are counter-balanced in some de- 
gree hy the insecurity of the vaccine practice, 
which does not, by any means, afford ecpial 
exemption from future small pox, w'itli the 
variolous disease itself. On which side tlie 
scale tunis upon the whole, is at present 
matter of opinion. 1 think the juiblic 
should be allowed to judge for themselves 
in adopting one or the other practice ; and 
which they are as competent to do, and 
quite as likely to come to a judicious and 
disinterested conclusion, as the Vaccine 
Board itself. I may observe, in the mean 
time, that the danger of the variolous inocu- 
lation has been most unreasonably exagger- 
ated; as you will find on comparing the 
statements recently made on the subject 
with the recorded experience of the Sut- 
tons, Baron Bimsdale, and the practice of 
the Small-pox Hospital. 

Varicella, or chicken-pox, has so strongji 
resemblance to mail -pox, as, at times, t«e 
easily mistaken for it. .Severe chkke^pox 
a))j)roaches very near to mall-im in most 
respects ; and the two, no doubt, have often 
been confounded together. 'I'he cliief dis- 
criminating characters are, the milder na- 
ture and shorter duration of the eruptive fever 
in raricetla — the crystalline appearance of 
tlie pustules ; and their more speedy matura- 
tion and destjuamation. As to tlie treat- 
ment of chkken })ox, the mildest antiphlo- 
gistic means are all that are required. 

Rubeola, the measles ; called also, marbilU, 
This disease, like small-pox, is contagioBS, 
and spreads widely by its effluvia. I^e 
eruption usually appears about the foutlh day 
after the attack of fever. The eruption 
consists of minute red sjiots, not of the 
brightest hue, slightly raised above the 
general level of the skin, and mostly with 
aa ezceediii^y mM vesicle top.

After tliree or four days, the eruption begins 
to fade, leaving a scaly roughness on the 
skin for some time. The fever doea not so 
generally terminate with the eruption as in 
small-pox, but often contimKis afteiwards, 
and Bometimes in an aggravated degree. 

I'he diseuae commeiu'ea with catarrhsl 
symptoms, namely, sneezing, red and watery 
eyes, and « short, dry, hoarse cough. 'I'heso 
symptoms continiM'. for some time after the 
eruption has disa})pt’ared ; and frequently 
the iiidammation at this period extends to 
the substance of the lungs, giving rise to 
difliculty of breathing, with pain in the 
t:l)e.«t ; a foiiudation is thus often lai<I for 
future phthhii. Sometime, s the intlainma- 
lion is concentrated about tho larynx, and 
producea symptoms of emttp. 

The mfastes differ much, in point of vio- 
lence ami danger, in different seasons; 
pometirnes being mild in character ; at other 
times, fatal to great numbers. The disease 
pometirnes proves fatal from tlie violence of 
the fever, or hmin-tijf'ectim ; sometimes from 
the pulmnik inflammation ; or from the oc- 
currence of croup, a« I have just stated. 
The continuance of inflammation in the 
phest, ill a chronic fonn, i.s another source 
of danger, that ought to be carefully guarded 
against. 

Treatment. — Mild cases of meadei require 
only ciirefdl nursing, and an uiitijihlogistic 
regimen , while the disease is nmning through 
its course. If either the. symptoms offover, 
^brain-affectwi,) or ihosi^ of inflammation in 
the chest, are unu.«»uiilly violent, a more 
active antiphlogistic treatment is reipiired ; 


hlooiUetlin^ move particularly. 1 his evacua- 
tion i» olten more requisite at the'decline 
of the diftpso than at an early period, on 
account of the pulmonary symptoms. The 
l|Mii)hlogi»tic freatnieiit should h« con- 
^Bued, and thd patient carefully attended 
t3| as long as any signs of pulmonic or 
catarrhal inflammatioi) remain. 

'J’he mmide.'i arc sairl to bo attended on 


some oc(;a.sions with putrid or mali^mnt 
symptoms, such as purple spot$ in the skin, 
and the like ; but having no experience of 
tliiB myself, 1 can give you no directiona in 
regard to the treatment ; further than say- 


ing, that the best mode of treatment in such 
cases is, .1 heliPTe, not sullicieMtly ascer- 
tained. 

^ Scarlatina, or scarktifeier, so called from 
,« bright red hue of the skin. This is a 
■ Ju^hty com agious disease. 'I'he eftorescenoe 
ttsually makes its appearauce three or four 
days after the comnMincement of the fsver. 
It is more or less generally diffused over 
the skin, sometimes pretty unifomilyj some- 
• times in patches ; there is also, generally, 
a degree of rougluteap of the akin, occasioned 
by extremely minute pimpies or veaiciea. 


After thtee or four day«, the elfloTesrence 
fades afid gradoally disappears, the cuticle 
foiling off in minute branny scales ; but 
where the outiefo is thick, ns about the 
bands trad feet, it often peels off in large 
flukes. 

In most case* of this disease, if not in uH,* 
there is soreness of the tliroat, arising* front 
inflammation of the nmcous merahtane I Ji 'ing 
the fauces ; whence the terms war/urirui ««- 
girwiM, npmitche iwlatina, und scarlet fever 
ti'Uh tore thre^at, that have been applied, to 
this disease, i 

'fhere is no disease that differs more at 
different times, in |K)int of severity and 
danger, than this ; and that both with re-|| 
gani to the local symptoms, and the attend- 
ing fever. In some Bensons, it Bpreads 
widely as an epidemic, and prisvea fotal to 
great numbers ; and that more quickly than 
is tlie case in ahnost any other diftease, in 
this climate nt least, At other times, it 
takes place sporadicaUtf, that i«, individually, 
w'ith little disposition to spread by in- 
fection ; or if it does 80 , it is of an uniformly 
mild charncier. 

In many cases, the inflammation in the 
fauces is trifling and superficial, or, at most, 
is attended with slight ulcerations that 
quickly heaf; in t)u» case, the ntteiiding 
fever is ako slight and inconsiderable, m 
some instances, tho affection of the throat 
has not been noticed at all ; when the term 
scarlatina simplex has been ayqdied to it. At 
other times, where tlio tliroat lias been 
affected, there has been little or no efliores- 
cence on tho akin. Sometimes, again, the 
inflammation in tho foucos has assumed a 
bud c.haractct, ending in foul and putrid 
slouglis, with deep ulcers ; und accompanied 
with the symptoms of malignant fever, that 
is, a disturbed and oppressed state, of brain, 
tlm consequence of active infiammation in 
this organ. These tsases prove folnl in a 
large proportion. I’o this form of tlie dis- 
ease, the termfl putrM, matigmnt^ and ul~ 
ceraled sore tljroat, have hecn apjdifjd, 
{cynanche maligna.) It has been inadi? a 
question, whctlier llie sccrlatina simplex, and 
tlie ctmanche maiigw), are not spmjieaUy 
diffeient diseases, each proceeding from its 
pro|tcr mns or tontagion. 'I his point may 
bo considered as still undecided. But see- 
ing that when these diseases prevail tqi- 
dotnicnljy. there are often found, even in 
the same house, instances of tlie most mild 
and of the most maUgnant speejes, I am 
rather inclined to the r)piuion ftiat they are 
only different fiegrees of the mune thing, 
modified by season, weather, and individual 
oonstitution. . 

It the trmtmetd of this disease, you are to 
bear in mind its /^rndfic' nature, and that it 
is scarcely curable by art, but will rtm its 
coarse in spits ef any remet^ 
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*lierelbre, is tlie great oMeot of practice. 
Siigiit cases may be safely enough left to 
thewselves : the more severe ones call for 
more attention. In the early stages of the 
disease, the general febrile action is to be 
moderated by cool air, and keeping the a\dn 
joooi, by occasionally moistening it with 
simple water, which is better than vinegar 
and water. And the regimen altogether 
should be mildly antiplilogistic. The utility 
ohloodUtling is an unsettled point, and one 
about which directly opposite opinion's are 
eifertained. It appears to me to be in 
general unnecessary ; while, if used, It can- 
not be expected to put a stop to the disease.

In general, tlie disease altogether is mild 
in its character, and requires only a mild 
antiphlogistic treatment. If the pain or 
fever are unusually great, blood-letting may 
be called for, to relieve them.

•aHi'Mial characters of fever, together with a 
peculiar train of symptoms tliat distinguish 
it from all other diseases ; while, like the 
other specific fevers, it arises solely from the 
application of a peculiar vinii, generated in 
tlie body of a rabid animal. Unfortunately, 
the fatal virulence of this poison is such, as 
hitherto to have defied the power of art to 
subdue its efleef ; aiiil prnruti ii alone can 
he looked to ; iho only lUfUi.s of a. • ■,:iq I:-',- 
inu wIik'm that are deserving of any con- 
fidence, is the complete excision of the bit- 
ten part. Tliis would he justifiable at any 
period jrior to the appearance of the symp- 
toms. ’The, destruction of tlie part by caur- 
tic is less to be relied upon, as it appears to 
have often failed to prevent the occurrence 
of the symptoms,

MsmcAL Histonv furnishes abundant ex- 
amples of the peipetuatioaof esror through 
prejudice and ignorance, and of the oppo- 
aition wbieb the moist {mlpable truththave 
cxparieaeed, from men desiroua of being 
rngarded as medical philosophers. We msy 
■talsr, by way of Uluatration, to the tenaeity 
with which the Brunonian system was so 
lemg defended against all the erideuoe of 
aommM seme, and to the reluctance with 
whibh it has bean forsaken. No system was 
■ more phucdbltt nt first sight, or better .oa]eu- 
latedtoantmpth0.mawnry;itproo«uredpro•e• 
fytaaby its Babpkbi^, and its speowimness 
deee^ed^Bkoee whose time, or wantdincdina.^ 
tiion«, did iftt alfom of fm 


into its abmir^tidR. At tlm tima of its ap- 
pearance medical opinion lay prostrate before 
I the (dmira of Guien, Hsifoam and Btahl. 
or, in other words, medicine was smothered 
with a soliolaatic jarpn, which evfen its 
teachers acknowledged they did not under- 
stand. In this state of imcertaiaty, the 
ingenious hypotheris which r«duee4 dis- 
eases into two great classeSi and the treat- 
ment into an etjually simple division, was 
caught at with avidity, and spread firom 
country to country, until all Europe was 
desolated with a doctrine which destroyed 
former errors, by substituting ethers still 
mere dangerous and absurd. For a time 
BiunoniauiBiu Nourished ; scarcely a inedi*. 
cal school existed, in which it was not pub- 
licly taught; and scarcely could a prac- 
titioner of eminence be found, who, if he 
did not vindicate, insensibly fell into its 
incendiary practice. It was in the full 
stream of popularity, in France, when 
Broussais entered his protest against it, 
and warned his countrymen of the errors 
they were committing. This was first done 
about twenty years ago ; and although it is 
dif&cult to make tlie voice of one man heard 
in a multitade, it must aford great satis.! 
faction to that individual, to perosavo that 
his remonatranoes setved to cheek the pro- 
gress of Uiat infatuation, whilst the ir .4nfd 
increase of the opimens he advoeat d, ap- 
pears to ahow that the arguments on whkdi 
they rested vfere satisfimtoiy and con- 
vincing, that they wets* hi Sheri* feeuded 
in truth. 

Whilst this revolution of medical opinion 
was going on in France, a similar attempt 
was commenced about the same time In 
Germany, by Professor Marcus** of Bava- 
ria, and both were preceded by the efforts 
of an individual in this country^ who, by a 
sober and inductive reasoning, arrived iri

pletion was employed, wthout any refe- 
rence to the cause, or to the condition of the 
SudPering tissue* We may best learn the j 
tendency of medical prsetice from the treat- 
men t pursued in febrile affections, aud per- 
haps from none so satisfactorily a« from the 
management qf that variety which, by com- 
mon cons<?nt, has been called typhus, or 
typhoid, by which a state of weakness and 
oppression of the animal powers, no matter 
how induced, has been generally understood. 
According to the directions of the Bruno- 
nians this weakness was regarded as requir- 
ing the direct application of atimulants, and 
men dosed their patients with spirituous 
potations in typhus fevers, so called, and, in 
short, in all diseases where the much dread- 
ed oit&eifta made its appearance, litis em- 
pirical practice was tried, and innumerable 
wore the victims which it aent down to 
j^rmts j so that imw it is rare indeed to hod 
^man with hardihood enough to follow such 
a destructive career. The men who now 
give Bio tone to medical opinions in their 
respective countries have abandoned i|* — 
IIufelaBd, in his Bssay on I’yphus, labours 
to prove tl his countrymea, that the oon- 
stitution of diseases has changed, and that 
typhtut ha* become mfiammatoryv— Mcn- 
derer, ph ysician to the Russian armies, 
has asserted, that the stimulating practice 
was horribly destructive in the rcmitient 
fever of Moldavia, Wallachia, and 
Winiifnainrhta and he that he was 

CQiRpetled to dwulge it for the evacnaat 
node tceetmentf and that he found this 
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^ aafost, tvea whoa continued up to tlta 
ponedofconvadesoeuoe. Htldenbrand,'* who 
was at the Imad of the Vienna school, whose 
excellent tipatise on Typhus is duly esU* 
mated by his eotmttymin, calls the State of 
reaction the infiammatory )>«riod, and Ho«n, 
of Berlin, asserts just the same thing.—, 
Tomassini end Rasori, in Italy, have been 
fordid by experience iuto the same jcon- 
fessious respecting the nature of the fevers 
cal^l^yellow and typhoid, reducing them^o 
local inBommations, so that if we tako^ 
general view of the present state of medical 
opinion, what do we perceive 1 That think- 
ing men of all countries have time far 
proyimated to throw down, as if hy common 
consent, tlie bugbear of fever existing as a 
diitinet «mm, and this apparently without aoy 
communication or oollmdon, being individu- 
ally induced to do ao by the evidence of ex|>c« 
rionoe. They have been led to connect 
disordered symptoms with disordered ftmon 
tioa, and have been reasonalde enough to 
be guided by the light of physadogy snd 
anatomy to tlio suffering strectOre. They 
have dispelled the incubus that oppressed 
the moral energies of jEsculspiBn ressoDers, 
and have reduoed a destructive nothing, an 
all-pervading tiniversehty,t into vahmisaion 
; to the . ordinary laws ol maUer and vitality* 
This was the first step to Urn reeoue of 
medkiue fromempuriahoo, and thisiathe only

After this confession, he u^ded not car- 
luiiiiv to have told us, that *• it is a disease,

p. 118. According to CnBen, a coUapee el 
the energy of the braiu is the proximate 
cause of fever, which, extending its ia- 
fiuence mm the whole system, oceasttotS 
a.totmreisl 
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dieeafe by t!ie prematore administration of 
itimulant*. He desoribes the impreasion 
made bytliis agency on the system, to be 
sometimes so powerful, as at once to de- 
,str6y life without any reaction whatever j 
Ijut that if the action of the poison (and he 
describes the miasm as a poison) should not 
be so intense as to prevent a reaction, or 
allow time for the judicious interference of 
art in the administration of stimulants, to 
'’’dSlist in overcoming this congestion, that 
■' then the febrile reaction does ',take place, 
and tliat organ suffers which is most predis- 
posed by any former weakness. It may be 
tlie brain, the lungs, or the abdominal vis- 
cera, or any other organs, but principally 
the three first, wliich must be treated on 
the same principle as any other fever pro- 
duced by any ordinary agent, namely, as a 
local inflammation, with due care, however, 
allowance being made for the pectiliarity of 
the agent nOw in operation. In typhus, 
therefore, whoa the febrile reaction is de- 
velopedi the main danger is mt vmkness, 
hut disorganisation of tlm principal organs, 
ttad more especially of the three before 
named. These are almost his owuwor;la, 
written, it must be remembered, in 1808. 
The following passage is -so excellent, that 
we are tempted to give it -verbally

Not tl»t Brcmssahi prohibits altogether 
the v-ie of stimtdimts, or supposes that 
evaepants are to do all ; he adopts no ex- 
clusive practice, he modifies it aoeofding to 
the exigencies of t}>e case, aed hi peints 
oat the poftieulmr amdrtkms in wMch a 
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stimulattng treatment is absolutely required, 
and mentions among others the following : In 
the general stupor which succeeds the first 
influence of marsh and other miasma upon 
weakly constitOtious, where the powers of 
reaction are feeble, where there is a general 
sort of debility to be carefully distinguished 
from that state occasioned by any phlogistic 
action in any of the tliree principal cavities j 
when these measures, instead of rendering 
tlie tongue dry and coated, the thirst more 
ardent, the skin more hot, procure a dimi- 
nution of these symptoms, and dispose to a 
general diaphoresis *, when the febrile pe- 
riod terminates, and when the patient falls 
into a state of extreme feebleness, which 
cannot be attributed to the oppression of 
any particular organ, and which, is, in point 
of fact, the first period of convalescence ; 
Broussais then inculcates the necessity of 
carefully graduating the doses of the stimu- 
lants employed, lest the exaltation of the 
vascular action may be effected too suddenly, 
and the state of inflammation be again 
brought on. And he concludes his remarks 
on this subject, in the following animated 
and judicious passage 

** As to the rest, it must depend on the 
sagacity of the physician; but it must be 
always borUe in mind, that it is by applying 
our physiological knowledge to the suffer* 
iiigs of our patient, that is to say, by ap- 
ply inc it without any exclusive systena^ 
ihr analysis of functions, to the studwof 
sympathies, to the appreciation of the em<ct 
of modifying agents, that we only can arrive 
at that dexterity; and never by studying 
diseases us abstract essences, or by refusing 
to submit them to physiological analysis. 
But it is impossible to find anything but 
pure abstractions, speculations, and, in fact, 
absolute nothings, if we adopts the lan^ 
guage of the Brunonians, or of those nosolak 
gists who affect to give a high de^ee of im- 
portance to artificial denominations syste- 
matically arranged, subdivided into pedaatie 
classes, ordersi genera, species,, and va« 
rieties.

Tlie author is a practitioner of Tei)ute, at 
Haddington, North Britain, where it seems 
certain prejudices still exist ou the subject 
of vaccination ; and his work is not so much 
designed for the profession, as in the lan- 
guage of hk preface, “ To confirm the faith 
of the w’nvering, or to restore to the cause 
which he advocates, that confidence which 
would never have been shaken, had men 
taken I’casoii for their guide." 

So much lias been said and written on 
vaccination, that it w'ere to little pur- 
pose to go into detail ou the subject. The 
little work of Dr. Lewins is calculated to 
effect the benevolent object which lie had 
in view ; and by no critical rules h^a the 
unassuming author merited the cen&u.es of 
Uie younger Duncan’s reviewer, of whose 
conduct, therefore , we think he has righteous 
grounds of complaint.

no very aceurate notions of the effect of the 
expansion of the chest on the sangtiimgnous 
cavities. It will be seen by referring to 
the I79th No. of The Lancet, that 1 en- 
deavoured to show by some quolations, 
which I read from the second edition 
of M. Magendie's Elements of Physiology, 
that he lind not only a very accurate notion 
of the nature of the thoracic vacuum, and of 
its influence on the return of the venous 
blood, hut that he had arrived at that accu- 
rate knowledge through erj^erinmits made on 
the jugular and crural veins of aniinuls, by 
inserting tubes into them, the other extre- 
mities of which were placed in connexion 
with coloured fluids j in sliort, in precisely 
tlie same way as was adopted by Dr. Burry. 
At tlie time the meeting took place 1 had 
not the first volume of M. Magendie’s 
" Journal de P/ii/siologfe," puhlialied in 1821, 
at hand, but I have since procured it, and 
have satisfied myself of the identity of the 
description there given, of the influence of 
the thoracic vacuum on the circulation, 
with that found in the second edition of bis 
Physiology, published in March 182.5, from 
which 1 made the quotations ; indeed, the 
one is a verbal transcript of the other. Dr. 
Barry’s experiments w'ere made in 1824, 
and the little brochure in which they were 
described, was published in the autumn of 
1825. As M. Magendie has been so polite 
as to answer the questions I addressed to 
him, seriatim, it is unnecessary for me to 
repeat them. The following is a copy of 
his letter : —

mesnts, before lie undertook similar on Uie 
same subject. 

I said, moreover, publicly, in tin* dis- 
cussion whicli took place after the reading 
of the 'report wdiicli was made on the sub- 
ject of the memoir of Mr. Barry, that it was 
fMchanicully ahmrd to consider atmospheric 
pressure as the princifnt muse* of the circu- 
lation, uud not to admit that ti;e heart 
phiv'ed the greatest }>art in it.

It 
was moveable to a certain extent, and by 
powerful pressure on its .ai-'es, it could be 
raised a htttle from its bed.

Hew mode of treathig Wounds of the Intestines, 
us proposed by M. LsManuT. 

The ligatures used by M. Lembert may 
either be of silk or flax, and a number of 
needles being armed wdth these substances 
are to be passed through the intestine be- 
tw'een its muscular and mucous coats, about 
tw'o lines from the wounded edges. As 
ntany ligatures as may he deemed neces- 
sary are to be passed before any are tied, 
the iiuh 1 C finuerof iln- left band having been 
prevhiiisly iiiirnduco*! into the intestine, 
and the lips of the wound placed in juxta 
position. The ligatures are not to he pass- 
ed through the coats, but between the mus- 
cular and nervous coats, and the point of the 
needle is to be again brought out about at a 
lino from the edge of the w'Ound. Introducing 
the needle on the opposite side at about one 
line from tlve edge of the wound, it is to be 
glided between the raucous and muscular 
coats, and brought out at about the distance 
of anotlier line, so that about two lines of 
the cylinder of the intestine are not included 
in tlxe ligatures, and when the ligatures are 
drawn together, the siifdces of the seious 
membrane, the peritoneum, arc brought into 
cmituct. 

The free edges of the wound are in this 
way turned toward the cavity of the, intes- 
tine, where they project to a greater or le.ss 
extent ; the ligatures are to be then rare- 
fully tied, during which process, great care 
should be taken to preserve the serous co- 
vering of the intestine in contact. In the 
case? of transverse wounds of the intestine, 
the ligatures are passed in the same man- 
ner as in the longitudinal wounds just men- 
tioned, taking the precaution to pass a liga- 
ture on each side of the mesentery, so ns to 
make the two |p<ii!‘li..ns » f ii.testine corres- 
pond exactly. ’I'iie V -iiil'.iTi ■« are then to 
be tied, taking care to bring the peritoneal 
covei^f^in contact, and to turn the edges of 
the vTOund invt’krds.

Tiix occurrences in this establishment, 
siuce the last notice of this description, 
have been more various than important. 
The omission, however, of a single scene 
might be detrimental to the unity of the 
farce- — so you must take the jierfovmHuces, 
such as they are, as husbands take their 
wives, for better for worse. During tlie 
“great snow” Krysipelas made an irrup- 
tion from its lurking-places to the great de- 
rangement of sundry ulcers, and the mani- 
fest danger of tbeir possessors. The origin 
and cessation of this endemic, for such it 
may wdtU strict propriety be called, in he 
Koyal Infirmary, gave rise to some specu 
lations. By some its disappearance has 
been attributed to the thaw, ns its produc- 
tion w'ns to the frost •, by others, who sup- 
posed it to have been generated by an in- 
fectious locality, its intermission is set down 
to the credit of funngation. A show of 
hands would, probably, decide in favour of 
the latter opinions. Without entering fur- 
ther on such abstruse ()uestionB, an archi- 
tect or a new hospital would awj'ply the best 
preventive to this periodic malady, which 
renders the performance of operations a 
hazardous undertaking within the walls of 
this institution. During the prevalence of 
the erysipelas, venesection was followed by 
severe inflammation. In one of these cases, 
the symptoms assumed a degree of even 
unusual violence. The subject of them had 
been in the medical wards for a chest 
aflectioo, (pleurodynia), for which he was 
bled. Gangrenous erysipelas attacked j 
wound. Tor this he was again bled in ' Ae 
other arm, and here, also the disease c'ubi- 
menced, but in a milder form. The slough- 
ing in the limb first affected, extended to 
about two indies in every direction from 
the lowest puncture, and ultimately denuded 
the vessels in the hollow of the fore-arm.

isroceedingB to The Lancet, or to give any 
person who might he sent for the purpose, 
a seat at his side ; being well assured that 
no FelloW of that Society would state any 
thing there tliat he would be reluctant to see 
published. One of the main objects of the 
Society, was the dif union of medical know- 
and he did not see how this good ob- 
ject was to be better answered than by the 
p«bticatii>tt of its proceedings ; and he might 
say, Without vanity, that no dkeuBsions were 
of .a more interesting and useful description, 
than those which were held at the London 
bUedical Society. ( A. strong feeling of ap- 
probation was manifested throughout the 
Society it the conclusion of tliis speech.) 

, Mr* Lloyd was at a loss to know how 
the fractured surfaces in the specimen of 
fracture of the neck of die thigh bone, shown 
l^’'Mr. Ajnesbiuy, could have been jiunmed 
together, as was stated by Mr. Kingdon. 
If they Lad been so jammed, no sliorteuing of 
conseuuence could have taken place, whereas 
it fip^'ieared certain, from tli(.> iiistoi y of the 
easel that a very considcrubk' shoricairig of 
the limb was observed immodiaiely after the 
accident, and, in his opinion, the present 
mopeiiiaije ol the siiecimen did not warrant 


Mr. Amesbuiiy said, whatcvenniVlit linve 
been Mr. Kiugdon's intention, he (Mr. A.) 
certainly understood him to say, that the 
neck of the bone might liave been crushed 
in the spechneu now under consideration, 
without a division of the close coverings Qf 
the bone, and, in conse(juence of this im- 
pression, he W'as induced to make the ob- 
servations he did in answer to Mr.King- 
doh. The Secretary also conceived, that this 
was the idea which Mr. Kingdon meant to 
state, as lie had exjtressed it, iii the Jninuies. 

Mr. Kino DON satisfactorily explained. 

In consequence of a question from one of 
the Vellows, Mr. Sharp observed, that he 
had C(-!-vcrK!'d with hir. (^horley upon tliis 
cs‘M‘. Mr. Chorley had informed him, tliat 
the Gentleman lived eighteen months after 
the accident, and was able to walk Bo well 
for tw'elve months before hiS death, 
many of Mr. Chorley’s medical friends InM^ 
some doubts upon their minds, whether the 
bone had ever been broken, but he Could not 
say to what extent the limb appeared short- 
ened after union had taken place. The gen- 
tleman had an awkward walk before the 
accident which seemed to arise from the in- 
firmities of age, and he also limped a little 
after the union of the bone had taken place. 

Mr, Pettigrew was of opinion, that thia 
was a fracture of the neck within the cap- 
sule, which had extended through the bone, 
and that ossific union had taken place. 

Mr. Go-sset made some observations upon, 
the position which the head and neck of the 
bone sometimes assume in old persons, ond 
the diificulty of deciding in many cases whe- 
ther the neck of the bone had been fractured 
or not ; but we understood him to say, that 
this was a decided case of fracture within 
the (capsule. 

Mr. Asiesburv made some remarks unrf 
fractures of tlie neck of the tliigh bonejj^ 
nerally. He said, that there were two pnMen 
who had opposite opinions respecting these 
cases, tlie one, of which Sir Astley Cooper 
was at the head, believed tliat union does not 
take place, and the other, that union might 
be eftected. He confessed that he was dis- 
posed to favour the latter opinion. Sir A* 
Cooper has expressed Isis ..pinion ver\ justly. 
He states, that he has never met Vith any 
case of bony union , and when we bring be- 
fore our minds the great number of apaoi* 
mens which Sir Asrfev \vah collect- 
ed, m which JUS utnnu onlv is ob- 

served, Mr. Ain- sliiirv ’.bought it. could nut 
be wondered at if hir Asiiey Cooper enter- 
tained the belief, that bouy'ttunm cannot take 
jdace. Sir Astley Cooper had done much 
for the profession, by what he has «aid upon

Sir Astley Cooper lays strong era- 
fthasig upon the last reason which he men- 
uona, VIZ. the deficiency of nourishment to 
the head of the bone. This he considers to 
be the chief cause why frecture.s within the 
capsule do not unite, hy the iiiurposition qf 
btffle. Witli due submission, Mr. Amesbuiy 
wished to dift'or from Sir Astley Cooper in 
thh particular ; he believed that the defi- 
of nourishment was the minor, not the 
W^oT cause, of non-union in these cases. He 
VP'as of opinion, that the want of union must 
he attributed more to the want of apposition 
and rest, tlian to the deficiency of nourish- 
ment in the pelvic portion of the bone. Sir 
Astley Cooper had, it would seem, over- 
looked the inadequacy of tlie treatment; 
which he (Mr. Ameshury) thought was very 
bad indeed ; and he wus prepared to show, 
and would show, at some future meeting of 
the Society, that the means conimouly em- 
ployed were very ill calculated to [answer the 
indications which ought to be answered in 
the management of these cases. Mr. Ames- 
bury observed, that splinters of bone en- 
tirely denuded of the periosteum, and lying 
loose, would accept of union in the same ; 
manner as a transplanted tooth, provided | 
they were not deprived of their vitality ; and 
knowing this to be true, he thought that the ' 
Ittad of the bone was, under circumstances, 
more likely to assist in tlie process of 
uiu|h, than a denuded and detached splinter, 
^'h^elvic portion of the bone, said IMr. A., 
is not only supplied with a sufficient quantity 
of blood for its support, but actually with 
enough to produce an ossiftc action upon the 
fractured surface, asis shownby the increased 
density which is observed in this part subse- 
quent to the accident. T his st ate of the fractur- 
ed surface.of the pelvis could only arise from 
Q now deposition of ossitic matter. He did 
not conceive that the synovia, getting be- 
“tween the fractured surfaces, would have 
much effect in preventing union in these 
cases, uB it did not prevent union from tak- 
ing place in the fractures of other joints, in 
mtoy of which, tlxq fractured surfaces must 
be covered wi'th Synovia shortly after the 
accident. The cause of non-union then in 
fractures of the neck of the thigh bone 
w-ithin the capsule w’as, in his opinion, not 
pliysical, hut niEchanical,

Mr. Callaway said, that if want offin 
posmon and re^st were the principal cause 
of non-union how didh happen tii in 
fractures partly wuhin, and partly e.xtenuil 
to the capsule, wefound only tliat part oftU 
fiactured surfaceK whicli was extenud t« the 
capsule united. There is a specimeu in 
Huy s Hospital, in which this kind of union 
might be seen. Mr. Callaway contended for 
tlie honourable manner in wiucli Sir Astley 
jmoper bad conducted the inquiry respect-* 
mg fractures of the nack of the thigh Lnv. 
He doubted the ezpedimjty of Httemptin^ 
to bring abou* b'^r.y uiiion i ,l ^ drt'a*-<‘s 
which are wi-hiu tlie laphub , and c mcludr-d 
by saying, : ha-, he s:w uu (■ 
to induce liim to niter the opinion which he 
had previously formed upon this subjact, 

Mr. Amesbuky hoped that the Centle- 
men present had not attempted to cast any 
slur upon the character of Sir A. Cooper. 
(No, no, no, from several of the Fellows.) 
In answer to the observation^ which fell 
from Mr. Callaway, Mr. Ameshury begged 
to observe, that it could be readily explain- 
ed from the state of the ])arts in the two 
situations, why^ where there was a double 
fracture, one within and the other extoniul 
to the capsule, that external to the capsulo 
only Avas found united. Here Mr. Ames- 
bury explained the- difference to wliich ho 
alluded, and said, that fractures partly 
within, and partly external to the capsule, 
would unite by bone, ns Sir Astley Cooper 
had nircady proved the fact by experiment. 
As for the expediency of idtempting to 
bring about bony union in fractures within 
the capsule, he would say, that it might be 
found hereafter, that so long a ccmlinement 
as patients are now often subjected to, 
would not be required, if meana are resorted 
to, by which apposition and rest can lx? 
maintained ; and he thouglit he should be 
able to convince the Society, that he (Mr. 
Ameabury) has such in his possession ; and 
if this should be proved by a large nnmhcr 
of cases, there would be no doubt of the 
jiropriety cf atterap^’ug to produce union by 
the iiiteiqjosition of caUus, as is proved by 
the result of Mr. Choriey’s case. 

The time allotted for discussion having 
elapsed, the President observed, that the 
subject of fractures of the neck of the thigh 
bone would be resumed at tbe next meeting 
of tbe Society, wben Mr. Langstuff bad 
kindly pronused to sbow ids preparationa, 
and he (Dr. Haslam) hoped tbe Gentlemen 
who were present as visitors, would come to 
the next meeting, if they should feeleoMis* 
posed.

TACTUS ERUDITUS OF DR. LOCOCK, LEC- 
TURER ON MIDWIFERV ! 

Maroahet Simpson, 46 years of age, a 
iilarricd woman, of pallid countenance and 
unhealthy appearance, was admitted into 
, Elizabeth’s Ward, on the 2!2d of February, 
under the care of Dr. Elliotson. The ac- 
count which the patient gave of her case, at 
the time of admission, was as follows : — 
l^our years ago she was seized with profuse 
flooding and violent pain in the repion of 
the womb, which syniptoms she ‘i 

to a fall, received a short time piawiousiy. 
During the last two years she has had a 
copious discharge of wdiite purulent matter, 
alternating with a bloody discharge ; the 
pain felt in the womb being generally alle- 
viated during the continuance of the latter. 
Tor the lost four days she has been labour- 
ing under uterine haemorrhage ; she com- 
plains of great pain in the loins, extending 
down the left thigh, which is cedematous, as 
well as the leg. There is so much tender- 
ness at every part of the hypogastric region, 
fhat pressure with the hand cannot he borne. 
There is a foetid discharge from the vagina, 
with occasional hearing down pains, and 
difficulty in making water. 

, Dr. Elliotson remarked, that he had no 
doubt the patient was labouring under some 
chronic affection of the womb, and he re- 
cjuested that an examination per vaginam 
might he made by Dr. Lpcock, (the Lec- 
turer on Midwifery at St. Thomas’s, Mem- 
ber of the Obstetric Society, &c. &c.) 

February 28. Dr. Locock’s opinion, of 
which the following is a verbatim copy, was 
read by Dr. Elliotson to the gentlemen who 
follow his clinique : 

' “ Mary Simpson. 

■ Several polypoid excrescences at the 
orifice of the vagina, one of the nymph te 
also being in a state of enlargement, and 
excessively tender. The os uteri and ntet'Tis 
have no morbid- growth from thetn, Imt are hard 
and very tender to the touch, hut not scirrhous, 
1 should tliink nothing could, he done to re- 
move any of the po/t^oii* excrescences, be- 
fore the Ibcal irritation was subdued, by 
leeebingi warm injections, kc, C. L.”

Ibe lym- - 
phatic glands in the course of the iliac ves- 
sels and abdominal aorta were much dis- 
eased ; some had attained the size of a hen’s 
egg, and on cutting into them they were 
found to contain brain-like matter. 

The cellular tissue around the iliaca 
abounded with deposits of a similar na- 
ture, and on each side of the anterior part 
j of the uterus and superior ])ortiou of the va- 
! gina was seen a large mass, consisting of 
I medullary matter, cellular tissue, and fat. It 
was at least two inches thick on the left 
side, extending from the recto-vaginal sep- 
tum to the arch of the pubes and iliac ves- 
sels. On the right side, the diseased mass 
was not BO thick, and it extended no higher 
than the vesico-vaginal septum. The ova- 
ries adhered closely to the uterus ; they 
contained, and were also connected exter- 
nally with, a number of cysts of a flbrq^ 
structure, varying in size from a peaJ^ 
small pigeon’s egg ; some contained a mre 
transparent fluid ; others, a fluid resembling 
coffee grounds ; and a third set were filled 
with blood ; — tlie latter were all found in 
the ovaries themselves, 

I'he uterus, in consequence of the adhe- 
sion of its parietes along the median line, 
was divided into two parallel cavities. Its 
parietes were much thickened, 'owing to 
the deposit of medullary matter between 
its fibres ; a very small portion of uterus 
only, at its base, presented a natural appear- 
ance ; as you proceeded anteriorly , the cere« 
.bral matter seemed gradually to increase, 
until at length all trace of fibres bectUtte 
lost.

Dll tho follow’ing morning (Monday) we 
had an opportunity of visiting tlie patient 
with Mr. ureeii, when we found the man 
with a full and opfiressed pulse, his counte- 
nance having a dull, heavy, stupid expres' 
sion, and he seemed incUneif to sleep. 
When roused he answ'ered 'juestions in a 
confhsed manner ; he had pain in the head, 
the skin was hot, the tongue furred, and 
there was occasional vomiting. 

Mr. (ireen, on receiving the intimation 
from his dresser, that a dose of opium hud 
been given on the [irin-ding night , evinced 
mucli surprise, lie (iii.-cted sixii cn ounces 
of blood so be taken from the arm immedi- 
ately, the head to be shaved, and cold lotion 
applied. Ten grains of calomel to be given 
directly, and to Imj followed up witli house 
medicine until the bowels were freely re- 
lieved ; the venesection to he repeated in 
(he evening, if the pulse should he of the 
same kind os Uiis morning. 

These measures were found to he effec-* 
tual, and tin? patient s|i«edt]y got weH.

ili*inuioutt«« and greater Avhiteiutss of the 
ncahi'a,” wo have given it nndt;r that head. 
Indeed, the doctor himiR'U’, in speukiug of * 
th« treatment of tlio lejira ulphoidea, o!>* 
nerve* that “ a fret|ueiit use of tlie w'arm 
huth, witii which a modciato degTco of 
tfiTctiou may be coinbimul, conU ibutea to 
r(‘movo the itcales, and to soften the akin ; 
or, if tha atvptioH be mifined to the exirmitiest 
local ablution may W suflicietit,*' evideoUy 
ineuning that it stimeiimes extouda to other 
parts. 

Mary Hurl, mb 10, has been the sobject 
of this eruption lor the last four months; 
(ha trunk, OKtremitiflS. and hairy scalp, art* 
niudded with small whitish drculur scales. 
No uneasy BCtumlionfl attend it, except a

Wo have eoustdeml 
ihb eaw worth reporiing. from the circum- 
jstance that mercory, mnienl thr extent 
Mliwlum, aeema to have etfeeted the cure. 
Varioua means had ln*en pir viously tried, 
and raerenry itself, for tome time, without 
the removal of the afikrtion *, but us soon as 
the mcHilh hocattto allected, it began to die i 
away, and progivtsively rontimud to do »o |

TUMOVR HEAR MB ANOLB Of TlJf Utv.

|>eartmc«, fitates, that between seven and 
eight years ago, she caught cold from sleep- 
ing in a damp bed, and that a aore tbroat 
ensued. Boon after she perceived a small 
tumour situated immediately behind the 
angle of the jaw, which increased very 
slowly for four years, hut, latterly, has 
grown more rapidly. She has hod good 
In alth for many years, and lived absteml- 
oujily. She liai* now a «W(*lling immediately 
behind the angle and TBrnus of the jaw, cou- 
sitlerahly larger than a hen’s egg. It {» 
oval, hard, and irregular on the surface, as 
if composed of four unequal lobes, and 
easily moveable both on the subjacent parts, 
and under the .skin, to which it is loosely 
uttariied. It is not, nor has it ever been 
painful, or produced the sligliiest inconv' - 
nience in tuiy resjiect. 

The tumour was retiioTtnl by Mr. Law?- 
reme by u siugh; incision of about fivo 
indies, carried over its long axis, being con- 
nected (Hify by loose cdlubir tissue, am] 
quickly (iiSHected ou(. Ihofuac bleeding 
took place from .several tirteries during the 
excision, which was not interrupted on that 
jiccouni; faintness canui on, and stopjK'd it, 
A siintll slice of parotid gland was found at 
the haso of the tumour, ’l'lu» surface of the 
liitlcr was tuberculatcd, imci covered by a 
thin closely-adhering whitish capaule. Its 
aubsfaace was firm and compact, approach- 
ing, in colour and appearance, to the softer 
form of scirrhuB. Its cut surface had n 
sM'.h*; -.Tohu!ttted appearance, and of uniforat 
texture, throngliout. The flap laid 
down and slightly apjiroxiinaied by Bdhe- 
sive straps, fiuhseqnently romoved, the 
wound being ijimplv covered by a damp 
cloth. A coiihidemblo portion of the in- 
cision united by itflhi «i'>u ; but a copior 
flow of saliva took piste from its ceutru * 
few days after the ojveration, itud continued 
for about ten i!ay». Bbo was drschorged 
cured on the ^*24 of February. 
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
